Seven years have come and gone since this, the most 
beautiful of classic lands, became our own familiar home- 
Seven years! how truly the doratioa of time is of avalue 
purely comparative ! It seems a very mockery to talk of 
such a period in such a place; even in presence of those 
suhtime remains of the once glorious Athens, ihat» like 
die dead corse*' of some great one departed^ have lain in 
state upon these shores for centuries unnumbered, bathed 
in the eternal smile of that blue sky 1 The passing of 
seven ages could leave no trace upon ihe monuments, 
"where sits enthroned that Past, who feeds from century to 
century on the generations which its great purveyor. 
Death, provides, and lobes itself in the glory stolen &om 
dissolving empires ! And who shall track the flight of a 
thousand such periods oi time, in the unalterable sunshine 
of that most radiant heaven I 

But seven years in ihe life of one human being is a 
period from which volumes might be drawn, were it but 
the lecozd of their own brief joys and sorrows, or even the 
history of one individual mind ; and how much more 

^ when it has been passed in a land whose glowing loveli- 
ness alone has stamped each day with images oi beauty^ 

^ whose past, teeming with grand and solenm recoUeodons, 
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has given a deep interast to the events of its fleeting pie> 

sent, and tlie prospects of its uncertain future ! 

Still more, however^ the actual position of Greece when 
we fiist sought a xestmg-place on her time-honoured 
shores, was calculated to impress vividly on the memory 
each oocuireuce of our sojourn there. She Lad but just 
arisen firom that degrading thraldom, which for so long 
a period had blotted her immortal name from the scale of 
nations ; she had burst the Moslem chains, and she was free. 

But the captive, when his fetters first are loosed, can 
feel no power in his paralysed limbs; it is long before the 
life-blood flows freely through Lis veins again; and so ior 
a time did the degenerate country struggle, but feebly, to 
shake off the moial stupor into which she had been flung. 

We saw her first faint efforts — ^we maiked her progress 
day by day, even as tliougli we were watcLiag the gradual 
reatoratioii of life and h^lth to some fair being raised up 
firom mortal sickness, when each hour brightens the re* 
turning glow upon tlic cheek and the sparkle in the eye. 
Gradually we became identified with all her varying hopes 
and fears; rejoieing with her rejoicing pec^de^ when aome 
country more highly favoured now reflected back on 
Greece the HgLts it Lad derived from her; and sorrowing 
with them^ when the Great Powers to which she is allied 
threatened inthttr clashing interests to rob her onoe again 
of lier dearly-bought repose. 

Very soon it was no longer a 8tranger*land for us ; friends 
gathered round usfixmi amongst the warm*<hearted people; 
the idiom became famiHar as our own ; ami many of the 
natural prejudices we shared with other strangers^ against 
the religion or the oostoniB of the conntryi gave way 
before a doew insight into the practical effects of both^ 
than most travellers have any opportunity of obtaining. 

The interest we now take in this oonmtiyi sad the 
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feelings 'with which we leave it, must, therefoie, be very 
different iroxn thofie of the touiifits who viaU thoie «hom 
m ike oxdinaiy nHamer* 

Ten (lays or a fortnight is usually considered by the 
visitor a BuiEcient length of time for the peziocmaxicd of 
fSL that is inenmbent on him dmiiig Ub ilqr^ aooMdiBg to 
llie esteUidied tdIm of fiffbtHwei^ He caii €nloie the 
ruins of tlie capitol, visit the Temple of Jupiter by mooii^ 
Ught, and wmtoh the smuet fiom the Paxthenon; lie can 
dimb Mount Pentdiciu, and fidl to see the plain of Ma- 
rathon from the summit — for which j)urposc he ascended; 
he may drive to lfiteu«8, there to wooder what has beoome 
of ihe mina; and go to Man Hill to leadtfae aeveateeitik 
diapter of the Acts, and to Salamis to quote Lord 
Byroa's poems; and then, having descanted ou the admi- 
lable piewrration of the temple of Theeenty deploied die 
fiiding beauty of the Maid of Adieiu/' and gaAeied 
together a few mistaken notions on the poHtical move- 
mentain Gieeoe, from pexsona iaterated in falsifying her 
present position, he departs, carrying with him a eemfuied 
recollection of lieat, and dust. lUid ^uy cudumes, beautiful 
ruins and uncomfortable inus. 

This is the general routine porsaed by travelien; and 
if they have no higher object than to beguile the tedium 
of a portion of their brief life, and store the treasure- 
houses of their memory with £ux images that shall here* 
alter flash upon iheb midnight dreams in the likeness 
of some glorious temple, with its snowy colunui^ cleaving 
the deep blue air, or o£ some lonely fount with myrtles 
wreathing over it, and stars that gleam within its waters^-— 
then such a visit as this is amply adequate to tlie purpose; 
but it would have beai better, perhaps, if some of those 
who have given thar opimon of Qieeee and the Greeks 
to the public, had remembered that it is not Itefy at least, 

b2 
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that a country can be known, or tlie character of a nation 
justly appreciated. 

For 118, in looking back on the long period of onr red* 
dence here, it is wonderfbl to find how fioon we lost the in* 

tense interest which must ever be inspired by that mighty 
skeleton, as it were, of ancient Greece which still is visible, 
cnunbling and dusmembered to ns all — ^in the absorbing ez* 
citement produced by the precarious £ta,tc of the modem 
country, which is rising, Phcenix-like, from its aslies. 

Were I, however^ even competent to lead, I doubt 
much if any one would have the courage to follow me 
through the intricacies of Greek politics ior that period; 
and it would certainly require a fiff abler hand than mine 
to unravel the hopeless confusion of ideas which seems to 
prevail in other countries on this subject. I believe the 
final impression which remains in our mind, i? the 
conviction, that, if Greece had fair play^ there would be 
hope for her yet; although, with so many varying interests 
contending round her, this is perhaps exactly what we 
have least reason to ejqpect* 

It seems scarce possible, now that all are past alike, to 
separate from each other the bright succession of glowing 
summers, and soft mild winters, which made our life in 
Greece seem one fair dream. The remembrance of them 
is hkc the image which memory stamps upon the mind 
of some pleasing landscape we shall see no more, where 
its most striking features stand out prominent from the 
general picture ; for so we now find that the more re- 
markable details of our existence alone detach themselves 
firom the unbroken period of our sojourn here. 

There can, indeed, be little variation in the regular 
routine of life in this semi-oriental country, for the climate 
alone imposes laws which are not to be infringed. 

During the winter, or radier during the season resem* 
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Uing a bright Bngluhsimiiiiery which ii to callady Athens 

becomes the universal resort; when the new town, seem- 
ingly such a coaLused collection of ill-paved streets and 
itraxige-looldng housei springing ttpamong the ruins, never- 
ihelese manages to produce many a comfortable rendence. 

The society oi the capital for those lew winter months, 
though pecidifur and veiy limited^ presents as lively and 
pleasant a circle as could be met with anywhere. Tbe 
court and the corps diplomatique fonn, of course, the 
foundation ; to whidli are added the principal Greek 
fiunilies, and the strangers who pass in such numbeis 
through the town. But the pccuHarity which renders it 
so piquant/' is the extraordinary assemblage of natives 
of all different countries of which it is composed; who^ 
haying adopted French as their common language, hare 
become pleasantly amalgamated without losing any of 
their distinctive characteristics. 

This gathering together of such Taried elements, has 
of necessity freed the modern society of Adiens from 
most of those conventional ikllacies and established ab- 
surdities—that general narrowness of view, in short— 
which must always gather round those circles that are 
formed only by local connexion^ and never broken in upon 
by any influence iiom without. 

It was absolutely necessary that the persons whose 
creed, education, and manners, were all so totally dille- 
rent, should each one lay down somewhat of their na- 
tional prejudices and preconceived opinions, when meet* 
ing on the common ground, where, as a mass, they were 
to constitute le monde d'Athenes." This natui'ally tends 
to produce a liberty of qpeech, and still greater freedom 
of opnion, whidi renders the mutual intercourse as easy 
as it is pleasant. 

We owe something, however, to the localityin Athens 
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as wdl as elsswhexe. The Greeks aze asunbttioofl as they^ 
are quick witted ; thef who, iK)t diirty years ago, were 
plunged in the darkest slavery, and, still more lately, were 
cutting their way to freedom with swords that streamed whh 
Uood, whilefrie&ds and rdatiyes fell murdered round them, 
having once more obtained a right to rank among the nations 
ot Europe, are now determined to be outdone by none in 
the most trivial details of modem luxury and refinement* 

They certainly have acquired, in an incredibly short space 
of time, that artificial polish, which, unfortunately, seejns 
univenaaUy acknowledged to be the stamp of cLvilifiatioii. 

WHih rising generation, most of whom have been 
educated in France or Germany, it has indeed become 
already a second nature; but amongst those who have 
adopted the Buropean manneis second hand, it is often 
extremely amusing to see the okl Turkish habils pooping 
out behind the assumed savoir vivre," or the klcft-like 
propensities of fierce palikers unconsciously displaying 
themselves in a ball-room. 

We derive also a certain singularity in the ordinary 
topics of convmation, from the classic ground on which 
we tread, which could exist nowhere dse. Scarce a day 
elapses that the workmen do not bring to light, in digging 
the foxmdations of some future house, or repairing the 
walls of a tottering church, some of those treasures of an- 
tiquity of which this soil is so prolific. Often some ancient 
tomb is iincovered suddenly, which can no more indeed 
give up its dead, but still preserves, as though in mockeiy^ 
the strange rich ornaments that decked, long once, the 
corruptible frame whose very dust is vanished now. 

The poorest of the sepulchres is certain to contain at 
least a few of those beautiful little vases, the lacrymatories, 
the interpretation of whose singular figures is a science in 
itself. When found in the graves of females, their Ibrm 
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would genendly seem to indicate that they had been used 
fer containiiig aoents and other leqniaiteB of the toiktto: 

in one that was found not long sine*?, there was a prepara- 
tioa evidentlj of rouge, or some such paint for the iaoe, 
nhexe the mark loft by the ptcwm e of two fingers of a 
onall hand was distinctly visible. 

Stili greater, howeyer, is the excitement produced by 
ihedisooiTeiy of a statoe, an oeomieitce ikr more me, when 
Boddenly fiom beneath our wery feet is dia nt e i ied one of 
those marvellous pieces oi' sculpture wLicli are so hope- 
hatiky beyond all imitation. There is I know not what of 
haunting beauty in those marble shi^>es, which no art has 
ever since produced ; it seems almost as though it were by 
a mysterious power that they had given to the senseiesB 
ttone, the life, the sotd, that glows inits ^tless whiteness* 

Eren where it is only a bas-relief designed as an ordi- 
nary iuneral stone, there is an unspeakable soiemuity in 
the aqiect of the sitting figure which represents the de- 
ceased; and in the ezpvesnon of the raled mourners who 
stand around, a sadness so intense, that it seems scarce 
possible not to i'ancy that human tears are steaimg down 
ihose marble cheeks. 

There is one statue — ^bst in the remotest island of the 
Cyciades, which, if once seen, for ever after Imuuts the 
memory like a yery ghost: it is the oze of life, and has 
eridently been intended as the portmit of a young female; 
every fold of the flowing graceful drapery, every vein on 
the small %vhite feet, lias been exquisitely given, but the 
&ee, the divine &ce^ that for countless ages has worn that 
beseeching look of gendest, most mournful, entreaty, how 
marvellously lovely it is I We know not what is the timid 
petition that seems just passingirom her parted lips; bat so 
perfectly has the expression been couTeyed in every Une 
of those delicate features, that we could almost imagine 
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the Imng form had grown to marUs in the bxeathkaB 

suspen;?e ^Yhich followed her unanswered prayer. 

We iind the interesting details of suck discoveries as 
these, give a fiur higher tone to the mere general ecmrev- 
sation of the Athenian aodety, than is to be found in lihe 
extensive circles of countries more enlightened. 

From the season of the yintagei to the termination oi tkc 
caimyal,^«n easy and constant interoouise is kept up, which 
tends to make this period pass botli rapidly and pleasantly. 
And then suddenly, some fine mortung, the terrible sirocco 
wind arrives unpitying fiK>m the veiy desert itself^ and in 
one day so loads the atmo^here with a stifling miasma, 
and covers the whole town, inhabitants not excepted, with 
such a choking, burning sand, that, as if by enchantment^ 
the whole popuktion, at least of the higher classes, die- 
appears from the capital, and takes refuge in the mountain 
villages ; there they pass luxuriously the long season of 
burning heat, which would be so intolerable among the* 
white glaring stones and arid fields of Athens. 

Those mountain refuges, how cool and fresh, and yet 
how sunny and how bright they arel Those little nealBi 
embosomed in the green luxuriant hills, with their gardens 
of myrtle and pomegranate, and their sombre olive groves, 
which the oiogmg birds 80 haimtl Where, through the 
unchanging glory of the long Grecian summer, we may 
dwell slithered and at rest; half forgetting, as our eyes 
grow accustomed to the eternal doudlessness of that sky, 
where the serene smile is fixed as on the £M:e of the dead 
who have departed 'in peaoe, that there are climes less 
favoured, where tempests and mists disfigure the fair face 
of heaven, and dark clouds blot out the sunshine with 
tears, as though they wept for a fallen world I 

Still more we are apt to forget, as the spirit learns insen- 
sibly to share in the deep peace that hangs over those quiet 
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spots, so utterly apart from ilic wuiiJ. and its fierce restless- 
nesSi that elsewhere there are stonns raging which arc not 
* borne from the whirlwind, or cradled in the esvmm of the 
North, hmt which man m hk madncM or his arrogance can 
raise, who has the power to blast this iair nature, and turn 
its pure waters into blood, bj the excess of those rfifiiiinwf 
to which he makes himsdf a most degraded slaTe; when in 

arms against the ster]i (luotiiiy that ^vollkl discipline his soul. 

Even the distant echoes of that ceaselesss agitation, 
which seems the yery atmosphere in which men faxea Ae 
most freely when struggling to their tombs, led on by false 
ambition, or misguided impulses, — tliese all die away long 
before they reach our lonely resting-places: where the 
monotony of life is as undisturbed as the cbndlessness of 
hearen. 

All of human nature that surrounds is the scanty popa- 
lation of the village peasantxy^ whose profound and \mt£» 
• fected igiioraiK c nnd honest superstition are im unspeak- 
able relief, aiier having been continually brought in contact 
with the qmitof small and pitifiil intrigne, which poisona 
every thing in the capital. 

It is a strange dreamy kind of life that we lead in those 
mountain solitudes, which, charmmg as it is, presents pei^ 
haps too fewopportimitiesforadvanfflnginintellectaalim!- 
piovement or benefiting others, to be altogether desirable. 

Each day is unvarying in its occupations and amuse- 
ments; for each day the gorgeous sunrise bursts into life 
with the same sublime pageant at its birth ; and we must 
never iaii to wake while still the soft night hovers on pitying 
wings over llie weaxy world it has hiUed to sltunber, that 
we may go out and look from some ftroorable point on a 
spectacle so beautiful. We must watch the first faint glow, 
stealing over the &i distant diadowy ide of Egina, that 
seems to heave upon the bosom of the waters as though 
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qimiriiig wiA imptore boBetili the smils of the mornhig; 

and sec in breathless admiration how the pure light of the 
new-born day, gliding from wave to wave, oames its bciglit 
pmenoe over that Uue slumbering ocean, and onwaid 
comes, sweeping the ] )Liins with its golden robes, till even 
the waving of the dark olive groves in the breeze looks like 
the rising and fidling of a silver oea* And then, advaii€ing* 
still, the infiint rays illuminate that old Acropolis, so dis- 
tant, though nothing on the unbroken plain can hide it from 
our View; and straightway the noble Parthenon starts into 
life, each gUttering column defined against ihe dear blue 
sky, as though with a magic touch the sunbeams had but 
just created it 1 A few minutes more, and the grea t moutt- 
isin, which oveidiadows ns^ itself is dotfaed in sunlight, 
and not only the darkness is :i i Viing that was and is not, 
but we can scarce believe that ever it shall be again I 

This unrivalled sight must be seen eveiy day; and evezy 
day the indispensable siesta must begnite those hours when 
the world seems to hang breatliless in th§ burning air, 
•ubdued into utter lifdessness by the la:emendoua noonday 
sun, at the very hour when it is wont to be most busy and 
bustlini3f ; and when at last the day is waniufr, and the sea 
has drawn down that terrible mn to its breast, alluring it 
with the semUaace ;in its depths of a heaven still £sdrer 
than the fair reality, joyfully welcoming the darkness in 
which there is no gloom, — what better can we do than 
mount our horses and ride to a certain hei^t on the 
tnuddesB mountain, where first we meet the cool breath of 
the night as it comes sighing for the departed day ! 

Nor can we vary the long vigil on the terrace, or the 
roof of the house, during those lovdy hours of unspeakable 
repose, when we sit watching the mighty constellations, 
those hieroglyphics of the skies, as they unfold one by one 
Aeir glittering scroll; or track the flight of the waadering 
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starS) the bright voyagers from heaven, as they traverae 
the spheree on their myiterioiiB effmdB. 
It is thus that the days fiit by in the 8Dtnni€T bonies of 

Ghreece. There is so little variation that we should scarcely 
mask the flight of time, but for the evei>working natorei 
Aat replaces ihe wild scarlet anemones widi the pome- 
granate blossom, which seems to inherit tacir bloom, and 
these again with the star-like myrtle flowers aud bright 
<deander. 

The good peasants, too, remind us often that the seasons 
do not languish, for they never fail to bring us the lirst 
produce of their laboms — the fresh almonds,, and green 
figs, the cool water-melonSy and finally die grapes. Of 
these there is soon such a prolusion, that the very dogs, who 
in this country arc singularly partial to the fruit oi the vine, 
may go and riot in the vineyards till even they are satisfied. 

There is one well-marked period, Avhen the villagers 
give up their houses for the accommodation of the silk- 
worm^ and betake themselves to couches scarce harder 
Aan Iheir own^ beneath some sheltering tree. Not the 
olive, because there the deadly snake is sure to lurk, but 
under some huge platanist, or mulberry. Not only do 
ihey provide lodgings for this most precious and most 
hideous little animal, but they decorate them tastefully 
with green branches, that they may resemble the native 
bowers of the busy worm. 

Another peculiarity of the summer life in Greece is, 
that while we are enjoying it, we would seem, to all out- 
ward appearance, to be utterly exempt &om the ordinary 
" ills that flesh is heir to.^ Everywhere else, even if we 
carry so light a heart in our own bosom that we are 
disposed to doubt if indeed a burden is too surely laid 
on every mortal, we are certain at least to see such bitter 
suffering in those around us, from the palpable evils of 
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penury and want, disease and crime, that wediaH learn to 
suffer from their rejected misery. But here it is not so : 
poverty seems actually unknown. Not that tbesunpleGneek 
peasant is rich,unleBB it be that negative richness which they 

may be said to find in their security from all material wants, 
produced by the benign climate and the abundant rature. 

In the summer they greatly prefer, as I have said, their 
couch in the open air, to die most sumptuous dwelling 
which their fancy could picture. They gather beneath 
the olive trees, which shed their ready fruits upon their 
very head, the greater part of theb simple food. The 
light clothing tliey require is an hereditary possession, 
descending from father to son; and thus, having food 
and raiment, they are therewith abundantly content. 

Till' result of tliis is, that I bciievc ihere is no country 
in the world where beggary is so little known. Systematic 
begging does actually not exist, excepting in the case of 
one blind old mendicant, certainly the richest man of my 
acquaintance, \vlio sits all day in the portico of the Temple 
of Theseus at Athens, and majestically receives the alms 
which every one hastens to bestow on him — too happy to 
find a legitimate object ou whom to exercise the duty of 
charity, so strictly enjoined by their church* 

We found that there was much amusement and interest 
in watching the process of the silk manufacture, t]iuui;li 
it does not produce such picturesque combinations as the 
vintage, excepting in its last stage, when the silk has to 
be wound off the Uttle golden balls, and prepared for the 
machine. This office is always performed by the village 
maidens; and they certainly do succeed, with their grace- 
ful costumes, in grouping themselves into the most beau- 
tiful little pictures occasionally. 

We were not exempt from the common labours of this 
season, as we had a great number of mulberry trees in our 
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garden; and the leooUeodon of this more excitiiig period 

in our quiet country life, recalls to me at the same time the 
stnuige historj of one of the joung girb whot during 
two succemve sammeray was employed in our service. 
It was a sini'ular instance of the wild romance which 
seems in the East to clothe the most common incidexits 
of daily life, and which causes the private history of each 
individual to be replete with striking events, which 
would be invaluable for a novel or a poem. 

This young Greek girl, when she first came to us, was 
about fifteen years of age; and nowhere, certainly, either 
in Greece or in any other part of the world, have I seen 
anything to be compared to the perfect loveliness of her 
&ce. The high idea we are apt to form of Ghreeian 
beauty is liable to great disappointment on visiting the 
country. It is only among the very young girls that 
it is to be found at all, for their bloom is scarce less 
evanescent than that of a spring flower; and it is un* 
I doubted ly replaced by a greater degree of ugliness than 
I usually falls to the lot of old women anywhere. 

Even during our long residence there, I cannot recall 
niore than one or two instances of that sy in metrical per- 
fection of feature, which is thought to belong especially to 
this country. 

i None, however, could stand a comparison with B^- 
tinko, the little silk-winder. She came, along with her 
mother, to be hired, and we soon perceived that there 
ivas something very peculiar in the manners and appear- 

j unceof both. There were many traces of former mag- 
iiifio^ce in the dress of the old woman, who had a 

} truly remarkable countenance. A white veil, of the 
most delicate silk gauze, was wrapped round her head, and 
talf covered her dusky sunburnt face, which was Ut up 
by the blackest and fiercest pair of eyes I ever beheld, 
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Ihflie sha was ocmtmuaUytuziiing to and &Of wiib a staxilod, 

cuiuiing look; and she used to sit watching her child, 
when she was at wojck, with the air of a tigress glaring 
on her piej* We aoon leamt her hifltoxji whieh easiij 
explained these singularities. 

She had been one of the slaves of Muhktar, the son 
of Ali Paaha, Satrap of Jamdna, and had consequently 
passed the greater part of her life in that lozimoas 
palace, overhanging the bcautiiul lake tliLio, within -whose 
stately walls more deeds of horror and bloodshed have 
been committed, than eyer before perhaps defiled a 
human habitation. Her days were spent, of course, in 
the harem, with the other women; and she could teU us 
little of the incidents of the aged Pasha, of the grey^haixed 
Ali's most sanguinary and eyentful life. The women 
knew notliing of what occurred beyond the liiuit of their 
own apartments. It may be, that they often heard the 
echoes of shrieks dying into ominous silence, or oonfuaed 
sounds which instinct told them was the voice of human 
su£[ering; and at dead of night, doubtless, they could 
distinguish, through their gay dreams, the dull, heavy 
plash of some unreristing weight sinking into the lake, 
whose still waters rippled up against the wall beneath their 
very Avindows; but with the true Turkish philosophy, in 
which they were unconscious adepts, they gave littie heed 
to such things, and occupied themselves in the hourly deco- 
ration of their persons, and in quarrelling with one another. 

The little Katinko was but a few months old, when her 
wretched moiher discovered, to her utter constemation, 
that a rival slave had accused her to Muhktar of having 
entered into a oon^iiacy to poison him* 

However unjust tiie accusation, the unhappy woman 
knew that her doom was sealed I No one ever lived four- 
and-twenty hours under sui^icion in the palace of AH 
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Fuiuu The lake nd the Mck mate at bmd^ nd death 

ever ready to coinc at the tyrant's beck. She gave herself 
op for loBt» But fcnrtuimtd j one ef her bcotbeit wm 
engaged as a soldier in MnUclai^e eerriee. He heeid of 
the circumstances just in thne, and was deteriiiiiied to 
save her. Having coorejed to her his intenUooi, he 
numaged to eome thait rery m^bct, in a littla boat^ oa the 
lake directly under her window. It was raised to some 
height above the water; but one who leaves certain death 
belund doea not shrink from any peril in attempting to 
escape. She made a lope of the Gaahmere shawb whieh 
served to gird her waist, and having fastened it securely, 
she first lowered down her little in&nt in a basket, and 
thai followed hefself^ and waa reoeiTed into her faiothei'a 
arms in pcricct safety. In another moment they were 
skimming the waters with great rapidity, aided by the 
fiedb ni^ht famoe. Arieepyaentinel fireda£B(frahotaat 
them, but they succeeded in reaching the opposite shore 
without injury* 

They inatandj fled the eoantij, and took r^uge in 
Alexandria, thinking they neirer eoidd be fis enough 
from their powerful enemies. Since then, the death of 
Ali^ and both his sonS| had rendered their poor slave 
abondantfy fiee; and die retnmed to Greeoe, in order to 
gain i\ livt lihood in her own country, and ultimately to 
find a husband for her beautiiul daughter. 

Katinko waa more like the moat ezqni&ite statue than a 
hnman being — the repose of hsr matohkss ftatnres, and 
the marble paleness of her complexion, were quite une- 
qualled. We soon fimid, however^ that she shared in a 
deficieney ooaunon to all iwairimate pteees of seulptme, 
and luoi e general among living beings than we are disposed 
to admit. The mind, the intellect, tliat should have 
ilhuninated that perfect eoaatsmncei esated not, and she 
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ft very child in cspaci^ and in tufcea. Still we took 

a great interest in her; and our distress was extreme when 
we diacovered, after she had been with us two years, that 
Ab had oonsented to enter on a new line of life^ very dif> 
ferent from that we could have denied for her. 

Just at this time, some young men, returning from their 
colleges in £iiiope, faU of enthiuiaam for their country 
and its departed glory, detennined to revive sevend of the 
ancient tragedies, and have them performed ai the little • 
theatre at Athens. 

dotma was, of coarse, indispensably requisite, 
and some one had, most unfortunately, caught a glimpse of 
Katinko, wandering among the vine-walks of our garden, 
when ihe evening breeze had lifted from her beautiful 
face the long folds of the floating veil, which completed 
her native costume. 

She was not proof against the golden offers which were 
instantly made to induce her to go on the stage, and she 
left us ulinoct secretly for Athens, where she was to be 
instructed in her new calhng. It was in vain we remon- 
strated; nothing we could ofier could compensate to her 
ambitious old mother for the deUght of seeing her child 
figuring as a princess or queen, were it but for an hour. 

Katinko shed many teais at parting; but nevertheless, 
she went; and it was the last we saw of her, with hsc ample, 
childlike manners, and her picturesque Albanian irarments. 

About a year after, I was accosted in the street by a 
young woman in the £uropean dress, whose appearance 
was decidedly remarkable, from the outrageous violation 
of all good taste whicli cliaracterised her attire. Not ojoly 
was she loaded with feathersand ribbons, but her &ce was 
positively madced in paint, applied seemingly without 
any attempt at concealment ! It was actually not until 
she turned towards me the exquisite profile, which no- 
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thbg could change^ thiit I xeoogniied our oiioe beauiifiil 

Katinko ! 

I believe we should have regretted her far less, had she 
shared the &te of one of her young compamoDfly who, lesB 
singularly lovely, was almost equally celebrated for the 
extraordinary length and profusion of her beautiful hair. 

This poor young girl had been oompdkd one day to 
go out during the burning heat of noon upon some TOcy 
urgent errand, for nothing but tlie most imperative lie- 
oesnty could induce any one to conunit such an impru- 
dence during the summer in Greece. Inssnity or death 
may equally be the consequence, and, in this instance, 
four-and-twenty hours did not elapse before idie was 
stretched lifeless on her bierl 

I shall not eaaly foiget the funeral of the fiur young 
Greek, on that still and lovejy summer evening, as she 
was borne away with the sound of music and the incense 
of perfumed flowers around her^ to her graye, near llie 
banks of the murmuring Ilyssus. 

There is, as we have remarked, a strange degree of 
romance connected with the occunences of every-^day lifo 
in Grreece. Much more, in the most trivial details of 
their religious or superstitious ceremonies, there is a real 
poetry, which we might vainly seek in the wildest efibrts 
of imagination. 

In their manner of performing the kst offices to the 
dead, there is especially a most touching beauty. The 
spirit which guides them in the pecnliarities of their 
observances is quite different from that wliich elsewhere 
universally inspires the funereal rites. 

The Greeks would seem as though their Teiy souls were 
so imbued wi A die sunshine and the brightness which is 
for ever around them in their glowing land, that they 
must needs drive away all images of ^oom, even from the 

o 
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dark gnm, wludi we bold bb the very embodiment of 

tlie word, and from the dread clo^^ing in of the long night 
of death. 

They do not l e prescut the kmg of terron as an armed 
phantom, in league wiih eomtption to destroy the hmmm 

frame — by which means men have learnt to shrink from it, 
as though the aoft lepoee firam life's yuh straggles which 
it afibords wm angiddi ! and its deep lest fiom sorrow 

and from siu, despair ! — ^but rather as a glorious anpel that 
^ands at the portals of eternity, and beckons men onward 
to its joys. 

When a soul departs, their lamentations arc terrible, 
but they sorrow for the survivors only I — as for the dead, 
they count him in all things a conqueror, so thqr plaoe 
the laurel garland on his brow, and in his hand the pahn 
of victory ! They say that he has conquered, inasmuch as 
ha has triumphed in the last fieroe struggle of the death 
agony, ihe ihought of whose foreseen inevitable pang casts 
■d mysterious shaduw over iJic sunniest hour of our brief 
existence I But yet more, they hold him a conqueror, be- 
eaase he has trininplied over life itself i—4hat subtle fluid 
careering through his veins, which has the power to cause 
his human heart to sink with misery, Ids eyes to gush 
with bitterest tears, and his brow to redden with the flodh 
of shame ! All this is over. So they uncover the iaee, 
tluit may see what a liiajesty of niost serene repose is 
stamped thereon, and they sing a hymn of thanksgiving 
as they bear himaway to his rest 

I remember, when they buried that bright-eyed Greek 
maiden, snatched suddenly from earth, when her young 
heart was light as her &oe was ihej aonyed her, so 
rigid and motumloss, in the gi^ dress she had never won 
but for some gTe&tfete or gala — as though this more than 
any were a day of rejoicing ior her; and thus attiredi with 
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her long hair spread out over lier still bosom, l1 decked 
with flowers, they laid hex uncoffined in iier grave. At 
hm todt tfaey pkioad a anudl ^^mk o£ mo» md s buket of 
con, m BoooraflDOB wiw vb wkswd* utqok inpenQuuni 
whick supposes that for three days and nights the disem- 
bodied wpak iuigoi mounfiaUy xound its immmt of 
eby, the gannent of its mortelity, wliemn, as a pilgiim 
and a stranger on the earth, it lived auJ loved, it sinned 
wad su£bred ! As soon as tbe first symptom of decay aa- 
Boimcei diat tlM cttiBB of cocraptaoii is at wo^ 
that the purer essence departs to purer realms. 

Belbre the gxave was closed* whikt £91: the last Ume the 
ma xadliaiiae of the ainiaBt oait a glow Uka the mookeiy 
of life over the mtxUe &ee of the poor yovng giil, het 
friends, as a last precaution, took measures to ascertain 
that she was actually dead, and not in a swoon. 

The means they alwaya take m sneh smtaaoes to aaoer- 

tani a fact, which elsewliorc would be insured by a doc- 
tor's certiEcate, is touchiz^ m the extreme. The person 
whom, whilst alive, it wtakiiown the deeeeaed loved hmIL, 
the mother, or it may be the young betrothed, who had 
hoped to place on her head the gay bridal crown, instead 
of the gieen laani gaadaad of death, advanoee end eeHs 
her by her name, repeating after it the wofd «Ba (oonie) 
several times, in a tone of the most passionate entreaty. 
If is mute to this appeaii if she is deaf to the Toioe 
that was deneet to her on earth, than they no longer 
doubt that slic is dead indeed; they cu^ er up the grave, 
lift their eyes to the heaven where they believe her to be 
(for theGi»db do not hold the doctdne of {mrgat^ 
having made the sign of the croes, they dqaut in siknee 
to their homes. 

But a year a&ar, on lihe annzvenaiy of the death, they 
astum to i3» gaere, waif kaeeHng down, lay their lips to 
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Ae sod, and whiqper to the ail^t tenant tliat they lave 

her still — that she is yet remembered and regretted. 

With this last most beautiful and touching observaacd 
we do well perhaps to dispense in more oiTilised coun- 
tries, where there is so little room for the holy remem- 
brance of the dead, amongst the rapidf feverish changes of 
our busy life. In England, for instance, the bitter words 
of Hamlet the Dane would seem to have proved prophet- 
ical, and a man must, in very deed and truth, build 
churches to be remembered dx monthfi after his death* 

dose to the country house, whose distance from any 
town gave us thus so much opportunity for becoming 
acquainted with the customs of the peasantry, there stood, 
half hid by a group of immense olive trees, one of those 
quaint little deserted chapels, which the graceful Byzan- 
tine architecture, and the rich colouring given by time to 
the cold grey stone, render so very picturesque. 

They certainly are singularly beautiful, those ancient, 
lonely chapels, scattered in such profusion over the whole 
of tixeece, that, go where we will, to the most inaccessible 
mounlain or the most desert wild, we still find them 
crowning the summit of the loftiest cliffs, or appearing in 
the mouth of a cavern, where they are scarce discernible 
firom the surrounding rocks. 

IdlIihhI, ^vc would ahnost fancy, thus finding them, all 
dim and deserted, wherever the scenery is most wild and 
striking, that some great saint, in the days of old, had 
made a pilgrimage over this fair land, and, seeing how 
in£mtely its great loveliness showed forth the Creator's 
glory, had erected, at every opening in the landscape, a 
resting-place, wherein men might piously return thanks. 

Now, however, they are in truth silent witnesses to the 
living faith of the humble^ simple-hearted peasantry of 
Greece; for they hold it a saored du^ to keep the little 
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nlver lamp ever bnining before the altar; and although 

the distance is often very great from the uearcst village 
to the holy boildingy still, at stated intenrah^ some one 
new fidls to make a journey to the spot, in order to 
replenish the oil. 

I have more than once met an agod woman wandering 
on footy by night, through the most deserted districts, in 
Older to perform this pious office ; and in travelling, nothing 
can be uxore striking, alter having traversed perhaps the 
dreariest regions, where there is not a trace of hmnaahabi- 
tations, suddenly to come upon a desolate choreh, and 
find tlic steady light burning within, as though it had been 
lit Irjr a passing angel for his secret devotionsi 

There wm, however, pecoSar circumstances connected 
with the little cliurcK close to our house. It went by tl;c 
iiame of the Chapel of Bournaba, and there was a time 
when the boldest man would hardly have dared to pass it, 
even in the broad noon-day. It was then the favourite 
haunt of the famous brigand of tliat name ; he had chosen 
it as a lurking-place, peculiarly adapted to his purposes, 

it stood directly where ihree roads met, and conse- 
quently lay right in the patli of the travellers wliose goods 
he coveted, or whose persons he wished to secure, in 
order to obtain a ransom. When he had reason to think 
that a prey was at Land, lie used to send one of his men 
to sit by the road-side and watch^ whilst he himself 
relired^ like a spider HoAt has prepared its toils, into the 
&irk little chapel, to await the critical moment. The scout 
would sit carelessly, with his gun lying by his side, and 
appeared to be pensively contemplating the scenery, till 
the luckless wayfarers came up ; when he speedily pounced 
"upon them, and called out to his chief, who, with tlie rest 
of the band^ very soon had them laid in a row on the 
ground, bound hand and footi 
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fionouba was one of the moit ecMbvsted of the rnomi* 

tain klefts; but, liappily, he was not a poetical brigand 
— that is, hid long and sftnguinaxj cazeer of vice was 
cheoqneredby mmeof those iteiiing sod geaezoaa doedi^ 
those sudden impulses of a noble nature p er r erte d^ bjr 
which some writers have succeeded in converting a 
oommon thief or aaianB into a heio. There is notinng 
so ^^'^p***^*** tibe Tcn&anoe end puetiy which nF^yiiMH^T***^* 
colour so falsely tlie true hidcousncss of crime, casting' a 
fatal halo r<»md the guilty head of the criminal, till our 
daoaled eyes can no longer peree ive the brand of Ae 
murderer upon his brow. 

But, ibrtunatelj^ tiiere was nothing attractive in. the 
yidgar botcheij, and still num ignoble stetliag, practised 
by Bonnaba with no other motive than his sordid enmng 
for gain; his wanton cruelty rendered his name more ter- 
rible throughout Greece than the recollection of the Torka 
themselves; but I never heard of his displaying any of 
the reckless gaiety which is supposed to characterise the 
hngand chief of the stage or the novel, except on. one 
oeeasiony when he consferaaned a plethoric old merchant of 
Tripoliza, so fiit that be could hardly move, to dance a 
" pas seui" tor the amusement of his band. 

His dsjjng courage, too^ which does indeed seem to have 
been most remarkable, is hardly worthy of admiratioii, fbir 
when a man has thus bartered his soul for earthly galn^ lie 
XBiut needs make merchandise of his existence also, and 
trade with his life oa the chanoes of each bohl q)ecplation» 
Even this, however, seems to have failed him at the last. 

Wiien the government, some years since, took thosa 
afacQiig measaies for the saj^acsaimi of brigandage, whack 
hare now rendered the eountiy perfectly safe for travelling 
(notwithstanding the ridiculous stories which are continu- 
ally iabricated on the subject), Boumaba o&red to beooma 
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the servant of the stat^ oa Gondition of a full pardan, and 
to employ himartf hiiiorfanwued in tabduing Om brigaodi 
whose companion he liad been, undertaking to give accu* 
xate informatioiL m to their haimts and most secret move- 
neuts* Hia icrvioei in this c apa ci ty were too ^aiuahb to 
be dispensed wi&; bn ofo wtm aooepted ; he beoanw ft 
sort of police-officer^ aod discharged hiB dutiea with die 
almost jogoux. 

It was a base filing thiM to tamoa ihose wbom he bad 
led on, and perhaps deluded into crime; hut probably the 
bold and terrible robber feared death, iar more than many 
a gentle epint baa done, £>r to \am it could only come as 
the great Avenger, and to others it lias so often been as 
the best of comibrters, the tendeie^ of inenda. 

It came upon him at hist, bowerav in a most ignoble 
tbapc ; heivms liiot dead by a yonth wbom be bad sbame« 
fully maltreated, and whose house he had entered to con- 
vey him to ptison, • 

Theie were some smgular ritcimstancea oosmeeted wttb. 
the final dispersion of the lingering remnant of Bouiiiaba's 
txoap^ which occurred whilst we were in Athena. 

for some time after the death of Bomnaba, "vmsioas of 
bis company attempted, at rare intervals, to resnme their 
old practices; but the peasantry, being well aware that the 
govemmant would powexfoUy co-operate with th^ in the 
soppresmon of this Void qrstem of thieving, fairly rose in 
arms against them, and succeeded several times in bringing 
them captive to Athena 

On each of these ooeasions, it was determined to make 
s public example of the criminals, and after having been 
duly tried, the sentence of death was passed upon them. 

The guillotine baa been appointed as the inaferament of 
GR{ntal pgfiishment in Qreece-Hm orainoiis precedent, 
perhaps, in a revolutionary country. The Greeks are by 
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no meua a tender-hearted nation; on the contEaiyi a 
caieleie cracky ib but too mudi the ehaxaoteiistic of llie 

uneducated classes; but they seem to share hy instinct, 
as it were, in a feeling which now seems in Europe to 
be growing very general from principle^ and that ia^ a 
profound horror for tlic cxtrcmo penalty of the law. 
Shooting and beheading are practices which, in private 
life^ they rather approve of thui otherwise, for the gratifi- 
cation of revenge, or for fiimilar purposes; but a 
murder seemed to them an outrage on humanity which 
they were determined to resist. 

When die time appointed for die fulfihnent of the 
sentence arrived, there was invariably an execution, 
indeed ; but on each occasion the victim was the headsnoan 
himself, who never &iled to perish by the hand of some 
secret assassin the day before he was to have performed 
the law s dreadful work. 

At last it became quite impossible to procure an execu- 
tioner; no amount of pay would induce any man to brave 
certain death. On one occasion, when two unhappy men 
were condemned to suffer, a great ferocious-looking negso 
was the only person who could be found to perform ihe 
terrible oflicc, and this he ^vQuld only consent to do ii lie 
was guarded day and night by a body of soldiers. 

By this means he was preserved alive till the appointed 
day; but on reaching ^e spot, he found that the ropes of 
the horrible machine were so inextricably entangled, that 
itwasutterly impossible to complete his task. After many 
attempts, appalled by the cries of the condemned, who en- 
treated to be spared so dreadful a suspense, he declared 
that he could not succeed, and was ready to renounce the 
large smn which had been promised to him. 

The state of matters being instantly conveyed to the 
king, whose clemency is one of the least of his many 
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noble qualiticb, lie at once commuted the sentence of death 
to that oil impiifiouiuent for life; and the rejoichig criminals 
iraie comreyed back to tii«ir oeUa, amicbt the appianaea of 
Ae multitiide, who went at once in a mass beneath the 
windows of the palace, that thej might give vent to their 
euthusiaatio appioral of the anangement 

It was thought neoenary, However^ that the dignity of 
the law should be upheld, and that tlie country should 
not xemaia without an execution or, v. l.osoaemcea might 
at any time be zeqnirecl. They theiefoTe aent to Fiance 
for an experienced headsman, whose terrible profession 
they designed to keep concealed, so that his life might 
not be endangeied. But though they ofibred a aakiy 
oon&derably higher than that leoeiTed by many of the 
employes under government, they still found it was no 
easy matter to diaooYer a man wiling to-undertake such 
an office. They might, indeed, hare fikiled altogether, 
had they not encountered an individual whose history is 
strangely dramatic, and whom misery — that worst of 
nuaeriesi the tuffeiing of thoae 'we love^had rendered 
reckless as to the means he adopted for bettering his 
condition. 

He waa a Frenchman of the name of Carrip^ze, and 
had been reduced by misfortunea, the details of which I 

do not now recollect, from a respectable station in society 
to the greatest poverty, which he had the anguish of 
sharing with bis beautiM wife and hia two young 

daughters. 

Hia education, his former habits, and even his present 
feaiiiig^ would have induced him to turn with loathing 
from the service they ariced of him ; but it is a bitte^r 
thing for a husband and father to refuse the bread for 
which hia children and his wife are craving; and the 
veiy best and tendeiest fedinga of bia human natnxe were 
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dioie which nerved Ma Iisiid to the systeRMtie AdkHng of 

human blood. lie consented to have himself instructed in 
the homble art^ and to pkee hnnielf at the ararvice of liie 
Gxedc govenimeDt, on condition Aat not only hia tm 
employment was to be kept secret from those who would 
wreak their vengeance on him» but that also it waa to be 
atnetly oonoealed from his own fiuooily. 

It was perhaps the sharpest stiniif in his miserable lot to 
feel that those most dear to him on earth would have shrunk 
&om his side in honar, could they have but imagined the 
natuxe of the bitter tmmRce he was making fisr tbenu 

It was agreed that he should take up his abode at Egina, 
and work regularly as a mechanic in cedar to svoid aU 
snepidon of his real tmde. 

It is a beautiful spot, that classic isle of Eginii, reposing" 
all sunny and bright on tlie swelling bosom of the deep 
bine aea, like a. child that smiles on its mother's breast i 
Most beautifiil, indeed, with its undulating hills of a deep 
blue hue^ and its snow-white solitary iane which it wears 
like a gem on its brow, and fiom whence on a dear day 
(and what day is not clear in Qieece?) you may distinguish 
the far-distant Parthenon. Then there is its one lone co- 
lumn, BO graceful and white, that stands on the bright sea* 
shore, and looks in the moonlight like a Aeeted ghost 
that beckons to some one from over the wave; and it has 
gardens of palm, and groves of cypress, and deep ravinea 
AilL of trees and wild floweors, whm the nightingales mg 
all night, and the sunbeams dance on the breaat of the 
stream all day. 

Now to the wife and children of the hired headsman 
this £air isle seemed like ft very Eiden on earth* Th^r 
had been snatched, they scarce knew liow, from a wretched, 
poverty-stricken home, when struggUng in the iron chains 
of abject penury; they had been absorbed in all than

them, and wliich were not the less acceptable that they 
kaew not the souice fkoa which it was derived. Tliey 
abofbimd t hcmiwlTfi ii rfiiiwitotad in thii powdoii of ■ociety 
for which tlicir birth and education best fitted them. 

Egiua was formerly a favourite summer residence of the 
inhfthitiCTitg of Afchtf^iWy t^U,»hqqpiliIibir^wlal>eil^ 
liahed ibere^ ihey wcra cone ti a m ied to sfoid it. There it 
still, however, a certain society among the islanders them- 
sdmi, into whiek tliie hfiidflman. and his family wese 
tterired wife the moat flattaong conwdwiBtioiL Stmngen 
are always welcome in Greece, and in this instance the 
wife was taa beaatat'»l» and the daughtacs too youjog and 
gqr, noit to be the graitest posBible tcquiiLtioiL Soon 
4ey became well known and greatly beloved in the 
island^ and one of the young girls was married to the son 
of the pEmcipel ptopnetor in the plaoe. 

But iJiere was one Made dotid amid all this aniMihiney 
and that was, the strange blight wliich seemed to liave fallen 
QQ the existeause of the huaband and father, when roost it 
dxnild hare seemed snnny and bright He west abont 
Hke a, man loaded with a burden too heavy for liim to 
bear; som£ gloomy shadow certainly darkened his souL 
if ever a an&leqidTered on. hia pale lipa, it wia like the 
fliekly gleam whkh pfeoedes* a tempest ; the tendemeaa 
and caresses of his family seemed only to turn his soul to 
bUfecKiie«$. hetEenUed m the embiaeeaof hia imnoflBiit 
cUIdien, and shnddered when hk gentle wift clasped the 
hand which he had sold to so foul a task ! 

For a conaiderable period his services were not requiredf 
bnthiaineiiomble deadiiy owtook him at laat A enme 
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was committecl, too roYolting to pass impiiiiiahed. A man 

was poisoned by his wife; she was tried and condemned, 
and aship of war diqmiched with the officers 
E^na, to convey Garripeze to ihe idand of Santaxin, where 
the sentence was to be executed. 

Wlien they arrived at Egina, the whole populatioii hur- 
^ ried down tothebeaohytoaacertainthecaoaeof soimiisual 
a visit as that of a government vessel. The officers having 
landed, asked to be directed to the house of the pubHc exe- 
cationer. The iatandeis answered by laughing them to 
acorn, and dedaring that they harboured no such character 
amongst them. The commanding officer, with a smile, 
inquired if they did not know a certain Garripeze, and 
with oonriderable difficulty succeeded in convindng them 
tliat tlic man they loved and respected was, indeed, the 
common bourreau." As the conviction forced itseli 
upon them, one long loud shout of iBerce anathemas rose 
with the name of Carrip^ze through the air; their horror 
at having hved on such friendly terms with him, is not to 
be told* I shook his hand, his blood-stained hand, this 
very morning, as if he had been my brother I" eicdaimed 
one. ** He lifted my poor child in his arms and kissed 
itT' shrieked a woman. But I," exclaimed a young 
man, positively tearing his hair^ I have taken his 
daughter to be the wife of my bosom, and the blood of 
the headsman is flowing in the veins of my children V* 
Thus lamenting and cursing, the natiyes foUowed the 
officers to the house of the executioner. He was not 
there at the moment; and when they asked for him by 
that title, his wife, with horror in her looks, so pasrionately 
denied that her beloved husband could have any daim to 
it, that the people of Egina began to doubt once more. 

Just then Garripeze himself appeared ; he saw at a 
glance what was going forward; he knew his doom, and

accompany them. They surrounded him with a strong 
guards otherwise the pcqmlace would have torn him to 
pieces. He took no fioeweU of his misemUe family, nor 

did he turn to look once again upon lus wile : and it was 
well he did not; for he would have met a glance of bitter 
scorn that would haye stung him to the qpidi, and taught 
him that he was nerer more to lo<^ fer aught save hate 
and horror in the beautiful eyes that could speak love so 
welL 

They took him away— that miseiable servant of public 

justice. His task was soon performed; it was, perhaps, all 
the easier for the extraordinary character of the criminal 
herself^ 

She had made a strange law to her conscience, that 
Hellenic Lafi^ge, and had found rest to a most guilty 
soul by substituting one crime for another; she would not 
abandon Ihe husband whom she seems to have detested, 
but she murdered him, that, as a widow, she might in all 
honour take the name of one she had loved in youth. 

Her bearing on the scaffiJd was like that of conscious 
innocence; she declared she was abundantly ready to die, 
since her accomplice was to share her iate I As for him, 
a bold-lookingi strong young man, not even the mngnlar 
daring and composure of the weak woman by his side 
could shame him out of his craven-heartedness and coward 
prayers for mercy. 

His task performed, Garrip^ returned to Egina, to his 
home. The same powerful guard Avas in requisition to 
conduct him to his house, and for greater security they 
landed at night, for they knew that henceforward the life 
of C'arripezc must hang upon a thread, imless he could 
shield himself irom the certain vengeance of &e people of 
Egina.

When bo iiiivod. si diD doos of Ui huuip ' lus ooiy 

refuge — the miserable man found it closed against liira. 
Within, tkere was a sound of weq>ing and pxaying; but 
tiie wife he hmi daeemd eo Icng, wfaoae love MmB to 
lunre tamed lo IcMdliiiig, pernsted in ebnttiiig him oat 
from her house, as utterly as slie liad drivcii him from her 
heart ! It was in vain he enqpontulated ; but the fact of his 
nrival had booone Imown, and afanady the i afuiiat e J 
population might be seen ru^liing towards hini in resistless 
numbers. He called out to his wife, that his life's blood 
was about to atain her veiythieehold; and then her heart 
melted to the fiither of her ohOdien ! She opened the door, 
and he darted in, whilst the multitade raged round his 
etronghold^ which they were only prevented irom bamiiig 
to the groond by the wisb to spare hia iiraoeeiit ftmily . 

To what a home had lie returned, poor unhappy man ! 
His wife and children fihrm>V; Irom hifi presence as from a 
baaefbl thing; whatever loom he enterad, they abandoned; 
and though he heard their voices, and saw them close at 
hand, he was yet more utterly alone than the loneliest 
priaoner in hia dungeon. 

Que moonlfiBi night, when it was very dadc, he atole 
out of his once dear home, where his presence was a curse, 
and went to breathe the fresh air on the beach. He had 
not advanced a handled yazds, when he 611 proetnte to 
iho ground, sliot right through the heart; with so sure an 
aim, that he was dead before the shout of exaltation, 
which fiiUowed hia sodden fall, had boxst fixan the lipe of 
his avengers. 

The people had taken it in turn to he in wait Ibr him 
behind a certain lofty oyprsss-traey doae to his houae; and 
the two yonng men beneath whose ballets he fell consi- 
dered tliemselves most fortunate in liaving been the chosen 
of destiny fox the execution of their puipose. 
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. Snoh im the fiite of llm hai Imiimm of Gieeoe, tat I 

am not aware that any tiuch functionary now exists there. 
Indeed, contxaiy to the very miataken notions existent in 
Buiope on the ndgeot, it is an midoiibted &ct that hifl 
services would he less required in that country tJ.;.ii in 
any other where capital punishnient is awarded to crime. 

Such a atfttement irill -with diffiooity be oieditedi for I 
sm anme that Ae genenl ideas respecting the state of 
brigandage in Greece are as erroneous as the newspaper 
reports on which thej aze founded. I ooold ^ve many 
insbatoes of glaring Mn s r epge B pnta tions, and even positive 

lubrications, which have passed current in En^Lnd; such 
as the pttblifihed statement, that the village in which we 
ipeie actaalty resident at the time, had been sadced by 
robbers, and finally burned to the ground ; or that the 
king's yachty in which we ai'terwards enjoyed many a 
pkasant cruise^ had been attacked by pixates, who had set 
fire to the Tenel after they had murdered the crew ! But, 
in fact, the public statistics plainly show that the average 
of crimes committed in Athena, throughout the year, is 
decidedly less than in any town elsewhete with the same 
amount of population. 

As far as my own experience goes, I con only say that 
I ne^er saw a biigmd snUav during the whole of our resi- 
dence in Cbeeoe ! I enee saw the head of one wUoh a 
peasant was exultingly carrying past the windows on his 
wsy to claim his reward fiom goremment; he told us that 
he had found the poor Tobber wounded severe! y 1 >y a ^fMs- 
d'arme, lying in a wood, and tliat he had kindly cured\\\m. 

On another occasion, we imagined we really had found 
a complete robber, but he proved to be an unoffending 
shepherd, who earnestly entreated us not to look at his 
lambs, as he had reason to believe the Inglesi very often 
had the evil eye."

We came upon Iiim vx rather a startling maimer, whi^h 
indaoed us to asngn 00 wariike a character to a very 

peaceable individual. 

*' We were visiting the angular excavation which is 
called the priaon of Socrates/' and which, as a very an- 
cient tradition asserts, is indeed lihe spot where that wise 
man of old so calmly delivered up his mortal breath. 

It is a large square aperture, in the side of a rock near 
the AcropoliS) and the small dark dungeon within has 
evidently at some later period been used as a tomb. 

It was here> half smothered in the dusty which doubtless 
was that of human beings long since departed, that we 
fouud our shepherd fast asleep; and the singular locality 
he had chosen for his couch led us to fancy him a less 
honourable character than he was in reality. 

There is one reason why we would wUlingly suppose 
that this very ancient chamber in the rock was, in very 
truth, the scene of the sage's dying agonies^ and that is, 
that nowhere in all Attica, I believe, could he have be- 
held tlie buiisct as a more glorious spectacle tLan from 
this spot. 

The yiew over which it casts its departing glory^ in- 
cluding a wide range of hill and grove, ocean and plain^ 
is one of the most beautiful that can be imagined; and the 
floen^ when the bright day is eaqxiring, is so sublime, that 
we could well fancy not only that a dying man would 
wi^lk to linger on the earth to take his last farewell of it 
so brightened, but that the very dead would struggle in 
their tombs to see that sunlight once again ! 

It were almost worth while to languish through the 
long, burning summer of Greece, in order to enjoy the 
del^hts of its sudden breaking up* 

When, after five months of perpetual light, and heat, 
and stillness, during which nature seems to have sus- 
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i pendedher fonetioiisin order to ahimber in lihe sunshine, 
mddenly the 'eternal nnile of the heayen rekzee — the 

fountains of its tears are opened again, and it weeps 
once more in its soft pure showers I Then the big drops 
fidling, of that beneficent dew, on the dying trees and the 

withering flowers, causes the rejoicing earth to exhale 
such a perfume, as the incense of her gratitude, that the 
strong aiomatie odours almost bewilder the senses; and 
the sigh, as of a reviving world, breathes frcsli tliroui^h 
the stiii hot air. With what joy we listen to the many 
sweet sounds that had well nigh grown strange to us, as 
they waken once again— l]ie rustling of gremi leaves in 
the breeze of the morning, the wailing oi winds that come 
laden with clouds, and far off, on the mountains, the 
lifting up of the voices of torrent and stream, that were 
huslied wliilo tliey wasted away beneath the burning 
glance of the sunbeams, and now rush down through the 
woods with their songs of gladness, rejoicing in their re- 
novated volume ! 

Then the great lizards, and the deadly snakes, that 
lurked near the dwellings of man, fostering their venom 
in the scorching heat, disappear fiom the soft damp 
ground, and in their stead, great numbers of strange and 
beautiful birds come, we know not whence, on their 
rainbow wings, and fill the wide groves with their 
music ! 

When this wonderful renovation of nature takes place, 
it becomes absolutely necessary for us all to quit our 
summer rendences, which are by no means fitted to 

protect us i'rom the power of the elements iu their newly 
awakened eneigy. 
Before settling in Athens for the winter, it is, however, 

greatly the custom, to terminate the summer with a 
ramble on the mountains ; that ia, with a journey on 
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honebaelty longer or sfaovter as patienee and ttrmgth hM, 

out, (luring which "wc may conriclentlv expect every in- 
oonvenience, disoomibrti and fatigue, to which the body 
can \te snbjected; and evcvy delight which can oharm die 
mind, in the shape of beautiful foenery, magnificent 
weather, and old stirring associations I 

It matters little whether we have, or noi, a definite 
object in Tiew at starting: whatever directum we take 
will assuredly lead us to some time-hallowed spot, or some 
relic of antiquity, speaking as with a voice from a Pagan 
world, which in other coontiieB we would make a pil^ 
giimage to see. 

Were we but to let the iiorses wander at will over the 
purple plain, or through the luxuriant Tigetation o£ tiie 
mountain ade, we are sure that they would lead us pest 
some tomb, gaping, as though it would call back the 
ashes stolen ixom it by the winds, that thnoe a thousand 
years ago were laid in its embrace; or some incompre* 
henslble statue, embodying the untangible thought wliich 
gave it birth at a period of which there is no record; or a 
shattered temple, honouziiig a false deed, which centuries 
have expelled from ^e earth t 

It would almost seem as though it must be a sad and a 
heart-chUling thing, for mortals, the wn»f»Kiiy^ of wkose 
▼apour^Uke existence a thought can quench, to wandier 
over a, land so dnii]|) vv jth the dews of departed ages, as 
. this most beautiiui Greece 1 — where ail things are redolent 
of death and destructioB; and the Tery emptiness of the 
graTes is more eloquent of the terrible power of decay, 
than would have been the voices of the dead men them** 
selves, had they moaned aloud as diey mouldeced awajy ! 

But it is not so. The ipeiy kyidmess widi which the 
ghost-haunted abyss of the past is opened up to our 
view, candcs the mind beyond the mere p^hK^g of the 
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iBMnnrte day, to gather the drops of wisdom, distilled 

from the passing centuries, and learn from the mysterious 
] n iiiciplie wiufik called on the myriads who have lived and 
died to pan ofcr tbis visible earth, and disappear again in 
the irloom, that tlicrc Is a trcmLiulous chain of ever 
renewing imperishable creation, girding the brink of 
etemij, vhose Unks may be eonnted even bere, spun 
out imbvolDSii teem gcnmitioa to gieneiation, and tomb 
on tomb 1. 

In addiii<m to tiiese bi^wr sMfaetionSi bowcver, we 
always found that our mountain rambles were admirably 

adapted for gaining a still further in siglit into tlie domestic 
M& of tibe Greek peasantiy; and it was rarely that they 
tmnnated witbont an adrartoie of some kind. 

I remember one night tliat we spent in an Albanian 
cottage, which wm well worth the whole journey, with its 
otbex sttfactioBS* 

We bad been wsoideiing about finr sevBral days : we 
had first obeyed that sort of mysterious attraction, ^vliich 
constrains all who have onoe visited the memor} -li iunted 
field ofMaoAban, to reftnen to it again and again. There 
is I know not what of nnspeakable charm in that vast 
phun, so desert, yet so peopled with glorious pliantoms, 
where all day long no somd is beard, sanre the solemn 
music of the waves, that seem upon that snnHt shore to 
he for ever chanting the dirge of a people! — the self- 
same sounds that must have rung 00 the ears of the 
eombataals, over the roar and the din of the battle, when 
they paused in that terrible strife which a world has 
remembeced so well ; — and by night, they say that 
again ^ songs of the waroi are min^d with the 
naghing of the phantmn horses, and the clashing arms 
of the ghostly warriors I 

It is stnnge how this ancient tradition keeps iti place 

d2 
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among thesapmtitioiis viUagefs of HarathoB. We passed 

a niglit there, perhaps with the tacit hope that we should 
witness the spectre battle ! Although ia this, it must be 
owned, we ognally £uled, we were amply compensated 
bv the amusement we derived from the manner in which 
a Prussian gentleman, a friend of ours, thought fit that 
night to inspect the plain. He dreaded the heat of the 
day, and he therefore went down to visit tibe mighty field 
of Maratlioa, the great cemetery of departed heroes, in 
the darkest hour of a moonless nighty with his servant car- 
Tj ini^ a candle before him! 

Next (lav, liaviiig watched lor a time the peasants 
catching great horse-leeches on the plaiui we went wan- 
dering over the trackless mountain in search of a temple 
consecrated to Nemesis, of whose precise locality we 
were far iiom certain. We found it at last — a few 
broken columns, of the purest white marble, forming a 
bright spot among the dark green brushwood. We dared 
not approach it, however, for the ruins were guarded by a 
huge, anin y snake, that reared its crested head as w© 
approached, and wreathed himself round the pillars, aa 
though to protect them from our touch. 

Then we went on a little further, to look at the Site of 
the tomb of Iphigenia, the priestess of Diana; and we 
decided that it would be hard to find a more lovely or 
peaceful spot, than that in which the vestal had slept so 
well for many a century. 

Afterthat, we turned our horses' headsinthe direction of a 
certain village, where we hoped to find shelter for the night. 
We rode on for many hours, through a beautiful wilder- 
ness, but lonely and desolate in its beauty, aa must have 
been the fair remains of Iphigenia, the vestal, when she 
was first laid to rest in her marble tomb. Gradually the 
air grew fresher, the sky more dark; our horses were 
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weaiy, mi path there was none! Long before we 
owned it to each other, we all iaiew that we had lost our 
mj most completely. We oould malce no attempt to 
aaoertain where we were, for we were still trying to 
exLiicate ourselves from a vci*v forest of invrtle an I 
oleander bushes, when the swiii night oune down upon 
118. It fdlmoonkm and etekflfl : acaioe wet ihenm below 
die horizon, when the sudden darkness came striding over 
the vault of heaven, like a giant in funereal clothing, 
devouring the laat xuina of light; and loon the gloom was 
80 profound, that we had no resouroe but to let our h or 008 
wander on as their instinct guided them. For once, it 
failed them altogethe]>-— they luddenly stopped, neighing 
with 'terror, and we found that they had brought na up to 
the very edge of a large slieet of water, of whose depth 
md extent we could form no idea. There seemed now 
hot one alteraatiTe, and that was to bivouao for ihe night 
upon the spot where we stood. We were ready to fall 
iroin our horses with sheer fatigue, and the poor animals 
themaelyes had been itombling reddesBly on for the last 
hour, in a manner which showed they could go no for* 
ther. 

It was not a very pleasant prospect. The ground was 
damp, and the sky dark with clouds, whilst at no great 
distance we could lic;ii" tlic jackalls liowlinii- Li?m:Mitubly, 
as though they were particularly hungry. ^Suddenly, one 
of the servants gave a joyous exclamation<— he perceived 
a little twinkling light afar oflE It might be — it must be 
— a village ! Horses and riders started off with renewed 
courage towarda this beacon of hope. Soon the barking 
of shepherd-dogs announced diat our approach was heard; 
and to our infinite joy wc found ourselves, in a few mi- 
nutes, in a wild little Albanian hamlet, with the whole of 
its very unsophisticated inhabitants crowding round us. 
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Lutanily, when thejr found how weiriod and ethgaatod 
we were, ibem was a gfeat dkpitle as to who was to hure 

the honour of offering us liu^pitality. JFinaily, the right 
to do flo was dainaed by the £>rtuiiate poaseasor of the heafe 
house in this yillage of shepherds. He trtamphandy led 
the way to tlie dwelling which we were told was so greatly 
superior to all the others. It was a small building, com- 
posed endsely of wood, and oonsisting' of one sing^ 
aparanciiL. A large lire blazed meiiily oji :i square stone 
near the top of the xo<Mn, and the fuxmture consisted of 
various sheep-skins, spread out on the clay floor as seats. 
We were inrited to take our places on the ground, on 
one side of the fire; into which a handful of pine-cones 
having been flung, it shot up into bright flames, which 
oast a strong glare on the strange scene around us. Oppo- 
site to us sat our host and his wife, their daughter, a little 
girl of some 
youth of twenty. 

Beyond tlicin were our seivants, occupied in preparing 
oui supper and in rubbing down the horses, who had 
entered by the same door as ouisdveSy and were to shsn 
the same apartment ; next to them were an ass and a pig, 
who were loud in their remoastmnces at being thrust so 
&r iiom the fire, to make way for the new comers; not 
to speak of the imrameraUe cocks and hens who peiohed 
in the rafters, and flew about amongst us. At the door 
t hfi whole population of villagers was 8flfirmhl<vl to gasBO 
at us. 

Never before, I believe, had a stranger passed through 
this remote little hamlet, peopled chiefly by the shepherds 
whose flocks were scattered oa the monntabHi aioond; and 
the simplicity of their manners, as vrdi as the stmnga 
miveU of the questions they put to us, was quite re£cesh* 
iag. 
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They wondered greatly at the singular invention by 
wliidk doUax8| in which shape only they h«d ever lefoxe 
Men ttlTer, weie ooaveiteci into forka and sfioons. The 

air cusliions they honestly coufessed they believed to be 
hewitched ; and they oouid by no means understand why 
we ahoold take the trouble to oomb our hair, when doubt- 
less we bad performed that ceremony on Easter day, 

Wlien our meal yf&s concluded, they desired the crowd 
at tbe door to come back in the matning to look at ue; 
iimkf hwmg lit a fimaU lamp brfore a blackened print 
of some hoiy subject, they performed their evening devo- 
tioni with Bmch fervour; and having widied oa soft 
dsmbeis and happy dieams, in the most poetical manner, 
each one wrapped himself in liis sheep-skin and lay down 
to rest. We had no xeaource but to endeavour to follow 
their example, tluHi^ not even our extreme fatigue 
could reconcile us to the idea of sleephig in such close 
contact with the horses and other interesting (quadrupeds 
who formed our fiunily party. 

Fourteen hours on hccsebaok isi, however, an admir- 
able precedent to a good niglit^s rest; and I really believe 
we should have slept soundly in spite of all, but for the 
SGsdessnesB of the pig, who was a decided somnambuliet, 

and the braying of the ass in his dreams — a sound wliich 
all must be aware is far from melodious under any cir^ 
camstences; but those who have never had an opportunity 
of hearing it in a bed-room, can have no idea how over- 
powering it then spears. The night was short, as we 
sterfeed again at thxee o'dook on onr return home; but it 
was one never to be forgotten. 

It is a gay scene, the first ball at court, which com- 
meiioes the Athenian winter, where the famihes, who have 
aotso much as heard of each other for the last six montha, 
meet once more to rejoice together that *'Ies grandes 
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chaleur^ " are over at last. It is, however, a scene as pe- 
culiar as it is gay. 

One of the most strikiiig peouHaritiflB of a TMdenoe in 

Greece, at the present day, is the close proximity into 
which we are hrought with its great lievolution, that 
noble straggle for independence. 

It is true that the long wild strife is over at last, and 
that all is quiet now. But although the great gaunt 
Spectre of War has been exorcised and laid to rest, whicli 
once stalked, rapacious and fierce, through the length and 
breadth of the land, still there is not a family, nor scarce 
an individual, on whom it has not left the mark of its 
blood-stained fingers, as it dragged on its desolating steps. 

So that now a residence in Greece is, in some sense, 
like a journey over some great plain where a battle once 
has been; and where, though now the wild flowers are 
blooming there in beauty, and the streams are rushing 
clear, our steps for ever disturb some broken arrow-head, 
or shattered spear, the fragment of a tattered banner, or it 
may be some dead warrior's skuU. 

But 'it is good to be thus brought into contact with the 
actual details of the events, that seemed to us so great and 
glorious, when, afar o£^ we could only distinguish the flask 
aiiil the smoke, the lour oi tlio cannon, and the shouts of 
the conquerors. It is good to analyse the elements which 
composed the popular movements we admire and approve, 
and the motives of the heroes we teach our sons to revere ! 

It is good — because thus we may hope to discern the 
false glitter with which we have coloured such deeds, as- 
make terrible the death-beds of those who were illustrious 
by tlicm ! and the unsound principles of a w urld's teach- 
ing, to which we have given the high names of honour, 
self-sacrifice, and fealty. 

Among the gay, light-hearted throng which crow^ds the

jeeef&ODrtooms of ihe nonurdiy it is indeed ringular to 

meet with the most prominent characters of that terrible 
straggle; and to see the old Palikai^ with th^ iron 
hands, end their hieests all scarred with the wounds 

from whicli tlicy escaped as by u miracle, quietly enjoying 
the amusement tkey derive from watching the dancerSi 
and beating time to the meriy tones of wiltsees and qnar 
drilles. 

Indeed old Coloctroni, the sturdy, dauntless chiefs 
whose fame has reached eren £ngUnd, had very nearly 
terminated his wild, stirring career within the walls of the 

dancing-room. He left it alive and weU at midnight, 
and at two in the morning he was dead. 

But it is certainly a beautiful seen&-*-that of a ball in 
the new palace at Athens : the variety of magnificent 
costumeSi and the gathering together of beautiful women, 
from so many different nations^ could scarce £ui to render 
it so. The Gapitani, or chiefs, are each a perfect picture, 
when dressed out in the full splendour ui the Greek 
costume; and their wives and daughters, who, on such 
occasions, genexally carry their whole fortunes on their 
persons, sometimes wear tlieir red caps, with the tassel 
composed entirely of real pearls, while diamonds and 
other jewels are lavishly disposed on the most conspicuous 
parts of their dress. 

Pre-eminent amongst them all, the fair young queen 
is distinguished by the perfect grace of her movements 
and the sweetness of her smile; while the king is eagerly 
surrounded by all, for, despite of the continual reports to 
the contrary effect, he is beloved by his people, as he 
deserves, for his generosity and goodness of heart; though 
perhaps not even his own subjects have thoroughly appre- 
ciated his ceaseless toil and continued self-sacrifice for the 
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good of ihe aalion, or tlie pstieiioe whh wlikk be hm 
ooatiiitted, iixioomphimng, in wb diffionb a poflbiaiL ta a 

prince was ever placed iu, witliout the aid of oiie peisoii 
on whom he dared rdy. 
The diiwBty of laBgnagcB to be hetad on these festive 

occasion^ is quite singular, and on all sides may Le heard 
the amusing mistakes xesuking iroxu the attempts of the 
natives of the diflfeient countries to understand each other; 
— 4tti Englishman, gravely conversing with the French 
ambassador on the slate of tiic country, and observing 
that it most indeed be rerj diffionlt to change the dotfaes 
of a whole natum, having sabstitnted the word kmbiU tose 
habitudes ; and a Greek, whispering to an English lady, 
whose knguage he professes to have aoquired at Corfiii 
iibat he does not think her partner very good bred. 

But it were vain to attempt analysing at a glance the 
whole of our reddence on these £ur shores, so thickly 
strewn with fiagmenis from Ihe gieat wreck of time. 

The impression which remains most irtrongly on the 
mind, after a residence, not in Greece only, but in the 
Eftst in general^ is a kind of vague feeling, as thoagh in 
these countdes the laws of mind and matter were re- 
versed. 

Whilst among the people on the Asiatic ^ores — so 
dull, so mindless, so enervated — we find nothing to niie 
our ideas from the material to the spiritual ; it is from the 
Stones and the dust ot the ground itscli tliat we may draw 
the lenoas which tesoh of immortality, and extract lihe 
high and devating thoughts of noble inteDeets wUidi 
earth shall know no more.

Thne lemaia 
to m, oonaeqiieiitly, but a Tery days of our long xedi- 
dence in a couuiiy which is daily becoming more interest- 
ing in many pcinle of Tiew; although unioiiauiateiy it haa 
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at the same time been Tendered ao much of a liacknied 
theme^ that it no longer attracts all ihe attention its pxo* 

gress would merit. 

Of Greece^ as the duine of classical memoiyt whose 
eveiy rock and every hill, barren and desert as they are, 

must still be eloquent of days so glorious that their fame 
has traversed unnumbered ages, and outlived the xise 
and £eili of empires — of Greece in connexion with its fonner 
greatness— enough has indeed been said already by nu- 
merous and often able writers. From the period of Lord 
Byron's visit to that of the last young coUegian who has 
had the mortification of having his Homeric Ghreek mis- 
taken for English by the Albanian servant he attempted 
to converse with, this country has been the favourite resort 
of innmnerable travellers from all parts of the world, but 
more especially of" our own countrymen. 

We have seen them flocking to these shores in search of 
that food for their enthusiasm and their imagination which 
they deem perhaps their own homes too much devoid of in- 
terest, and their lives too rational and matter of fact, to ailbrd 
them, until the very process of travelling has taught them 
that no one place is in reality more poetical than another, 
or more calculated to convey to the mind that great truth 
stamped on every line of creation, that all things here are 
destined to decay, that however much our associations 
would seek to confine it in peculiar localities, the past 
must still be everywhere bearing its universal testimony to 
the sure downial of earthly grandeu|p, and the perishing 
of the work of men's hands. For everywhere there has been 
beauty which has faded, and life which has been swallowed 
up in death; and still more, everywhere and at all times,' 
human passions are working round us; and the human 
schemes and hopes uud fears springing from the occurrences 
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of oar daily existence, may aflferd food for reflection as 
profitable^ and of as deep an interest, as aught that this 
time^honottred land can offer. 
Bttt whether these modem pilgrims have been actuated 

by the restless love of change, or the wish rather to feast their 
eyes on her visible loveliness than to conjure up the dim 
Tiaiona of her departed gloiy , very few have &iled at least to 
pay their tribute to all tli:il rcuialns of aucicnt Greece. The 
wonderful beauty oi her monuments has been described ; the 
strange and deathlike stillness which reigns over the noble 
plain of Marathon, has been commented on; the desert 
wildness of Thermopylae and the profanation of the Casta- 
lian fountain poetically regretted; whilst the oracle at 
Delphi, and the spirit of Plato at Suniam^ have all been 
duly invoked. On such matters, tlierefore, there is nothing 
more to be said: but Greece has now a claim on our atten* 
lion just so much higher ihan the mere interest her ancient 
fiune might excite, as a future which will be influenced by 
the events of the present day is more important than an 
iirevocable past; and the &te of generations nnborn, who 
have yet to liye and suffer, is of greater moment than 
the visionary recollections of dead men's deeds. 

If the record of these days of old may be read in the 
striking featmies of her landscapes, another page of her 
history has now been written on her breast in every spot 
which marks the details of that one great struggle, whereby 
so lately she burst her chains, and rose firom slavery and 
dependence to be once more a nation. I do not mean to 
speak of the attention which her jjolitical position might 
claim, either as regards her own internal interests or those 
of the countriea with which she is connected; but merely 
of the sympathy with which all must view the efforts of a 
people 30 lately awakened from the moral stupor into which 
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and wlio, during ilie few years of their independence, liave 
already made most rapid progress towards civil iaatvan and 
inleUeciuftl impcoremeiii. Honour, juetice^ end lapiitjy 
are no longer onlynentes but prineiples amongst them; 
and that deeply-rooted patriotism which led them formerly 
to shed thai Uood and nak th«ir liTes for iksk eaanlaij, 
now caiiaea them to labour aealoiitly in ifae lefiDEm of 
abuses, and to promote those means uf enlighteiinK' ut which 
may ukimately jJace them on the level with other nations. 
Of late many important institiitiona hsm been established 
in Greece; her priests are now oftred die means of ac- 
quiring the instruction necessary to render them at least 
ksB ignorant than those whose blind gnidss thej have so 
long been; and we may jet hope tosee her cfaoreh^ wUfih, 
though obscured by the grossest superstition, has ever kept 
the true £utk as a precious gem in a rough casket, emerging 
from its eompaxaidfe darkness as. a pure and apostolie 
branch of the universal Church. The newly- i iunded 
university, with its twenty-four learned and enUgktened 
profefflsaaiy is doing wonders in apresding knowledge and 
encouraging the study of the sciences; whilst in the admir- 
able schools springing up in all directions, the men and 
women of twenty years henoe are aoqniiing aoond pnn* 
dples, and a smtsUe degree of mental eoltiTition. 

Let then the wise and good of more fiivoured lands still 
visit regenerated Greece, not maceLy to expend their elo* 
qnenoe on her broken ooliimna and empty tombs, but to 
patronise her institutions, to stimulate her aJ \ uncement 
in all that is right and needful, to aid^ in short, with their 
ooonsd and snpport^ this yoong country so noUy ttra^ 
gling into life. 

The House of Commons is now one of the most into* 
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xeeting sights in Athens, although I mini own, whenever 

I have attended any of tlieir debates, I always found the 
members, or deputies as they are called, so exceedingly 
pictuieBqne, that I was far too much occnpied studying 
their graceful attitudes and wild costumes, to attend to the 
sense of their very energetic speeches. The President of 
the National Assembly, Notara, is a picture in himself; 
he was chosen on acoonnt of his age, and certainly on this 
ground he had the best possible right to his post, as iic is 
108 years of age, and looks ae if he had been dead and 
buried for the last half century, and had only come to life 
again for the occasion. 

The practical working of the constitutional form of 
govemmcnty whidb, sinoe the did of September, 1843, bas 
been established in Greece, was rather amusingly illus- 
trated to me by a very original Mainote of my acquaint- 
anee. He had made a vow never to shaye his beaid till 
Oreece was abogelher free, widc^, in Ae days of her ab- 
solute monarchy, he did not consider her to be. On the 
3rd of September he said he had almost determined on 
cutting itoff, but he thoi^t he would wait a wedc or so 
to see how matters w^ent ; nnd," he added, shaking hii 
head significantly, ** my beard grows longer every day." 

Wesballnot, however, hare an opportunity of visiting 
^ Chambers again before we leave Athens^ as this is 
Easter Week (Old Style), wh^ all business is suspended.

I AM very glad thus to have an opportunity Just before 

my departure, of witnessing once more the ceremonies of 
the Greek Church during the holy week, which are so 
particularly beautiful. Nowhere, I am certain^ is Leal 
more ooncientiously or rigidly kept than in this country; 
so much so, indeed, that tlie elTects of the discipUne, which 
is carried on in the true spirit of mortification, are physi- 
cally evident, in most cases, long before the forty days are 
over: they use the strictest abstinence, and the little i'ood 
they do eat is of a most unsavoury nature; there are no 
dainty omelettes and wild duck, passing under the name 
of fish, as in Roman Catholic conntries; vegetables boiled 
in water, olives, and a certain most horrible species of 
shell-fish which it is a penance even to look at^ with black 
coffee, is the sole nourishment ihej take. But ihe Greeks 
are a very light-hearted people, and they enter upon this 
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severe regimen wiUi one oi the gayest and most beautiful 
of their £^168. 

This is the burjing of the canuTal, a fimtastie cere** 

moTiy which takes place before twelve o'clock on the 
£rst day of Lent. The spot» which from time imm^ 
morial has been ohosen for its odebration, would alone 
give an unspeakable cliLirni to this chaiactcristic scene, 
independent of the inyariablc accessories of a cloudless sky 
and a bnlliant sun, which the Oieeka may at anytime so 
confidently expect, that they wisely hold aU their festivities 
in the open air. The fifteen majestic columns now alone 
lemaimng of the mighty temjte of Jupiter Olympus^ axe 
usually abandoned to a solitude and stillnesB so intense, 
that there seems to hang around them a very atmosphere of 
desolation, which singularly enhances the awiui sublimity 
of these stately ruins; bat on this day, before even the 
rising of the sun has been announced by the long shadows 
q£ the three lone pillars which stand apart from the rest, 
and haye so long been as a gigantic sun-dial to that wide 
jdain, the stem alenoe of this Idngdom of the past is broken 
in itpon by every sight and soimd that can indicate life 
most busy, stirring, and gay. 

The whole popuktion of Athens, men, women, and chil- 
dren, followed by their asses laden wiHi provisions, carpets, 
and other indispen^ble luxuries, pour out of the town at 
this early hour, and assemble under the deserted columns: 
nor do they confine themselves to this spot alone, but spread 
in ail directions along the myrtle-clad banks of the Ilyssus, 
over the stadium, as entire in form to this day as when it 
diook with the roar of the wild beasts and the shouts of ihe 
combatants in those terrific games; and round the classic 
fountain of Calleroe, usually so still and quiet that the 
most timid of nymphs might use its bmpid waters for her 
mirror, as the stara do every night. 
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ThuSy clus&eiiDg in groups that are almost always strik- 
ingly pictuiesque, they establish themselveB fer ft haag 
day of enjoyment ; die Htde infimts, strange-looking, 
dmuiiutivc muininies sAvadJlecl from head to foot, and 
with loiUf stxeamiiur hlafrk hair* are laid Amnnor tha 
greea ooara to aHeap or SGBSam ai Ae cm may be; the 
youug girls arrange their little coquettlsli red caps to 
the best advantafre, and look out iiom under their long 
eydaahee ftt the iieree omiien; iriio, with ft seifeatiBfied 
air, and an incrediUy small waisl, keep coniinnally csmi^ 
iug at full gallop up and down, over rocks and stoneS| in ft 
leckless maxm^^ moxe amusing to theaisd:veB than agiee» 
aUe to thw honea. HeaswhilB the mare aedate of the 
party seat themselves in a circle, and erive their serious 
attention to one of the number^ who either regales them 
unwearied for honis together with a moat lamentftble 
music produced by the rattling of a quill on the jingling 
wires of a sort of mai^Qlinj or eke chants, in a mono- 
tcmona vcioe, ft new-ending stoiy^ whichy to my infinite 
delight, is generally watA fiv wovd one of thoee we know 
so well in the Arabian Nights." Altogether it would 
be impossible to conceive a geyex or moieanimaiedsoeiiet 
brightened as it is by die efiboi of the fmuhine on ihe 
vivid colours of their dresses. 

At noon a grotesque figure, representing the late 
caznival, is canied to his grave in processioo, with a 
great deal of merriment and glee, where he is igno- 
miniously decapitated and buried, from that moment 
the GredcB ent^ with all sineeri^ on ihe pmcdoe of 
the severe system of adf-denial enjoined by their chnroh; 
and really so visible are its effects, that before they reach 
Passion Week, when the abstinence is almost total, a 
man is liable to be nristaken for his elder brother in 
the street. 
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Vigorous joepuationft now oommenoe for the reftcUou 
BO dKMrtij to taika pkoe^ and the town beconm a aoene of 

"bustle and excitement quite indescribable. Athens for 
the last few days has literally been one immense sheep- 
SMf as it 18 an invioiate oastom that the Pasoal lamb 
abonld be eaten on Easter Day, even in the Yery poorest 
house in Greece; and the voracious looks which are every- 
wheie caafe on the stall living animals are mc^t amusing. 
Bed eggs are also so indispciisaUe to the bceakiiig of this 
long fast, that the tradespeople seem to lose all recollection 
of their distinctive caliings, and cobblers and blacksmiihs 
alike beeome meiehants of tfiia oheikhed conimodity. 
Besides these, there is a particular kind of biscuit, made 
oaljr at this season, generally by the mistress of the house 
heiselfy be beriank ivhat it may^ who taxes her ingenuity 
in gmng them all sorts of fantastic forms. It would ap« 
pear that some consider this one of tlie very few safe clian- 
nds for the expression of their loyalty, as my little nephew 
has just oome in high glee to show nsa cake representing 
their most gracious majestiei, each with a red egg under 
their arm. 

Hie principal ceremonies of the chnreh commence on 
Maundy Hraisday ; and I determined to attend them all, 
fatiguing as they are, as it is the last opportunity I may 
ewer have of doing so. The priests begin at eight o'clock 
in the evening to read in aU the drarehes what is called 
** Les douzc Ev.mgiles," that is, all ihc chapters in the 
£nir Crospels containing the last events of our Saviour's life 
As may be snpposed, this lasts many hours; and the 
fiitigue is extreme, since it is a point on which they are 
particularly tenacious, that all should stand while the 
Gospel is being read. Wben the English chapel was 
opened in Athens, and &e Giedcs freely admitted to 

b2 
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witness our services and oifer tlieir comments on them, I 
have often been asked what was the reason of our incon- 
sistency in remaining seated while the second lesson is 

read, since we rise to hear tlic sliorter portion of the 
Gospel afterwards; — in my ignorancei I could not answer 
the question. 

The Greeks enter on these important services at this 
period with a zeal and a sincerity which might well be a 
lesson to many who are so ready to exclaim against thdr 
ignorance and superstition. After they have thus heard, 
crow ded into a few hours, that large portion of Scripture, 
which our Church more wisely enables us to hear at in- 
tervals during Lent, they retire to pass the greater part of 
the niglit in the prayers appointed to usher in the great 
solemnity of Good Friday. This day is observed with a 
devout seriousness which is quite remarkable. The most 
perfect stillness pervades the whole town, usually so noisy 
and animated frojii the first dawn of Hght; and the people 
scarcely leave their houses at all until eight or nine o'clock 
in the evening, when all who are not detained by some 
insurniountable obstacle repair to the churches to attend 
the solemn rites which are then performed. 

They consist in a regular fimeral service, which certainly 
brings the awful &ct they commemorate most palpably 
before the mind. A bier, on which there is no profane 
attempt to represent what never ought to be representedi 
but simply covered with black draperies^ stands before the 
altar, and numerous tapers arc lighted round it, while the 
rest of the cliurch is left in total darkness; at the head stands 
the venerable old archbishop, in his long flowing robefli 
holding the sacred Scriptures ; at the foot a bishop, scarcely 
less aged, supports the cross ^ and other dignitaries of the 
Church fill up the vacant space between them, each one 
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Standing motionless, wrapt in the black crape veils which 
form at all times a part of their attire. 

The cathedral 18 thronged to the Teiy door. Though the 
same scene is enacted in all the other ehnrches, which are 
equally well filled, yet a deep, almu<t mournful silence pre- 
vails; not a sound is heard among that man of living beings, 
save the low sad voice of these old men, as they chant, in a 
muaotonous but not unmusical tone, the solemn service 
for the dead; and occasionally the swinging to and iro of 
the silver censers, rendering the air heavy with incense. 
Almost all die prayers used in the Greek Church are ox- 
laremely ancient, and some remarkably beautiful; those 
appointed for this day are especially so. That with which 
ihey commence is very striking — a single voice proclaims, 
that *' He who hung the heavens and the earth in their 
spheres, hangs to-day on the accursed tree;" and proceeds 
in a strain of positive sublimity. When these have all 
been recited, there is a momentary pauiie, and then the 
funeral procession is marshalled with all the melancholy 
pomp they can devise. The priests raise the bier on their 
shoulders; the bishops walk in front, holding the cross, 
and long poles bearing other sacred symbols which are 
always carried before the dead. Slowly they proceed 
down the nave; and when they have crossed the threshold 
of the church, they burst at once into the sad wailing 
hymn for the burial of the dead pecuhar to this country; 
which, though not remarkable as a melody, has something 
so singular, so indescribably mournful in its tones, that, 
however great may be the distance from which that strange 
wild music is heard, it must be recognised at once, and 
brings with it the image of the cold corpse carried through 
the sunshine, with its livid face and its wreath of flowers. 
Then the whole concourse of the people pours out and 
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£>Uow8 the prooesBKMi, but quietly and in oatder; and dua 
with slow and measured tread, lighted only by the ti^eiB 

round the bier, they go forth into the dark night, chanting 
that solemn i*equicm. Thousands surround and psesi on 
lliem, but all is still, as though each one of these thonssoida 
mourned a peculiar friend ; they pass along the prinripal 
Streets, and the few ^ck or in sorrow, who have remained 
within their houses, kneel in pmyer as the wailing nmme 
announces the approach of the sad but quiet train, till liie 
same monotonous sound, dying away on the still night air, 
tells that it is past; and finally, in the same order in which 
it left it, the procefldon returns to thechufch, where they 
replace the bier before the altar, and extinguish the tapers. 
Here the ceremony terminates for the night; the church 
is instantly deaied^ and left to the profound silence and 
darkness deemed suitable for the awful period between 
(jood Friday and Easter Day, 

We hare all e;q»eiieiioed, repeatedly, the sudden diill 
which sinkes upon the heart when we meet a fimeral, how- 
ever often we may be called upuu lo do so; for, in truth, ^Te 
cannot be reconciled with death, do what we will, as long 
as we are living, loving, and hoping beings. Men have hdm 
down with him side by side on the battle-field, and v\ cakcr 
women have held him in their arms incorporate, in the ibrm 
they loved the best on earth; but still, wherever die coffined 
corpse of one we never knew is carried by, we isiirink and 
ga£f>, and the bell tolling for the meanest and least valued 
among us, is as the knell of every one who hears it. It may^ 
then, be imagined how deeply impressive is the scene I 
have described, when, in addition to these more ordinary 
feelings, we realise the awful thought that it is the Lord 
of life Himselfjwhom in this mournful procession we, aa 
it were, are following through the dark and solemn night 
to the tomb. 
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Donbdesiitia a unarton, haw fiff itiiMy not beinjimovt 

to the mind, that religious feelings shoukl be roused, or 
iuprassioxL made, by means of any such outward ceremony ; 
ysty in tlie cam of tlie Greek people, I riionld imagine U 
would be productive only of good. Their faith, simple 
and childlike, honestly accepting all their Church would 
hm them helievei faaSi it mnet be owned, but Uttle of a 
y ritml nature, at hart ae yet ; anditmay, therefore, be as 
well that their lively imaginations and i^uick i'eehn|^8 
ahould be worked upon in this manner. 

The nest oeranony is that of the Anaateon," or Re- 
surrection, by lar tlie most striking of all those celebrated 
by the Greek Church; and as it is principally peri'onned 
in the opea air, I watched with some anxiety the pto* 
flpect of a fine night, on which its efiect greatly depends. 
Happily, any one who resides in Greece is tempted to 
ahttidon the theoxj, that human hopes are liable to disap- 
pointment, at leaat as finraaiegardB^ weather; so certain 
is he. if he wishes for a ilnc dnv. to see it .aiive smilinsr 
and warm ; not a TaciUating, dcceitiui fine day, such as 
in igwglMiii aometimes tempts out an uswaiy ^easuro- 
hunter, seemingly for the express purpose rf mtdiciously 
deluging him halt an hour after with unexpeoted rain; 
but n day indisputably fine, with a sunshine so detev. 
ndnately strong, that it is e?ident no olovd oould have the 
power to extinguish one single ray. And Easter Eve was as 
fl^oiiously starry and oioudless as could have been desired. 

It is, indeed, a wonderful thing, a sommer's night 
in Greece, or rather tlie space between the setting and 
xinng of the sun, for it cannot be called night where there 
is no daiknesB, no chiUing d6W8,no sleep. People sleep 
during the hot languid hoora of the day; and they ate 
tl w^lgful to wako) that they may revive under the delicious 
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influenceof the &int night-breezes, 00 mild^ so soft, thai 
they seem to be but the gentle breathing of the earth in 

its slumber. We caiinot call it night, but jet it is not day, 
though the whole heavens are glowing with the intense 
brightness of the great stars, hanginrr so motionless in die 
imriitliomablc depths of dark unclouded blue, and the 
very air is filled with light fiom ionumeiable meteors 
shooUng to and fro. It is not day) for there is a solemn, 
a profound repose, which day could never know: the very 
spirit of rest seems to go forth over the earth, hushing 
not only winds and wayes, but causing eveiy leaf on the 
sombre olive>trees or green myrtle-bushes to lie still, as 
though spell- bound; and the starlight, radiant as it is, 
has a softness which tempers all on the wide-spreading 
landscape, that might be harsh or abrupt in a more glaring 
light. Where vci il iiiuy be seen, a caliu summer's night 
is assuredly one of the most beautiful things in nature; 
but there is something peculiar in the influence it has on 
tlie mind in Greece, which I have nowhere else expe- 
rienced; there is such purity in the sky, the air, the 
li^htf such a holy tranquillity on all around, that the 
strife of human life seems suddenly stilled, the fire of 
human passion quenched, and the most perturbed of spirits 
could not fail to partake somewhat of so intense a rest. 

Saturday gave promise of just such a night as this; and 
at nine o'clock we proceeded down the principal street on 
our way to the cathedral, where were already assembled 
not only the whole population of the town, but that of the 
neighbouring villages also, who always repair to Athens 
for this solemnity. A platform had been erected at a short 
distance from the church door, where the king and queen, 
with the bishops and other priests, stand during the latter 
part of the ceremony. When we arrived they were still 
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in the church, which was filled just as it had been the 
night before. Outside, the cxowd was deoBBf and we oV 
tained places on a balcony dixectly oppoate to the cathe- 
dral, from whence we witnessed uuc of the most stiikiiiar 
spectacles I have ever beheld. 

Still oontinning to follow the gieat events of Pasdon 
Week in their solemn rotation, the Saviour was yet sup- 
posed to be within his tomb, and the same perfect stillness 
was maintained, the same darkness and gloom prevailed 
over everything. There was not a light, not a sound; 
each individual of iluu immense multitude, filliner even all 
the adjoining streets, remained still and motionless, so that 
even the most distant might catch the murmuring voices 
of the priests, who were reciting the service within the 
church ; troops lined the streets to see that perfect quiet 
was maintained, but assuredly it was a needless precaution, 
for there was not one present who did not seem to share in 
a general i't cliner of L,doom and depression, as ihuugli a 
heavy cloud were lianging over all things; and so complete 
was the realisation of all that these ceremonies are intended 
to convey, that I am certain the power of death, still so 
awfully manUest in these last tedious hours, was present 
with each one of them. 

As midnight approached, the archbishop, with his priestly 
accompanied by the king and queen, left the church and sta- 
tioned themselves on the platform, which was raised consi* 
derably &om the ground, so thatthey were distinctly seen by 
the people. Every one now remained in bicuihless expecta- 
tion, holding their uniighted tapers in readiness when tlic 
glad moment should arrive, while the priests still continued 
murmuring their mdancholy chant in a low half>whisper. 
Suddenly a single report of a cannon announced that twelve 
o'clock had struck, and that Easter Day had begun; then the 
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old arcliljishop, elevating the cross, exclaimed in a loud, ex- 
ulting UmQf " Christos anesti," " Christ is liaen !" and ia- 
fllnitly ereiy smgk individiial of aU Ihai ho0i to^ 
cry, and ^ vast ranltxtiide broke ihimigli and dispeDed fer 
ever the intense and mournful silence which they had main- 
tmed 80 long, mik onespoaatuieoiB dio^ 
joy and triumph, * * Christ 10 riaen !" ** Ohrist is mm V At 
the same moment tlic oppressive darkness was succeeded 
by a blaze of light iiom thousandfi oi' tapen» which, com« 
mmiieattng onefiom anoAert aeennd to send aferaniMof Sam 
in all directions, rendering the minutest objects distinctly 
visible, and casting the most vivid glow on the expressive 
hooBj full of ezultatiaii, of the lejoicnig crowd; bandi of 
music struck up iheb gayest ftndnB; ihe loll of iiae drumB 
through the town, and further on the pealing of the cannon, 
announced far and near these glad tidings of great joy; 
while from hill and plain, from tiie sea-dioie and the ftr 
ohve grove, rocket after rocket ascending to the clear 
9kjf answered back with their mute oioqu^ice that Christ 
10 risea indeed, and told of other tongues that weve m> 
peating those blessed words, and other hearts that leapt 
for joy; everywhere men clasped each other's hands, and 
congratolated one another, and embraced with counte» 
nances beaming delight, as diough to each one sepa- 
rately some wonderful happiness had been proclaimed; 
and 80 m truth it w«8;-«nd aU the while, ming abow 
the mingling of many aounds, each one of which was % 
sound of gladness, the aged priests were distinctly heard 
chanting forth a glorious old hymn of victory, in tones so 
loud and dear^ that they seemed to haire retgained thenr 
youth and strength to tell the world how ^ Obrist is risen 
from the dead, having trampled death beneath his faety 
and henoefoith ^ entombed h«va evedasling life." 
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It is impossible to give any adequate idea of the eSeot 
of this aoeae. The inddeii diaiige of aient ionow and 
daAiHsw to an dmoifc delinou^ j >y, and a iterduig bkio 

of light spreading its unwonted brilliancy widely tliroiigli 
the dim shadowy night, was really like magic The en* 
thnaiawn of the Smj Qieeka is maly routed, and wliedier 
in this instance the feelings they express are genuine or 
not 1 caimot say, yet certainly no outward demonstration 
WBB iTttDtiBg of the gntte&l tanufKirt with which die 
dawning of Easier Day ought everywhere to be met. 

The service was now over, and their majesties took 
their departoie. USae queen, who on ordinary occasions 
is mecely a pretty womaiiy looked tmly beaotiftd in her 
Greek di'ess, and by the strong light of the torchlight. 

We returned home through tiie streets illuminated as 
in faeoad day, and thronged by thepeopk^ who seemed to 
have not the flmaUestinlention of going hcHoeto bed. Thdr 
sole object was evidently to make as much noise as they 
ooold in every possible way, and most memly.if not mrtor 
call J . did tiiey sing and shoot, and asnd up rockets, and Am 
off their pistols. Even the lambs were already being 
xoagtcd whole, and the red eggs, with which the town had 
actnaUy swanned a few hours before, had disappeared' as 
suddenly as a doud of loeosto in a north wind. Yet it is 
much to their credit, that thi^^ i^ight, when so much licence 
is gZT^ to mirth and rerelry, should never hare been known 
to be profimed by e»oess or mtempeianoe of any kind* 

Altogether, I think tlie impressiou left on the mind hy 
these ceremonies cannot but be favourable to the Gzeelu 
and their Ghnzch. Surely more is ssid of their ignaranoe 
and superstition than is altogether just. It would be 
strange, indeed, if these evils did not, to a certain extent, 
previflil in a oountzy somoe twenty years emped &am 
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bondage, under a nation whose own creed is su iviterly false 
and degraded; but the spirit of superstition does not con- 
sist in any peouliar observance or litOt and there may be 
quite as much of it even in England influencing the person 
who would exalt the observance of some outward form 
above the virtue of Christian charity, as in the case of the 
poor old Greek woman, who spends her last penny to buy 
a taper, which she lights hefore the altar, and verily 
believes she shall find her sick child restored to health in 
consequence. Without, however, attempting to make any 
comparison with Great Britain, which all must gratefully 
acknowledge to be so highly favoured as the seat of more 
true spiritual religion than any country in EuropOi it may 
be said with truth, that the present state of Greece seems, 
in this respect at least, more promising than that of several 
Others of the European nations. Greece can only advance 
fiom her superstition to enlightenment; whereas it is to be 
feared the mysticism of Germany is but the high road to 
that infidelity to which 1^ ranee has already attained : and 
where is a more mournful spectacle to be found than the 
moral condition of Italy?

I should not advise any one whose nerves are not very 

strong, to attempt passing Easter Sunday iu A the us. The 
noise, consisting of a confusion of the most discordant 
sounds, is really tremendous ; a strange contrast to the quiet 
of the past week, and all the more from the complete ces- 
sation of the only sound which was then to be heard — 
namely^ the bleating of innumerable lambs; the^ have been 
most eSfectually silenced, the very bones have been too 
well picked to cry out for vengeance ; but drums, mando- 
linSy and other inharmonious instruments, rockets, musk^ 
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shots, and above all the incessaut vocalism, fc^r I dare not 
call it smging, of the Gxeeks, combined to raider the np^ 
loar quite intolerable. 

It has been said that there is an invmble connecting 
link between the ntter arts of music, poetry, and painting, 
and tbat a sort of analogy may be traced dirough the pro- 
ductions of ixcnius in these cKlicrent fields, so tliat the dis- 
tinctive character or peculiar turn of thought which ren- 
dered the poet unique in his own calling, may yet be 
perfectly recognised in the inspirations of the painter or 
musician. Thus Michael Aiigelo is the Dante of painting, 
ihe oomposer of I>on Juan that of music. Moore is as- 
suredly the Claude Lomdn of poetry, and Bellini ihe 
Petrarch of song. Now there can be no doubt that this 
pretty theory is most thoroughly overthrown in Ghreece. 
Not only do the relics of antiquity, and the writings of the 
ancients, boar testimony to their i'oniier excellence, almost 
beyond our comprehension, in poetry and sculpture, but 
in the present day their new-created literature teems with 
the works of young poets, giving evidence of the most rare 
talent; and at the Polytechnic School the singularly rapid 
progress of the pupils, both in drawing and sculpture, has 
created much surprise. But with regard to music, I really 
think there is an orcfamc deficiency in tlie case of each in- 
dividual Greek. It is imi^ossible for them rightly to into- 
nate the most rimple strain; their ideas of an air are fear- 
fully vague J singing in tune is a mystery they have never 
dreamt of solving; and yet, true to that great principle in 
human nature, which makes people always persist in at- 
tempting predsely what they cannot do, there is nothing a 
Greek performs more to his own satisfaction, or delights in 
so much, as dnging. Bight bravely does he commence on 
the falsest of keys, and in the most nasal of tones^ an un- 
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earthly sliake of wonderful length, which diea away into a 
whining chromatic aoale that hoznbly meiaooholy ; then 
digging out, as it were, his voioe from the ymj deptha c£ 
Ills client, he ascends, by some inconceivably discordant 
process, to its highest pitch, and there jeila without inter^ 
iiiiiaoa tiU quite eachraitad. Aa all am equally pnifieiflBfe 
in this fieiid'^like and difficult nnuie, it may be imagined 
witii what sort of a conceit we were regaled throughout 
the whole of Baater Bay; and yet they all looked so gaf^ 
and good-humoured, sauntering about in their irery lumd^ 
somest dresses, that one could not hiit forgive thcrn for 
esqpxessing their pleasure in their own discordant manner. 

On all aidea the joycua Chziatos anesli" was to be 
heard incessantly repeated, as it is customary for all who 
meet to interchange this sahitatioa without distinction of 
zank or station. A singular eufcamstanee with segaid to 
this pfactice was related to me as hairing oeonned at St 
Petcrsburgh this year, but I really think the story was too 
good to be true. It is said that the Emperor of Russia, 
when Altering his oaneiage on Easier Day» addressed the 

sentinel who presented arms to liim Avith tlio usual au- 
nouncement, ^' Christ is risen.'' It is not true," exclaimed 
the soldier, who happened to be a Jew. I should greatly 
doubt^ however, from what I have seen of Russian d^ 
cipline in this country, that any one of those poor bonds- 
men, both in soul and body, would have courage to utter 
such a speech even in defienoe of their own zdigion.

yes, they are dying out^ those bntve old palikari, who with 
their good right hands alone hewed off their country's 
chains; the hands are withered now, where they are not 
already crumbling into ashes. Like ihe few stalwart trees 
resisting the rushing storm that lays the forest low, they 
only remained standing when the revolution swept over 
llie land and laid her waizbxs in the dust; but the age ia 
hurrying on, and we go with it^ and even in Gxeaoe the

names of Zaimi, and Colocotroni, and Botzaris, are re- 
ceding into the past, a^^ the rocks and stones into tlxe dis- 
tance before the fljing wheels of the chariot. 

Petrobej, the good old Bey of Maina, has lived to see 
the most of his comrades in arms depart to answer a sterner 
call than ever brought them to the battLe-£eld, conquered 
at last by the very power they once used a^nst their 
enemies. He has lived on, after a stirring and eventful 
life, to a cheerful old age ; yet he must have fearful recol- 
lections, too, that simple, kind-hearted, noble old man; 
tiK«e has been «« hour in hi, life whoee memory mu«t 
surely blot out and obscure all other happier moments in 
his existence. It is that in which he was brought befoi^ 
the narrow window of his prison by the gaolers, and forced 
to look down upon lus brave and l)cautilul son, the ** light 
of his eyes" as he called him (and yet not less, alas ! the 
assasan of the President Cappo d'Istria), as he came forth 
with firm step and dauntless eye, to perish in all the strength 
and beauty of his manhood, by the hands of the common 
executioners. 

The father, uttering no word to betray his inward agony 

to the tormentors "who could condemn liim to so unn^iUiral 
a torture, was doomedto follow all the details of Uiis horrible 
scene, even to the last, with that fiiscinated gaze which could 
not choose but rivet itself on the very sight that was rending 
his heart. He saw George Mavromicali, universally acknow- 
ledged to have been as gallant and noble a young man as 
ever trod the earth, and remarkable for his personal 
beauty, come forth surrounded by the soldiers, whose 
muskets were already loaded to take £rom that beloved son 
the life which he had given him. As they passed under 
the windows of the prison, the young man looked up, and 
their eyes met; the distance between them was too great to 
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admit of more than an interchange of looks, but the father 
stretched out his arms through the narrow bars to show 
how he yearned to twine them lound the fonn about to be 
delivered up to die embrace of death, and the son lifted up 
his beautiful countenance, glowing with ardour and enthu- 
siasm, and answered him with a fond, sweet smile, 8^) tliat 
there was far more eloquence in that Yoiceless fiirewell than 
words could ever have conveyed. 

Then Petrobey saw him pass on and stand in the open 
space reserved for him; he heard him address the crowd with 
quiet cheerfulness, telling them how willingly he died in the 
cause of liberty ; and finally, raising li is eyes, which seemed to 
reflect the serenity of that blue sky to the smiling heaven, he 
uttered a prayer for his dear country so touchingly beautiful* 
Uiat not one could hear it unmoved: even from the stern 
breasts of the hardy soldiers deep sobs were heard to burst; 
but the father wept not a tear, not even when, rending the 
still sunny air, the pealino- volley did its work of death, and 
the child of his love, a moment before so full oi hfe and 
spirit, sunk down a mangled corpse. Poor old man I I 
could not help thinking to-day, as I sat by his side, how 
often in the silence of night the mournful accents of his 
murdered son's last prayer must ^m to rise upon his ear; 
how often through his eyes, closed in troubled sleep, must 
flash that smile which, like the last rav of the sun about to 
set in night, beamed on the faix face that so soon was 
darkened in death. 

Surely, of all sad things in this world of misery and 
crime, there is none more sacj than the shedding of gene- 
rous bloody the wasting of heroism and self-devdtion in a 
mistaken cause. Where men love not their lives, and go 
undaunted to torture or to death, as did this noble young 
man, for the sake of their religion, it is well I the blood 
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of the martyrs* has been as the waters of regeneration, 
purifying this earth, and causing it to bear much fruit in 
floodly T>liMi^ thftl abaU heMAflir Uoooi in. PnTnfHfw 
preciou0 is indeed the blood of theie sunto I but 'wfaen M17 
inotiye purely political, or, as in this instance, of enthusi- 
astic pa<Tiotiiin» induces one man to take the Ufeofanotker, 
homrer muck of noUowsB of p urp ose, mm of ainglensss 
of heart, there may be, murder is murder still, and the 
assassin but an assassin, though his beooming so was an act 
of heioic Bolf ss< liiiiffi 

Pctrobcy has never altogether recovered the use of 
his limbs, since the imprisonment he underwent at tliis 
peiiod, becanse he also loved his coontrf all too welL 
He had been confined in a damp dnn^eon so near the 
sea on whose shore the town of Nauplia stands, that 
it was half full of water^ and he has ever since been 
afflicted with rhenmatisEn. We foond him atting 
cross-legged on his couch, supported by cushions, and 
quietly smoking his pipe. His long anowj beard now 
gives him a most venezable af^maace; but, with all the 
mild benevolence of his conntenanoe, it soffices but to 
speak of Maina, moie pcculiaiiy his own oountry, and 
the scene o£ his early exploits, to see his eye kindle widi 
a fire thai at onoe betcajs the daring old wanioc* Ma- 
dame Mavromicali, who, like a good Greek wife, quietly 
owns her inferiority to her lord and master, was seated on 
the ground at his feet» nor could I induce her to leave her 
carpet for a more elevated position. The bey conversed 
with us for a long time mo^ cheerfully. He tak^ a 
lively interest in all thsjt is going caiysnd told me that 
it was a source of deep regret to him that be wns pie» 
vented attending the National Assembly from the weak- 
ness of his limbs. He talks much of his own provinoe 
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of Maina, whose \\ oliure lie has so greatly at heart. He 
said that he would die in peace if he could but see aschool 
iiiftbhiind thsrei nd begged qb to eadeftiinirf in our zicb 
and generous e o mirj as lie termed Great Britain, to pro* 
cure him some aaaiatance to this end. 

We were ^nute mtay to ksme this fine old man; it if 
almysaadt^UdteeifdltollMKwlioee yean faavehi m g ht 
them to the grave's dark brink : we may so reasonably iear, 
if we do but turn awsj ou eyea from them a little whiiei 
iiieyAtH beawaUowedvp, aadweMiolddiennoiiiam. 

As we ( Lime down the stairs, we were balated by the num- 
berless dependents oi the bey— or rather, I should call them 
Ua olanaiiMn, fbf hefltaada josfe in the sam 
aa a Highland cfakf does to his people. The Mavromi* 
calis were, and indeed are, the most poweriUl family of 
dieir peovinee, and m gre$/itj respected and bda?ed in 
Maina: liiej itMrnoAvm^ ftom the old hej down to loa 
beautiful granddaughter, the queen's maid of honour, are 
each in diesr distindnFe position, the saoei perfect types 
of the true Gbeek aristocracy, and to gxeat ninplicity of 
manner tliey unite all the refinement of mind and delicacy 
o£ feeling which always must accompany gentle blood 
to a oerlaia degree^ wlietfaer cnhivKled by edncalaoa 
CBt not. 

This day terminated for us in a last attendance on the 
aernoe at ocet own Uttle chapel in Athena. The English 
midenfesin tUa townaie singularly faYonred in having the 

services of their church resfiilarly carried on throughout 
the year in this beautiiui little place of worship, with a 
propriety I hare nowhere seen equalled on the continent. 
It is a strange and pleasing thought, when, in that lai 
distant comer of the earth, the scanty congregation lift up 
their 'voioea in the petitiona of the Litany, to remembtt

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that at the same moment the same words are bursting 
from the innumerable temples of our fatherland, and 
fffhAiT^g over the quiet giaves of thoee who uttered tbe 
selftame prayer in years and ages long gone by, repealing 
with their living lips what our living iips repeat 
to-day, Giant us thy peace;'' and now they are so still, 
we know they have attained it, and so fihall we. The 
burial-ground, lately consecrated by the Bishop of 
Gibraltar, is at some little distance from the church; and 
though not dirtingniahed by any picturesque beauty, is 
as holy and quiet a spot as ever a weary man might wish to 
see wherein to lay him down and take his rest. It is a 
small enclosure in a deserted part of the plain, on the 
banks of the Ilyssus, near to the desolate columns of the 
Temple of Jupiter: its gateway, closed merely b}' wide 
iron rails, faces the east, and when the setting sun has 
badied the sky behind in a flood of golden Ught, it is 
wondrously like what imagination pictures as the gate of 
Paradise. Within, the graves are not very numerous, but 
each one tells a melancholy story. 

In the old churchyards of England one may often trace 
a family from generation to generation, whose members one 
after another have come to take their place among their 
kindred dust, and slumber dde by ride : the son has buried 
the father there, and then gone forth to ])luy Lis little part 
in the busy drama of life, till in his turn his sorrowing 
child has borne him back to moulder at the mouldering 
parent's feet: the daughter, in her hours of sadness, has 
gone thither to look upon the mother's tomb, and realise 
the soothing thought that she shall lay her aching 
head once more upon the breast that pillowed her in 
infancy, nor feel its lifelessness, because her own shall be 
as cold and stilL But the case is vexy di^ierent in the 
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litkle bnrial-pkos of AlbenB; ihai tranquil spot htm <mtf 

gathered to its rest the scattered wanderers from home 
and £Eunily. The lonely man, travelling perhaps to escape 
the xnemoiy of flome heavy affliction, has been aiieeted 

here to rncet a deeper oljliviun than he looked for. The 
little child that has drooped and died under the hot 
eastern mm, has ezohanged its cradle for this soft gieen 
couch, and the bereaved parents have gone on to their 
distant home, mourning and in heaviness; or the saiior- 
boy^ whose mother has wept and tiembled when the wind 
howled round her dweDing, and litde dreamt some deadly 
fever had already broncrht her child to .i li.iwn ulicie 
the storms of Hfe could threaten him no more. tSuch as 
these are the sleepers who have met together to slumber 
here : they know not one another — they had never heard 
each other's name, but from far and near, from the north 
and the south they have come, the stranger dead, upon 
thor various errands; and here has their course been 
stayed, and now they have laid them down like members 
of one fiumly, in one common home.

Travelling in Greece is doubtless a very different thing 
fiom what it is in En^and; yet I question^ with all the 
miraculous pow^ we there posKSS of flying in a very 
comtbrtable arm-chair from one end of the land to the 
other^ if all the convenience of railways and steamboats 
can rival die charm to be found in die more primitive 
mode of proceeding on horseback, tedious and often dif- 
ficult as it is* I am sure no one who has once enjoyed 
ity would barter the first hour before sunrise of a journey 
in this country, for a whole week of more convenient 
travelling elsewhere. Later in the day it is a different 
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nfttto: theliot Bnz^daBgleIoa•]MilU|lBd&dguemaype^ 

Imps lead lis to sigh for comforts not to be procured : we are 
not as it were fio young a« iu the mornijag^ when, mounted 
on a Tigaroofi^ «iie>footed Tmkiih Iwney witk the fiat 
dawn of day, some glorious landscape, half in light, half in 
shade, invites us to explore its mauntainfl az^ ravines. 
Ax thai early hour the aky is flo dclkjomly pwre^ fron 
whoee cloudlesB depths the thm veil of darkness is floatthig 
away, and w here the most ethereal of stars, more beautiful 
because the last, is waxing paler and paler as though with 
terror at ihe swilb coming of the fieroe soxi — ^tlie distaait 
hills look so lovely as the soft blush of morning mantles 
over them like the warm blood over a iair young iaoe — the 
sea-breeze comes up from the unseen ocean with an invi» 
gcnating freshness stolen fnm the graves* that leads us 
ahnost to fancy it bears with it the echo of their song- — and 
there is a joyousness in all natnref and an dastacity in the 
sir, which I think would Hft the load front the lice?riesfce£ 
hearts for a time at least. 

And all feel this cheering in£uenoe — the horses prance 
and snuff u p the cool air, and toss about the silken tassds of 
their Turkihih bridles — even the Laggage-mulc, more tlian 
half smothered under innumerable cushions and coverlids^ 
the bedding, in short, of the whoJe party, begina cap e ring 
and flinging out his heeh, nueh to liie dinorafiinieof the 
cook, who is pei'ched on the top, with about three feet be- 
tween him and the back of his steed. Thena sthonip^snp of 
steaming Turkish eoffee isswallowed; thelight>fi»ted youth 
whose business is to run alongside and prepare the indis- 
pensable pipes, darts on before, singing gaily as he bounds 
along the rocky path; and the whok eavaloade sels off 
spontaneously at a quick, exhilarating gallop. Tins is 
very delightful, and it is the scene which invariably takes 
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Bensation is some hours later, wlicn by u sliarp turn in the 
pttdii QK a sudden descent, we come unexpectedly on a 
MffiBWtaia ihfliilieEd leading his sheep ia seaxch of peitura, 
who meeldy £bIIoir when thej hear Us Toiee, in beaattfiil 
exempliiication oi' Scripture. 

The sun is by this dme pouring down upon us the full 
power of his flaming rays. The skxnes whicJi actually pave 
the diHicult path are so liot tliut ^vu caniiut touch thcia, c.;id 
our eyes ache with the vivid glare. But tlie shepherd knows 
well how parched oor Hps must be. Heunsliagsalaigefiat 
wooden bottle, which hangs hj a leathern strap at his side, 
and oflfers it to us iuii oi cool, sweet inilk. W hat a draught 
xtisi aadhowaomwfiiUywelookailertheUttleflodc, 
wlkom we hare much to leam^ as they quietly follow their 
master step by step wherever he goes ! Such a day's tra- 
Yelling as this is indeed a perfect illu tr itiou of our journey 
thrywigh thfiwildfimcniinf t^hiswnirlfi We are yenr chiUren 
in gaiety of heart in the morning, but too soon our spirits 
droop, and we long for rest and cooling shades. Xhus^ in 
^mxttof eodstaifse, thefiieof human passions dxies up 
ihefiesfanesB of die mind, and the insatiable burning of an 
ill-directed yearning toiments us with a raging thirst for 
earthly heppinesB and moet Tain joys. It were well, indeed, 
if in sober reality we praotieally followed out the simile, 
aud ere the night close in let fall the tears of repentance, 
to be like evening's healing dews. 

To-day, howerer, we didnot intend to take a joumey 
long enough to bring the hour of disenchantment; we 
wished befcure our departure to visit once again the village 
near which we had resided during sereral snmmexB, whose 
wetf imsop ihi et i c at ed inhahit e nt s wete all oor ecqnain t mees, 
many of them reaUj fiaends; but it was at a distance of 
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only seven miles from AthenSi and the ride of an hour or 
two brought us to it. 

1 lie serene face of heaven looks down on few more 
pleasant things on this fair earth than a quiet Albanian 
village, embosomed in the heart of a deep olive-grove, like 
a bird in its nest, the humble home of simple-minded, happy 
beings. It is now so diihcult to find repose and peace in 
connexion with human beings: deserts there are clothed in 
voiceless majesty, because their solitude is filled with the 
presence of the Creator, and wild torrifie spots where Na- 
ture wraps herself in tempests, and wreathes the clouds and 
mists around the inaccessible hills, that no profane eye of 

man may least upon their yavage beiiuty ; and there is ever 
the mighty sea, where man would fain establish his domi- 
nion, and still she repels him from her breast, and chafes 
round his puny vessel, and takes no -rest I^U by wind and 
wave she has driven him on and regained her own vast 
loneliness. But it is daily becoming more rare to lind rest 
and quiet among the haunts of men-contented ignorance, 
uncomplaining, cheerful poverty, still monotonoud lives, 
which desire no change, and look not (with instinctive 
resignation) beyond their allotted sphere. 

The world is growing old, and men are wise and crafty 
now in their very youth. This at least liave they learned from 
the experience left them by the swift rushing ages, that 
their time is short upon this visible abode; and they would 
fain live much within their little span, and know ali things, 
and penetrate the hidden recesses of the earth, dragging up 
to the light the secret things of science, and spreading their 
knowledge and tlieir learnmg far and near. Soon there will 
beiew spotsupon this earth where civilisation, too often but 
another word for corruption, has not penetrated; but the 
Albanian village is still a tran^^uil resting-place upon this 
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busy globe, whose humble inhabitants, if they live and die In 
darkneaa aud ignorance, have at least no £dso lights to mislead 
tliem, nor qiarkling hopes and dieanui to looae dieirpowen, 
and with them the passions that lie dormant till extinct. 

It lies ever basking in the sunshine with its vine-dad 
cottages and mstic churchy holding no communication 
with the world; no voices are heard from without^ no 
strife or turinoil is within. The Uttle population vary 
not in their Ccdm routine of existence. They live, they 
labour, and they die 1 In the kindly ties of nature is their 
happiness, in their daily toil the occupation of their 
thoughts and mind. When the long burning day is over, 
they collect at the doors of their humble homes, or in the 
open space, through which flows the clear stream, whose 
precious waters, their most valuable property, belong to 
each in turn for two or three hours. The old men sit 
dreamingly smoking, listening to the gay couYersation of 
their wives, or Llir merry shouts of the black-eyed cliildrea 
who are rolling in the dust at their feet ; wliilst round 
the old fountain of massiye stone are grouped the gnoe- 
ful maidens, who come with the sunset to draw water for 
the next day s use. Their peculiar dress, the veil so clas- 
fiically folded round their heads, and thdr motionless atti- 
tudes as they hold the antique ^ases to he filled, give them 
a stutue-Uke appearance, which seems almost to realise our 
dreams of the days of old. 

But on approaching a litde nearer, the heautiful statues 
•\viirin into life, and prove themselves very women as they 
talk soitiy to each other. One raises her sleepy eyes with a 
kokof tnumphon hercompanions, and tells them how, when 
the next vintage is over, her young betrothed, whom she 
has never seen, is to comedown from his mountain village 
to take her back to his home; and that he has a house and 
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wiuspers aside it is no wonder Calliope should have a rich 
aadhancbome husband, far Imt mother lutt aioeklj ofiined 
a imcteperat the altarfcrayetf pMl» topi^^ one; 

and fur her part, she doubts not she will soon be asked in 
marriage also, when her father shall have accomplished 
the numhcr of forty bee-hivcB, ivhidi he means to give 
her as a poartkm; and tbns they mnrmtorin their liquid 
Komaic till the vesper-bell calls all parties to the httle 
cihspd* The church la poor and mdely built; the 
poBBt is but onefiom among themaBlves-HMsazce hm igso- 
rant-^too truly, perhaps, a blind leader of the bliitd. But 
the bell never fails to sound; daily, with asuduous care, 
the hnnpeirhich bnm round the humble altur are £oi ynAt 

the be^t uillioui tbeirown stores, and their simple dc\ utions 
regularly performed if they liavo little understanding of 
liiemy they haw at leart the ment of retereneeaiidfl^ 
There ms not, howerer, eresi thus much of Kfe 

and human passions abroad in the village of M 

as ire rode through it on das soltiy moming; the 
men were at work in the fields, and the women ooen* 
pied in their cottages with their household matters, 
principaUy in spinning the rough material which foam 
LxU« «a preparing ihe p»v-<« 

which would be required at the same period; laying out 
the ripe figs on mattings in the sun, hanging up the 
goUeu bouohes of Indian ooni, and deariag Ae olrires 
Mbre th^ underwent the pro c^ ea e by which their ml is 
extracted. In one spot only some little stir and flninia- 
tidL prevailed, and most jiemng was the pietose it jn- 
smted. B6iiealiithewide'<q)tead]Bgbra]]jc]Mof au<^^ 
tree, so large as to allord ll shade impervious to the 
mjs ev^ oi that burning sun, sat the good oid viUage 
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priest in liis daik and simple robes, with a great Gopjf 
evidently very aacienti of the Greek Testament en hm 
koees. Oatberad on ishm giomd «i lik iSMt» ihar qmoiki 
intelligent eyes fixed on liim, and beaming witk that desiie 
Sat knowledge wliieh is so Batumi to the Gbeeka, were 
aoaM fifteen or twentf dnUben, wium he wm iatnaAng 
with much zcliI ami j uiic ncc. Our appearance ^vas uf 
course latal to tiie attention wJaoh the pupils in this 
pmitiTe wAook thought pioper to heetowon their naitcr; 
Ivt the old man was anadotiB to show tifl that he wm not 
always so unsuooessfuli and he desired a httle boy who sat 
flloee to hit icnee to read aloud a paMige 6eam Scnpbm, 
lecnldBot helptiihihuigef St. Fral, farouglit up at the 
feet of Guiiialiel, which his position seemed to illustrate 
as the child rose. His flowing hair, oaret'uUy preseived at 
]|i&U length, proclaimed him a neophyte, or ibtare oai^ 
didate for priest's orders; and Jiis countenance had much 
quiet seriousness^ which seemed scarce suited to his s^go* 
He read with the moit perfect flncnej a few y<mm fiem 
one of the GkPBpdb in aneaent Greek. 

As we left this very rural university, we met an indi- 
vidual in the iti ee t whom we were not wigpri eed to see 
tUms italking about B otl e ed y in the daageco« heat and 
glare of noon, for wc knew that he was one of those mcu 
lor whom the ^ftniing sunshine or the cool moonlight 
were ahke, since wherever he went the ehadow of an 
awful crime was cast before him on his path by the light 
of his own sleepless conscience. It is sti'ange that the iear- 
ftdomseof Oiinwoidd seem to beself-impoBedbjmoitof 
llioee who have oomnntfeed iint same entne; and tkk man 
is assuredly a fugitive and a vagabond on the lace of the 
earth, aolely, ae it werei hj the retribution of his own 
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■will. The details of his history are well-known, and very 
striking. 

Long ago, when the Turks were still in quiet posseBOon 
of the country, he lived in this village with his &ther and 

his only sister. The old man was very aged ; and to the 
instinctive hatred which the Gbeeks seem at all tim^ to 
have felt towards these their bitter enemies, he added all 
the rancour which a lon^x life of compnlslve subinission to 
an abhorred yoke and to continued insult could not fail 
to produce. His son shared these feelings with all the 
strengtli of a fierce, proud spirit; not so his daughter, the 
gentle , gazelle-eyed JDaphne. Doubtless, like a true Greek, 
she deplored her country's slaveiy, and her Hellenic blood 
boiled within her when her father had to croneh before 
a detested tyrant, or she herself to shrink treniuling from 
some iierce Moslem's gaze : but the eyes of the young 
Achmet, the only son of the village Aga, were very mild 
and gentle; they never turne<l on her but with a gaze 
both eloquent and timid — his voice at least was soft and 
loW| and that voice had told her that he loved her better 
than anything on earth; and Daphn^, though she knew 
that to love him was to love persecution and misery, and 
death perhaps^ yet learned to feel for him so deep and 
passionate a tenderness, that country, fiither, friends, and 
home, all lost their hold on her young hearty and left him 
reigning there alone. 

Not less profound was the attachment felt for her by the 
young Moslem; butcarefuUy, in trembling, did they conceal 
it from all eyes, knowing too well that the disclosure would 
probably insure their mutual destruction — ^for Daphn6 
had but to look on that vindictive old man, and stem 
tmyielding brother, to feel sure they never would allow 
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their blood to flow unarrested in the veiDS of one allied to 
liheir coun.trT'B foe. 
The young Iotbib iuooeeded, howerer, in keeping their 

attachiiient secret, till they iuiuid means to bring matters to. 
a crisis. Some aospunons had, it appeals, long rankled in the* 
mind of the son, but the &ther himself had never dreamt 
that a few soft whisperc 1 words liud made his child already 
a renegade to her country, till one iiatal morning, when he 
called for her as usual, to bring him his pipe when he rose, 
and for the first time was unanswered. When ihis seemingly 
trifling circumstance occurred, her bioiher, who was seated 
beside him^ started up as though moved by some strong 
impulse, and flew into the inner room, where she ought 
to have been, but he found that she was not there. 
It required but a moment to complete his search, still in- 
efiSsctual, round the litde garden and vineyard, whose limits 
she bad never dared to pass before; and he then returned 
to his lather's presence to announce her disappearance 
with so perfect a conviction of the truth that his furious 
rage knew no bounds. He scrupled not to communicate 
his fears to the father; and the bitter tidings were as 
the £diing of a thunderbolt to the wretched old man — 
with a cry of rage and horror he bid his son go forth 
to seek her, and tear her living or dead from tlieir de- 
tested enemy. The infuriated man required no second 
bidding; he dashed from the house, mounted his horse, 
and was soon careering through the village, seeking the 
smallest indication of the route the fugitives had taken. 
This for some time seemed a vain attempt: Achmet Aga 
was known to be absent, but none could tell whither he 
had gone; at length a sufficient clue was given him by an 
old woman, who had passed the night on the plain, ga- 
thering herbs by moonlight, the necessary ingredient of 
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some infallible remecly. vShe said that she liad been greatly 
tenified a vision which had passed her — she had iisgb 
Been a wUilwiad of cb»i a|ipaQBduag; nd ai die laww, 
according to a popular superstition in Greece, that each 
(me of th^ eddies, which the mad sometimes raiaea in. 
ftiitMtio eiadet aloi^ the zoad, eotttnns s dnnoii, wha 
wreatibcs hiitiOBif m ikst Iw cfanutt thoreut mp 
seen, ^le crouched beliind a bush^ and made the sign of 
ibe dott inceBfiiiitly» whilst a huge black hone, beaxiiig m 
daaUe buidflB^ Sem pMi Iwr ai a Auocms pace* The 
oiitrao^cd brother only paused to ask in which direction 
they had gone, and when she had pointed to the road 
-wbiBk led to Maiadm, he ^taonihed ftom hex agbt* 
still fast^ than the ghostly horseman of the night 
before. 

When he readied thaiiilkge of MaiaAtmk^^ 
lafeeia die evening; fautheliadiiodiffiGiibjinMoeiteaiiii^ 

that Achmet Aga liad arrived that day, and had retired 
nilhin a Turkish tower bek>Bgihg to his £Eklfaery which stood 
in aa iaokted poaifeion. ai aome little distaaoe. Unther he 
instantly repaired. It was surrounded by a high wall, Init 
this the Greek, young and active, scaled in a moment, inul 
AtoppeA lighdj and noisekady within the garden wfaioh 
it enclosed. The first sight which met bis eyes was his 
ms^, who, in her fancied security, had come to enjoy the 
cool evening ab beneath the tribade of the mulbeny-treeii 
and waa atanding alone, evidently wnting fbr some com- 
panion. There was one near lier, however, whom she 
dreamt not of ; hec brother silently approached her^ and 
aa he did ao, he rauluag the oaiabine that was strapped 
ready loaded on his shoulder. At the sound of his foot- 
Step close to her, Daphne started, and looked round to 
meet his fieocne cy«, fixed on her with so stem and le- 
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a gaze, that in one terrible look she read and knew 
her doom. The extreinity of terror has generally the 
«ffi»ct of pinljng die £iuaahim akogellm; and lias im 
IIm cm widi poof DaphitA. Siw flood m ihoiudb. Inni» 

fixed, her great eyes riveted on her brother, and mechani- 
cally following his every movement wilk » Bort of diead» 
M&flciiwliaa. Vaiidy wooklfiholumrtimBtoiiielMr 
powerless limbs inflight; her bloodless lips refused even to 
utter a cry, and some ixLvisiUe power seemed to hold her 
thm before Jnm, irho now deemed liiiiM^fafQt the niilnt- 
m^nt rf her eooiitiy^s just remige. Calmly, not a muscle 
of his stem countenanoe moving, not a moment^s dimness 
mnwtwiing h» aogiy eye, her faocodwr mimd the mmkei 
to lua ahoalder, adjuetod it, took mm , and fifod ! JL £&w 
steps only separated tliose children of the same parent, and 
the shot eoxid aoL £ul; the fatU wmt ftniglit to her 
iusutj and one nngle gtioeii but e ^fosn iiut 
was never forgotten by him who heard it — Daphne fell 
lifeless to the ground. 

He did not wait to look «m her: mUngfinatibeqKitf 
lie ODee more kept the will, movnted hk hone, and fled, 
as men fly who hear with them tlie knowledge of a deed 
like this* He leirted not till he reaohed home, and stood 
once more by his &ther*8 side. UnconscioiHlj to himself, 
he seemed to have longed for the old man's commenda- 
tion of this atrocious act, as a relief to the sliarp sting 
which, in spite of evezj effi>rt, piemd him now. He knew 
not human nature when he cherished such a hope. It is 
true he liad but done the old man's bidding; but he went 
forth at the command of the pttsiot; he zetmned to tell 
the father he had slain his child t Dreadful, therefore, was 
indeed the punishment of the fratricide, for the father 
cursed him with all the energy of his de^air, and then 
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turned away to weep and lament, and refuse all food, 
imtii he drooped and died: and thus was the iniscrable 
vum left alone with ao heavy a lemone; and it haa 
been to him as the avenger of blood. It has tracked his 
steps and haunted his pillovv, and dried up the sources 
of joy and hope within him, till be aeema to be 
daily growing into the image of ihe phantom that 
pursues liim. 

He saluted us silently as he paaaed us, for we had never 
been able to conquer our repugnanee aoffioieatly to apeak 
to him. We stood for a short time before the open khan, 
or public-house, where, on the feast days, an incredible 
number of oupa of coflfee are imbibed, while the villagers 
crowded round iia to take leave: even the old woman who 
is the wonder of the country round for her great a£»e — for 
it is known that she haa passed 110 years — ^hobbled down 
to see ua for the laat time. We were much amused at the 
look of profound disgust witli wluch she assured us, that 
if ever we came back we should be certain to End her still 
alive, for that she had given up all hopea of dying. She 
has a curious idea on the subject: she thinks it a judgment 
on her, for some sin she has committed^ that she is thus 
condemned to live; and grumblea much at the aevmty of 
the punishment.* 

Having revisited all our old haunts, and taken a 
sorrowful farewell of our humble friends, we left this 
peaceful apot: ao peaceful ia it, indeed, that it haa 
more than once been chosen as a resting-place by 
those whom the world has wearied or di^usted, 
till they have been driven fiom it again by' that

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rigid and mermful destinyi which in so many diflbrent 

ways still teaches raen to take their part in the active toil 
enjoined upon all living, and learn that this is not their 

The ride home to Athens, through the still, cool even- 
ing, was very pleasant. Our road lay the whole way aiong 
the vast plain whioh q>reads ileelf out at the feet of 
Hymettus; and directly before us lay the town, with the 
sea beyond it, and the Acropolis standing out in strong 
relief against an horizon flaming like burnished gold. 
Notwithstanding the many elaborate descriptions of the 
scenery of Greece Vvlucli liuvc been given of late, I am 
certain none but the eye-witness alone can appreciate the 
efieet produced by the extraordinary clearness of the 
atmosphere and purity of the air, which, while it brings 
the most distant objects seemingly quite close, tempers 
them into a most delusive beauty* I have seldom seen this 
habitual phenomenon more perfect than to-night. It even 
made the far blue islands of the quiet yEgean look as though 
they were floating on the bosom of the waters ; and, instead 
of being solid and barren rocks, but lovely portions of that 
fair country which the (Germans so poetically term 
** Dreamland," and which, at too rough a breath of the 
strong sea-breeze, would float away altogether, and dissipate 
themsdves in the blue air* 
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CHAPTER IV.

The last day of our long lesideiioe in Athens passed 

away as rapidly as tlio-e days of parting, at once so 
precioiu and so painful^ must ever pass, and at four o'clock 
we were assembled on the shores of the Puxm, leadyio 
embark in the Austrian steamer which was to convey us 
to Syra. Wind and weather seemed very promising, and 
the vivid colouiing of a caha aummei's evaung enhaaoed 
the favourable aspect which a landscape seen (at the luA 
time is sure to wear; and still, apt as we are to colour all 
things in nature from our own inward feelings, I could 
scarce believe that it was but because we saw it through our 
lin^rerini- uaze of rc^rrct, that the smile of the sunset had 
seemed to settle with such peculiar brightness on the 
glorious old Parthenon, as the olive grove hid it &om our 
sight, and now shed so soft a delusion on all things 
around us; nor yet did we remember, as we looked our 
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hei, that we were ieftving ft ww mir j whoae frmeosn yearly 
aUme thoiuMids to lier ihom, oftui with no move tangible 

bail than an unfomotlcii name hallnwiiiir u desert. Greece 
l&ad beea to us a home; and there m more power in the 
WKxaation whioh eoaneete some spot whh one horn of 
lappiness gone by, thn all the Aadowj grandear which 
the extingnished glory of the past can shed around it. 

We wem aiiRoimded, however, by ftr too mnsy a 
throng to haTe much time for i^eetion-^Hniost of those 
who had been in our service during our sojourn in the 
country had accompanied us to the shore, and now, with 
mnch TOGifiaaDKtioii and most emphatic gestmes, ponied 
forth their good wishes for onr welfare, whose realisation 
we might be allowed, however, somewhat to deprecate, as 
we should have been plaoed nmoh in the position of the 
Wandering Jew, if tfie thonaands and the ten thonsands of 
years tliey asked for us had been granted — at all events, 
they testified muoh feding, although I have often l^^nr l it 
SMd, with that cool asorance with which one indiTidnal 
sometimes loves to denounce a whole nation, that the 
Greeks are incapable of any ieeiing but lor their own 
inleiost* 

Captain GK-^ had kindly sent boats to conmey ns to 

the steamer, and independent oi the great contrast be- 
twe^ a man-of-war's barge and an unsteady little walnut 
aheQ, mamied only by a pictaie0C[ue old Hydriot without 
shoes or stockings, wliich would have been the altcruaLi . e, 
it is always pleasant to go in an English boat, on acooimt 
of the hear^ good*will with which the sailors are sore to 
li^ to ihdr can when they diseorer that they are using 
their strength in behalf of their countrymen. We 
fimnd the deck ef die steamer crowded with passmgers; 
it ia just the season when taTslkis ficom all quarters are 

g2 
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congregating to the East; and as the same language was 
hardly spoken by any two of them, the scene of con- 
fusion was quite indescribable. Just before starting, the 
tumult reached its climax, and became one genera^ 
scramble. No man could keep both his temper and his 
luggage — if he were good-natured, he inevitably lost his 
carpet bag; and if he got angry and abused his valet^e- 
place, as 1 heard some of my countrymen doing, his great 
grandfather was sure to be mentioned by those aroundi in 
terms which I should not have liked to have translated to 
the descendant of a person probably so respectable; but 
the warning souind of a bell soon put an end to the up- 
roar — ^friends gave a quick grasp of the hand, and hurried 
away — ^boatmen, valets-de-place, and cab-drivers, made a 
last attempt to cheat the milords, their lawful prey, of a 
few more drachmas) before they were unceremoniously 
tumbled out of the steamer by the Austrian oflBcers — and 
in a few minutes more we were rapidly passing between 
the two Phanars, which occupy the place of the Lions that 
once guarded the entrance to the bay of the Pirssns. 

If any thing can render a parting more painful than it 
is in the very nature of sucli an event to be, the fact of 
its taking place on board of a steamboat would certainly 
do so; there is something so intolerable in the smiling 
indifference with which the captain gives the order to 
weigh the anchor, the very thought of which moment 
has haunted you for days beforei and in the cutting 
politeness of the sailor, who begs you to move ivom 
the spot where you are straining your eyes to catch 
the last look of a face you may never see agaiui in order 
that he may coil a rope willi due precision! Tliese 
chilhng trifleSj however, have generally the elTect of 
putting to the test whatever philosophy we may possesa 
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on such occasions, and drawing out attention to the new 
aoenefl axonnd us. There ms ample amuaement provided 
finr us even on the narrow deck of our steamer, where 

persons belonging to so many diiferent nations were as- 
sembled; and the landscape without would have adbrded 
mtereet and occupation to our minds at every turui had 
wc been less Aimiliar with its details; for uii the one side 
lay the lovely bay of Salamis, where hangs so prolound 
a stillnesB, and the undukiting hiUs growing trembhngly 
indistinct, as the purple shades closed round them, 
stretchin^i; on to Corinth and Megara; and on tlie other 
side^ there lay the worn sea-girt tomb of the ancient hero, 
where the waves are ever rushing exuldngly, as though 
they could never cease to triumph over him who once 
ruled them with a master hand. 

But it is a decided disadvantage in being thus domestic 
cated among scenes and sites which are expected to call 
forth, at all times, a proper degree of enthusiasm, that they 
wiU inevitebly become connected in our minds with the 
mere passing events of every«day life, to the utter overthrow 
of any higher claim tliey liiay possess. I remember the 
dismay with which I heard a young Englishman, who had 
passed ten weeks at Jerusalem, pathetically complaining 
that he had found it impossible to procure a neat pair of 
boots in the holy city ! Nevertheless, I must myselt' plead 
goii^ to thinking of Themistodes' grave only as the most 
&vourable place for finding shells; while Salamis is in- 
separably united in my mind to tliat problem, never to be 
solved, as to why the " boy Jones" jumped overboard 
fiom the deck of the fFarspite^ when it was lying in that 
bay one cold night last year, and remained absent no one 
knows where during two days, since he was 720/ found 
under a S0&9 making invidious comparisons between the 
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fiimitDxe of Qneoi Anidi«% dtiang looni aad that of s 

similar apartment in Buckingham Palacse, This speedy 
defitractioa of all delnaon is not, I think, mneh to be 
icgretted in euoh a oaaatry as Ghraeoe; eiwen her htttooo 
associations can scarcely now be deemed benelicial, 
tending as they do to ibfiter principally the overwrought 
fjin thiiiqyCTn of idlen in Mieh of excttemeuL (at 
them, too close an ap|»!Oximation should lay the ghosts of 
the wicked old heioes they are disposed to worship, it 
would pedaape be no great harm; but it 10 a &r moce im- 
portant matter as regards the Holy Land. Much serious 
evil may be done, by bringing places, sacred from faith 
alouOi in connejdon with the palpable ooouxrenoes of 
every'^ay life* 

The sun had set before we leii the Tirocus, and as we 
have decidedly (me great deiiciency in this country, which 
is the total absenoe of twilight, night ebsed in so rapidly 
that we soon oould distinguish nothing but the vague 
forms of the hills, changing rapidly as we proceeded on 
our course; nor had we time to examine our fdlow-pa** 
sengera before ihey hsd arranged themeehres on deck fov 
the night, and assumed that motley appearance which 
all who are accustomed to steamboat travelling must know 
so well, when, as it grows eold and dark, with the aid of 
Mackintoshes, oil-skin cloaks, Greek capotes, and so on, 
the prudent travellers transform themselves as it were into 
a set of living hieroglyphios, some lepreseultng bears and 
other animali^ whilst others take the Hkenessof a leathern 
portmanteau, or a gigantic extinguisher. I was the last 
to go down to the oabin^ where I witnessed a scene that 
gave me a euiious specimen of fine way in whieh a Greek 
is taught to take the evils of life, small or great. Madan:e 
T— , one of the passengers, and an intimate friend of 
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our own, lay on the floor franticly twistinf? her hands in 
hex img difiheveUfid haii^ wealing and lamenting very 
audibly. As 000a as die mw met die ezelaimed in the 
most piteous tones that if the machine could not be 
Stopped, and the steamer returned to Atlieus instantly, il 
wee all orer with her. I asked what was the matter, and 
die told me that her litde danghter had bean aeiaed widi 
a sudden desire to return home, and on being told it was 
imposeibk, in laudable puxsnance at the age of seven 
yean of the inyaiiable oosfeom of the Greeks when their 
iiite IS too strong for them, had screamed incessantly for 
an hour, and was sUU screaming with a violence which 
made her modur 6ar die would go into fits. The child 
had eettainly cried hendf into a &m, but with the help 
of cai^es and bon-bons I sucoeeded in pacifying her, and 
qiiieted T who was giving heiself up to 

the most exaggerated grief, by reminding her that die 
might disembark next day at Syra if she cliosc, instead of 
going on to Jassy, which was her destination. 

The eondnot of the duld gave a very fair idea of the 
present system of early moral education in Greece, which 
is certainly not very brilliant ; and that of the mother was 
a eowiplete illnstnitkni of the dnguhur mamier in which 
they think it iacombent on diem to bear misfbrtone in this 
country, so far from looking on quiet resignation as a duty, 
or apppsdating the calm horoism with which many a one 
will dispense with lumiaa sympadiy, and hide dieir grie6 
in their own bosom, that tliey may not darken yet more a 
world already so daxk with sorrow. The Greeks imagine 
ibrtitade would seem mifreUng, and diink it quite neces- 
sary, on all oocanoBS of sffiedon, to go thioagh a n^ular 
scene of a tragedy with the most noisy and theatrical de- 
monstration of despair. When a death oocursi for in- 
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Btanoe, it is instantly known to the whole neighbourhood 

from the shrieks and cries which are raised by the iarnily, 
and continued without intermission till the body is re- 
moved for buriaL This system is so imivenaalj that it 
may be as much a reHc of those days of old, when mourners 
were hired to shriek over the dead, as a trait of the na- 
tional character, in the present time. 

Hay 1st. 

1 iouuJ wlien 1 went ou deck this morning that we 
were anchored before the island of Syra. It is a place 
where every one who has been in the Levant has most 
certainly visited, as it is the central point, where all the 
steamers touch in their several courses, and it is eq^ually 
certain that they have carried away no very pleasant recol- 
lection of it, whether they have undergone the opemtiott 
of being slowly roasted in the open Lazaretto during a 
ten days' quarantine, or, having merely passed a day therCi 
have vaguely attempted to take a walk on the ill-arranged 
difficult staircases, which do, in iiict, form the streets of a 
town devoid of a single advantage. This latter course we 
designed to adopt ourselves, as we were not to sail till 
evening, and with the instinct natural to travellers, we 
thought it incumbent on us to perform our part in ex- 
ploring the interior of the town, instead of quietly remain- 
ing on board in the shade of the awning, from whence 
alune the view presented it in a rnther more favourable 
aspect, spreading its white houses over the rocky aide , of 
the island. As yet, however, the grand object to which 
all the passe Heel's were desirous of attaining, was a speedy 
removal oi themselves and their baggage into the other 
steamer, which was to convey us on to Smyrna ; and this 
for the very excellent reason, that it was there the break- 
fast was prepared. 
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When we look back on a journey, we can speak of 
nothing but the wonderful tilings we have seen, and the 
great perib we eflcaped ; bat it is strangey if we think oyer 
any one day in detail, to remember how very important a 
place in our thoughts the securing of tins same breakfast 
has always held. The change was soon effected; we 
hnnied our prooeedings as though some imperattve duty 
demanded our instant disembarkation, and when this was 
acoomplishedy and we all stood on the white glaring beach, 
exposed to a tremendous sun, not one of ns knew where 
we were to go to. 

The island of Syra ia one large rock. The town, 
ascending srapidly firom the sea, temiinates its nngraoefiil 
confusion of buildings in a little church, perched on the 
summit of a steep ascent. Some of our party proposed 
that we should make it the object of a pilgrimage^ as it 
was pretty certain there would be a magnificent view from 
it, the sit« of those chapels bcin^ always admirably chosen 
to this end. We all consented, glad to have a deHaite 
object in our walk; but hardly had we gone a quarter of 
tlic way, that is, after havinf^ toiled for some time up the 
Steepest and most viUanous of paths, where the road 
consisted of sharp stones treacherously embedded in fine 
burning sand, when we suddenly came to the unanimous 
conclusion that no view could by any possibility be line 
enough to compensate fi>r such a laborious enterprise, and, 
therefore, coolly taming round, we all came down agam 
and stood once more on the beach. An instantaneous 
lush from all the boatmen to chum our patronage for the 
very short distance that separated us from our steamer, 
suggested to us that by far the best thing we could do 
was to take lei'uge as fast as possible in its cool recesses, 
"viiiich we ought never to have left. We firsti however. 
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visited the cathedral, which is really handsome, much 
nioie 8D at kast than the cfaiirck of St. Irane at Atbeiia. 
It is rtmnge that the oa|ntal dhould be eo nradh wane off 
itheai any of the islands' towns in this respect. Syra, as 
bemg the chief mercantile port of Grocce, is of course in 
oonBtaiit oommumcatioii mth die worid wiliioat, and htt 
completely lost that couleiir locale, that primitive simpli^ 
city of manners, and pecuharity of customs, which is the 
gceat cham of these vmote little ialanda; nor has it even 
ihe pictoresqiie beauty whidi so many of lliem poesesB ia 
the highest degree. The island of Tenos, on the con- 
tniji which lies just alongside of it, is extremely interest^ 
ing under many poinla of view. It is one of the tsm 
places in Greece to which a pilgrim a grc is annually made; 
and it is supposed to be held in such peculiar favour by 
ihe Panajia (Holy VirgiaX that a really splendid draroh 
has there been raised to her honour. 

It is decidedly the lincst in all Greece, and is docorated 
not only ric^y but with taste, and once a year, on dm 
ffite of the Panajia, hundreds and thousands of people, 
even from the remotest part of the country, go to it in 
pilgrimage to o£fer up their devotions. It is at this peiiod 
that miraeles are said to take plaoe» principally on lbs 
insane ; from which circumstance we may judge them to 
be rather the eHect of imagination than a designed impo- 
sition: a sort of hospital for lunatios has been estabHdhed 
near the diaroh on this aeeount, and a very oinioas 
description was given to me of two of the patients who 
were supposed by the Grreeks to be possessed of devilsy 
and certainly the account of their whole appearanee and 
symptoms was precisely similar to that given in Scripture. 
Neither oi them were cured, poor creatures I though their 
sealooa fiiends kept diem chained to a piOar belbie iim 
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altar for three weeks successively. On approacKmg the 
chuich^ or any holy thingi such as the bible or the croee, 
ihese demomacs ftll into convtilflions, foamed at the mouth, 

tore and wounded their own ilesh, and sometimes had 
epileptic fits. 

The for this year is just over, and the boatmea 

told me, as they rowed back to the steamer, that no mira- 
cle bad been performed, but that the concourse of people 
had been immieBBe. The nalaTes of Tenoe assert that 
one pftTt of ihe itiaad is infi9eted with a spe(^ of 6II0EU 
mous serpent, which, if their account is exact, must be the 
boa-coD8trictor| and I have heard it attested by many who 
said ihej had seen ihem.

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CHAPTER V.

When we arrived on board, we found w^e had several 
hours to wait before sailing for Smyrna: rather a pleasant 
prospect than otherwuei to lie idly under the awning of 
the steamer, as it lode quietly at anchoron the still soft 
waters, the imperceptible waves rippling gently against its 
sides, the bright sunshine sparkling round, bringing out 
the £dnt outline of the distant islands, eaeh one of whioh 
is a gem in itself; and that peculiarly soft and balmy 
breeze* whose wings are always laden with bright day- 
dreams, stealing gently over us. There is a Turkish 
word, which is rapidly becoming adopted amongst Euro- 
peans in the East, that expresses most admirably the plea- 
surable sensations such a position would necessarily pro- 
duce. ** Kef* is a word which could have no existence 
out of a warm climate; but there, short as it is, it conveys 
most perfectly to the mind every idea of luxurious quiet, 
coolness, and idleness, a state of complete repose both of 
soul and body, with the tenses just sufficiently awalce to 
enjoy the warm breath of the wind, tempered by cooling 
shades* and the distant sound of nuisic or the soothing 
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inurmur of refreshing waters. It does one's heart good to 
Bee a Turk at his Kef, and it is an employment at which 
he spends several hours every day : bat in his mind, I 
should think it was inseparably connected with the plea- 
sant gurgling sound of the rose-water rising and falling in 
his narghile as he smokes. How strange we should think 
it in our busy, active country, where soul and body ])ot]i 
are always going at railway speed, to see any one deiibe- 
lately sit down to makean ooonpatioiL of this dreamy idle- 
ness for half the day. 

Very profound, however, was our Kef in the harbour of 
Syra this afternoon, till all the passengers had collected on 
the deck, and then we roused ourselyes with some curiosity 
to examine them, forwc knew that severed amongst the num- 
ber deigned to accompany us all the way up the Danube to 
Vienna, and it was a mattorof no small importance to ascer* 
tain what sort of companions we were destined to have for so 

long a period, Madame T , mother to the young lady 

whose noisy patiiotism had so much disturbed me the night 
before, is a charming Fhanariote, of very high birth, with 
whom we had been long acquainted. Like most of the 
noble Greek families, the history of hers is marked by one of 
those tesl and palpable tragedies which no fiction or romance 
could ever equal. It is this that makes these countries so 
interesting to live in. In our own country, the family 
records must go back to the days of the Pretender at the 
very least before they can fiirnish any romantic incident; 
but here half the people you meet have played their part 
in some frightftd drama of real life^ and have dragged their 
in&nt feet through scenes of blood and horror. 

The Prince M , Madame T 's llitlier, was 

dragoman to the Sublime Porte shortly before the revo- 
lution broke out, and he tiben lived in the enjoyment 
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of a large fortune, with his wife and children, at the 
Phanar; biit it ia supposed that he had begun to join 
aecretlj witb liis oonnlxjiiiai in their plots for delivering 
i3am»aeLreB fiom the Modem joke, irUnAi oertainly wis a 
species of treachery to his Turkish masters; and appa- 
mttly^ by means of the widely-spread sygtem of apieB 
abmys at wock in Tnrireyy fab defeetiaa fasd become 

known to Sultun Mahmoud, One inorning the pnuce 
received a sudden ord^ to repair to the seraglia He 
ob^ed, sospecting nothing; but scaioely had he mcbed 
ifae audienoe-diamber, when he was smed «bA eoaiTeyed 
to an outer court, where he was beheaded instantly, belbre 
the vety eyes of the soltsa himsdify who stood at Ihe wi]i> 
dow to witness the exeeatum; nomas he erati given time 
to ask what his crime luid been. 

Vainly did his poor wile, fearing no evil, wait £or him 
that day. As she looked up the Bosphoms, to watch the 
long-delayed coming of his well-known boat, she little 
dreamt the treacherous wateis had already borne his lifeless 
&nnpastherTeiry windows. At last a eountiyman of her 
own 'Tentmed, probably at the risk of his life^ to come 
and tell her the truth, and warn her not to delay her 
immediate flight. She was ohUged to abandon h&c house 
and sU it contained, and take refuge at Odeaoa, whaire 
she remained, and educated her numerous family, as best 
she might. It was to visit her^ now resident at Jassy, 
in Moldavia, that Madame T— nndartoek iim joiir« 
ney, in company with her youngest brother, a lemark- 
ably fine young man, and a true Greek in heart, though 
widi the advantage of a Euiopesn edncation. He had 
been sent when quite a boy to serve in the French navy, 
and had but just returned to his native country. Had 
he chosen to zemain in Fxaacoi and become naturalised 
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in Greece, he liad very little prospect of advancement; 
but whea lurged to do so, he answered quietly: I 
peefer Fiaiioe, and I migfat have done well thece; but I 
will not abandcni my eountry, fi>r which mj finther died, 
and my mother mourned twenty years.'' They have also 
with them one of the pro&flioa of the mdYenK^ at 
AtheuBt who was probably very able and learned when 
in presence of his class; but at present he distinguished 
himself principaiiy by the wretched French he spoke^ 
and which waa nnfiurtnnately much called into play , aa 
we had a very amnsing French party on board. 

Monsieur de S , the principal personage amongst 

ibem, waa a Eteraiy man of cenaiderable odebrity, not 
more lemaAable for bis talents than for hia brilliant oon- 
versation and distinguish(?d manners. He had come out to 
the East on amission, and, in order to render his journey 
somewhat of a party of pleaaure, had coUeeted round him 
six of his friends, all disposed for merriment and gaiety. 
Four of them had preceded him to Constantinople by 
the last flteamer; andof the two who remained, one had a 
fund of good-humoured comicality, which alone would 
have sufficed to enliven the whole party; in contradis- 
tinction to these was a party of Americans^ only remark* 
aUefor the per^bacitywil^ which they sat with their hata 
on while at dinner in the close, crowded cabin. Our nuiu- 
bers aoq[uired an unexpected addition from the shore just 
before starting^ whidi q>read an umvexaal panic amongst 
us all. This was a Greek doctor, a native, I believe, ori- 
ginally of Syra, but well known every wli ore, as he is 
perfectly mad. His insanity was caused, I think^ by over 
study, and he ia not kept in confinement, as he is con* 
aidered quite harmless; but not the less he manages to 
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inspire every one jnth dread* When I flaw liim rushing 
wildly up the gangway, I had actually the barharity to 

wisli most heartily that he were chained to a pillar in the 
Panajia's ohurch at Tenos, for I had not lost the impression 
his appearance had produced on me the last time I saw 
him, vv'hen he created a great sensation at a party of the 
Austrian ambassador s at Athens. A number of peqple 
assembled there to hear an amateur concert^ when the 
door suddenly opened, and the mad doctor, by which 
name he is generally known, bounded in with what he 
evidently conadered a most graceiiil step, and commenced 
bowing elaborately to every one present; uninvited and 
most tlioroughly unexpected, his appearance created the 
greatest consternation: the music ceased, and as he ap- 
proached, the whole company rose and retreated into the 
next room — thither he followed them, gesticulating, de- 
claiming, and laying his hand impressively on his breast 
whenever he caught the eye of any unfortunate lady; nor 
could he be got rid of the whole evening, for the ambas* 
sador, though somewhat annoyed, was too humane to 
irritate or distress him, as he knew him to be harmless. 

At four o'clock we weighed anchor, and set off making 
right for tlic island of Scio, where wc were to touch on 
our way. Soon uiter we left the harbour, it came on te 
blow just sufficiently hard to make those unaccustomed 
to the sea thoroughly uncomfortable; whilst to others the 
rapid motion and exhilarating freshness of the breeze were 
dehghtfuL The waves, waking out of their long deep 
sleep, began dancing round the steamer most merrily, 
tossing up their crested liLads all glittuiing v. idi phos- 
phoric light: gradually tliey leapt higher and higher 
and higher, as though they had a great curiosity to know 
what was passing on deck, and what efiect their capers 
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vete piodadbg thexe^ and, finally^ one more Ymiy than 
die test took a bold leap, and fidrly daihed in amongst ns 

all, spreading confusion far and near. At once, like a 
troop of schoolboys playing leap-frog, the rest followed 
itsexample; one after another they came bounding in, and 
soon we were drcuclied again and again with spray and 
ioarn. This change in the weather acted di^erently, of 
oonrBe, on the Taiioua passei^erB. The Greek professor 
grew melancholy, and declared he had not thought he 
should have felt leaving his country only for a few montiis 
so much as he now found he did. The three FrenchmeUi 
on the contrary, grew ominously gay; and Monsieur 
C , who had owned before that he was always ill at 
sea, began to sing a sentimental song very much out of 
tone. Just at this juncture, the mad doctor suddenly 
skated with great velocity into the centre of the circle of 
passengers, holding a glass in one hand, and in the other 
a small bottle containing some horrible compound of a 
Tery dark colour: waving his hand to demand our atten- 
tion, he exclaimed in a loud voice, " This, my friends, is 
a preventive against sea-sickness, invented by myself, of 
which you are all going to partake, and then we shaU 
deiy the weather." We all looked aghast, and coininuni- 
oated to each other our strong determination on no account 
to taste of it, for it might just as well be poison as any 
thing else; but the doctor took no notice of these looks, 
and smilingly glided up to the professor, to whom he pro* 
ceeded first to administer his dreaded specific. By what 
mysterious influence he carried hiff point we could not 
conceive; but to our utter astonishment, the poor proir-s or, 
after having been seen to make the most violent demon- 
strations of unwillingness, suddenly swallowed the dose 
with a very wry iace. The docLor, still smiling blandly, then 
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pfooeedML towsids the three Frwidrnient instantly 
began bowing to the very ground^ and with the most ex- 
^piiate poltteiieiB asMmd him thej never "wm Beandcik; 
MontBieiir 0 - entceating him to fly to the as- 

sistance of the American party, who, he declared, were 
looking very ill, but it was of no avail} — subdued 
by the same secvet fasenwtioiiy to oar infinite amns^aaent 
tlicy ended by tnkin'j- a tea -spoonful each : the scene 
was really most iiidicroas, madman succeeded in 
making ereiy peison on board ewallow this odious etnC 
I myself protested I would lemst coorageoasly ; but when 
he came towards me and fixed liis eyes upon me, full 
of that strange tsxpiGBAon. peouliar to maamty, I gave in 
as die rest had done afaeady. The best of it was, lihat 
hardly had he administered his iioriible potion, when 
every one became extremely ill, he himself the Tery first; 
which I attribute soldly to this dxeadM specific, as llie 
weatlier was really not bad. 

The little cabin in which I was to pass the night was 
Mpaxt from the rest, but I found I was not to have it to 
myself, for as I went in^ the curtain of one of the larger 
berths was gently drawn back, and displayed one of the 
yerj pfettiest living piotoies I had ever b^eld. Two 
young girls, evidently Sctots fiom their costume, were re- 
clining tojrether, wrapt in one large Turkish pelisse ; and 
iirom amcMOgst this mass of furs, nothing was to be seen 
but two beautifiil heads, and a profiisioa of marvellously 
long fair hair twisted round their little red caps. They 
looked timidly at me with their almond-shaped blue eyes, 
and then, probably thinking I oould not nnderstand them, 
resumed thdir conversation. There is a degree of unso* 
phisticated fcim|:jlicity pmiliar to tliosc islanders, which is 
very plflssnig* These young Soiots diqdayed much of it 
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BS they talked together, and counted the hours %vliich 
mu^ yet dapse bdbxe they oouid see iScio, which seemed 
to be for then the finest of flpote. Fzeseiitly the eabm 
door opened a Ktde way, and a pleasing, venerahle face, 
surmounted by a great turban, looked wistfully in. The 
intfuder eiradeiUlj knew Jie had no bnrineaB Aero; but as 
I mm otlaBg leading, his fine old head was gradually ibl- 
lowed by the rest of his person, clothed in flowing Turkish 
lobeB, which are still wofu in many of the islands. Thk 
evidently the jfathor; and bis queilzoii, *^ Axe you 
asleep, my cliilJien? ' icccived a vehement iicgative from 
the two lively girla, who poured forth a number of quel- 
laoDM, and seemed moat UBwilUag to aUow bim to leaye 
them again. He ako main&Btod a degree of paternal fond- 
ness, which corresponded well with what I had heard of the 
mrmib and depth of &ding displayed by these iabundewin 
the common relations of life. When I found that they 
were in a great fright at the notion of the steamer going 
cm throuj^ the night, when the sailozs eould not possibly 
•ee tbdr way, I oveEeame the leserve wbiob makes the 
English, wlien abroad, neglect many acts of kindness we 
would otherwise perform, and began to speak to them. 

Their fitlier then left tbem quite xdiered; and we 
became fiat iitends with that deme of ramdity witb 
which friendships are made in^se couJtrie^ and. 
etcange to say, are n&m Tery true and lasting* They 
tdbi me their whole history, Mid talked merrily half ihe 
niglit: they Lad passed tlicir lives in Scio, and never left 
till their mother died a lew months beioie, when their 
fitber took them to Sym fiyaebflODgeaf soene; now they 
were returning home to leave it no more, and fervently 
did they long ibr the first eight of their own dear island. 
When tbey found I had not yet seen it, they gave me a

most poetic description of Smo, and of the life they led 

there. It was without (.j[uestioa the most beautiful spot in 
the world, they said : to be sure, they had never seen any 
other pkce, excepting Syra, yet still, nothing conld be so 
charming as Scio; there were such ^ iiuijarcls and gardens, 
so full of orange-trees and abundant streams of water; 
then it was delightful in the cool evening to go down and 
dance die romaica on the sea beach, and watch the fisher- 
men at work by torchlight. Tiiey pited me very much 
for not being a Sciot. I asked them if they had ever heard 
of Horner^ and they said they had not; then one recollected 
that there was a Monsieur Homero, who had died there 
last year, and they did not doubt this was my friend: and 
so they rambled on, till the rocking of theix rough cradle 
lulled tbcrn to rest, and then rolling themselves up iu their 
great pelisse^ they went snugly to sleep.

*' Scio, Scio! wake up and look at Scio." These 
words, uttered by two clear, ringing voices, woke me out 
of a sound sleep at five o'clock this morning; and when I 
looked up, my two little finends of the night before were 
bending over me their pretty faces glowing with delight. 
We had anchored only for half an hour, and I was there- 
fore on deck as soon as possible. Their enthusiastic de- 
scription did not really seem to have been exaggerated, 
for it is certainly a most lovely island. The luxuriance of 
the verdure, so rich and fresh, is quite striking; and the 
beantiful gardens sloped down to the very edge of the 
water, where they are bathed by the foam of every wave: 
the sunny brightness of the whole scene is very remark- 
able. The cloudless sky was of that pure limpid blue, 
which we sometimes see in the eye of a young child ; and 
the sea was like the same eye wet by its iicst bright tear. 
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I could scarce believe, as I looked on this smiling spot, 
that it was indeed the scene of that dreadful massacre, the 
honors of which have been 00 repeatedly detailed. This 
shocking episode of modern history was sufficiently strik- 
ing to have been well known even in our own distant 
ooontfy; but it is strange how many of these frightful 
events, involving the fate of thousands, have often scarcely 
been heard of beyond the limit where the echo of the very 
cannon itself has died away. The late insurrection in 
Crete is an instance of this. It is probably just known as 
a fact, that the Greeks rebelled against their Turkish mas- 
ters in 1841, and aiter a few skirmishes were subdued; 
yet this fierce and tragical struggle displays a whole people 
convulsed and in misery, who will long groan under the 
disastrous consequences of that civil war. 

I remember how forcibly the fatal results of this now for- 
gotten attempt were brought before me a year or two ago, 
when I was travelling in the island of Naxos. I had taken 
refiige from the heat with my brother in an open khan or 
cafe, as it is called, and we entered into conversation with 
some Greeks who were sittinG: there smoking^. Wc asked 
if all was quiet now in Crete; they answered that it was, and 
were continuing to talk on the subject, when a groan was 
suddenly heard to proceed from another part of the room, 
which startled us all. We looked round and saw a spectre* 
like figure slowly rising £rom a comer. Itwasatall, wretch- 
ed-lookingman, broken downand emaciated,and quite lame 
from a gun-shot wound in the knee; he was miserably clad, 
and he came forward leaning on a stick, and drawing the 
remnantof an old capote round him. The Grreeks made way 
for liirn ith looks of compassion, and bade him tell us his 
history, since we were interested in the state of Crete. He 
comphed at once^ and sat down beside us; but I never 
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sliall forget the recital, for there is nothing so paintnl as 
to see a strong man we^, and the large tears rolled over 
hk sonbnmt cheeks as he spoke. He said that he wm a 
Cretan, and that he had lived quietly and happily with 
his mother and sister in an isolated part of the island, 
enltaYating his yineyaard, and taking no oonoem with what 
was going on without. When the insnrreeticm faroke ont^ 
he still remained in his own little house, which was at 
some distance from any viOage; fed^bg his piesence to be 
necesMiy for the protedaon of his family, as the Turks, 

infuriated, spared neither man, woman, nor clukL But one 
day, a paity of Greek soldiers stopped to refresh them- 
selves at Yds cottage, after a flkirmish in which they had 
been engaged; and tlicy taunted him so bitterly for thus 
remaining inert when his countryn^en were sacrificing 
their Uves in the cause of Uberly, tiiat, stung to the very 
soul, he seized his sword, and left the house willi them, in 
spite of the frantic entreaties of his mother and sifter. 
¥or a few days he was engaged in continual fighting with 
his new companions in the neighboitrhood of Suda Bay; 
at last the wound, from which he was still suilcring when 
we saw him, disabled him so completely^ that he waa 
fixrcedtorelinciuishhispoetandretamhomeu Withmuek 
^fSctilty, after two days* journey, he reached his house, 
or rather the spot where it had once been — ibr a few 
moking and biackaied mine weare all that now re^ 
mained of his pretty cottage and fertile Tinejnued. Utterly 
overcome at the sight, he staggered on, scarcely knowing 
where he went; an agony of fear as to the iate of those 
most dear to him paralysed him so eomplet^, that he 
could not even call to them by name to relieve his sus- 
pense ; but as he reached the heap oi mouldemig stones 
that marked the threshold of his onoe happy home^hia 
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feet stumbled on a sudden obstacle in liis patH; mecbani- 
orUj lie stocqpied down, uid hia eye lit on the mangled 
body of his niothery already quite stiff and cold. Hia 
young sister he never ga^v more — she had been canied off 
by the Tuxka: he himself, thus completely depnTed of all 
his former means of subsistence^ infirm and broken-hearted, 
with difficulty nuJe his escape Jrom the distracted country, 
and caine to Naxos, where he still lives on charity. And 
this is but one individual out of the vast numbers whose 
utter ruin was effected by this revolt, so casually men- 
tioned, and so soon forgotten. 

My lefleotaons weie intezmpled fay the two piettj Sciots^ 
who came to take ktfve of me widi many vehraent ex- 
pressions of regret and regard. This would be considered 
extremely absurd after a twelve boars' acquaintance any- 
where eke; but amangst the natLves of the burning East 
the (juick, vivid feelings are soon uioubcd; and their glow- 
ing imaginftii/m canles them on readily to bestow their 
strong passionate a&ctkms, without dreaming of pausiogi 
as we in the chilly north would do, to calonkte prudently 
if the object be worthy of them. One may, doubtless, 
make many p^^l^ph^i^^ refleoftioiis on the certainty that 
aentimentB so rapidly awakened will be as evanescent as 
they are prompt; but not the less, this readiness of 
sympathy and warmth of expression do in truth cast a glow 
over ]ife,and make this eelfish world se^ £ur less of a 

peopled vvildeincss, w here all arc mingling together and yet 
each is most utterly alone, than it really is. 

We delayed heare only long ^ough to take on board a 
number of strangeJooking figures with the Orien<»l ooe* 
tume, and thoroughly Asiatic in appearance, showing how 
xqddlj wewereapproabfaiBg another qnarterof the globe; 
and then we leanmed oar course direct for Smyrna. 
Soon there remained to us nothing of Scio but the per- 
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fume of its orange- trees, which still came to us on tke 
land-breeze when already its blue locks and hiUa weie 
growing dim in the distance. The scent from the lemon* 
groves of the Island of Poros is so stiong, that it is felt 
three miles distant, of course long before the land comes 
in sight. It is quite startling, thus surrounded only by sea 
and sky, when these odours come stealing over the salt 
wave, so redolent of unseen gardens and iar distant bowers 
luxuriant with blossom* 

We were much amused watching the various groups 
of newly -arrived passengers, as they proceeded systema- 
tically to make themselves comfortable, spreading out 
their carpets and seating th^sel^ thereon, pipe in 
hand, as near the Europeans as they could, that they 
might solace themselves by looking on at our proceed- 
ings through their half-closed eyes, just as they would at 
a theatrical representation. One group, a family of ne- 
groes, particularly attracted our attention, principally i'rom 
the extreme ugliness of the women and children. I do 
not know where they could have come from, for the 
Nubians are generally not only positively handsome, but 
very interesting and intelligent-looking; whilst these had 
the most heavy, loutish appearance, and a vacant gaze of 

complete stupidity. Monsieur C , always looking out 

for amusement, hovered round this party for some time, 
endeavouring to make himself agreeable by the most per- 
suasive and animated pantomime; but with all his efforts 
he could not succeed in making them move so much as 
a muscle of their faces. Finally, he possessed himself^ I 
know not how, of one of the children, which he led up 
and presented to us, as he said, as an interesting specimen 
of the rismg generation. Monsieur de S looked at- 
tentively at him for a few minutes, and then gravely 
asserted it as lii^ opinion that it was not a cliild: it might 
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be a monkey, he said^ or a young bear, but it was nothing 
haman, he was oonvinoed, Geitainlyy it was the most 
ezferaoidiiiary-lookmg animal I ever saw; with a hideous 

little black £rri lining face, relieved by a red and white 
turban, a fur jacket, and a pair of huge yellow panta* 
loons. Monsieur de 8 said it reminded him of a 
story, really not bad, of the author Alexander Dumas, 
who is a great iiieud of his. His birth is supposed not to 
be very illustrious; and a great personage at oourt the 
other day, rather wishing to mortify him, asked him who 
his father was. Dumas answered with the greatest 
promptitude and composure: ^^Sire, my father was a 
Creole, n y ij^rand&ther was aKegro, and my great-grand- 

laLiier was an apc.'^ 

Monsieur de S gave a very interesting account of 

the comparison he had been making between the Arabic 
spoken at Algiers and that of diflferent parts of Asia. He 
had found it necessary to acquire this language in the 
pnxsuit of his numismatic studies, and had learnt both to 
speak and write it perfectly, from several natives of 
Algiers, who were at Paris. He said lie had expected to 
have some difficulty in making himself understood in the 
£88t, were it but for the difference of the pronuncia* 
tion, but this had not proved the case. The language 
was precisely the same, and, excepting a few con- 
tractions used in writing, he found nothing new to learn. 
He wrote a few lines on a card, that I might judge 
oi the similarity which it is said to have with the 
Turkish character — ^to which, however, it seems to me to 
bear no other resemblance than that it is written from 
right to left. A grave, iiitelligeiit-Iooking Turk had 
been watching us ibr some time with much curiosity. 
At last, unable to overcome the inquisitiveness which is a 
prominent feature in their naUonal character, he came up. 
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and tool: the card out of my hand. He sfcarted when he 
saw in what laugaage it waa written, and looked at

his beard several times, and doubtingly hazarded a few 
words of Arabic Hia delight knew no bounds wiien 

Monsieiir de S answered him in the mane language 

with the gr^itest fluencj. After ecmvemng for some 
time, the Turk bowed, and in the most solemn manner 

presented hia thumb to Moneieur d« S , who xetamed 

this ezpreaeioii ol' good*will, yerj eomrnon in the Bast, 
with the utmost cfravity, though we could not help 
laughing immoderately at the elegance of the salutation. 
I was struck by seeing the Tuiic oarefuUj fold up the 
card, and throw it into the sea, to as great a distance as 

he could reach. Monsieur de S told me the reason 

o£ this was, thftt the lines he had written on it were s 
verse from the Koran, and it is a part of theb religion to 
prevent the possibility of anything profaning a portion 
of the book they hold sacred. The xrrerential spirit 
which produces these observances is worthy of imitation. 

Monsieur de S aitcrwards wrote a lew more lines in 

Arabic, which he refused to explain to me, for the pur^ 
pose, as he said, of ejwating my coriDsityy and Imighingly 
defied me to procure a translation of ihem. I endeavoufed 
to accomplish this by asking in Greek of the Turk, who 
understood what was going on, to eaqplain them to me; 
Iwt here I was quite defeated, for he looked oontemp* 
taously at me, and asked me what was I but a Avoman, 
that he should disoblii^e that kamed man ibc me. We 
amused ourselves in this way as long as dwre wae nodxing^ 
but blue sea round us; but as soon as the coast of Asia 
began to rise slowly before us^ appearing all verdant and 
sndlingy out of the boaom g£ the waten^ we could no 
longer attend to anything but thst facig^i prospeet 
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CHAPTER yi.

There must always be a certein degree of beautj in 
ilie landscape whose aspenties aie loftiraed by distance, 
just as hope ever veils benignly the harsh realities of the 
fiiture ; yet I cannot think this deloaive power alone could 
make the first glance of tiie eastern world, that land o£ 
our dieMw now shaping itself into a solid exirtenee be- 
fore cmr eyes, appear so strikingly beautiful, as it cer- 
tainly did to us. The long imdnlating hills Asia Minor 
aasmed so fiesh and green afier the arid pkina of Attioa, 
to wliich we were accustomed, and the pretty Turkish 
villages lay so snugly embedded in luxuriant groves of 
ofive and other trees of richer foliage, strange to onr eyok 
Then it sufficed to see bat one dender minaret, with whidi 
each little hamlet was more or less plentifully supplied, 
linng up beside some towering pdm, and with the rtrcoig 
ssflorintion of idtas, the whole land of the East se fmf d to 
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open before us, imagination conjuring up all those glowing 
scenes of luxury and magnificence which make one fancy 
Oriental life a sort of substantial poem, tiU we grewim- 
patient e\ en of the calm and lovely scene around us, in OUT 
anxiety actually to tread that sun4it shore. 

We coasted along the littler island of Yourla, behind 
which, in its quiet bay, the British and French vessds 
stationed at Smyrna generally lie. The Turks formerly 
would not allow them to pass the castle which guards the 
entrance to Smyrna bay, and they were consequently ob- 
liged to take up some post on the outside. The Turks are 
not in general very famous for their military arrangements, 
but this foxt is certainly Teiy strong, and so admirably 
placed for the defence of the city, that it has often been 
termed the *' gate of Smyrna." It is built on a neck of 
land jutting out just where the bay is extremely narrow, 
from the long stretch of sand banks opposite, extending 
some six miles in leno^th. In consequence of these, any 
vessel entering the harbour must necessarily pass within 
the range of the cannon, placed a fleur-de*l'eau, so that 
their sweeping fire would be most destructive. As soon as 
we had passed this castle the bay widened agam, and the 
view opened out upon us in the most admirable manner. 
It was just noon; and the most dreary of deserts must have 
looked bright, bathed in the £ood of intense light which 
was pouring down from a burning sky; but it was indeed 
no desert on which this vivid glow was shed. A semi- 
circle of lofty and richly-wooded hills closed round the 
q«rlding waters of a «dm, unruffled bay; and just oppo- 
mte, half-veiled by their varying shadows like an Oriental 
beauty, lay the fair town of Smyrna, mosque and iiiinaret 
and fantastic'Shaped houses mingling in picturesq^ue con- 
cision, and stamping itat once with the peculiarcharaoterof

the Ablatio city. I was greatly struck with the appearance 
of one spot, which alonei in all the gloomy landscape^ lay 
dark and sad; for not even that flaming soxubine could 
enliven the sombre cypress-grove which, cloee to the gay 
dwellings of the living, and yet perfectly distinct from 
themi had gathered all their dead within its silent shades* 
Smyrna is a spot daily becoming more interesting in 
various points of view. We certainly owe tliis to the 
inarch of intellect among us of late^ that we no longer 
judge of a place solely with reference to its commercial 
prosperity or its political position: the moral condition of 
«the people is now anxiously considered, and men are learn- 
ing everywhere to look on the great multitadei not only 
with a view to their interests as a mass, but as an assem* 
blage of individuals, of which each one has an immortal 
sonL 

Smyrna would formerly have been mentioned merely as 

the seat of extensive trade; but now its actual conduion 
becomes deeply important, when we view it as a sort of gate 
to the East, astardng-pointfiEom whence the various chan- 
nels of communication diverge into that portion of the 
habitable globe where the sun of nature shines most 
brightly, and the darkness .of error and superstition lie 
most thick and gloomy; and thus viewed, it is indeed 
strange to find on the site of one of the Seven Churches 
the common ground where the followers of eveiy diHerent 
creed may meet and dwell together in harmony. From 
the position of the place, and its extensive mercantile con- 
nexions, tolerance is in iact expediency ; and side by side 
where once shone the candlestick of that church, which, 
amid tribulation and poverty, was rich indeed, now nse 
the Moslem mosque and J ewish synagogue, the church of 
the Gredc, and the temple of the Gheber. Here the Nes- 
torian and Armenian are seen to kneel together, while the 
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Frotaitait ndisioiiary andllie Roim piicHrt meet ike 

graves reserved f or Ghristiaiii) only. 

The munber of missionsries who have been mt to Tur- 
key, aad axe ertaUuhid at Saiyiiiaf is Teiy eonadmUe; 
and it may woll l io ii matter of fervent rcjoicinpf that such is 
the case, for it is by their means alone that we cm hope to 
mch those bemghtedkadbiriuohof lalehawopened before 
us as a vast field of most needful labour; surely, could ire 
but hear it, day and night must the deep voice of all that 
peopley bound hj the thmldnm of the mail derided and 
sensoal of CDseds, be csUfaig out to ns, Sate us, we 
pensh:" that bitter cry of old was uttered not in Tain by, 
those whoy had it not been heard, would but have sl^ 
beneath the wave, till the sea gave up her dead, and ihen 
gone forth to everlasting liie; but we, now that we liavo il 
in our power to give light to such great multitudes sitting 
in darkni^ and in the diadow cf deaths are cttted on to 
avert a wreck of souls, all hurrying down to the ocean of 
eternity. 

It most be owned that Amexsoa has done £u: more than 
England in pioviding the kbomem so nuiohieqiiived fiar 

this work in the Last; but we may hope that our own 
oountry will not be long deficient in. this respect, since the 
Strong necessity fiw further aid must erar be brought befora 
the travellers now exploring those countries in daily in- 
creasing numbers. 

The biiUiant -view of Smjxaa had stmok us all so 
finronrably, Aat ewetj one was now impatient to get on 
shore, even the American party, who at hrst would only 
respond to the admiring expcefi^ons of the xe^ of the pas- 
sengers, with strong eulogiurasof their rospective birth-' 
places, expressed bumc anxiety as to how the landing was 
to be accomplifihed. To tell the truth, none of us muoh 
liked to trust ooxaabvs in the little, ftail, dender caiques 
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wlik)h awaited utydneiiig cm the waves with a ligfataesi 

tad eleganoe more pleasant to look at tiian safe to experi- 
ence; but there was no other mode of conveyance, and we 
ai kfit aafamitted to be handed into them with the most 
eivilisedpoiiteBeflB, by variawira|>osing-IookingpersonageB, 
whose flowing robes, long beards, and weighty turbans, 
would ha^e inspired us with all sorts of eoleiim ▼iflions of 
Xmaimsaiid Emin^ and soon, had l^ey not instsntaneously 
on coming on boai d dispelled the illusion, by begging us, 
in most £ueat reach and even English, to engage them 
m ▼aletmle-plaoe. We anired on riiore in penfeot safety 
though in consideraMe '^pidation, for our boat bounded 
oai the waves as if it had been made of India rubber, and 
oar veiy £nt footstqpson Ae Aaatio fihore were attended 
with that inevxtaUe disenchantment whioh is eoie to follow, 
in this woiM, an actual contact with things that afar off 
seem most htiffhti» 

The ekise nanow etreels were dark and dirty, and the 
warehouses of the Ein opean merchants amongst v. likli we 
pafised as hopelessly imxoteresting as such buildings must 
eirerywhece be; bat matfr^flw greatly inqpwrred as wepene-' 
tcated fiuiJier into the town, amid groups which presented 
an endless variety of costume, and shaded by the projecting 
baiconies of atxaage moaresqiie*kx)king houses, whose open 
dooisl^ tts have a gfimpseof niaaMe courts, half garden, 
half drawing-room, which quite suited the enthusiastic 
oxientaliam of some of the party* There is a vast deal 
of mongrel civilisation, if I may use such a term, at 
Smjrma, which the numerous European families who 
have been settled there for iifty or a hundred years 
have introdnoed, thongh lltemselves perhaps hardly aware 
how muflh of die tme spirit of the East has been in- 
stilled into their own manners and habits wath the 
li^Nie of time, Iliey ase Tery tenaoious of their origin, 
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and the onstomfl of tkeir retpecttve countriee axe caie- 

fully transi lilt ted by them from father to son; yet often 
they Kve and die without ever quitting the place, and their 
whole style of life is thoxofughlj Asiatic This combina^ 
tion, hy the way, of the refin^ent of more enlightened 
lands with the luxurious indolence of this country, makes 
as agreeable an eidstenoe as can well be imagined. Thdr 
daily Kef, that is, their repose during the sultry hours of 
the day, is not the less pleasant that they bring them- 
selves into the dreamy state requisite by reading, v/hioh 
no Turk was ever known to do; and the moonlight hours 
spent by tliem on tlie loofs of their houses, glide all ihc 
more swiftly away that they are enlivened by an ani- 
mated conversation on the for^gn news or odier interest- 
ing topics, instead of the formal complimentary phrase 
emitted at stated intervals, which, according to the Oriental 
style, would be Ihe only interruption to the silence. I 
never can see a Turk gravely performing this customary 
exercise without comparing him to our old-fashioned clock 
at home, ringing the quarters with the same regularity 
and with the addition of a little tune varied each time, so 
that it is rather the more entertaining piece of furniture 
of the two. 

The Smymiot Europeans have a well-founded reputa<* 
tion for hospitality, winch would render it a deUghtfiil 

place of residence for a few months ; to us, indeed, it was 
almost a home, from the kindness of our numerous friends 
and connexions, whcse housss were open to us. We 
should have found the walk from the shore to the end of 

the street of rosesy where Madame V 's house stood, 

rather tedious in the oppressive heat, but for the succes- 
sion of amusing sights passing before our eyes. First, 
were the Turits themselves, who, as it was too hot for 
th^fur pelisses, which gave dignity to their short, thick- 
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set figures, look positively top-hcLivy in their enormous 
turbans. It was most amusing to see the sublime air 
of indiffinenoe with which they jostled past us despioable 
Omsdans, aftedng not eren to see us, and apparently 
rather wishing to tumble over us than otiierwise. Then 
oame the Anneman, with something like a small black 
balloon on Us head; and the Bulgarian, all made up of 
fiirs and untanned leather, passing iis with a grin, which 
showed a most formidable range of sharp white teeth. 
Then the Dervish, to me a most interesting indiTidual at 
all times, on account of the mystery which envelops ihcir 
croQd^ with his solemn step, and face so deadly pale; the 
JeWy not the miseiable looking cieatuie we see in ouz 
large towns stealing from the pawnbroker's shop, with 
the low cunning, which results perhaps from ill usage, 
stamped on his haggard iace, but dignifiedrlooking men 
in a pecoHar and really gorgeons dress, whose calm and 
noble countenance invariably wears an expression that 
seems to say, they deem themselves honoured by their 
religion, and seek to honour it; and then, amid ail this 
fantastic population, like a sprinkling of living mum- 
mies, the Turkish women come rolling along, ^^^^ 
Bide to side as if they were walking on aheavysea: nor 
were we disposed to admit that it was their brown cloaks 
and huge yellow slippers alone that gave tliem so un- 
graceful an appearance ; for when they politely raised a 
comer of their thick white veil, in order to make a 
grimace at us, they never failed to show us a singularly 
ugly face. We were, however, quite satisfied with tlie 
thoroughly £astem appearance of everything around us, 
all excepting Monsieur C , who said that he had 
studied the Arabian Nights, as the best guide to these 
counties, and protested^ that in the proper course of

erantey we cvgiit to m a window op» and a beautiful 

young lady appear, who ehoukl water the flowers on iSha 
balcony, smile bewitcliingly on us, and then disappear; 
or ebe at least meet tfaioe handsome psinces, with only 
thiee eyes between tiieniy wniHkffiBg in seaxoh e( a kiiiff* 

dom. lie was at last somewhat pacified with the aspect 
of a barber's shop, which was quite in accordauca with. 
Ilie deacriptioa he had lead of tiiem; and wheDe^ on an 
open platform, a talkative little man in a green silk 
dressing-gown was shaving the head and cuzling the 
beaid o£ a pompcyasoldTiuk. 

We parted from our feUow-pasaengea at the door of 
their hotel, separating, each with a diiierent plan for see- 
ing as mnoh aa we possibly could during the flkat stagr 
our steamer made at Smyrna. Happily, as fiur as aetiaal 
sight-seeing went, the i-anic r.bjccts of interest would be 
fimnd at Congtantinopie; and there is no doubt that even 
one honi^fl aotual waUcmg about in a town, givea one a 
far more thorough acquaintance with the peculiar cha- 
racter of the place, than volumes of elaborate description. 

We went on to Madame W hoxm, wbeace we fiwod 

ihe fiunily of the ezodlent and hospitable consul ftr 
Holland assembled to greet us, and give us a hearty 
welcome, assuredly aa precious a thing as (me nu»rtal being 
oaiilMXtoir on i»ctiier; fi»r go wfaoe ^ iriU, we carry 

our hum .111 <y]iipathics with us, whose power to affect us, 
through the homely common ties that oUng most closely, 
so &x outweighs the nobler gmdfications we may {oo* 
cure the mind. The wishcd-for sight of some glorious 
monument of ancient days, teeming with the most stirring 
memories, oould nerar produoe in ua ihe thrill of joy 
which is conyeyed by the warm pressure of a friendly 
hand in a gtrange country; and long after the interestiag 
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our memory, the kindly smile that ^^rectcd our arrival, ^>r 
the sorrowful look of &rewell at parting, will remain as 
iteiog and viTidw when iHmfSnt w«re pfeoooB to ns m 
fbieign Ind. 

We agreed to remain within doors for some hours, till 
the hmt dinnnaahad; said «rtaUished osndvei an the 
Inxmioisi divant, wUek funomided a loom whoie 

darkened windows were arran^i^ed so to open as to admit 
the very iainlest breath of cooling air which might exist* 
The homn in the Qoartiar Vmsm m mmj of tban ex- 
tremely handsome and most oommodious. They are 
generally all built on the same plan. A long outer 
passage, almost resembling a straeti leads into a eoiut^ 
whidi is rendered eool andagreeaUe by the shade of large 
trees and an open fountain. Here scats are placed, where 
the servants and dependants of the lamily estabhsh them« 
flel¥e% and sometineB the mirsterfl abo profit by the 
acconiinodation tlicv afford in the cool of the evening. 
The house consists of large airy rooms, with but little 
fbndtasey cfHning into one another; Ugfat cnztaina some* 
times replacing the door^ almost nsdess in this country; 
and all are abundantly supplied with balconies and ter- 
xaocsu We enjoyed a few hours' oonTersation with our 
fiicnds extremely, for ibey had nmch to tdl nsas to &e 
changes and improvements going on amongst them. 
Smyrna, like every other pkce, is feeling the effects of 
Aat £unlity of intareoime said rapdity of movement, 
which is so niiirvellously cliaiiging the whole face of tlie 
world just now. It is imposaibie to travel anywhere, 
without beeomimr aware bow stnmgely conntnes once 
perfectly distinct under every point of view are becoming 
amalgamated. It must necessarily be so, when the door

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18 ijpm for the actual material interooune between one 

people and another; the spirit oi llic nation willalwavs to 
a certain degree pass with it. Thus^ for example, when 
the French goTemment concludes a commercial treaty in 
some distant part of the world, by which a foreign port is 
for the first time opened to their trading vessels, it is a 
certain and natural consequence, that whatever may have 
been the religion of the place previously, a year would 
not liave elupicd before an open scepticism or infidelity 
will there be taking hrm root; or when a town, as in the 
case of Smyrna, becomes a station for the diflbient fleets, 
as certainly will its inhabitants acquire a pernicious taste 
for dissipation, and an enervating love of refinement^ 
laimng wants never felt before. 

It certainly does seem strange to find that a wretched 
Italian opera should now be the popular amusement of this 
Asiatic city, where still the palm-trees wave, and the dark 
oomplexioned natives murmur in their own boA Oriental 
tongues, and at Vanes ilic iicrce simoon comes to veil its 
unfading sunshine in a dark cloud of deadly blighting sand, 
which its rushing wings have gathered &om the desert over 
which it so lately pa^ed I And eirenatthe same hour, when, 
at no great distance, the moonbeams He cold and still upon 
the site of Sardis, solemn in its desolation, and the panthe» 
are howling fiercely round the lonely ruins of Ephesus, 
tlic eivili^icJ 111 Habitants are dancing quadrilles and 
waltzes to the music of a military band, or profiting by the 
cool night hours to exhibit on tlie public promenade their 
private interpretation o£ the \£iBt Journal des Modes, which 
has furnished them ^vith an exaggerated account of the 
Paris &shions. We had agreed to visit this latterscrae of 
refined amusement, as the bridge of the caravans, where it 
takes place, is one of the most beautiful spots near Smyrna. 
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As soon as the sun began to sink, we set out, passing 
ihrongh the streete txpidlj filling with the popalfttion juit 
rising from iheir mid-day repose; even yet the air, heavy 
with the strong perfume, seemed as though it blew from 
a foxnace. I daily become more coimiioed in txaveliing, 
ihat no powers of writing can ever convey a real or fiiQ 
impression of the scene to the mind, however minutoly 
each detail may be described; there will always be a thou- 
sand little imperceptible cinnimstanceB acting on the senses 
alone, which do in fact give it its peculiar character, and 
yet cannot be rendered in words, ^ow it certainly was 
ihis aromatic scent pervading the whole atmosphere, 
whicii brought so vividly before ns that we were in ihe 
East in good earnest now. It proceeded principally from 
the various spices, which forms so universal a oommodity 
of merchandise here, and also ftom the penetmting odoor 
of flowers altogether strange to us, rising from tlic num- 
berless gardens around. The doors of all the houses were 
BOW thrown wide open, fully displaying to view a sort of 
vestibule or outer hall paved with white marble, and am- 
ply furnished with sofas and cushions, where each sepa- 
rate family assembled to ^amuse themselves by watching 
llie passers-by^ and have the full benefit of the evening 
air, in this sedentary manner. We on our part found 
considerable amusement in examining the successive 
groups, whose '^int^rieur** was thus laid open to our 
view. The party was almost always much the same. 
Two or three young girls extremely pretty, for Smyrna 
is fitmotts for its beauties, talking and laughing to- 
gether in their dainty little velvet jackets and embroi- 
dered slippers : a grave old papa lazily smoking his pipe, 
and winking owl-like at intervals, as elderly gentlnneii 
are apt to do, perhaps as an intimation that thqr abo 
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on a <rreat cushion, and dressed in a long fur pelisse, con* | 
yexeizig witk a kittdred spirit very lii&e benelf, in a low 
mysterioiis vciot, m old kdies «e wont to do all the 

world over, according to their unalterable propensities, 
whether thej cany on the coaTezealion in Greek or in 

Nothing 18 itiinge that is cmtomsry; and in Smjnw 

this habit of passing the evening at the street-door is i 
80 preval^it, that no one ewer tiunks of wondering i 
at theee funilj parties, oompoeedlf taking their ev»- 
ing refreshments, and enjo-ying each others society wx& 
as much ease and familiaiity when thus exposed to the 
gase of the wbole town, as if they were in their own por 
vate rooms. What a stranere effect it would have, if in 
our drawing-rooms in England, we w^e to re-place one 
ode of the solid wall with a enrtain whioh should ba 
drawn up when tea was brought in, so that onr enjoy- 
ment of ifaat ** social uieal" might be duly appreciated 
by the passers-by I We enjoyed the shifting seenes of thia 
panorama of domeatic life, all through th« town ; and 
then wc proceeded on by ikhtow quiet lanes, dark witli 
the thick shade of the mul be rry< trees meeting over head^ 
and gfaan with the massiTe foliage of the ptiokly peari 
and long ohisteiing vinas spreading themselves in wild 
luxuriance fax beyond the limits of the low garden walls* 
Hflsre we had to empby onrsdw, continuaUy darting 
£roon side to ade to avoid the large Torka mounted on 
small asses, who, jogging stoically along, looked neither to 
the right nor to the left, and threatened to run us down 
every moment I wonder if tbsie is any poritkm in hS^ 
when Li Turk looks otln rwise tlirui poijipoiis 1 solemn. 
Who but one of this nation, so admirable m their compla* 
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cent self-sufficiency, would ever liaye thought of looking 
•oblinie on the bask o£ % melcliad little donkej, who 
iraold hsfB been hmvilj lodM ^riih the toilMUi akoe? 

I am quite sure every Turk has adopted, for himself in- 
dividually, the metftphysiGal theory, that we oaimot prove 
ihe mlity of a&ytlmig eaoept our own exknenee: they 
go through the "world so completely as if all around was 
an unsubstantial vision, axul themselves the only golid im* 
portat point in the mii y w m 

The Bridge of the Oanrrans is long and narrow, bidlt 
over a rapid, winding stream, and connecting the town 
with a much frequented road leading into the interior of 
tiie country. For this xeaaon, it wb eontandy the soene 
of* iIkU most beautirul pageant of Eastern manners, ftom 
which it derives its naxoe, as there is an almost ""^f^"g 
•QooesBioii of eanmoiB paanng am it. It ia aurronnded 
hf a Tast number of lofty and luxuriant trees, which ren- 
ders the moving picture hourly to be seen on it still moce 
etrikii^. FiiB^ diitinctiy heard in the intense stillneBBof 
Ae air, eomes the km tinkle of the camel faelk; and then, 
appeariniGc and vanishing again among the waving branches, 
the long undulating procession is seen to wind along the 
xoad. Ae they ascend the bridge, the faiied objects of 
striking interest, which form as a whole so picturesque 
a scene, aie gradually displayed in slow succession; then 
deioending on the other aide, the train is lost among the 
green woods and projecting rocks, till, long after, it may 
be seen like a dark serpent winding over the brow of 
the hill. At the head of the line walks the demue and 
modest Utde donkey, leading, widiont bit or bridle, the 
whole procession, and iniJcr whose guidance alone his 
magniticent companioiiis will consent to mov| astep; and, 
meekly following him, astring of aome eighteen or twenty 
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cameb moye along with slow majestic step, wzeathing 

their long necks with their own peculiar and graceful ' 
xnoYement, and looking with their half««hut eyes as gesor 
tie and mild^ as in ^I'eality they are ^oious and dangerous* 
The drivers, who guide them by the voice alone, are 
mounted on their backs; the lowing draperies of their 
Oriental dresses gathered lound themt as they at with 
folded arms musing thoughtfully. These men are all from i 
the interior, true children of the desert, over whom no 
breath of civilisation has passed; and as they emeiged 
firom the thick wood, and one by one threw bade the 
white bemous from their dark countenances, to examine | 
the evening sky, there was something in the calm look 
with which they fixed their clear black eyes upon the 

paic btar rising in the ikr horizon, that seemed to reveal 
to me how di^erent must be the whole aspect of the world 
to them, firom what it is to men who dwell in oitieB in con- 
tact widi each other, in a thick atmosphere of humanity 
as it were, instead of drawing tlieir inspirations from 
nature alone as these do, and that, the vast solemn natute 
of the desert. I 

1 did not anticipate that this, the fashionable promenade 
of Smyrna, was to oiler so impressive a lesson as its pecu- 
liar position must necessarily suggest to ihe mostindifferent 
observer. The rushing stream which flows beneath the * 
Bridge of Cazavans, too bright and sparkling to be com- 
pared to the gloomy StyZi yet, like that &bled xiyeri 
separates the living from the dead in a most singular 
manner: not only do its careless waters divide the souls 
groping beneath the veil of the flesh in error and dark- ^ 
nesB on the confines of time^ from those who have gone 
over the fatal brink to wake up and see clearly in 
the dread eternityi but those living beings are in the 
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eager pursuit of amusemeuty and lull of their most bufljr 
and trifling thoughtB, even in presence of those whose 
zepose is so unchanging and so mjrsteiions. On one ride 

of the stream, in an open space lying at the foot of a 
green and vine-clad hill, the whole of the gay world of 
Smjrrna was assembled, leporing on seats placed beneath 

the shade of the numcioub tri es, or catinp; ices at the doors 
of the little fantastic caf^ erected for their accommodation ; 
and on the olher ride, directly opposite^ lay the beautiful 
Turkish cemetry, with its mournful cypresses, its gloomy 
shades, its silence, its sadness, and its dead. It seemed so 
strange to hear the shouts of laughter, and the muric, 
and ihe gay yoioes, come sounding over the rivulet, to 
echo within that awful place of rest. It is true they could 
not disturb the dead — ^they could not wake the sleepers 
pUlowed there; but could the sleepers not wake them 
from their spiritual slumber? Could that intense silence 
whereby the dead are so eloquent, not arouse them from 
the vain^ the giddy^ the frivolous dream, which they had 
made th^ life? Most gladly .would we have turned 6om 
the dust, noise, and confusion of the living scene, to the 
cool deep recesses of the tranquil burial-place, but the 
fiiends who were with us were anxious rather to examine 
the various groups before us. 

These were certainly varied and singular enough. It is 
not every day one can see Europe and Asia eating ices 
together. All the Orientals were seated and silent; all 
the Europeans were walking about, talking and laughing, 
and looking exactly as Europeans do everywhere else, e(x« 
oept that they were so thoroughly out of keeping wiih the 
landscape; the polished boots and yellow gloves, the bon- 
nets and feathers, the cigars and fans, were quite insupport- 
able under that gorgeous Eastern sky, and surrounded by 
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all the fllrik^^ tttlrilMttef of AflM OMla^iii 

a blue dress and pmk bonnet sat under a palm-tree, where 
one would have infinit^y lather Iwve nen a pratlMr car a 
h jeoa. But the Turkt w«e inhnilabk, as Aqr aiwa^B 

are; seated in circles on their mats, with their provisions 
b^ore them, for which they gave themselves an appaUte 
by the oontkmal and £atigamg fogpgae of boiroig* I won- 
der how many days' total abstinence it would have required 
to have induced an Englishman to share the supper of 
the partf whom we wiriidied ftr a few inanifeea; far it 
eo n w ited of a graasj lump of xiee thaped bf the haacb of 
the principal person, whose green turban proclaimed him 
a deaeendaot of the Prophet, and adioilfy adminitterod 
by him to eaeh one of ike pcrfy in snoeewoiM. 

There were unlives from all countries round us, but I 
looked in vain for what I most wished to meet, which was 
one of the Qhebeis, or fire*wo»htppem. TbiBj htm in- 
spired me with a strong interest, from the aoeoimt given 
to me of them by a &iend, long resident in Persia. He 
toB memnch of tibe aefOTty of their hwB, and the myit w y 
in which they enTelop all their leHgioas oboanranoea. The 
antitjuity of their faith is of course well known to all. 
It is strange how many of these ancient creeds jet remain 
in Asia Minor, whose followen, if they be few, letisn the 
worship of their forefathers at least iu all purity; since 
even the system of Zoroaster, whose if/nis foUums light 
diittea so ¥eiy fiir back in the dark viste of departed ages, 
Ims yet its supporters in these countries ; but I looked in 
Tain !fi>r a Gheber. I had been told they wore a small 
plate of gold, inscnbed with myetio Qharaoteis, cn their 
foreheads; and the oafy tfain^ timt looked the least Kke it 
in the dim light, was the gold band round the cap of an 
English midriiipman. 
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The hill rising above m it erownad by •& old nosed 
eaitle, wUch, while it adds to the pictoxeiqiie appcanmee of 

tlie town, is not in itself interesting, either from antiquity 
or historical tradition. Some of the party clambered up to 
it, Imt I piefemd eteying to ymtth the ditpoonoii of ibe 
eteange fimtftsptic orowi Around me. As toon m it grew 
dark — or rather, for it seems never to grow dark here, as 
•oon M the fledung Uoe of die sky had deepened into an 
inteiwe purple, and the painfiiHy yivid glare been lefdaeed 
by the soft fliint starlight — the whole of the varied aescmbly 
prepared to return to their homee. The negro slaves ga- 
thered np the mnumenUe carpets and eodiont, which 
they had brought for the accommodation of their Maho- 
medan masters, whose desire at all times to make them- 
eelvesoomfortable is aoatrong, that titey regularly bironae 
wherererthey go,eirenf(n:atthoiirortwo. The gentlemen 
themselves, taking out their pretty Httle paper lanterns, 
proceed to pick their way through the lanes aided by their 
fight, which is just eoffioient tognide their own iteps, and 
render the darkness more intense to their neighbours. 

It was quite refreshing after this to meet with a party 
of omr old fnenda the Qreokiy who, caring nothing 
•where or how Aey wwit, 9tfolled mirthfully along with 
their aims round each other's necks, singing one of their 
own war ionga. The Greek ipoken in Ehnyma ia, by 
the way, moat wietohed. In Athens it is now the 
wish and endeavour of all the better educated class 
to improve and purify the hmguage, so as to restore 
it somewhat to its ancient state; and I was therefore the 
more struck with the poverty of the jargon spoken by 
the bmyrniot Greeks, full of Turkish and Italian words. 
On our way home, we passed an Armenian church, bril- 
liantly lighted by the lamps which at all times hang 
• 
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before the gorgeous image of the blessed Virgin, all 
decked out in tinsel and gold. The exterior of the 
building was not in any way remarkable, and the internal 
arrangements arc, I believe, almost similar to those of the 
Greek church. Madame Adele V — — , with whom I 
was walking, gave me maek information as to the Arme- 
nian religion ; and she was well qualified to do so, both as 
a most superior person iierself, and as the head of a Jfamily 
pi&^minent in Smyzna, as they would be evexywhere, 
for their enlightened piety and active benevolence. I 
should imagine from what she told me, that this is perhaps 
the most superstitious and unspiritual form under which 
Christianity now appears any where« combining in itself 
all the abuses which have suUied other churches, and 
rarely giving any other ailment to the faith of its mem- 
beiSf save outward ceremonies and unimportant observ- 
ances; but still it is a Christian church, and if its light 
shine but feebly, it yet is shining in a land of utter and 
most melancholy darkness. As we walked along, we 
observed that most of the population betook themselves 
to the roofs of their houses, in order to prolong the Kef 
80 pleasantly commenced at tlie Bridge of Caravans ; but 
we were so tired when we reached Madame W ' s 
house, which her unremitting hospitality had desired us 
to consider our home, and her watchful kindness made 
us feel to be so indeed, that we were veiy glad to dine 
quietly, and go to rest for the night, surrounded by all 
the comforts and luxuries which could have been found 
in the most refined city in Europe.

The few lines of Arabic written by Monsieur de S ^ 

of which he laughingly challenged me to procure a trans- 
lation, have proved the means of enabling me to add a 
most interesting personage to my list of acquaintances, and 
of paying as curious a visit as I am ever likely to make. 

I had asked Monsieur V to have it translated for me, 

and on investigation he found there was only one person 
he could hear of likely to be able to read it, as Arabic is 
not very common here. This is a very sage and learned 
Dervish, so renowned for sanctity and wisdom that he 
is always appplied to in cases of difficulty for advice or 
asnstance. It may reasonably be supposed that when 
people make a mystery of anything, it is because it will 
not bear investigation ; and this may easily be the casa 
with the sect of the Derfiahesi the origin of whose pecu- 
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liar worship is not known, nor yet the precise nature of 
their doctrines, though they profess Mahomedanism in 
the abstract; but the love of the mysterious* which it 
must be owned is a great and even a pernicious weakness, 
made me for this very reason take a vast interest in the 
sect in genera^ and in Abdul Mesrouxi the sage in q^ues- 

tion, in particular. Monsieur V told me that he was 

nut a inemhcr oi any oi' tlicir communities, but that he 
dwelt alone in a little house on the outskirts of the town^ 
firom whence he was never known to stir, conforming 
strictly to all Ae sev^erest roks of the seel) and burying 
himself in profound study; he was an astronomer, an 
ai^loger, and a math e mari cinn , lii0iq;h I sh<»ild hsve 
dodrtad the two fint bang aonpatible 
and seemed to be a man of trreat research. Whenever any 
peiBon wished to consult him, thay repaired to his sanc- 
tum, and invariably found him engaged on some abBtnae 

calculations. Monsieur V gave me all this account 

when we met in the morning, and told me he was then 
gmng to visit the wise Abdul, in. order to obtasa the 
tyitfnJation> I eagerly begged to go wilh Urn if it wem 
practicable, and he laughingly consented to my going, at 
leait to the house; though he felt sooiewhat doubtful 
how the vmeniUe sage would leoeive tlie proposal of a 
visit from a lady, which could certainly never have been 
made to him before* Th^e was something so new in the 
idea of viaitiDg an artiologer before famnkfast, that I mm 
ready to run the risk of being refiiscd admittance, and we 
set out about six in the morning, which waa not at all an 
unfashionable hour for Dervish visiting. 

Nothing could be more delightful iSam our wiik duongb 
Smyrna at this early hour, both physically and morally, 
for it was scarcely too hot, and what there were of breexea 
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albfi]]^ were delicioasly fresh, and blew over a thousand 
flowers brought in &om the country and exposed ior saie; 
and belter adllf the whole fiampcm popuktan wm 
bnsd in pvofixaid dnmber, while aU die Amalict wm 
astir, crowding the streets and b and busily engaged 
io^tzaihc of varioua Inncbi for which this hour iichoMQ as 
nmtaoiteUe. The aosne wm^ thece&ie, &r move afeiiking 

than last night; and beside?^ our coun-ti h.y in a more in- 
teresting part q£ tha town, as we had to pass through 
almoafe all the hamaiB where the ahopa an, and where ^ 
nalnres from llie nitviaEweie eongregaitoi to dispose of 
their merchandise. Most singular were the groups which 
ORvwdad round the taUea of the mooaj ohangen, or the 
Blalla of Ibe aalleni of wwter; Aair $^ Oriental dreanSy 
wild gestures and appearance, and tlie strange language 
they q^oke, were all ao bow to ia& Xhe puhlie weigher 
w«a aznaa of gieat importanoe amongst thenit aaamingly, 
as the peasants from the country deal cliiuily in grains 
and spice, so that his balaaoe was constantly requisite 
b fffi^n g It h irgiHtt could be oompiated* Theaa IrarntnTB, 
nduQih ase, in 6et^ bnt stmta bnilt in with rough wood- 
work, and having open shops or stalls on either side, cer- 
teinly did aaem to eontain enreiy species of XBeschandiae 
and gDoda of ytlae from aU parte of the wodd* Besides 
the gold embroidery and ricli silks for which Smjma is 
famoiiRi the jewellery and magniiicently mounted arms 
mtwih eaaoited our admimtkn. We had sevecal purohasea 
to make, and we found, somewhat to our annoyance, as 
our time was so limited, that we were expected to peribrm 
a small fiiaf in eveiy ah<^ we entered. It was in tbui to 
talk of the aartaole required, or its price^ until we had re- 
posed on the divaUi drank some coilee, smoked a pipe if 
-m ohoeei md boweda soitaUa number of times in natum 
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far the shopkeeper's prayer, that the seeiet deaiie of onr 

soul might be granted. Near a stall where my Ettie 
Greek nieces were furnishing themselves with red caps, 
stood a negro daye holding in his hand somesnperb crim- 
son carnations. I am most fiiTourablj disposed towards 

aU Numidians, on account of a particular friend of my 
own who belongs to this people. He was a musical ge* 
nius of wandering propennties, who invented an instm- 
ment of an entirely new description, with the half of a 
hollow gourd, over which was stretched a piece of tin, 
having for handle a qplit reed, and fine wires for strings. 
With this strange prodndion, which was far from inhar- 
monious, for sole companion and delight, he roamed from 
place to place till he came to Greece, where I formed a 
fiiendship with him, not so much for his musical talents, 
though I took a stnmge delight in his monotonous guttu- 
xaisong with its jingling accompaniment, as for his light- 
heartednesB, and un£uhng good-humoured contentedness. 
He could speak no language that any one in Greece could 
understand, and he certainly gained very little money; 
yet the very smallest occurrence drew forth from him a 
burst of irrepressible merriment so infectious, that all 
who heard him laughed in chorus without knowing why. 
I suppose it was a tender recollection of this original per- 
sonage which made me look with interest on the poor 
slave; but lie suddenly came forward, and timidly, almost 
fearfully, ofiered me one of his flowers. It was quite 
touching to see how his duslqr&ce beamed with delighted 
surprise and joy when I took it and thanked him warmly. 
How rare to tins poor slave must have been tlie look of 
kindnsM for which he could be so grateful I I really 
think the face of a negro, when it is intelligent, is more 
expressive than that of a wliite man can ever be : strange 
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as it seems to say so, the brightest smiles I have ever seen 
have been upon black lips. 

Monsieiir V— ^ and 1 1^ the rest of the party in the 
drawing-room, for it oaimot be called the shop, ofa vendor 
of Broussa silks, whilst we ourselves went on to the house 
of Abdul Mescour. The idea of going to call on a Der* 
vish was quite exciting, and I greatly enjoyed my walk, 
though, as we got dow n into the part of the town where 
Franks are seldom seen, I became rather too muck an 
object of cniiosity to the innumerable veiled women we 
met, whose notions of politeness were, to say the least of 
it, extremely lax. Presently we left the town altogether, 
and came out into the open fields, from whence we could 
look &r down into the beautiful vale of St. Anne, a green 
wilderness of rich luxuriant wood, which tlie strong light 
and shade of early mbnung now clothed in Hashing 
brightness, now veiled in a vapoury dimness. Just where 
the best view of this magnificent prospect wa^ to be 
obtained, tlie isolated dwelling of the sage was placed; a 
low, flat-roofed building, with a wide veranda hung with 
mattings, which were constantly kept damp so that the 
air might be cooled as it passed through them. 

We did not knock at the door or ring the beU, because 
diere was no door to knock at, and no bell to ring; but 

Monsieur V clapped his hands, and instantly the 

heavy curtain, which hung before a low open space, was 
lifted up, and a little negro slave appeared, who, having 
transmitted to his master within Monsieur V 's re- 
quest for an audience, returned immediately and admitted 
him to the wise man's presence. I remained meanwhile 
on the veranda, whilst he endeavoured, without much 
hope of success, to obtain permission for me to enter ; and 
b^ng very tired, sat down on die ground on a caipet« 

K 
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seated himself directly before ne, and proceeded to ex- 
amine me most attentively: I returned the corapllrnent 
bj looking steadily at him, which oeemedgreadjr to deiigfat 
bim. He was a merry, comieal looldng ereatwe^ full 
of intelligence, and was dressed entirely in white, except 
the red cap, whicli was very becoming to bis black &oew 
Gradually my whole a j p c axainoe asemed to strike him in a 
most ludicrous point of view; his wide moutli cA|)anded 
into a grin of uncontrollable merriment, he grimaced, 
made aigna io me which weva quite amntdligiUe, tbcai 
looked fli me again and dionled with glee; presently he 
coiled on bis bunds and £eet to the other end of the 
vfifaada, and uttexed some cafaalistie wmda, which wece 
speedily followed by the apparition of another exacdj 
like himself; and the two together, seatinor themselves 
side by side, proceeded to denion8^.rate much delight and 
amaaement, till at buBt my levee was interrupted by the 
return of Monsieur V—. He came, greatly amused, to 
tell me that the Dervish was in the highest state of excite- 
aaent at the idea of seeing a Bnro p eaa kdy^and wooldoei 
no account negkct soek an opportunity of extending hk 
researches in natural history, by seeing a specimen of a 
apeciea with which he was quite unacquainted; ibc so de- 
tsrminatdy do the TSukB raaintaia that women have bo 
souls, that tins learned personage could only look upon a 
ibreign lady as we should on a curious bird or animaL 

The little BSgioes, akeady xestored to their laeal 
abject siibmisnon, palled tip the eartsin, and pmimg 
beneath it, I ibund myself in the presence of Abdul 
Mesrour. It was a temiicurcidar loom^ nobly carpeted 
and divided ia two by aeveml steps, which raised the 
one half coniaiiL^ably above the other; the walls en- 
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closing tins upper half were solely of glass, and made it 
look soiuewhut like a co&aervatoiy, exoepi that infttf^rf of 
mmdMMi or myrtke li crmtBmed celj two moti tkkly 
dressed Dervishes. The wise man, placed cross-legged oa 
a large diFUif which almost iilled the cntiie space, sat 
wxih his long bend flawing ova his Soided amSy and his 
large tui%tii shading a grave, ft^m countenance. A great 
box iilled with curious -looking pa|)ei8 was beside him, 
and boohs o£ all kinds kj scattered about. His oom* 
panion, much jounger, and evidently his inferior, was 
seated at some distance from him, smoking; the rest of the 
zoom contaunied only gk>bes, and other seemingly astro- 
MmiealinstraiMnfeBy with whieh I was qnilie nnacqudnfced. 
I gave Abdul the usual Oriental salutation, which he 
gravely returned; but he seemed to think it necessary to 
fa» dignity to mnnifeat a supxeme indifference to mj pie* 
senee, as though nodmig sublunary, howe^ef ertraor- 
dinary in its nature, could mare him; at the same time 
the sage Dervish was ewdently quite a prey to the most 
oommon of human weakneMa, for the si v glances of eager 
enriosity which he cast at me were most amusing. 

I was allowed to sit near the 9i^ps leading up to the 
place of hoooor, and the mnal proHnrinaiies of ail visita 
in the East commenced. The Dervish could speak 

no Greek, but Monsieur translated our mutual 

compliments; and with the help of the most solrann ex* 
presRon of countenance I oovld aarame, and repeatedly 
bowing with my hand to my lips and forehead, I seemed 
to be pcogresBing npidly in the wise man's good graces, 
till I unthinkingly refused a pipe, whn he gmve an ani; i y 
start of surprise. My paper, to which I was indebted for 
this amusmg scene, was now ibrmally handed up to him. 
He imd it wilii the gieatest eaae^ and yet it seeniad xad^ 

k2 
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to puzzle him — ^he stroked his beard — ^looked at me, and 

iheny having asoertained from Moitfieor V that it was 

written by a European W106 man. he dightly devated his 

eycbro\v>, and pronounctJ mi cmpliatic " Mashallah." It 
j list then struck me how very ludicrous it was to make this 
solemn old seer so gravely transcribe these lines, which 
were, in fact, but an invitation to visit Monsieur de S— - 
and his wife in Paris, but which, given in the usual 
complimentary style, must have been totally inoompre- 
henrible to him. He. did them, however, &x more 
honour than their author could ever liave anticipated, for 
having taken his writing materials horn his belt, he se- 
lected a reed pen and a piece of parchment, which he 
placed in the pahn of his hand, and in this marvellously 
uncomfortable position proceeded to write. With the 
greatest ease and rapidity he produced, in a few minutes, 
an accurate translation in Turkish, Persian, and other 
Oriental languages, the separate characters of each most 
beautifully formed, which he quietly handed to me. I 
was delighted to possess so curious a document, and made 
all due acknowledgment without even having recourse to 
our interpreter, for I had soon discovered that 'our great 
Dervish had no inconsiderable share of vanity, which made 
him all the more ready to appreciate tlic progress I was 
jnakmg m the mute language of the East, which consists 
of a series of signs and looks varying in ezpresrion. 

He now took up his pipe, and seeming to consider it 
high time that I should begin to make mysek agreeable 
to him, proceeded to enter into conversation with me. 
Conversation in this country means catechism, and in my 
case it was unusually strict, for the wise Abdul evidently 
looked upon his visitor as a most curious study, both as 
an object of art and nature. He commenced by asking 
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me how old I waa? When I told him, he ejaculated, Won- 
deriull" whether in alluaon to my extreme old age, 
or in astoniahment that I should already hare traTelled 

so far, I cannot say. He then inquired after the health of 
my husband; and as I knew by experience how imposBible 
it is here, where no yonng lady is nnmarried after twelve 
or fourteen years of age, t j convince Isiin tliat no such person 
existed, I merely bowed in return, which he took as an 
intimation tliat that imaginary gentlanan was in good 
health, and expressed himself much gratified thereby. 

He now desired to be informed what country 1 belonged 
to; and I perceived, irom the rather singular ideas he had 
formed as to the geographical position of Great Britain^ 
tliat Iris profound astronomical rosearclics had led hi in to 
treat the details of our own little planet with much con- 
temptuous indifference. This, however, he seemed to think 
a good opportunity for obtaining sonic li<:-hter instruction 
in an easy and familiar manner, and he thereibre requested 
I would give him a iuil and particular account of the go- 
vernment, laws, religion, and civil institutions of England, 
with which he modestly acknowledged liiraseli' altogether 

unacquainted. Monsieur Y laughed heartily at my 

look of despair when this herculean task was proposed to 
mc; but liappily 1 broke down nt tlie very outset, lor I 
failed signally in my Brst attempt to convince him that 
England was governed by a female monarch; and he was 
so disgusted at my trying to impose on him in this 
manner, that he gave up any further inquiries. We now 
rose to take leave, much against his will* 

It was plain he greatly preferred j udging of those distant 
and barbarous nations by living specimens than by the 
diy details of historians or travellers: having saluted him, 
I prepared to leave the room, when he earnestly desired 
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me to stop for a moment. Turning toward? the East, he 
giretched ooi one hood towards me, and lamng the otbec 
Id licftTen^ lie pKmomiced upon me a solem md erophatae 
blessing", with that flowery eloquence which seems habitual 
to all the children of these burning climes. Infidel as X 
ms, he pnjed tfaet Alkh uighiahed over all mj dajs m 
snnhine as bright as thai which now lightened iihe knd- 
scape round tt8| and that my journey to my native land, 
bj quiet seas and pleasant pathsy ndghi be an cooiUeBa c£ 
my Tojrage through life, as stMvilesB and sercne. 

Blessings and maledictions are so liberally bestowed in 
these countries, that I have often had reason to remembec 
gladly that ^ the euise causeless shall not eoine." I ncm 
begin to hope that all those which it has been my lot to 
xeoeive wiii at least counteract each other, and leave me 
Blunjuied, if wiprafited. I was solemnlj saatbematised 
by an old woman, on my first arrival in Greece, because I 
did not make the slirn of the cross when the funeral of her 
son went past — not knowing that such was the custom of 
tiM eountiy; and just the other day, when I was desixed 
to aiiiiounce to a woman servant, that she was not to re- 
ceive more than three times her due, she went down on 
her knees and prayed that I might never sleep again, and 
that the sen on which I was about to embark might 
swallow me up, so as to put a speedy termination to my 
snfieringa; but then, to aentothse this, I know that a hiiga 
tsper is burning even now before the Panajia in the diiirok 
of Tcnos, placed there on my bclialf by a kind-hearted 
old widow; and the gardener's wife daily sopplicates £sm 
me that Imay be ecmveited to the Greek dmreh, not that 
she supposes I am in danger as a heretic — for it is wonder- 
ful how tolerant even the most ignorant are in Greece — 
but die told me herself that her desire is that we should 
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be in tha time abode bcmfbr, wUeb, welkm I duinged, 

she assured could not be the case, as 1 must be ia a 
didcreat paradise. 

Jimw'mg raponded to Abdnl's prmTer hf hoping be 
might have everything he could possibly desire, now tnd 
ever, which is a reumrkabiy safe wish, we left the house, 
leefltTing a paxthig gim from the little BfgrOi who I an 
mm womld be wholly unfit to go thnx^^ hk dntiea with 
ihe requisite solemnity for some days to come. Our 
morning calls were not yet over, though it was growing 
im&tfakiiably late^ aa it waa aeven o'clock. Monaieiir 
V - kindly took me to visit a Jewish Rabbi, a friend of 
bia own, who be hoped would consent to show me the 
afnagogae. 

Moat deeply inftereating as all eonneoled with the Hebmr 

people must ever be, nowhere, 1 dunk, is our attention 
move forcibly amated than by the Syrian Jews. Where* 
eter they ate to be foundt we know wdl that this race ia 

a palpable and ever-continuing miracle set forth before our 
eyes, choseny kept apart, distinct irom ail others; they are, 
aait were, a written scvoU, where all who ivn may read of 
judgment and of mercy. Still, from generation to generation, 
alike in lands that are bhrouded in a moral darkness and in 
thoae bleand with the gioriona light o£ the Sun of Kight- 
eomneas, the Hebiewa dwell ahme imehanged, with thai 
veil upon their hearts which I verily believe, in spite of 
many and holy efforts, no hand of man shall ever rcmore. 

Ahhoiigli, mercifully, in our enlightened days, they aie 
no longer the persecuted and oppressed people, they are yet 
in many parts of Europe despised and disliked for tht 
chaiMter whieh ia periiapa jmtly attributed to them of 
meanness and avarice. Bnt all Jewa whom I hare aeen in 
the East Aie of a totally diierent stamp, especially those

of Aoa. I know not if it is that they are nearer to the 
liolj scenes consecrated by the mute lecorda of that 

mysterious dispensation, so glorious in its aim and end, 
beneath which their forefathers dwelt, that constrains 
ihem here to walk worthily aa sons of Abraham* 

It may be that but to see in the far distance the snow- 
crowned lofty peaks which once shook with the thunders 
of Sinai, or to turn in the direction of their own Jerusalem, 
which they wait to see arise in regenerated glory, at Hia 
comniaiid for whom they look with darkened eyes, does 
indeed purify their thoughts and heart; but certainly all 
whom 1 have known in those countries would seem to bear 
tihe stamp of their high calling, at once in th^r lofty ap- 
pearance, and their reserved and dignified manners. Their 
fixed , I may say unconquerable hope of the speedy advent of 
the Messiah, whose glory they are to share^ casts a holy so- 
lemnity over all the details of their existence, and tlie consci- 
ousness of their great destiny renders them mild and indul- 
gent to all they deem less highly favoured than themselves. 

In none have I seen tlicse distinctive features of the Syrian 
Jews so strongly displayed as in the Rabbi whom I visited 
to-day* He met us at the door of his house, which is quite 
in the Oriental style, and singularly picturesque; and bade 
me welcome in Romaic, which he spoke with great fluency. 
I do not think I ever saw a person more strikingly prepos- 
sessing. He was tall, noble, and digniBed in appesranoe, 
and wore tl ic black cap and ample robe of the Jewish priest, 
with an inner garment of purple silk. There is notiiing 
more attractive than a solemn, thoughtful expression on a 
youthful face; and whilst his fair complexion and long golden 
hair, so unlike the generaUty of his race, gave him an ap- 
pearance of extreme youth, there was the record of much 
, deep thought in the lines that marked so strongly his lofty 
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foiefaead, and an impraniye mioiisne« in Yob ndld eye and 

grave sweet smile. It was impossible not to be muoh 
struck with him. 
Theore are some penona in thia world whoae preeenoe 

seems to produce a very atmosphere of repose, whose own 
internal and lioly calm would appear to act with an unseen 
inflnenoe on aoula more worldly and more reetleflSy putting 
to shame their vain strife and stormy passions. The Rabbi 
aeemed to me to be such an one: his manner^ though 
oourteouSy were ao quiet and zeaenred; and hiayoioe, pecu- 
liarly sweet and low, never yaried in its intonation on 
whatever subject he conversed. He conducted us into a 
hall, one end of which was a single immense window 
opening on a flight of marble steps, which led into one of 
the lovehest wardens imagmable ; fountams, trellised walks, 
and plants oi every description were crowded withm its 
narrow limits; the acacias and dustering vines had even 
pushed their way into the room, and heavy bunches* of 
rich fruit hung in profu^on over our heads^ mingling with 
the sweetest flowers. 

The Rabbi begged us to recline on the low divans 
placed near the open window, while liis wife prepared 
coffee. The invariable inferiority of all women to their 
husbands in the East was strikingly developed in the 
young Jewess, who, iliougli beautiful, was altogeilicr 
devoid of the intellectual expression which so strongly 
chazacterised the Rabbi. She had quite the countenance 
of a Rebecca, and her light green turban gave great eflfeot 
to her jet black hair and eyes. The Rabbi offered us all 
the refreshments himselif with a sort of dignified courtesy; 
but he seemed little disposed to converse^ and, unlike my 
last reverend and loquacious host, asked no questions what- 
ever; nor did his wiici which was still more extraordinary. 
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After a ihoffi ygmt, he ooBduetod m to Ae synagogue, 

which was in tlic same court as Ins liuuse, and witli which 
I was most grievously disappointed. 

I do not know if the ioama buMing, whick ooenpied 
the same place, and was destroyed in a recent conflagra- 
iMMiy was at all more worthy to be the Hebrew place of 
wonfaip than tluB, which bao oaij ktaljr itplaoed it; but 
1 ooiddwelluiidflntend^ieMoiiof die Rabin's mo mraf B l 
countenance as he led us through it, when I remembered 
that in this mean andidiabby e^fioe ha had to lead of the 
fjkarj of the Temple, even in iti kttar dayi^ 

The building was low, though of considerable size. We 
ascended a few steps, and entered a large square room 
with a vanltad roof, hghted hy two high nanow windowa; 
ey<erythiiig within it was made of new wood, for the most 
part quite uncovered, which seemed piincipally to give it 
thia poor and shabbj appeannoe* Seate were langed all 
xoond it, andintheocatieafeoodaamalleDdosed platfiinD» 
where alone some attempt at embellishment had been 
made. The railings were hung with cximaon velvet, and 
a small table and reading-desk were coreied with the 
same material. On the table was placed a splcndiil copy 
of the Pentateuch, and varioBS scrolls, with branchings 
eandlestieks of massiye siher; of these there were seveial, 
jdaced in diSerent parts of the room. Hie Sabbt unlocked 
an iron chest, and took out the garments worn by the Higli 
Priest on great solemnities, to show ns» Thqr weie most 
magnifieent, and corresponded in aU points to ihe mimifce di- 
rections respecting them given in Scripture. At one end of 
the room there were some objects concealed by a curtainf 
whidi the RabU gently requested no one would afifmaeh, 
and I did not like even to inrjune what they were. It did 
not take long to complete our review of this humble syna- 
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goguc, and we then took leave of the joiing and inteiefituig 
Kabbi. 

TherewMA vcr J anfinrouimUefedingiiianfatod towandb 

the Jews in this part of tlic world some time since. A story 
was labricated at Damascus that they made use of human 
Uk^ m bdang their oaloes £» the PawoTert and did noi 
•oraple to eomniit mitider in order to obtain it. The disap- 
jpearance from that town of a Eoman Catholic priest, m 
Mrtain father ThoauMy the nqratery of whoee £ile hii^ I 
MierreyiievtirbeeiiTevealedywaBsttribttlodtolliem mAAy 
from this horrible supposition. It created great disturb- 
ance at the time, and, indeed, is still belioYed bj acme. 

We fimnd our fiMidB niher tbed of the ooapliiiMiita ry 
sfflc-nierchant, in whose drawing-room they had passed the 
interval of our long absence, aiMi we now all proceeded in 
Ae difoefcioii of the kzgest mimow, the interior of which 
we had a great desire to flee^I think purely out of m 
apirit oi contradiction^ because in Smyrna no woman ia 
Me to enter tiiere, for we well knew that at Con* 
itanthiople we dioiild Tiait aa many as we pleaaed, wheea 
they are far less strict in those matters tliaa at Smyrna. 

Monsieur V was again very doubtful if he could 

gratify our ctirionty, by obtaining perauMion for na to 
pass the usual Hmits assigned to infidels; but from his 
success in the former inetance, and his knowledge of the 
TvaiaAk hngnage and ooatomi, we had aonie hopea that it 
ndgfat be managed. 

Scarcely had we passed the outer court surrounding 
the moeque, whm a number of Mnaaulmen wm per- 
fanaing their abhttions at a foontun previoiit to en- 
tcring within the sacred precincts, when several men, 
apparently functioBariee oonnected with the mosque, 

our ibrther progreaib 
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Monsieur V now used all his eloquence to obtain 

leave lor us to visit the interior of the great build- 
ing that looked ao iiiYituigly Oriental, with its domes 
and tapering nunarets; bnt for some time quite in vain. 
At last onu of them went into a house, and returned with 
a good-natured looking old mollah, who, after some 
further parley, consented to our entering, provided we 
would tjiko ()[]' our shoes altogether, and not even replace 
them with slippers. To this 1, for one, readily consented; 
but I entered the mosque alone in consequence, as no 
other of the party would undertake thus to do penance 
on the stone steps, which I first ascended. 

I then found myself in a vast building, divided into three 
parts^ the vaulted roof of each one forming a separate dome. 
The two side compartiiients were reserved, seemingly, for 
the worshippers, and contained a considerable number of 
the faithful in the posture of 1 1 lyer, their foreheads bent 
to the ground ; iliat in the centre, to whicli a few steps 
descended, was quite empty, and entirely covered with 
tbose beautiful little carpets so much prised everywheie* 
On the roof, in a large circle of golden letters, were in- 
scribed the seven names of Allah, and suspended from 
it by a long chain were innumerable little ghiss lamps, 
mingled with all sorts of fimtastic ornaments, such as 
horses'* tails, ostrich eggs, &c. In the direction oi 2Iecca 
was a somewhat shabby representation of the prophet's tomb, 
and a kind of pulpit, from whence the Koran is daily read. 

My progress through the mosque was slow, from the 
circumstance that, in spite of the proverbial diihculty 
of disturbing a Moslem at his devotions, every single 
individual no sooner saw me than he flew towards me 
and insisted on my holding out my footi that he might 
be quite sure no workmanship of a profime cobbler had 
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desecrated the sacred ground. When satisfied on thia 
flooEre, there ensaed, of ooune, a routine of a salaming, 
which oeenpied some time. Even then they looked rather 

sulky at my audacity, though the presence of the molLah, 
under whose protection I was there, prevented them from 
display! nfr their anger. Th^ had soon, however, an 
oppoi tuiiity oi sliowing what they felt, of which they took 
advantage rather amusingly. 

One of the passengers on boavd of our steamer passing 
the open door of the raosque, saw me witliin, and 
supposing it to be one of the public sights, very cooiiy 
ascended the steps and was about to walk in, never 
dreaming that any objection would be made ^ther to 
himself or his dusty boots. Scarce did he appear com- 
posedly at the door, when a man who was sweeping the 
carpets, perceiving an unprotected individual, uttered a 
yell of rage, which elicited a sinuiltiiiieous response from 
all present: then suddenly seizing hold of an immense 
long pole which stood near, I do believe for the very pur- 
pose, he ran frantically at the intruder with it, in iJie 
most ferocious manner, and so terrified and astonished the 
unfortunate man, that he started back and tumbled 
down the stairs, having just time to give vent to one 
wild misericorde" as he disappeared in a whiiiwind of 
dust. 

I also lefb the mosque, rather more composedly; and as 

we were now all very tiicd, Monsieur V— insisted that 
we should complete our adventures by going, in the true 
eastern fashion^ to rest in the shop of a vendor of sweet- 
meats, who would furnish us with sherbet and all manner 
of delicacies, for which they are so famous. We pro- 
ceeded, accordingly, to one of the most inviting of these 
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open stalls, and tCK)k our places on the platform intended 
fbr that pnrpofle. There was lona difficaltj as to seats, 
of which there were none; end eeveral of our party obeli- 
nately refused to sit a la Tiirc in the open street. At last, 
these reiractoij persons were accommodated with empty 
boxes, mndi to our enterlemer'e emeseoient, who evi- 
dently thought this a marvellous expedient for the move 
natural mode of reposing; and we proceeded to pa rt ake 
of hii lefipeehmentf, onBeieting ptiiiripelly of eager and 
honey in ercry difieient riseoe. 

We greatly enjoyed this thoroughly Oriental episode: 
we were served by a fierce litde old Turk with a tre- 
mendooe beard, quite the naii to put pepper in one'e 
cream tart any day; and the wooden enclosure of his 
stall became the natural irame to a liying picture formed 
bj the scene withont, which wonid have made the 
fortune of a painter could it have been transferred to 
canvass. The corner of an old house of the true Byzan- 
tine architecttne, with a palm-tree waving over it» formed 
Ae background ; and in ficnnty a group of tmdeft fiom 
the interior stood discussing the price of a young camel, 
their duskj faces and pi^xsing black eyca glowing with 
escitement, and their arms emphatically stretched onfti 
causing their garments to fail around them in picturesque 
folds. 

We had a long way to go before we reached the house 
of our mnch esteemed friend the consol ibr Holland, 

where we were to lunch before going on board : and the 
heat was so intense that we could scarcely walk. It was 
in vain that the air was still laden with the odour of spice— 

it had altoijether lost its invisyomthi" iVeshness: and the 
most singular costumes couid acaxce attract our attentioui 
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pursued as wc were by the unrelenting rays of a tremen- 
dous sun. Our sufferings were, however, soon forgotten 
when we found onnelveB suzrounded by all ihe comfortB 

of Monrieiir V 'a beftntiftdKouse, and whibt enjoying 

the society of one of the most charming and delightful 
fitmilies to be found anywhere. I leaUy oould scaroely 
belieye, when I found myself <][uietly seated at lunch in 
a perfectly English dining-room, that I had not been 
dreaming of all these dervishes, and moUahs. 
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CHAPTER VIII.

At three o'clock we once moie tnyeraed the long Street 
of Roses, and re-^barked on board of the steamer, quitting 
Smyrna with feelings of regret which would have been 
inadmissible, attractive as this gate of the East has ever 
seemed to me, had we not at the same time been leaving 
many and dear friends. We were soon under way, and 
as we moved slowly out of the vast harbour, the beautiful 
panorama receded before ns, changing like the shifting 
scenes of a theatre. The crowded quay, the mosques, the 
houses with their gardens mingling together, grew into 
a confused and glittering mass, where, as it lay on the 
steep hill-side, the buildings of the city seemed to rise 
fantastically piled one upon another — the cypress grove 
became confounded with the sweeping shadows — the old 
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castle was lost among the rocks and trees; and finally, as 
"we rounded tlie point, the deep green hills closed alto- 
gether round &e &ir city-^as though, having opened to 
display her to us, they now gathered her again to their 
breast, and hid her for ever from our view. 

At laat there was nothing round us but a huge polished 
mirror, glaring in the strong light like burnished steel ; and, 
the passengers gathering together under the awning, each 
one was called upon to give an account of the manner in 
which th ey had spent the period of their short stay at 

Smyrna. Madame T , whoiC almond-shaped eyes and 

long masses ot magnilicent hair were not the only points in 
which she showed herself a true Oriental, honestly con** 
fessed that she had found Smyrna as good a place for a 
Kef as any other; indeed, particularly adapted to that oc- 
cupation on account of the excellence of the coffee, which 
had been brought to her from time to time as she reclined 
half asleep on the sofa, from whence she never stirred. 

Monsieur C was determined, coute qui coute, that since 

he was actuallyin Asia, he would take a ride on adromedaiy* 

Having persuaded tlie younger of his two com- 
panions, much against his will, to join him in his 
expedition, he hired two dromedaries for the day, and 
the pair set off at a pace they could noways control, on 
one of the country roads; but they soon found that the 
heavy sea and natural ground-swell of the day before 
were nothing to the pace of their moniurei; and before 
they had heen shaken for hall' an liour, till every bone 
ached, they were otherwise so exceedingly imcomfortable, 
that they agreed to tumble off as best they could, 
and proceeded on foot to a little eafe at the road-side, 
where they sat down to smoke with a party of genuine 
MufiBulmen. They had found their society so veiy amus< 

L 
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ing tliat they had rcuiamcd licrc the ^vllole day. Monsieur 
O— asfiured us he iiad enlarged their minds by giving 
tkem a deur and oompvehenAYe notioii cf omlised liAu 
He had sung to them, he imd waltzed befere than ; 1^ had 
put his own coat on (me of them &>t a few minuteSy and 
made him mlk about in it; and finally^ he had pteaeated 
lliem widi Ida own andhis eomponioa'e yellow Idd glomt. 

Tlie Greek professor and Alonsieur de S had, I 

think, taken the most aensible oooiae of auy^ having hired 
a oomfoxtaUe canciage, and gone quietly out through the 
most striking scenery to the beaut iiul village of Bour- 
naba, where they had an o|^)ortumty of seeing something 
of the oountry, and returning by a difierent road. Veqr 
marveUous, indeed^ was the aeoonnt the mad doctor 
gave of his adventures; the activity and surprising eaae 
with which he deemed to have transported himaalf £tom 
place to place were quite wondisrfiil; whenever any of ua 
had been, there he had been also : linally, hearing me say 
how much X xegreUed not having had time to go to 
Ephesufl^ and not catdung ap the words quite diatinctly^ 
he bowed across the deck to me, and said how eonry he 
was he had not been in time to breakfast with me therey 
among die sabiime mine oC the temple of Diana. 

Befove faking leaTe of Smyrna altogether, I must try 
to record a very strange romance of real life connected 
with it, which lately came under my observation: the 
detaila, indeed, are ao yery dramatic^ that I ahould not 
myself have been disposed to believe them had not I 
been actually called upon to act a part in the tragedy, ibr 
such it waa* 

Tbere dwelt a year or two ago, in the lowest and wcneat 

part of Smyrna, a poor old widow — so poor, that her 
sole means of subeistenoe was, by going out when the 
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daa^erous heat q£ tke day was over, to search the plains 
hy mooniight £ar s cetUan herb, whoie mediciiial qiialitw 
proonred lier by ils mIs a ftw parts. She wis m natm 
of the Island of Samos, and showed, both in manners and 
hjogut^ge, that she had not always been so deserted and 
io wretdied; but it was not fmr bcmlf aiooe tl»t, night 

after night, this 9<yed woman went forth to dig with her 
weak hands iu the hard parched eaith, that yielded her so 
imwiliingly em tUt poor meant oi tufatistenoe, wHk 
none to look on her patient labour but the far-distant, 
mildly beaming star?, and but scanty covering to shield 
Imr irithieved limbt fiom the pobcmed niglit dewsy or pn>- 
leot tbem firom the tting ci die angry serpent, at it nitded 
from its lair at her approach. 

She bad e daughter, en only child, wkote whole appeaiv 
enoe end mode of expie t al on guvre evidenoettill moro than 

the mother of their havine^ formnrlv been in a verv dif- 
Cerent position. It was evident that Mariora had once 
been tfbrikinglj beantafiil; but now, more like a bxetthintr 
phantom than a living being, she lay in the last stage of a 
hopeless consumption: and there was some tiling more than 
4be tcacet ofaieknett, deadly te it wit, to be ditceraed in 
Ait poor wetted peridung omtme. The old womoi 
wept and wrung her hands when their scanty provision 
of £Dod £uled altogether; and she tat on the ground, wail- 
ing and covering her heed with dott, whse e Tiolent fit of 
coughing had so shaken the cxluuisted irame of her child 
that she lay for hours like one about to expire. But to 
Marioim hemelf their poverty and wietohednest teemed 
utterly indiflferent; and if €V«fa flioi)e pfUffiod orer her livid 
hps, it was when some new symptom showed how, day by 
day, ihe cold gmsp of death was tightening on her heart, 
toon to dheck, as rxotimg elte could, ilt fttdets beetingt»

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There dwelt ever on that pallid lace an expression of hope- 
less miseiry, which lay deeper far than that which could 
have been caused by the pangs of want, however sharp; 
and misery like this renders the grave, to one who, weak 
and ignorant) looks not beyond it, the very Eden of despair. 

But though the daughter prayed for death, the mother 
would not see her die. An old Annenlaii doctor lived 
near them, and by tears and entreaties, which she vainly 
anbetitttted for the gold that alone would have induced 
him to render them any permanent assistance, she per- 
suaded him once, at least, to give his opinion of Mariora. 
He SBii, without hesitation, that if anything could do her 
good it would be a voyage at sea. With the sicUy fancy 
of a dying person, the idea seemed to captivate the imagi- 
nation of poor MarioraT; she declared that the fresh sea 
breezes would indeed revive her, and from ihat hour ceased 
not to implore her mother to take her away. 

Poor old woman 1 how was she to iind the means, even 
to save her darling's life, of procuring her that change 
which so many thousands daily seek for mere amusement? 
But it were easier to quell the courage of the stoutest 
warrior than to daunt a mother's heart. As soon as she 
saw that the weary, restless sufferer had turned with such 
earnest longing to this new hope, she calmly bade her cease 
her peevisli repining, and trust to her that her wishes 
should be gratified ; and theny strong only in her unconquer- 
able love, the friendless and penniless widow went forth to 
seek some means of fulfilling her promise. She drew her 
mourning veil over her head^ and signed herself with (he 
sign of the cross as she passed the threshold^ in token that 
her trust was in Providence alone; for however much of 
ignorance and superstition there may be in the religion of 
the lower orders amongst the Greeks, they not the leas 
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have recourse to it on all occasions for comfort and sup- 
port ; and threading her way, unprotected and alone, 
thiongli the busy streets, she went down to the harbour, 
which was crowded with yessels preparing to sail in 
various directions. Caring nothing for their destination, 
the widow now commenced a weazy pilgrimage, going 
from ship to ship, and asking, for ihe dear love of Heaven, 
that she might be allowed but to lay her dying child on a 
comer of the deck, where she would molest no one, and 
could inhale the life-giving breezes of the wave: one 
after another refused this meek petition, but at last her 
despair grew so powerful, for the voice of misery is unri- 
valled in its eloquence, that finally her prayers and tears 
subdued even the hard heart of a rough Hydriot captain, 
and he consented to grant her request. 

He was to sail that very evening. With the assistance of 
a few of the neighbours, who, true to human nature,having 
left her to perish by inches whilst among them, were now 
ready enough to help her to remove her misery from their 
sight, she conveyed her daughter on board, and estab- 
fished her in the shade of a rough awning on the open 
deck, for the soft night air of that delicious climate could 
not injure even her delicate frame. It was not until long 
after they had started that the widow thought of asking 
their destination, and found that they were bound for 
Athens. During ^the voyage, lengthened by contrary 
winds, the old Armenian's opinion seemed fully verified, 
and Mariora improved both in health and spirits; but the 
fictitious strength vanished as soon as she was removed 
irom the invigoratmg influence of the sea, and they had 
not been a week at Athens before she was worse than 
ever : their prospects also seemed, if possible, darker than 
before for the poor <dd woman knew of no means whatc 
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€Ever of gaining lier mtMislenoe bera It w&s ^Majmn- 

ture that 1 heard of their desolate posiiinr), and soon toolc 
a great interest in them. The old woman gradually 
aoquized the kabit of oonusg to me eonslftiitlj^ weie it 
but tbst Ae might relieve her aching heart by talking 
of her daughter, and asking me, again and again^ if I 
thought there me any impxofenient* It was very paiiH 
fol, knowing as I did how hopeless was the case, 
to listen to the poor mother's alternations of hope and 
iota. One day she would come with eyes glistening 
with hope and joy to tell me Merioia had slefyt several 
hours, and that a tinge of colour had restored to lior 
marble face a gleam of its former beauty ; and at another 
time, weqMDg and wxinging her hands, she would lepeat 
ihe bitter words of the sufferer, when she asked her no* 
to go so often to the church to pray for her recovery, in 
ease her prayers weie heaid« I had often a great cariosity 
to asoertain ihe cause of this hopekssness of misery, but I 
did not venture to inquire into their liistory as long as 
the old woman was silent on the subject; lor surely the 
feelings and the soirows of the poor ought mote than any 
to be held sacred. 

At last, one day, she came to me bringing with her a 
little tin box, which Ait said contained papeia she behoved 
to be of value, if she but knew how to use themn and she 
wished me to ascertain in what language they were written, 
at least, if my science went no furdier* I opened the box, 
and fomd, to my utter surprise, a nnmber of deeds of variooa 
kinds written in pureEngUsh; but before examining them 
further she volunteered to tell me her history, which I had 
becomedoably anxious to bear. She was, ail have said, m 
native of the Island of Samos; her hnsband had been m 
landed proprietor there, and he had died some twelve or 
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fimiteen yean befiwe, leaving her in tolmUy oonifortabfe 
oncoiDitanoeiL She hmi no oiher diiki but this one 

daughter, then a most lovely girl of fifteen. It so chanced 
tluU about this period an EngUah £rigate was stationed off 
Ae island, and the joung ecmimander, having met with 
Marioia sevLiul times, became so strongly attaclK'd to her, 
that, when he was ordered to leave Samos, he persuaded 
heir to become Iiis wife, and to aoeompanj him henoefor* 
ward wherever his wmBg life might lead him. Mariora 
x^umed his afiection not only with the vehemence which 
obaneteiases snoh feelings in the £aatt but with all the 
ardour of a first attaohment: she followed him nght wil* 
lingly, for assuredly she would not liave survived a separa- 
tion; her mother also^ who had noiite but her on earth, 
aeeompanied them, whikit for two years his ship cruised 
about in the nelt^hbouring isl ands. Finally, he was ordered 
to remain stationary at Smyrna, and he took a house for 
ihem there, inmiehed with every imaginable Inxuzy, where 
iktey established themsdves fer nx months. 

At the end of that period he was once more ordered 
amy, on an expedition of a nature which rendered il im-* 
possible for them to follow him. The old woman did noi 
know where he had gone, but it would seem that he had 
anticipated either a prolonged absence or a service of some 
danger, as, before his departure, he gave her the box of 
papers which I now held in my hand, and told her that if 
he should not have returned in a year from that time^ she 
was to suppose him dead, ance death alone should prevent 
his return. In that case, she would find that by ihese 
deeds he had made ample provision for his Marioia. He 
left them more than enough to live comfortably till the 
pwiod he had specified; and then took hoe departure, bear* 
ing with him the very heart and boul of his young Greek 
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wife. The long lingering year was passed by Mariora in 
that weaijy feverish impatience^ which needs no descrip- 
tion to be understood by all who have known what it 10 

to mark out some day for good in that future which may 

never dawn for them. Is there one of us, indeed^ who 

has not at some time madly deKveied up his sonl to one 

great liope or fear, and day by day wished away those hours 

never to be redeemed? forgetting howt as we lengthen or 

shorten them by the magic of our own feelings, ihey yel 

in awful reality are steadily bearing us on to the tomb 

and to an inevitable ordeal beyond it. At last the dreary 

interval passed away, and half the allotted period elapsed 

again in an unchanging solitude, before Mariora and her 

mother dared even to own to each other the fear that was 

gnawing both tlieir hearts. No news whatever had reached 

them since the day of his departure, and, strange to 

say, hope seems to have bei?un to fail sooner in the young 

heart than in that oi the careworn old woman; but there 

■ 

is something, instinctively prophetic connected with a 
true affection, and from the very first hour on which he 
left her Mariora had a presentiment that she should see 
her husband no more* 

The old widow, in addition to the torturing suspense 
which solely engrossed her daughter, had the misery of see- 
ing their provision, which she had eked out as long as she 
could, about to fidl altogether, with no resource against abao* 
lute want in a town where she was a perfect stranger. Ima- 
gining, poor creatures, that if he should return, he would not 
be able to find them if they quitted the spot where he had 
kft them, they would not leave the house which had been 
the scene of poor Mariora's short-lived happiness, until, 
when every article ot furniture had been sold out of it to 
procure them food, she wandered about in the bare de* 
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^ serted rooms like a ghost revisiting a scene of departed 
joys; and, finally, she wbo had so lately been the idolised 
idfe of OBe she loved too well, was actually turned into 
tlie street without pity. They were now reduced to in- 
habit a wretched kind of hovel; and the old woman, 
anxious, at least, that all uncertaiDty should be at an end, 

f Rethought her of applying to die English consul for 
information respecting her son-in-law. In this she suc- 

I eeeded but too well; he supplied her at onoe with aocu- 

! rnte details concerning his death, whichhad token place 

I some months before. What would not the poor widow 
have given, as she went home to impart the news to her 

^ daughter, for yet one hour of die suspense which could 
be theirs no more 1 Mariora listened to all she had to 
say Uke a living statue ; and when her mother's last words, 
half choked in sobs, extinguished for ever the last spark 
of that hope which was her life, with one long despairing 
shriek she flung herself upon the ground, veiUng with her 
long dishevelled hair the eyes that never more desired to 

P see the light of day. 

I From this spot her mother found it irapossible to move 

her for days to come: she refused to speak or eat, but lay 
ifaere, a practical iiluetedon of the poetical term, of one 
crushed to the earth with misery. I could well believe the 
widow's account of her daughter's passionate despair, I had 

■* seen so many instances of it among the fiery Grreeks. 
Their religion, as I have said, is sincere as fitr as it goes; 
but they seldom practically comprehend its tremendous 
truths. Any one who thoroughly realises the certainty of 
» etemal and personal existence beyond the tomb, can 
never know positive despair for tlic fading of any earthly 

^ hope; but to them life is indeed ail in all, and they there- 
Sm abandon themsehm to a grief as immoderate as it is 
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tMcribk^ when the joj o£ thel Ufii is taken firavi llieiik 

There is no more fatal disease than a Jeeply-rootcd and 
hopeless sorrow; that of Maxiora destroyed her altogether; 
flhe fbli into » consomptton, and a Ssw yeace, dragged oa 
in mental and hodity msSkmg^ bronght tUa hq>le88 pair 
to the period when i £rst knew them. 

When the old woman, with many teaxi, had ooneinded- 
her fitory^ I began to look through the papers. The finfc 
was a deed regularly drawn out, by which Captain Charles 

O— , commanding H.M.S. , in the event oi hia 

death, settled on his wi& Manom Yanalrina an annvitj 
of £200 sterlinir per annum. As far as my knowledge in 
suck matters went, the sum of comparative wealth was 
quite legally inaored to the poor cieatmea who had a» 
long been waiting away in absolute want; and I aaked the 
old woman how it happened that she had never made any 
naeofit She answered, that she had taken the papeia to a 
lawyer in Smyrna, who, hsring ooonined them, efimd to 
arrange it all for her if the would give hiiu twenty draclmias 
—about iifteen shilli ngs. Tli c widow did not possesahalf thin 4 
miaeiable sum, and if she had it must hate been need to 
put Ijread into the mouth of her child; and the mean, cold- 
hearted man had actually the sordid cruelty to send her 
back to etroggk with the moat algeet po?erly« whilst he 
knewsbehad tfaemeanaof Kring in oomfert bmide her. 

Not wishing to raise the poor woman's hopes too much^ ^ 
I bade her leave the pqpeni with m^andaentforalawyeiK 
to examine them: he at oneesaid the deeda were perfectfy 
legal, and that there could be no difFiculty in putting 
Mariora in possession of this little lor tune, which was 
settled as a life-rent on her. When he had fiurly nnder» , 
taken to realise the money, I sent for the poor widow, to 
tell her of the bright prospects opening out for her; not 
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only would they now be comiortably situated, but I al- 
most hoped thsti with the aid of better physiciaiiB, and m 
few <rf the hixtirieB of life, iomething might yet be done 
for poor Mariora. To my surprise, the widow did not 
obey my amnmoiifl^ and for flevend daya I saw nothing of 
her: I thenaent again, and a feiw houra after abe appeared, 
but so changed that for a moment I could scarce believe 
it was herselil A large uiouming veil covered her i'rom 
head to feot; her grey hair^ torn out in many plaoea, hnng 
loose on her shoulders; and her face and neck, bore the 
fresh traces of the wounds she liad inflicted on herself, in 
pomiaiiee of die Gieek oustoma ai fimeial ceremonies^ I 
did not reqinre her bmst of deapaar to naderatand the 
truth — Mariora was dead — she had died at the very time 
when I had compbted the amngementa ibr {^cing her 
in posBeseion of the amraity, -wloAA of courBe e]q>ired with 
her, and which had so long been useless. It was certainly 
a strange and romantic tale to have really occurred imder 
my own observation. 

We had an opportmnty of witnening, this evenii^, the 
right so much commented on, of Turks at their evening 
denrotiona. Joet as the anaset, seven of them apiead their 
eoipeta on die deck near to ns, and went through iheir 
evolutions very deliberately. It is customary to admire 
the unfailing impasnbility with which they perform th^ 
zeUgioQB dtttiesy in whatever plaee orsoeiety thejmay be; 
but I own I could not help fanc3dng I perceived a great 
deal of ostentatious devotion amongst those before us» 

Hie first object of interest that met our eyes on coming 
on deck this morning, was the fine bold outline of tha 

we were ex- 
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pected to feel an interest on account of its connexion with . 
the name of Sappho, so pertinaciously remembered by us 
all| however little ahe may have deserved it. It is a strange 
ibing how antiquity will hallow even crime, and with 
what submissive enthusiasm wc talk of some of the heroes 
of these ancient days, whom we might indeed find it dif- 
fioolt to match in the pieaoit time, hut only for their cun- < 
niiiii, or fraud, or cold-blooded cruelty. Lesbos seemed 
beautifully green and fertile^ It has a claim with many 
Other spots in this part of the worlds to having been tk» ^ 
country of the famons Amasons: and whatever is not post* 
tively fabulous in the account given of them, may well 
have had its origin here; for the island is even now Inha- 
bited by ladies, whose masculine propensities it would do 
Mrs. Hus^o Reid*s* heart good to see. The women of 
Mytelenc inlicvit the lauded property, manage the family 
a£birs, and I have been even told that they go out to hunt 
and ride on horseback whilst the men sit at home cooking { 
and spinning. 

The whole of to^^y's sail, replete with claasical interestt 4 
crowds into a few hours so many localities, whose weQ* 

known nanios call up a host of associations, that it has 
already been described and le^escribed in most minute 
detail by every fresh visitor. Tet, despite of the eloquent 
accounts which have been given of the whole of this now 
beaten tract, from Lesbos to the sea of Marmora, I question ^ 
if even ihe most oithusiastic tmveller who first has hailed 
in delight the &r distant diadowy Island of Tenedos, till 
called on to gloat with eager eyes on the plain oi the 
Scamander, where the actual site of Troy itself is visible 
(to his mind's eye at least), I question if even such a wor- 
shipper of the past as this would be exempt from the un» 
• AaUiaMSiof the ''Bii^to of Wovan.*' 
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comfortable iueling of disappointment whidi I think must 
he shared by «U at the end of the daj, when it has been 
palpably brought before them that the whole kingdom of 
Troy was comprised in limits tliat would only be the rea- 
sonable proportion for a gentleman'*s estate in £d[igland~ 
that the tomh of Achilles, loond which the great Alex- 
ander is said tu liave danced and wept, is a little green 
knoll, almost imperceptible in the sandy plain — that, in 
short) all these famous events of a period so distant and so 
little known, that they are but solitary beacons in a great 
darkness^ have taken place within a space which now 
seems strangely inrignificant in extent to us. 

It is impcxasible, when we yenfy all this with our own 
eyes, not to feel somewhat as though we had been taken 
in all our hie, remembering the grand impressions of our 
childhood concerning them. SttU it was with no small 
delight that we established ourselves on deck on this 
bright morning, that we might not lose a single feature in 
the remarkable landscape pasnng rapidly before us. The 
wind was so high that we could not stand upright; but 
having arranged a sort of tent in a sheltered part of the 
steamer. Monsieur de b— declared that nothing could 
be more enviable than our position. We had made our* 

selves thoroughly comiortable, d la Tiirc, with carpets 
and cushions^ our eyes were to be feasted all day by a 
succesaion of scenes of the most unequivocal interest; and 
if we did not feel disposed to perform all the necessary 
raptures of enthusiasm, the American party were there to 
do it for us, who, standing directly so as to intercept the 
view to every one dse, duly and learnedly descanted on 
every place we passed. 

The town of Aleaumdria Troas, which we passed quite 
doee^ though small and unimportantt had an interest for 
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US as tliC ?pot wlicre St. Paul mentions having left liis 
cloak; but, iodaed, tbe whole of tlie Asiatic coast is hal* 
lomd by tliat grant apoifek'i Sot^takapt. The word in Ohm 
ancient Greek, which has been trandated '^doak/' is 
eauctlj the ^nie as that used in the present day to deno- 
aunate the outer gHcneiii or robe of black doth worn hj 
ihe Greek pneata* TUa nng^ lead in almost to belaew 
that in respect to the clerical dress, as well as in various 
ofehttT points, the QjseekChtireh has psaeerved thepdmitivo 
enitoniB rf the apoatolie age quite iaiaot. 

I do not know if the distance were deceptive, but it 
seemed to me q& though tlie tumuli of Ajax, Patrodus^ 
and Adiilkiii -mea nagulariy flnoaU; all tbii I haire aeen 
in Gieeee axe much faurger: thm m cae eapeoiaUy whidi 
ia verj ancient, called the tomb of the queen of the 
Anaaons^ in the plain leading to the Phalenim Bay, whiok 
kquite a little lull; it -vaa opened not long since, bat oon- 
tained only a few vases, I believe, and nothing oi any 
value. The whole of the soaoeiy to-day was vary lovdy^ 
independent of ite other dbann% eipedaliy wlieie» aa wm 
approached the straits, the European and Asiatic shores, 
both so beautiful though eo dilTcrent, draw close together, 
and the qmrt waters of the DaidanaUes, eeauag winding 
out firom the Jnlla abo^ Abydoa, meh on between the 
two castles that face one another, as they keep guard ov^ 
their respective portions of the globe, and sweep on rapidly 
te the Arohipeiaga Enrope and Asia do oertoinly aeem 
strangely near to one another during the mile which in- 
tervenes between the castles bearing their name, and those 
of Sertoa and Abydoa. At this point the Ameiioane 
produced Lord Byron's works, and prepared to talk about 
Leandcr, much to the edification of the mad doctor, who 
fbiced them to tnuaaiate the whole of their learned dia- 
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fsmBton into miserable Frcncli. In the afternoon, we an- 
flhored for half-an-hour before the town of GaltipoIiY 
ilMiding at tlte IiomI of the Helleipotit on the Evzopew 
side, and directly opposite to the ancient Lanipsacus. It 
is rather an unimportant town, not containing above three 
Anniimi inhihitinti, hattoMkimTCBdexedinfeeratiiig 
b J the wml appeanmee of the naliTes, and Ae mngukr 
oonstructioii of the streets. After passing this point, the 
HeUe^ont gram npidly ^der, till » fimniles fiiriher 
Oft it opens into the See of Mumam. 

The wind had lulled completely, and it was quite evening 
M we entered oa what is oertainly the gem of oceans. I 
oonld not bnre conoeiTed anything more beantiiul than thk 
xniniaturc sea, lying witli its clear waters still and limpid 
as those o£ an inland lake, and the green hills dosing round 
itxntiDpei&ctfteiBele. CkmiMiativelysiiMllaeiathiafuiy 
oeeseii, we ieemed to have BHide Imt litde way orer its pare 
quiet breast before night fell altogether; but I was very 
l^adlhaimy kitui^itat aeamthe East ahonld have been 
in flo heantifiil etoette, in ofjer to leaTe me a fiiToiirable 
impression of what I think the most lovely aspect in which 
nature can appear, at leaat in this part of the world. The 
maoSaag had now beoome |ier&otly tnonqiiil and seErene^ 
witfaoot whidi that majesty of repose, wUoh characterises a 
cloudless Ou^ntal &ky at sunset, would have been destroyed. 

Thoie is a tbij etange efieeti which I haTe often ob« 
eemd piodnoed et aea in Aeae htitiHles, by ike total ab* 
sence of twili<^ht, causing the night to succeed to sunset 
witii such extreme rapidity. When the rror^reous fiery sun 
haa been engulfed in a perfeet flood of golden light, it 
docs not seem as though by withdrawing his glowing rays 
he abandoned the heavens to gloom, but rather as though 
thatpme spottesiri^y were aaddenly beoome the field of s 
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mighty coinb it between day and night for the empire of 
a few short hoiu*s, in which night is the conqueror : for, 
even in presence of the glorious pageantry of the sanseti 
seems to arise just opposite from the heaving: bosom of 
the deep, strong in the power of her intense gloom, and, 
gathering the darkness round her as a mourner robes her- 
self in her sable garments, she appears to asc^d the calm 
blue vault; while, as she passes over the face of heaven, the i 
sunbeams recede before her conquering steps, and retire 
^within the luminous west, where the last snule of the de* 
parted day gradually fades and expires; and then, beneath 
her feet, star on star springs into light, waxing bolder and 
blighter as her kingdom is more firmly established, till 
every moment her deepening shadows bring forth more 
gioiious worlds. The same scene precisely is enacted on the 
Still bosom of the sea, where, as in a mirror, the reflected 
sunset is devoured by reflected night, that creeps from 

wave to waA'c with an irrcbisLiblc power. 

I think anyone who has ever beheld it could never forget 
this angular aspect of the Eastern sunset, where night seems 
thus suddenly to rise and extinguish day, instead of as in 
our not less lovely and lingering twilight, wliere slowly | 
and sadly the blessed light departs to leave the £fiir world 
where it loved to smile, to the soft shadows gradually stealing 

down Iroiu heaven long after the sun has disappeared. ! 

My enjoyment of this beautiful sight, as I lay muffled up 
in a cloak on a comer of the deck, was broken in upon by | 
having my attention suddenly arrested, and my interest 
roused, to listen to an animated conversation amongst 
several of the passengers seated near me. It was a groap 
of three or four men of difierent nations; the subject of 
their discussion, soine of the profouiidcst questions on the ' 
origin^ puxpose, and, above aU» final end of man s exist* 
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encc, cac]i one bringing to bear on these his own precon- 
ceived opinionB, individual errois of judgmeat» ox accepted 
pvqudioes; and amongst these weieanadieist, a deist, and 
a materialist. 

There is no consequence resulting irom a residence in 
-various dififerent coontries, which can have a deeper 
interest to inquiring minds, than the opportunity thus 
afforded of coming in contact with men lidding every 
different doctrine which it is possible to imagine, display- 
ing indeed hut too widely the distinctiTe shades of almost 
universal error. If there is any permanent and important 
good to be dzawn £rom foreign travel, irom the facilities 
we now possess of leaving our own country, to wander to 
and fro on Ae earth, and return to give the result of our 
observations, and our opportunities of acquiring know- 
ledge, it is from the power thus given us of judging of 
the actual state of the world, morally and intellectually* 
Its physical features change not Fausanias and Thucy- 
dides desciibe the same localities in the same terms in 
which modem trayeUexs descant upon them; but the 
destinies of the human race, swayed by an inscrutable 
Providence, are steadily working on to their predeter- 
mined consummation; and each generationi as it passes 
oyer ihe earth, and goes hence to bear its testimony of the 
progress of the work, has been stamped with its distinctive 
character and seal: therefore, in taking an enlarged view of 
ihespiritof the age, in connexion with the past of whichit 
is the oiiipring or result, we may teach it to prophesy truly 
to us of that future which it shall itseli mUuence and- 
colour. 

But this yiew is not to be obtained seated by our own 
fire-fiid^; we must go irom place to place and iium 
country to countiyi leadiiig the nationSi with their various 
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Willi une another, till, from the whole, we draw the 
analysifi of the actual slate of thingSp and of the pcogran^ 
or it may be the decadence, of the cause of tath — of the 
gospel of truth; and not only can we not attain to this 
knowledge in our land, but we ahail equally fail in our 
attempt, 'diough we wander all arer the eazth, if we eaoy 
with us our home atmospliere wherever we go. In England 
we are so occupied with our petty controveimes, and our 
angry cavilling on woids, that we have ao eyes for the 
awful march of infidelity, whioh now, like an nmnUe 
pestilence, may be traced in its results, step by step ad- 
vancing over the world. Truly, we may walk through 
the citicB where it is lampant before us, and not peroein 
it, if, whilst there, we occupy ourselves solely in inres- 
tigating the manner in which our own peculiar £o£m 
of wofriiip is canted on. 

I belieye— and with gratitude be it spoken — that, with 
very rare exceptionSi all travellers who <j^uit the shores of 
England have the cause of Ckristiani^ at heart. It mast 
not be said that they injnxe that c aus e ' t or mm mmj not 
injure a thing divine — but at least they little know how 
much they paralyse their own power to advancer it» bj 
going forth tEsmmeUed with tlieir nanoir ptejadioes md 
their party-spirit. How can \vq aim ourselves agaiiist 
those who disbelieve the fundamental doctrines, if wo 
oniselTes give aaimdneiniportBiiee to trifles? Wedwnge 
Ae deist into a sooSer, if we urge npoQ Inni a ehnrck 
and its disci pHue, when he does not acknowledge the divine 
founder of that church; and we draw down eontempi 
on that which we seek to fcrtber, in the eyes of bia wbo 
hath said in his heart, " There is no God," when we in- 
sist OB. little frivolous q^uestions in theology, or make it 
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fleemattkcwf^oiiinHgionooiiaitodm tbe a 

Sabbath whose institution he denies, as well as the f'oun- 
daUon of our liopes to be the distinctive name by whiaL 
we «re called. 

It lias been my lot to meet not only wiA infidels and 

atheists, but with Gnostics and Sociuians, and even with 
ibUowen of the hjaJtrntacymcnaxj Swede&boig; and with 
fliieh men asthaiewe moat deal jodicioaaly and <Mrotio«Bly; 

above all Tcsolvinix, that thev should sec in us the 
fioldiers of Ghxist, indeed, but waning only with one 
anofeherl So mndi might naely be dooe^ eo muehthat ia 
great and gloriousj if each one, as he quits the shore ot 
his own enlightened land, would cast aside the petty ob- 
aer?aiioe^ the wovda, the nameay the shades of cpinion, 
with whieh, firm in the weightier matters, he may toy 
and trifle there; and taking up his cross, go forth deter- 
mined to combat and subdi^ every dkve to that wicked* 
neSB ia whidi die whole woridUeth, with the troth that is 
in Christ alone and IIiiu crucified. And it is time iliat 
holy servsuits of a holy cause should walk the earth with 
acrotiniong gaie and steady pnxpoas to stem the tide of 
unbelief that has set in, and, as it woidd seem, ahall aoen 
overwhdm it altogether. 

Many saDgmae tcaTdlsmt looking at some odo narrow 
pordon of the globe alone^asid not oonaaetiiig its xdigioos 
position with that of other nations, have declared, I think 
enoneously, that there is much improvement of late. In 
some comitries privileges have been granted, and a fiur 
show 16 made by legiskiLors of the religion, which they use 
as a moral instrument to drive an unsuspecting people to 
and fro; but^ for all this, there is little doubt that they 
are deceived who take these indications of enlightenment 
for rays shed by the gospel of truth: rather are they the

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meteor lights that precede dark storms, soon to settle into 

deepest night. Let us not, however, with this mournful 
convictioiii sit idly bj, and see how the spirits that now 
walk abroad in the noonday are working the ruin of thon^ 
sands: wh^ver we may chanoe to go, soeptidsm will 
now stare us in the face; and there let us meet it on its 
own ground, and boldly, liberally» judiciously, combat it^ 

The eyes of the present generation in onr own land are 
now open, far more than in the past more lukcvvariii cen- 
tuiies, to the awful importance of these things: oh! let 
them not be veiled again by the shadows whioh the spirit 
of evil holds out to us instead of the substance, making us 
alike at home and abroad blind leaders of the blind. 

Thoughts such as these may be forgiiren me, suggested 
as they were by the conyersation wkich proceeded with in<- 
creasing vehemence at ray side — words of blasphemy 
and impiety sounding over that pure still water^ and men 
looking up to the fdr face of heaven to deny their Creator! 
Beautiful as was the night, I rose up at last and went 
below, looking forward with much delight to the £rst view 
of the queen of cities, which we were to reach early the 
next morning. We were to arrive, they said, before 
sunrise; and as the iirst entrance to the Bosphorus, espe- 
cially at that hour, is considered so beautiful a sight, we 
were all determined to be cm deck in good time, and greatly 
tormented the apathetic sailors with repeated injunctions 
to have us called.

May 5th. 

Mr friends congratulated me muck last night on the 
great aoquisitioiis my journal was certain to make today 

in an elaborate description of the arrival at Constantinople ; 
and I not less anticipated writing home a long account of 
liow we stood transfixed with wonder and delight, as the 
Queen of the Bast rose out of the sparkling waters before 
us, like a glorious city all of gold, so bright did I expect 
her to seem in the pure flashing light of the rising son. So 
much for onr waking dreams. I know not if those which 
haunted the actual sleep of my companions, on approaching 
a city which yields to none on earth except Jerusalem in 
vast and varied interest, were more like the cold reality. 
The Turkish Empire itself will soon be a dream : already 
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is it gliding from the scale of nations, losing its distinctive 
characteristics day by day, and asBuming that shadowy in- 
distinctness, as the spirit of other countries steals on it fiom 
all sides, Hich tcIL iliai a? a peculiar ;ni<l separate people 
it will soon belong only to the past. Tins iact, daily becom- 
ing more glaring to all who even cursorily glance at the 
actual state of the Ottoman Empire, is noways affected by 
the political late which may ultimately cancel it from 
among the kingdoms of the earth. A country may change 
masters, losing even its name, and become merged in one 
more powcri'ul, whether it be subdued by the force of 
axmSi or handed over to a foreign yoke by the diplomatic 
arrangements of those who hare made it the toy of tbor 
owu interest; but it tnav not the less in this position retain 
its individuality, if such a term may be used, the character 
of the people remaining the samc^ and the spirit of the 
nation nn<}ueiiclked. 

With Turkey it is very dilierent: it has been tlie policy 
alike of all those great powers in whoee hands it lieSf and 
whose clashing interests alone have prevented its being long 
since assififned to one or the other, to undermine it crr^dii- 
ally ; e^acingfromititepeculiaritieso&e by one, and bringing 
it in eontaet with the moral atmoefiliere of other ooimtries^ 
under the ostensible motive of laudably introducing eivilisa- 
tion and enli<ihtenment: thus, it will soon matter little 
whethttitholdsitsplaceonthemapasaBusBun provinee 
or by any odier name, as far as its own individual existence 
is concerned. It is the Turkish Liiipue, with ail its great 
and peculiar features, which is passing away; whose tenn of 
ezistence, leaving a wild and stirring page aaongihe vecofdi 
of the eartli, is cxpiniig at last. Dutcven to those of the 
passengers whose residence in the East had made them 
aware of these fiEu^ts, the night pceceding the fifsl sight of 
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Constantinople might well be invaded by visions un- 
known before. 

Thefeifl ftt lent o&e peoaliaiityt which will ding to it as 
long as then ia one Btone left standiiigGaiuioiher; andthftt 
is the strange aiiinity wLicli tliere has ever been between 
the fainst and proudest city of which £urope can boast^ 
with oonatant and ever lecvrring inuigea of bbodahed, 

murder, and cruelty : not even Rome in tlie days of the em- 
perors, whose sweetest music was the siiiieks of the tortured 
and the dyings or Paiia weltding in the blood of ita 
levolutionary victims, can be connected in oar mind with 
'^ioQa so hoidbiei of death in a thousand shapes, as this 
alill sangainaiy eitj of beauty. They, it ia true, can bring 
«p to the memory periode in thor Uitoiieaof awful and 
tempestuous darkness, when their streets ran with rivers of 
Uood, and the heart tuzna Mot to think that man can be 
m demon-like; but it ianot^ aa here, a oonskant lecnnenee 
of ever-vii lying, never-ending, scenes of horror and infamy, 
which even now daily xiae a&eah within old Byaantiiim'a 
iime>hGiDouxed walliL 

In Rome and Parifl^ ihe temporary power given to 
monsters in human form, or the frenzy of excited passions, 
filing tlie pofNilace with passing madness, might convulse 
them at times with fury; but here the innate and oold* 
blooded cruelty of the people tlicmselvc.-, as inucli their 
fixed and impassible character now aa it was centuries 
ago, haa itamped thiadty with a seal peculiar to itsdf, in 
the contrast it erer praente rf the beautiful and the hor- 
lihle— death wantoning in as lovely a spot aa the world 
ean ofier to our qrea— rapine and murder running riot in 
bar fidry gard cno slavery and infamy, that dsewhere creep 
aerpent-like concealed from view, laiupant in her golden 
palaoea; and the limpid wateia that bathe her feet — the 
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calm and tranquil waters — hiding within their unhallowed 
depths a putrefying mass of her innumerable victims. 

But little time» however, ww giyen ni £>r dreanuDg, 
for the well-tutoTed eailors had us awoke while it was 
still almost dark ; and we found when we met on deck that, 
in our enthusiastic expectations of witnessing the Boe- 
phorusfor the first time at sonrisey many had scaioeljr 
slept at all. And now the reality was before us; but never 
surely was reality so dismally unlike the anticipation. Our 
fixst sensation on coming up was of intense cold, aggravated 
by a pieicing mid, which drove a sharp small rain in oar 
faces, as a palpable indication that we were already further 
to ihe north than we had been for many years. We looked 
de^ndingly rounds over a sea of dull gray, and on ^ther 
bide a fniiit outline of scarce visible hills: a fog, somewhat 
like that in which London is shrouded on a November 
morning, lay dark and heavy in the air, with its cold damp 
vapours rising up around us, and making our teeth to chat- 
ter audibly; and this was indeed all that was to be seen I 
Nevertheless, we were unquestionably on the spot where 
we had expected so different a sight, and we looked at one 
another in great despair. 

At last, in a paroxysm of disappointed enthusiasm, we 
demanded CSonstantinople of the captain, as ihough it 
was his own private [)r(jperty which he ^\'as liiding Iroin 
lis out of spite; and called upon him to give an account 
of his imposition, in pasdng off this muddy lake upon 
us as the Bosphoms. He answered that we had not 
yet altogether entered it; and that as for Constantinople, 
the great, the beautiful, the day-dream of each one of 
US, ^'Eccolar We looked in the direction indicated, 
and saw, when the cold wind occasionally raised the 
curtain of mist, what seemed to us detached portions of 
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a large straggling village; nor could we distinguish the 
form of a single building, in short, it was a complete 
Ailoxe. This tmfoitanate weather had spoilt all; and we 
oonld but listen in all humility to the Americans, who now 
renewed their highly-coloured descriptions of New York 
and Boston. Our dkappointment was ao gieat^ that we 
would hardly admit to oitTselyea that the floene was lapidljr 
improving, even as we looked on it. A beautiful face, 
whose cliarm is in its symmetiy and perfection of featurei 
will still be lovdy, evm when the gloom of sorrow has 

chased tlie <]m\v, tiiat bricrhtcns it; :md so the exquisite 
landscape which opened upon us as we entered the Gol- 
den Horn/' though sad without the smile of the sunshine, 
was stamped with an unequivocal beauty which no mist or 
cloud could altogether hide. 

Wehad arrivedat the landing-place of Tophanai howeyer^ 
and were involved in all the bustleof landing, before the fog 
Lad iuificiently cleared away to enable us to enter in detail 
into the beauties of this marvellous city ; and by the time we 
reached the quay in the midst of the shipping, we were snr- 
rounded by such a motley crowd of vessels of all kinds, that 
nothing was to be seen through their forests of masts. The 
noise andoonfusion were quite distracting; on one side of us, 
the band of an English man-of-war was playing Qoi 
save the Queen" most lustilyj and on the other a Turkish 
vessel, indulging in their favourite amusement of spending 
powder, was thundering out a volley in honour of some 
unheard-of as usual, both sounds were almost drowned 
by the clamour of the boatmen alongside, loudly vocife* 
rating theirre^^ectiveckims to our patronage. Theywese 
principally Greeks, and not nearly so picturesque as those 
of Smyrna; and as for the valets-de-place ^ they appeared 
here in hats and coatSi and not only spealdng French, but 
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witli the Parliirin accent ! Even in the midst of all this 
bustle, I was struck with the strong emoUoa displayed by 
Madame T— on imdiiig bcnrif appioaeliiiig the home 
of her infancy, wheferiie had dweh with her &ther in his 
days oi' honour aod prospeiity, and where all the tragic 
eeeneasD deeply imp wBBcd on her memorf had taken pUoe, 
We at laat efieeted oar knding , and wa^re dnly met at the 
stairs by a detachment irom that volunteer corps of lialf- 
starved feroei0ii8 dog% who inTariably receive a stranger 
on his arrival at Conkaatinopley and attend on him asBidii- 
ously during the whole of his stay : they are really danger^ 
ous, as one of our party found to his costf who was severely 
hitilenia thehand by one of diem aa he ate^qped on ahoie; 

The fint object which met ovr eyes was one of ihoee 
lovely little fountains, which are to be met at the comer 
of almost every street, feeanag each one aepanUely a perite^ 
fitde pietme, &r more admirably arranged, with perliapa 
a palm-tree or a cypress waving over thcin, and a few 
Turidsh women drawing water, thaa any imaginary 
grouping oonld have efieeted* This one, at fitst agk^ 
seemed to us merely a fantastic little building of Moresque 
architeetuie, decorated with lapis lazuli and gold, and 
oofered with innnmevaUe inBefiption& And now w<e 
eommeneed toiling up Ae steep mieven o ta cet whidi led 
to the Hotel de France, thinking all the time how in 
fans or Ltondon we should have diadained to walk through 
aneh rough, iU-pa;ved lanes, and eanfelly asrading the 
contact of the sig:hts and sounds common to all ciuwded 
thoroughlkreSy which met us here at every turn. 

Moreover, m we weve inPem, the Eonqpeanqiiarteiv m 
encountered very few of those brilliant costumes which in 
Eastern towns make one speedily forget the dust, and the 
j^gHy ffif>d tb ^ vffy TO gffy^"fff ffl*!'^l^^^^'fpp^*^"'* wlwrf^t tlMy 
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generally emerge. Bat still we were in Constantinople for 
tbefini tine, nd wnooiof onrptttj thongkiii^piite neo» 
ivy to be » imich emptiind » 

casion; according to tbc custom of some travellers), wiio, not 
being Btucb in tlie babit of fimniiig % judgment for theni" 

which oitt 11 regulates matters of taste, und assiduously 
admire whatever has been pronounced worthy of adniiratioa 
bjprevioiiB tonr iflto ilu mwbicb^ doubdeiiyit lewlta tbti; 
•D smck suneiieflB k to be found in tbe worla of tniTdlenL 
At last, after half an hour of a very steep ascent, we 
Mcbed Le Petit Cbampe des Morton" imrUdi our hotel 
mm flbattted. It k kfge and bandtone, and we wm at 
once conducted into the public sitting-room, a great hall 
with an immense window at one end. 

Now, dming oax toihoTne walk thxongli ibe atreeta, we 
had felt the sun growing hotter and hotter, but in our dis- 
content at the disappointment of the mornmg, when he had 
lefiiaed to dnne, we only looked on this as anaggxaratioii 
tooartriak; and it was not till we approadied the window 
that we diswvered how amply he was disposed to compen- 
sate iox his former snliefiness, and what a glorious scene he 
bad prepared to meet our eyea. Lookingoutof the window 
is surely the coiunioncst act in the world, but it may ha?© 
very different results; for, in the one case, you may look 
out on a dead wall, or a red brick booM, or tbe angle of a 
wet muddy street; whereas here the gorgeous pictute that 
was spread out before us was indeed more a sight to dream 
of than totelL 

First, directly bdow ua, was the Lesser Field of Deadi, 
a very garden, all green grass and wild flowers, blossom- 
ing unheeded in carelgsa luxuriance, shaded by lofty trees 
and tanked bmabwood, whose waving bnaicbes and dark 
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leaves, clustenng loond the tombsj broke the sunbeams 
iDto a thomnd firagmentSy and acatteied them in glandng 
light oyer the marble atones. And ihese green diadea, dop- 
ing downwards, opened suddenly, and displayed to view 
the splendid city that lay beneath^ one glittering mass of 
Oiiental buildings, all confnaedy though bright, because 
each ffolden dome and polished ball oausrht the strong 
sunlight, and dazzled the eye that vainly sought to pene- 
trate this wilderness of Taried and &ntastic arohitecture; 
except indeed where, abrupt and distinct, the tapering 
nunaiets shot up against the pure blue sky, or a dark 
group of cypress-trees made some great mosque stand out 
in strong relief, till every line of ite old Byzantine walls 
was visible. There lay St. Sophia, which the imagination 
does so people with mighty phantoms, that the first sight 
of it brings with it a feeling as though we gazed upon a 
thing unearthly ; and near it the matchless seraglio, rising 
all sparkling out of a bed of the richest foliage, where the 
lights and shadows chased each other till they expired among 
the more sombre trees; and beyond that aqam, those lifrht 
and fairy palaces, with their lovely bowers so green and 
firesh, because they sweep down to the Tery edge of the 
water^ and are kissed by every faintly rippling wave that 
rises on the scarce heaving bosom of the Bosphorus; — 
again, that Bosphorus itself, pure and smiling, carrying 
the eye in one unbroken line to the fair gardens of Ana 
on the other side, to which the distance gives a dreamlike 
beauty. 

I am certun ihat not one of all who stood in mlent 

wonder, gazing on this scene, w ill ever forget it. Those 
amongst us who had declared that Venice and Naples 
might at least be called riYais to what has been termed an 

uniivalied city, now wilKngly gave up their former 
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favourites: and very marvellous did it seem to us that this 
magic scene should present, when viewed in detail^ an as- 
peel 80 mean and {ndfol, and otbeia xeyoltingi as we had 
abeady ascertained in onr walk. I am somewhat inclined to 
agree with a recent English traveller, who, having been more 
&YOured with the weather on his amval here than we were, 
sawihe fiillbeaufyof this view burst upon him atonoe,and 
instantly declared, that as nothing could possibly enhance 
the charm, nny nearer inspection must necessarily detract 
from it; and therefore positively refused to land at all, and 
returned home without havinrr set his foot on the ishoi c ! 

There is a moral epicureanism in thus seeking to retain 
the image of beauty once stamped on the mind, with- 
out allowing any less bright to eflbce it, imposnble to 
be carried out in this ever-shifting life: in like manner 
the traveller, as he passes from land to land, would fain 
give a record only of the bright and beantifbl, and de- 
scribe no scenes but those uhicli bring pleasing pictures 
before the eye. But this must not be : if he is a follower 
of trath^ he must tell how in the external landscape he 
passed from the bright mountain top to the dark Tall^, 
and how the clouds ever chased the sunbeams over the 
&ce of the earth; and in the Uving world how often he 
found that evil was glossed over with a semblance of 
good, that social systems which seemed so fair and smooth 
were rotten at the core, and how, unsuspected by the ^vlse 
and true^ injustice and infamy were oft^ systematically 
carried on arouiul them: he must draw the veil from all 
that sins against the cause we serve; and if he would that 
man should profit by his wanderings, he most not dally 
with the ills which even now creep disguised among the 
nations, and whose foul influence, extending far beyond 
the term of his own short Ufe, may carry their poison to 
the heart of a yetmibom people* 
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We were drawn from our contemplation of the view 
by the arrival of Monsieur de S— — 'a two iriezids— 
Monneur de B , and his iiepliew« MoMicQr Enm^ 
who Iwd preoeded liini, and on whom wo were disposod 
to look witk some anxiety, as tliey were to be our com- 
ptnioni OA die Dumbe all the wbj to Vienna — m period 
of seFeoleeQ dayi, half of whioh we flkoold spend witk 
them in quarantine. Happily, there is a sort of family 
likeneas between weUrbom, gentkmaalike men, of whob- 
eier oountry thejr maybe, which ensured their being \ cry 
pleasant companions. Wc iiad not forgotten that it wus 
Sunday, a day which it is perhaps more important to keep 
rigidly abmd than at home, in order that there may not 
seem to be any inconsistency in our conduct to those who 
have witnessed the strictness of its observance in England. 

We set out to go to church; b«t as we had an hour to 
spend befose theserriee began^ we employed it in walking 
about the town. It was a sti'ange thing, that walk 
through Gonstaatinopie, rambling on without any defi- 
nite objeet; now pasnng along stroefar where the strange* 
looking houses almost closed over our heads, and where 
negro slaves, running to and iro, made way i >r t]ie 
Turkish setgnars riding along on prancing horses splasdidly 
caparisoned; or coming suddenly on a little open *' place' 
half filled witk tba picturesque sellers of water, and their 
pustaresqiie onstomers; or taming down to a eemetery, 
whexe the Turkish women sat shrouded in thor white 
veils, and the merry cluklren played witli the bones sokd 
skulls; and ever and anon, as we rounded the corner of a 
street, or paand an opoiing among the eyptess-trees, the 
same goigeous view we had seen from ^c window Aashed 
upon ns again, and onee more the glittenng city was 
revealed, widi the beaming watem at its feet, and the 
fair gardens of Asia shadowy and soft beyond. On ea- 
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tering within the court of the neat and quiet little chapel 
belonging to the iiiitisk embaaajr, I could ahnost hare 
fitficied mjself in eome panalx cbwdi in En^aiidi, 00 
&iiuliftr aeemed the pordi and knioed window, with the 
roses glowing over them; but the dark laces of some 
Arabfl, who thniifc thtmmiwm ia after dkprifcid the 

illlUBOIl. 

On returning to the hotel for dinner, it was quite a 
pleasure to meet with all our eompawoMB again, most of 
whom had taken room here. Madame T had left 

us for the house oi a friend, but she is to juin U6 iii all 
our expeditious; and ao are the Aiasgricaas, of whom the 
only repzeaentatrre now preaentiaa pefKm known amonpt 
ourselves by the name of Kentucky, from the constant 
repetition of the word in his conversation. He is also 
going up the Danube, and seema to dunk himself lev 
likely to loee hia wny if he keeps us in sight. 

We were much interested in the iniuruiatiun given to us 

by Monsieur de B on the institutions which have been 

eataUiBhed in this city by the Fjpenck Somis de la Chaxit^. 
It seems that he came licn^ partly to investigate into Uicir 
proceedings; and the account he gave of all he had heard 
and seen waa well worthy of attentian. He told ua that 
in 1839 two pious women, who had becx^me oonrerts to 
the Roman Catholic religion, had come to Constantinople, 
and devoted themselvQa to the work of initnieting and 
otberwiie benefiting the libdem poor. Their efforts were 
crowned with so much and such rapid success, that the 
establiehment in the iame pboe of a laige body of die 
ScBois de la Ciharit6, who eame ficom Fiance for tlie 
purpose, was the speedy result. Sliuit as the time has 
been since these zealous Cbnatiatta have entered u])on thia 
new field of labour, it must be owned in all juadoe that 
tlic ^iu^iess they have made, and tlie beneficial elFccts of 
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their jndidoiueflbrto, are motfcmirprism^ Before ihe year 

1840, no means of instruction whatever existed for young 
girls at Galata. The siaterhood of St. Vincent de Paul^ 
in that quarter, now cbthe, board, and educate fenr hun- 
dred entirely of tJic poorer classes, and of all religions indis- 
crimin ately . Th c o i der of the ' * Jb'reres de la Doctrine Chre- 
lienne'' haYe a similar eBtablishment for boys; and at Bebec, 
on the Bosphorus, the brotherhood of the Lazarists have 
formed a college for young men of the higher ranks, who, to 
the number of eighly,aze there reoeiTing an education orga- 
nised on the system practised in the TTnireni^ of France. 

In none of these institutions, all of which arc admir- 
ably conducted, is there the smallest attempt made to pro- 
selytise ; their proceedings are as politic as they are 
generous and active, ibr tlicj well know how very diffi- 
cult such a task would be. The mere natural indolence 
of the Turks would make them eschew such a revo- 
lution in their lives as a change of creed must produce : 
how much more when invited, in addition, to adopt 
a religion which would prohibit their harems, and abolish 
slavery ! They go no further, therefore, than to endea- 
vour to inculcate the principles of a general morality, and 
to inspire a reverence for their own faith, solely from the 
fruits it bears in themselves. The holy sisters, in dis- 
tributing their abundant charities and kind offices to all 
who are in want, of whatever creed or denomination they 
may be, merely say^ ^* We do it for the love of God;" and 
the admiration as well as confidence with which both 
they and the Lazarists have inspired the Turks is un- 
bounded. £ven government, as it would appear, not 
only tolerates but approves of these institutions, if we 
arc to judge by un anecdote which Monsieur de B 
related to us. 

A Turk, who occupied a position sufficiently important 
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to render his proceedings a matter of comment and cari- 
osity, had placed his son at ihe College of Bebec; bat 

** le monde Turc," as Monsieiir de B said, and more 

ei^ecaaUy the Oulemahs, were so loud in t^eirdisappxoba* 
tion of this act, that he q>ee£l7 withdrew him from it 

again. The affair became known to the present sultan, 
Abdul Mejid. He instantly desired that father and son 
should appear before him, and interrogated the young 

mail as to wlictlicr any attempt had been made, directly 
or indirectly, to convert him. The youth answered, 

Never." Upon whidi the saltan ordraed him instantly 
to return to the College, and expressed himself in flattering 
terms respecting the brotherhood. 

From the favourable zecepftion which these servants 
of the Roman Church have met with in the land of 

the Osmanli, Monsieur de B indulges in far brighter 

visions of all that ihej may yet accomplish, than I am 
disposed even to admit as possible. It is his earnest 
desire that all the scattered efforts of his country at 
Piopagandism should be united in one strong, well- 
directed movement towards the East; and his enthuriastic 

patriotism, renderin^r him very sanguine tor any attempt 
made by La Belle ranee, carries him on to look ibr a 
most improbable soooess: not even stopfnng short of the 
hope that in a century or two some new Constantine may 
arise to plant the universal banner of the cross in the 
Oriental world. We might have joined the Frenchman in 
Ilia wisheSy notwithstanding the exdunon from the great 
work he projected of all nations but liis own, were it but 
from the natural desire to see Christianity enter into this 
country under any form whatsoever: but we certainly 
could not share in his hopes. 

Independently of whatl deem the moral impoadbility of 
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erer inducing the Turks to abandon the creed wluclx ao plea* 
■uitly pampesillieirevil propeiuDlMs, Aemm % thcuMmd 
counteracting influences ever in full play. Russia is even 
now at work, both jhere and in Persia^ to anesfc die 
progiesB of the Bonun Onueb; nd we must zemembeff 
that though themoliTes of isdrndnab engaged in die 
work of Propagandism may be a sincere desire to spread 
their religioBr--as in the oaee of this holy sieterhood it 
oertiuily n-^wheve ihoie effixti aie dixeoted by goveni* 
ments, it is policy, and not the calory of God, which is 
the spring of action; — ^indeedi I could not help thinking 
that the Jeaints, toiliiig on so sHOTdkmaly and so iade* 
fatigably to universal dominion, might well be the covert 
in^igatois of all these lioly efforts in the East. 

If it were so, however, Moniieiir de B » ■ was ntterljr 
unaware of it, for his dislike to this powerful body was, 
I think, only equalled by his dread of them. Nor must 
we allow him, nnoontzadicted, to aisert that the oanse of 
Chiisdanity in Tiirkejr is abandonad to France akme: the 
American missionaries, less numerous, less rich, perhaps, 
bat aotualed in singleBess of heart by the sole desbe of 
adTaneing their heavenly Master's kingdain, and who have 
nothing to do with policy and expediency, have already 
worked theix way muchiurther than we could have looked 

When dinner was over, we seated ourselves on the long 
divan placed below the window. The curtains wluch 
hung over than doling the heat of the daj were drawn 
up, and the aame matchless spectacle was oflfeted to our 
gaze, now more than ever like an unreal vision ^ for the 
soft shadows of evenings which oould not darken it, &om 
the purity of the atmosphere, had tempered all to an ideal 
beauty. And as we reclined there^ the mind mvolun- 
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iaiily letiaced the erentfol histoxy of that great Eastern 

empire, swept away in the wreck of departed ages by 
the inviolate law which makes all things that have 
existence in the world to hnny to their own destroction, 
and that destruction again to breed new life; so that the 
face of this earth is like a billowy ocean, where one by 
<me the nations rise and fall, and gather up their strength 
and overwhelm each other, and then disperse and sinkan 
rise again. 

And so we lay, gajsing down upon this monument of 
earth's ephemeral glory, and nature's imperishable loveli- 
ness ; AvUkt in the street below, the tinkling bells of the 
Axabas, gay with their silken hangings, and laden with 
lihe veiled sultanas, mingled with ike cries of the slaves 
to ihe axm that drew them, and the confused sound 
of strange Oriental tongues, came vaguely on the ear; 
and ibOf as the kst flsflhing ny o£ sunset expired 
on ihe bright water, there suddenly arose i^xm the 
still night air the low musical call to prayers. In one 
singfe instant the cry was taken up from minaret to 
minaret, and mosque to mosque, with its wild peculiar 
intonation — nc)Vv sounding near and startling, now floating 
away over the lair waves, and now so ilEiint and distant 
thait we oonld not tell whether it came from Emx>pe 
or from Asia; and in tlic iinL-l ui nil tliis there ciuiie 
an Itahan boy, with the hand-organ, under the window, 
and played the last new polka. The interruption was 
periiaps so far advantageous, that nothing else could have 
induced us to go to bed, on this our first night at Con- 
stantinople.

The firman requisite before the mosques can be visited 
had been obtained for Monrieor de S— before his 
aiiival; and as lie kindly wished us to avail ourselves of it, 
this day was to be entirely devoted to seeing all those 
sights which, although new in thmr palpable reality to each 
separate vimtor^ have been so often described that the 
details are now often tiresome. In this hotel, which is 
ea^mely comfortable, the meak are taken in common 
in the public ntting-room; and we find this a great ad» 
vantage, as it affords us an opportunity of gaining much 
information &om the various habitu^ of the place. 
Amongst these isihe editor of a Turkish newspaper, and 
one or two FrenchmeUi naturalised in tlie country for 
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many years, Madame T and her brother arrived ia 
good time toaeoompany us, and Monsieur de S— acceded 

to a written request Irom two or three Englishmen to be 
allowed to do the same: when we went down to the door, 
however, there was a uniyersal exclamation of ^' Perfide 
Albion !" for the two or three had augmented to a party of 
some twenty or thirty, and it was by no means agreeable 
to be followed by such a crowd. 

All travellers must know well of what importance it is, 
in such a place as Constantinople, to procure an intelligent 
guide; a man who will not only bring new objects before 
the eyes, but also shed new lights upon the mind. We had 
been fortunate in engaging a Frenchman, of the name of 
Joseph, quite capable of instructing us on many points. 

We crossed, in those very graceful and very uncomfort> 
able caique?, to tliat part of the city more properly termed 
Ck>nstantinople. I was struck with the vast diiierence 
between this quarter and that of the Franks at Pera, which 
has lost so much of its Orientalism, without having ac- 
quired any European comfort. Here we had the East 
again in full perfection, with all the strong contrast which 
it ever presents— its magnificence, and its want of cleanli- 
ness — its solemn majestic-looking people, with their trilling 
aimless occupations — in short, its refinement of luxury, 
and, if such a term may be used, its refinement of barba- 
rism. Our first visit was to the Seraglio, the exterior of 
which is so charming at once from its extreme architec- 
tural elegance, and &om the rich luxuriant gardens that 
rise all round it ; yet, according to the invariable l:uv of 
disenchantment, on walking through those gardens, they 
are no more beautiful than those which are to be found on 
every gentleman's Ci:tatu in England; and with the in- 
terior I was grievously disappointed, as far as the furniture 
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went, at least The long suites of rooms are certainly very 
handfioine, and oi'tea magnificent; but instead of the 
gozgeoiis dmpeiiesi andduIikNtSyAiid divmsy whieklliad 
expected, they wete fiuniBhed with miseimble diaira and 

tables, looking as civilised as possible. The baths, however, 
were really tspleodid, particalajrly those oommoiily used by 
the late sultan; and I thoagbt how often he must have 

posed there, after the fatigues of witnessing an execution in 
the court below — tliat kingly pasUme of this lovely land. 
Hie so-called gallery ofpiotoies was most particularly amttt* 
ing, a-: it consisted of a long ikutow cuiridor, with windows 
on one side, and on the other an internunable range q£ 
«ietohed engiaviBgB, idl of predady the »me ai>e, ia 
precisely the same gilt frame, and as close to one another 
as tiiey could be placed. We found the portrait of Grace 
Darling amongst them, a stninge illustration of the powo: 
of one heroic act. 

Truly, it was a bright and pleasant palace, and the marble 
halls were very oool| widi the murmur of the fountains 
sounding through them; and sweet, too, the scented air thai 
was wafted in from the sunny gardens beyond ; and yet there 
was an atmosphere of death hanging round it, and the be- 
wildered eyes often fancied they saw stains of blood on the 
rich carpets or snow-vvhiLc pavements. Thcru isonellulc 
opening in the women's apartments, directly on the Bos- 
pfaorusy where we even fancied still there lingered the echo 
of many more and wilder shrieks than ever haunted even 
the Bridge of Sighs at Venice. 

The Turks would seem to hold the abode of theit 
numaich as sacred as ihm places of worship, once we 
had equally to change our shoes for slippers on entering 
within it. Leaving the Seraglio gardens^ we crossed 
thioi^li various courts towards a stately and a mighty 
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building, whose name, bearing the weiglit of centuries, 
conjures up a crowd of iuaages tlmt oppress the mind. 
We ^tezed by a low door, and so ftaaed from the bright 
sunlight and the waving trees into the deep gloom of the 
vast and solemn St. Sophia. All within its immense and 
sounding dqMhs, from its wide domea lined with golden 
monic, to its time*wom pavement covered with carpeti of 
inestimable value, was redolent of the past, and of a past 
bewcing on the desfanies of many nations. But most it 
stradk upon the heart, to see how every here and there the 

liall-cllaccd cross wu- replaced by the well-defined crescent. 
The immeaae cherubim, whose mysterious-looking image 
bad been sfetmped on the xoof by theChristian ibunda, 
have been left untouched, probably because tlie Turks 
knew not what they were; and to me there is almo^ an 
awful feding in looking up to them now» for they seem 
like stem witnesses, unwittingly retained by the very 
desecrators themselves, to behold the abominations now 
pKo&ning that onoe holy building. 

The treasures accumulated within this edifice must be 
immeiibe, as we could judge by the piles of large cases which 
contain all the property of those who have no other place of 
settudty. Here they will leave their jewels and money even 
open, us llicy know the building to be held so sacred that 
nouje would dare to touch them. From the gallery, which runs 
along the wall at aconsideiable distance &om the ground, the 
view of the interior of St. Sophia is really quite unequalled. 

from thence we proceeded to visit six or seven other 
mosques; that of Achmet| remarkable for its antiquity, 
and of SoUman, for the ezquiate freshness and ele- 
gancy of its decorations ; but having seen uiie, we had 
in fkd seen all — they are so perfiwtly similar the one to 
ifae other; always the sune in fiNtm and arrangement, 
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only here and there the azabeflques differing a little, or the 
colour of the draperies. I could even have thought it was 

the very same Moslems who, each time we entered, cast on 
us looks of such bitter contempt, and drew aside their gar- 
ments that we might not contaminate them by our touoh. 
I know not why it is that those buildings, imquestionably 
places of worship, quiet and solemn, and whose sacrcdness 
is so much enforced, should yet fail to inspire the visitor 
v/ilh any of those i:ubducd, sober feelings, which the mere 
entrance into a fine Latin church, or one of our own cathe- 
drals, or even a quiet little parish churcht invariably piD< 
duces. It were but a fancy to suppose that the ^irit of the 
true religion, whose observances are tliere carried on, has, 
as it were, purified the very air within them; and that the 
ever-rising inoense of sincere and himible prayer so lingers 
in the atmosphere, that by its unseen influence we feel our- 
selves to be in holy ground : but this at least may well be, 
that our knowledge of what that creed is, for whose support 
those gorgeous mosques were raised, will cast a far deeper 
gloom over our own minds on entering them, than that 
with which all the most solemn shades of their vaulted 

chambers could ever inspire us. 

Mahomedanism is hourly opening out into a new aspect 
before me. 1 had imagined it but a low, degraded creed, one 
of the numerous offsprings of prolific error and ignorance, 
which, as a substitute for the truth that has not yet dawned 
upon them, could not have a better or a worse effect in its 
moral influence on the great multitude than any other vain 
superstition; butfrom the conversation of those whomlmeet 
here, and who are well qualified to judge, and from a closer 
view of its palpable working, not as seen in die history of 
past ages, but on the hearts and mmds of the individuals 
with whom I am actuaUj in contact everyday, I oannot bat 
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think that it was oxiginally a deeply-laid scheme, carried 
ont with aa almost fiend-like knowledge of the human 
heart, for enthralling the people by working solely on their 
evil passions. Most other religions, however much they 
may hare fiidlen firom their common origin in man's in- 
stinetive oonBdonsness of the Supreme, have at least for 
their ultimate aim and end the moral improvement of man; 
wheieas the system of Islamism would seem m every doo* 
trine and in every law to foster and bring forth their wotbI 
propensities, presenting even the heaven for which their 
purer spirit is to strive under images so earthly, that the 
very hope itself degrades them to the lowest level of man- 
kind; and satibiying the conscience that goads their fallen 
nature to arise, with a few material and unmeaning obser* 
vanoesi strong only in their strictness. 

It is thus at least that Mahomedanism appears in this 
country ; elsewhere it may be, and I have heard that it is;, 
otherwise: a religion not divine must necessarily have 
difierent results according to the character and peculiarities 
of the people on whom it acts, like the practical working 
of any other vystem. Assuredly it has found here a fair 
field, if its object were to brutaUse the people and paralyse 
their higher faculties; for I become daily more convinced 
that in none have the last traces of that image in which 
man was created been more utterly effiu3ed than in the 

Turks, notwithstanding the strona; jn'opusscboion in {avour 
q£ this people which exists in Europe, and which I luliy 
shared till I found myself face to face with them in their 
own country, and in their true colours. 

We now passed through the court of the Ak' Mehdan, 
where again, as at every step in this strange place, the eye 
w feasted with scenes of beauty, while the mind reverto 
to scenes of horror. The fine old mosque of Aohmet fills 
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one side ; the Egyptian obelisk, and the pseudo-serpent, 
supposedy without any foundation for the idea, to be a 
myrterioua n3ic of the now deaolato Ddphii ziae in iim 
centre; and there tre apwrHittg fiwmAuns and iommng 
trees : but this white pavement was once a very sea of 
bloody and tl^ walls of the old Achmet inosque hav» 
edioed to the ahiieka of the djmg; Con this k the saem 
of the massacre of the janissaries, and opposite is the 
blackened rum of their barrack, whither they were drivea 
in tfadr deepemte xeMfeanoe, that thoae ia whom life ma 
obstinate miijflit be exterminated by fire. 

Sultan Muhmoud had ably made death his poHtical agent 
uk this infltaaoe; but we jMsed on to wmty how up eo d fl y 
that awful power had datmed aa his slave the iiiaaler of 
thousands in slavery, for our next visit was to the tomb of 
that monaitL A flight of marUe ateps leads up into a 
laige cuxsolar xooni, whaie the bright sunshine is steeam- 
ing in tlirough the great windows, softened only by pass- 
ing through the H<M>m^"g flowers that are twined around 
ihem: there is a luxurious carpet, and the zidieathangingay 
and low scats wiiL silken cushions — every tlim^ tliat 
should lead us to suppose this the bower of some young 
pampered beauty; bat in the centre stands a wooden aar* 
co| )hagus, over which hang the heary folds of the most 
splendid carpels and cashmere shawls; and within lies tha 
now powerless body of the crafty sultan, rottiiig and 
decaying not the leas ihat he haa aou^it to draw Inzmy 
down with him, even to the grave. 

His predecessors ha¥e all similar places of rqtoae, whiok 

we also visited; and on entering this cae» Madame T 

earnestly asked to which of the monarchs it belonged. 
When she heard the name, too well known to her, she uttered 
a pienang shriek, and fixing her great black eyea on tlie 
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tomb with the molt imp^oned hftte, exclaimed, It is 
tbs murdeircr of mj fikther; I detetterai Ins dead corpse P 
Her emodon was so great liiat die was toi^i to leave us, 
axid we did not see licr again that daj. 

If aiiy thiiigoomieotod withdmth oouUei^ 
dbe zooms oontaiidiig the iuniaieziUe little deadsatfauiswii 
sultanas would certainly be so — strange nurseries, all filled 
with rows of wooden boxes, where the tiny turban or a TeU 
indieatestheseac I know not if in ibcini^tiniei the sultan's 
nephews and nieces had a better ialc thun lu the present 
day : it is said to be a syst^uatic part of the reigoing 
monaidi's policy to hkre aU the eihU^Mn who are bom to 
his brothers and sisters strangled a few hours after their 
birth, in order that there may not be too msjay heirs in the 
diiect fine of soeeession to tlie throne. 

The neeesnty of Tisiting all these objects of inteiert ttt 
once, only one firman being granted £br them all, renders 
this course of ng^tHKnng most fiitiguing: * succession of 
pictures for the eye and mind at once, which it would take 
a ]ij^)nth to appreciate in detail, are brought before us one 
aiker anotlier in the course of a few hours. We felt at the 
doseof this dayas we used to do on New Year*s night long 
aao — that we had had a great deal too much of every tlung 
that is delightikl, and were quite wearied with b^ng 
liappy. Thisis thestining kind of life whichniakes aniMi 
feel he is living too rapidly, and must die awhile in calm 
oblivious sleep ere his straining mind wake again to think, 
and reason, and wonder; and so ih» Kef on the divan by 
die apem window wiaa more than usually pleasant, whM 
evening came stealing over us with its balmy odours, and 
ita own peculiar soft repose. 

May m 

This morning we felt very listless and exhausted, very 
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mucii disposed to lean for hours together at the open 
window, and single out some one little caique from the 
m3rriads that are shooting to and fro on the calm waters * 
below, and watch its course till it vanislies in the shade 
of some garden reflected there : but at nine o'clock Joseph 
stands at the door, cap in hand; at half-past nine he 
speaks. Monsieur must surely have hnished liis narghile. 
Mademoiselle had better fetch her bonnet. We tell him 
it is very hot; he answers that we are going to the basaars, 
which are covered in, so that we shall not feel the sun: 
and so, indeed, we found, when, having accomplished his 
purpose, as a determined man may always do by the mere 
power of his own strong will acting on the minds of others, 
the triumphant guide led us through tiie city of shops. 

Street after street did we traveise through the interior 
of vast old buildings, which must originally have been 
constructed for some very diiiereut purpose; each dis- 
playing itB own peculiar merchandise, and amply filled 
with a motley crowd, at once striking, fantastic, and 
varied, but all silent, carrying on their traffic in panto- 
mime* We saw like stalls of jewels, and of rich stuffi and 
splendid armour, and then they took us on to the market 
of liuman life. Joseph led the way, and we were not 
long in reaching the slave-market.* It Was a long low 
building, forming a square of considerable size. We 
mounted a few unsteady, dirty stcp:3, and found ourselves 
on a large wooden platform, running the whole lengtli of 
the building. It was divided into pens, shut in by 
wooden railings, in which were confined the black slaves; 
whilst through the open doors leading into the house 
itself, we could distinguish the veiled forms of the white

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women grouped behiiid tlie wooden screens. On bcnclies 
so placed as to command a view of both, were seated the 
buyers — for the most part heavy, ill-looking Turks, dressed 
in the hideous costume introduced by the late sultan, and 
occupied as usual in smoking, though the q^uick glance 
of their calm piexeiiig eyes seemed to take in everything 
in complete detail. The seller stood before them, yocife- 
rating and gesticulating in the true Oriental manner. The 
court below, which we were to visit afterwards, was filled 
with all the less valuable part of this human merchandise; 
consisting of those afflicted with any infirmity, very aged 
persons, and young children. It was some time before we 
comprehended the scene in all its details: it is not to be 
wondered at that vrc were stupiiied iii witnessing such a 
sight on European ground. 

At length we approached one of the pens;, determined to 
examine, to the fullest extent, into all that was revolting and 
horrible in this market of human life. It was filled witii 
young Circassian women, some of whom were remarkably 
handsome. They were seated close together on the ground, 
seemingly in an attitude of listless despondency, with their 
long white garments flowing round them. As we came up, 
they fixed their large dark eyes upon us, and I certainly 
never met a <T^aze of more unutterable sac in ess. The con- 
viction thrilled through me, as my eyes met theirs, that 
these unfortunate beings are not, as modem philanthropists 
would have us believe, utterly unconscious of and inca- 
pable of feeling the dishonour and wretchedness of their fate. 
I felt, as I stood before them^ and encountered their soflb, 
melancholy glance, that they looked on me as the free and 
happy stranger, come to gaze on them in their infamy and 
their misery. 

Presently the slave-trader, to whom the poor creatures 
belonged, came up, followed by a tall phlegmatic-looking 
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Tprk, with, the unmcwiiing ftfttum niid oouee corpukacy 

wbidb are so characteristic of his nation. The merchant 
advanced, and seizing one of the filaves by the aim» forced 
lier to Btand up befbxe thia penona^ '^^<h appeaiedi 
wished to buy her. He looked at her for a few minutes fiom 
head to foot, while her master descanted on her merits ; then 
he plaoedoiiehajiidoii the back of her neck, whilst he jerked 
her head rudely with the oihert so as to force her to op« 
her mouth, that he might examine her teeth; he rouglilj 
handled her neck and arni8> to ascertain if the ilesh were 
firm; and, in riiort, ihe emminatioii was eudi, that I do 
not hesitate to declare I have seen a liorse or a doof more 
tenderly treated under similar circumstances. After all, 
the deciflioa was unfitTounable^ £ar the Turk turned away 
with a contemptuous movement of the head; and the slave- 
dealer, in a rage» thrust back the unfortunate creature, 
who sank down trembling amongst her oompanions in 
misery. 

Neither my friend nor I had uttered a word during this 
soene: we stood silent side by aide, and medianically fblr 
lowed our guide, who led iiB into die adjoining enclosure. 
Here we became witness to a sale that was just about to 
be completed. A most interesting group presented itself 
before us: two young female daves, both with moet 
pleasing countenances^, stood together closely embraced, 
the arm of the one round the neck of the other; their 
attitude, as wdl as the strong likiaiesa between them^ 

pointing tliem out at once as bisicr^s. By ilicir iiidu \ , as 
an African skve-dealer, in whose ferocious countenance 
it sewed impossible to discern a tiace of human feeling. 
He was armed with a large heavy stick, widi which he 
drove them to and fro, hterally like a herd of animals. 
Three or £our Turks were discuseing, with considerable 
animationi Ihe price of one of the women; but the bargain 
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faftd been ebmek just befim ire esme in, and one of the 
party, e stout, good-Iodring niMi, WM p^ying^ down i^Ko 
money. When this was completed^ with an imperious 
mo/TtaMeat of the hand, be notbued to hii aewlj-jpnr* 
dm eoA ribro to foBow him. B wm the jonngest aiid the 
most timid of the two sisters whom he had selected. 
Nothing could have been more painful than to watch the 
inteme, Aa tenified nudety, with which both had fol* 

lowed tlie progress of sale; and now it was concluded, and 
they knew that the moment of sepacation was arrived, 
ahe whoae &t6 had been aealed diaeiigaged henelf, and, 
turning round, placed her two hands on her sister's 
shoulders with a £nn grasp^ and gBOdd into her eyes. 
Not wordsi not tean, could haTC ezpraned one^half of the 
SBitte, nmrtterable despair that dwek in that long, heart- 
rending gaze. It were hard to say which face was most 
eloqiient of wiaerj i but the Turk was impatient; he 
ok^fied hii hands toged«r. This was a well-known 
signal. A slight tremor shook the frame of the young 
slave ; her amtsfell powerless at her side, and she turned to 
IbUow her master. The voiceless but agonised finrewell 

■v\'as over: in another nioinent wc could jubt distni^uish 
her slender figure threading its way through the crowd, 
in company with idie other shms belonging to the Turk. 
Her sister had hid herself behind her companions, and now 
sat on the ground, her head sunk upon her folded arms. 

Oar guide would haye led us into another pen; but 
we had wsea enough, we hurried through the Tarious 
groups till we reached the open court* The sight wiiicii 
presented itself here was even more reTOlting than what 
we had already seen. Huddled together on dii y mats, 
and exposed to the full power of the burning noonday 
BUBy lay a number of miserable-looking beings, — blind. 
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hme, and deformed; some crawling about on crutcheai 

others unable to use their distorted limbs, and, in short, 
afflicted with eveiy imaginable infirmity. Nothing can 
be oonceiTed moie wretched than their fate. They are 
considered as almost quite worthless by tlieir masters, aud 
are starved and beaten in proportion as their misfoitunei 
render them unprofitable. TUa laata till they are bon^t 
in lots, for a mere trifle, by some one who takes them as 
a sort of speculation, trusting that amongst several one 
or two may be foond of use; the treatment of the re- 
mainder may be imagined. We diafcribated a few paras 
amongst them, which they begged from us in tones of the 
most piteous entreaty ; and then left the aiaye-market^ 
carrying away with us a very diAerent impreasion of the 
actual evils of this vile system than we had before con- 
ceived. 

We required someihing to enHyen ns^ after witneising 

so mournful a scene, and certainly nothing could be more 
perfectly calculated to do so than the visit we now paid to 
the dancing dervishes. I had heard of this stnmge 
spectacle often, but I could never have imagined a sight 
at once so painful and so ludicrous — ^most painful, because 
those poor fimatics call this a religion; and there is no 
point of Tiew in which humanity seems so utterly fidHen, 
as wlien the creature degrades liimself, thinking thereby to 
do the Creator service — and ludicrous in its details beyond 
description. Although Mahomedans, the ptecase doo* 
triucs iind tenets of this sect, as well as their origin, are 
not known. They dwell for tlic most part in monasteries^ 
much on the same system aa in Roman Catholic countries. 

The building to which we v.cie now intiotluccd 
was large and handsome, suirounded by a cemetery 
so full of flowersy that each gmve was literally a bed of 
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lofles. The ecdnbitioii-Toom, for so it msy neasonably be 

called, from the crowd of spectators, was arranged exactly 
like a circuSy with a gallery for the visitors. Within the 
zi2ig, some thirty or forty denriahes crouched on the 
ground, muffled in great yelkw mantles, and with their 
sugar-loaf caps drawn over their faces. An old gentleman 
in a greoi cloak) eyidently intended to be a very potent 
dignitary, flat on a cushion at the top of the room, tibe 
•very personification of sublime stupidity. 

Presently, without any warning, we were startled by all 
the dervishes falling suddenly on their ftoes on the ground ; 
then they rose and threw off their mantles, appearing only 
in a full white petticoat and jacket to match; next, taking 
a firm grasp of their own shoulders, they commenced 
marching slowly round ; and when they arrived opposite 
the old gentleman in the green cloak, they performed a 
most eictoiordinary salutationt keeping their bodies bent 
long after they were past him. The respect, however, 
seemed due to his place quite' as much as to himself, for 
after they had gone round once, he rose, and began to 
walk to and fio in the most tragic and solemn manner, 
seemingly without any definite object; and then they 
passed round again twice, and bowed just as low to his 
cushion — which I thought rather an apt illustration of the 
homage generally paid to a man in pultlic office. And 
now the most extraordinary music X ever heard struck up; 
I cannot even guess what the instruments were of which 
it was composed: there was a drum, and a fife, and a 
Jew's-harp, I am sure; but anyhow, it excited the der- 
Tishes, who aU began to dance^ whirling round with the 
most inconceivable rapidity. I was curious to discover, 
from the cGimtenances of these men, what was the view 
they took themselves of this wxetdied mummery, and

fanaticism, or cupidity, or blind superstition. However 
miid[i the lace of a man be a mask to Ilia thoughts wlxen 
lie wiDfl that il shouid be 8o, ae these impeiAble defriihea 
evidently did» the light £rom the aool wiB^ in spile of 
himBcif, ilosk aoross it at times, and reveal them. I 
thoi^t I could peEcetve, eren in the fixed eyes o£ tboae 
men, which ihey pertniaoioiiflly ndther tmed to the 
right nor to the left, a look of cunning and crafty satis- 
fiiDtiQn; which gar^ me at onoe the impranioia that it is 
very nmoh to thar own interal to piac&e this naml!* 
lous kind of sanctity^ and that all tkis Wiiitzing is, some- 
how or other^ a very good qpeculation,* 

Theie were a few, however, who were evidently sineere. 
They arc supposed to be in a state of beatitude whilst sfnn- 
ning round at thia rate; and there was one y(Huig man who, 
with eistended aagna and doeed eyea, pfesonredan eaqwrca- 
son of the moat eest^tic joy, even while his fine grew 
livid iiom the rapid motion. The cer^naonj was over 
when the dervishes had all pretended to giTe one another 
a finteacnal enibraoe^ flioi^h in reality they only kolEod 
sentimentally over each other's shoulders. We came out 
into the firesh air, thoroughly giddy and bewildsfed, 
morally and phymally, after having looked £01 an hour 
or more on these wliirling figures, and remembered that 
iJiese were men with the gift oi 1 easooy and that they 
called this worahip t— worship of Him, at least as glori- 

ously revealed to them as to the common ilimily oI nian 
in nature^ if they will not see him in a yet more glorious 
zevelfltioa.

Thbbs aie some among the ahifting floeneB of that 
landscape, now in light, now in darkneBB, ihiough which 

tlae current of our existence flows, when we have looked 
upon some spot we never see again^ or listened to voices 
ihataie heaxd no more, whicht when gone, and lost for 
ever, seem to us so like a dream, a thing that never 
could have really been, that it very soon in actual leahty 
holds the same place in oux memmy as the false and 
beautiful vision of some deep sleep; and such a dream this 
day will assuredly be for me, spent as it was in sailing 
up the whole lei^^ of the Bofif^ocua to Buyukdeve. 
Even now that itis so reoent^ I scarce can define oi classify 
the varied and still lovely pictures that one by one were 
offered to onz eyes; passng so rapidly and seen no morei 

02 
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they have left but a vague impzeiBion on my mind, of nature 

more bcautiiul tlian 1 liad uver before beheld it. It was 
so bright and sunny a morning, as we lay down on the 
oarpets of that little light caique, and floated away over 
the clear still bosom of the Bosphorus; so clear, so still, 
that when we gazed upon it, the eye plunged into the 
un&thomable depths of the doudleas heaven whieh it re- 
flected; and a little further on, still looking down into the 
waterSj there appeared within them the shadow of a land<- 
scape so rery fidr, that we turned eagerly to earth to |eek 
for the reality, and saw that it was the long undulating 
hills of the Asiatic shore, with its cypress- groves and its 
bright green flelds. There was another fair reality yet 
nearer to us, and as we glided along beneath the shade of 
ilic European gardcnt, we could not but own that man, for 
once, had tampered with nature and had not proianed it 
altogether; for the eye could pass with pleasure from the 
green banks, clothed only in most luxuriant vegetation, to 
the graceful edifices reared by the human hand. 

The monarch's summer palace," called the Marble Cradle, 
with its terraces and brazen gates opening on the water, is 
like the dream of some architect realised by fairy hands ere 
he awakes; and every turn reveals some fantastic dweilingi 
each more charming than the other, which these children 
of luxury have fashioned for themselves. And as we 
floated on in the calm, sunshine, so intensely calm that 
every leaf and blossom hung motionless in the light, we 
could distinctly hear the singing birds in the green woods 
above us; and as we passed the palaces, a sweeter music 
sometimes came to us from the sadder birds imprisoned 
tliere within — the joyous sound of gay young voices, 
telUng, albeit in intellectual darkness, and degraded, these 
slaves to ignorance and man had yet retained that blessed 
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perception of th.o 1 cautilul given to every living creature, 
which constrained them in their prison to makemetiy with 
hours so sunny as these. There were always hovering 
round us, too, those strange birds called ^ ^ les &ines damnees/' 
because they are never known to stay one moment the flut- 
tering of their snow-white wings; and are supposed to be 
souls of the lost, whose curse it is that they cannot rest, 
but everwearily pass and repass oyer the waters, that repulse 
ihem fix>m their breast when they would seek repose. 

In the midst of all this stillness and brightness there 
was a sudden change. We had glided on some eight or 
ten miles, when there suddenly came a rushing breeze, 
sweeping clown iiuni the Black Sea, as though it came on 
an urgent message. In an instant it bad covered the shin- 
ing lake with a sheet of foam, and the great white clouds 
with which its wings were laden dashed a heavy shower 
of warm rain in our faces; yet, though the blast was 
violent, and the rain fell fast, it was not like the gloomy 
storms of other climes, but seemed as though, when most 
we revelled in the quiet beauty round us, the wind had 
lifted up a warning voice, and the sky had shed a few 
bright tears to remind us that the sunshine and the summer 
briglitness would not last for ever, but that niglu and 
winter both would come; and even if they could last, and 
had not within them, as all bright things of earth, the 
essence of decay, yet avc must pass from theii],and change 
these smiling scenes for chilUer lands, and all this dreamy 
idleness for the daily toil and cold routine of duty which 
each one is called on to perform. 

Soon the rushing breeze passed on and carried the 
great douds with it, and then &om beneath their shadows 
ihe sunbeams glided forth again, and stole over chaf- 
iiig waters, bidding them lie down and rest: and so 
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Umj mtod, as msnj » tioobled Bcml has likewise done 
when a holy light has stolen over it Daring the xapiid • 

£torm we were forced to put iu, as the boatman fearod the 
caique nsght be swamped; and we took refiige in a oaft 
at some Ktde distanoe from the shore, wldeh was fiHed 

with the traders from the Asiatic coast. They liad as- 
muedly nevec seen European strangeis before ; aiMi great 
was Am astonishmeDt at the steangc dress of the gentle* 

men. [ind at my unvt-ilcd licad. They treated us witli 
great natural polit^ess^ and conversed in Arabic with 
Monstenr de 8 " -' asking many etesnge qaestions. 
Wlien all was stiU again we resumed our course, and soon 
reached Buyukdere, not far from the entrance to the 
Black Sea, to which Europe and Asia, drawing near to 
one another, fenn so complete a gateway. The village 
of Buyukdere is lees beautiful than I expected; but the 
wooded hillB ziang up bdiind it are lovely. Two of the 
gentlemen began to stroll along one of the green palihe 
that hd up from the shore, and in stooping to gather a 
few of the wild £owers that grew in ricli profusioB on all 
sides, found that they were surrounded by an inconceiv* 
able numljcr of snakes and ^c^pcnts of all kind:^, tliat 
twined themselves round their ieet till they actually iied 
in honor* 

The return to Pera, against the current the whole way, 
had not tliesame charm which the brightness and intense re- 
pose of noon had given to the morning saiL To those who 
are somewhat acfpiainted widi the details of iiie history of 
the Ottoman Empire, the sail over the Bosphorus must pro- 
duce many mingled and stange reflections; for, could they 
speak, those beautiful serene and voiceless waten, how 
many an awful talc of blood and iniamy they would rev^l, 
could they but open, and di^lay to the stoical gaae of the 
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tefdiera, ivlio ^ide mtmeli ddieioiM eMe owtihtdr glaaqr 

bosom, the putrefying mass which loads their hidden depths, 
fixmed by the mangled bodies of those innainerable 
Tietiiiis i It seemed to me, as the Hgfat caique that bove 
me shot over the scarce rippHng wavcs^ that T beheld the 
venerable form ot the good old patriarch (who, twenty 
yem befeie, was flimg there, wscm and Ueeding, fiN>m 
the hands oi his executioners) floating by, with his white 
hair dabbled in blood, and his hands still uplifted in the 
hat fain piayer for menj. I know not if this appalling 
history is generally known, bnt the blood of that holy old 
man alone would su£ice to leave an indelible stain on the 
Tozkidi nation. 

Itwaaat the period of the first oiitbreak of the war of in* 
dependence, whereby Grreece attained her nominal liberty, 
the newB had reached Constantinople of the revolt of aome 
of iiie mo!ie distant provinces. It was, I think, on Easter 
Sunday, or some other high festival of the church; thou- 
sands of the Greeks inhabiting the city were assembled 
at die cadiedial, where tibe venerabie patriarch waa ad- 
ministering the communion. The Turks, infuriated 
obl finding that the slaves they had so long crushed 
beneath their haughty feet had skill lelained in their 
degradation some spark of the nnexdnguishable love of 
liberty, now rnslicd to the church, crying out for ven- 
geance. The Greeks, whose necks were still too completely 
vnd^ the IdCoslem yoke to attempt resistance, even had 
their numbers been adequate, fell back before the irritated 
crowd. The patriarch, bending beneath the weight of 
eighty years, stood on the steps of the altar, his withered 
hands uplifted to bless tlic; people. The Turks ruslied 
towards him, diey seized him, and tore him down to the 
gromid; Ihey twined their sacril^gioiis hands in the flow* 
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ing hair that fell round his venerated head; they dragged 
him over the stone pavement of the church through the 
open street to the foot of the nearest tree, and there, still 
in his pontiiieal robes, with the last accents of the half- 
iitteredblesabigtremUingon his withered lips, they passed 
a common rope round his neck, and hung him along with 
three of his bisliops. It did not take long to extinguish 
the feeble spark of life in that aged &ame. As soon as 
•he was dead they cut him down and flung him into the 
Bospliorus. By some strange accident the body did not 
sink. That same evening a Russian vessel was sailing to- 
wards theentrance of the Black Sea, on its way to Odessa, . 
^v]len suddenly a siglit presented itself whicli cauicd llie 
superstitious crew to fall on their knees, seized with a reve- 
rential awe. Gently borne along by the current, the body 
of the murdered patriarch came floating by. The holy 
old man lay on the bosom of the waters, still and serene 
as a child in dreamless sleep. His pontifical robes weie 
folded decently around him,* his hands were yet in the 
posture of prayer, his hoary head moved slowly with its un- 
dulating pillow, and the distinctive mark of his priesthood» 
the long snowy hair, flowed over the wave. With a re- 
spect amounting to worship, the Russian sailors drew the 
corpse from the water, and carried it to Odessa, where he 
was buried. He has since been canonised, and is now 
considered one of their most powerful saints. 

In the cool of the evening we w ent down to the Tower 
of the Seraskier^ whose formidable height would certainly 
have deterred me from ascending, but for the enthusiastic 

account of the view from the top which Monsieur de B 

had given us. As we tiaversed the great court which is 
surrounded by the barracks, and drew near the steps on 
. which this ponderous pilkr is placed, I was startled by 
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a loud clanking sound <^uite close to me: when I looked 
round I- saw a number of wietohed-looking galley alavefl, 
ckieflj AdaticB, loaded with chains, who weferimffling off 
the steps to make way for us. They seemed most utterly 
algeot and miaexabl^ as though, in consoions guilty they 
had accepted tmiesistingly their d^iiadation in the scale 
of huuianity. We passed a little door, and, conducted by 
an active young Turk, began to ascend the interminable 
flights of steps: twenty times we stopped, and said that no 
view could compensate lor llic Ihtigue, and still lie urged 
lis on; till at last, on reaching the top and entering the 
little circular gallery, from whence, as you walk round 

und round, tlic mutt glorious panorama in the world ig 
displayed to view, we felt we would iiave gone ten tunes 
as high to witness such an unparalleled sight. It is not 
too much to say, that any one who leaves this place without 
having visited the Seraskier's Tower has not seen Con- 
etantinople; for they can fonn no idea of what the dty 
actually is, except in this bird's-eye view of it. 

May 9th. 

I had an adventure- this morning which was &r from 

agreeable, though very cliaractcnstic oi tlic East I had 
gone to walk in the Petit Champ desMorts," below the 
windows of the hotel, with my little niece. For some 
time it was very pleasant in the cool shades, which were 
perfectly deserted and quiet; but I could have wished 
them rather less so^ when to my astcmishment I saw, in 
the course of a few minutes, ^t troops of those great, 
starved-iooking dogs, of wliose ferocity 1 had a tolerably 
just idea, were coming rapidly towards us from all quar- 
ters. 1 could not imagine what attracted them, till the 
poor cliild, quite pale with terror, showed me a piece of 
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bread which ehe hdd in her hand, and whidi it was 
evident diej had ondt w iiiecedi^ m 
moment we wefe mxoiinded by a peacfect mmy of fieroe, 
voracious animals, with their sharp teeth and glaring ey^, 
wm^ng tlie mt^ «nd doBiog loand 110. They looiced as if 
theyiwoold have made bat a moaflifal of the poor litde 
girl, round whom they circled, growling ominoiisly, and 
ooming neaxer eveiy instant: and thej were i'carcc less 
fimmdaUe to myself when I took the bread from her^ 
and began to feel that our position was really far from 
safe; &a: 1 dreaded that» if I threw it away, it would be 
hat a BMHnel to some one of them, fASie it was &r firant 
unlikely that those who were disappointed would turn their 
rage on us. Some oi them were large and fierce enough 
to be no mean opponent even to a straog man; and I had 
heard of several iBstanoesofdieirattecidnghnnian bd^ 
It was of no use, however^ to stand there and watch 
tiiem glowing more and moielnrious^ to I began, impsr- 
oeptibly, to draw near the gate, dragging tiie oliild, quite 
paralysed with fear, after me; the dogs, howling and 
raging, followed close, and even took my dress between 
their teelh. When I ww dose to tibe Aoor, I flmig the 

unfortunate piece of bread as far from rnc as I could ; and 
while they bounded towards it, we darted through the 
gate, and took a rapd turning in the path, wUoh carried 
us out of their sight at once. By a circuitous road we 
reached the hotel, and so escaped them ; but the adventure 
znqnrad ine with a v«iy l^tiniBte term 
dogs, who haont this beautifid eity more Uke beaatB of 
prey after a carnage, than the domestic animals of an in« 
habited town. 

We had been invited by GSsptadn O to go <mi 

board of his ship, in order to see the sultan pass on his 
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my to p»yen, as, Itowerarlitde that illuslrioQBperaoiiige 

maybe worth seeing forhiinself, hisprooesrionof gay caiques 
is said to be very magnificent. Before proceeding thitheri 
we went to inmt AoBe ^ety temoAoMd a&<»eiit delenis 
iriiidi liKve been flK> muoii talked o£ It generally atiU 
mitted now, were it but for tlie architectviral excellence of 
tbeir construction, tlwt thqr date from the earii^t period of 
Ae Gxedk empire, althoogK nodiing of tfae^ 
lately known; but I had certainly no idc:; of the singular 
and imposing spectacle they oiler in their present state. 

Entering by a smaii door in a low, half-mined 
looking building, which would not seem to indicate any 
tiling worth seeing, we found ourselves, after deaomiding 
aerraal flighti of wooden stops, in a vast, seeaui^y 
intermmable Tanh, fflled with water, and, at ftr as 
our eyes could p^ietrate, supported by long ranges of 
piUara, lihe iatenae daiknm, and damp heavy ohill on 
die air, weie s strange eontraife to the waxm sunshine 
we had left; and the loud hollow echoes which the 
slightest whisper elicited from the unseen walls, or the 
kng^contmiied sound pfodnoed by a stone £illing into the 

sombre and as vet unfathomed water.-, liad a most striking 
eiect. The extent of this subtexraneoufi lake is supposed 
to be immense, but it has never been atall asoertnned, as 
it is extremely dangerous to penetrate beyond a certain 
limit. Tb&CQ was formerly a boat, on which any one who 
diose was conveyed some little distanoe; but this has been 
^ven np, in conseqaenoe erf a melancholy event wluoii 
occurred some years since. Two adventurous young men. 
Englishmen, I beUeve, embarked akme in it, in spite of all 
line warnings they veoerred, and insisted on penetnling 
further than any one had ever before attempted: they 
weve seen to glide away over the dark cold waters, and 
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&>r a time the light of their torches appeared occasionally 
among tke pilkra, but aoon the last faint spark disappeared, 
and they were nerrer more heaid of. 

We got so chilled in these damp vaults^ that we could not 
yentuie to xemain long: and, cold as we had been, when 
we came out we were verj satisfactorily roasted again 

before we reached the V steamer, where, under the 

awnings spread orer the deck, we at last fonnd an agree* 
able intermediate climate. Hie prospect of seeing the 
bultan, however, and any pleasure we might have expected 
to derive from the sight, did most literally end in smoke; 
for bis highness chose to embark from bis summer palace, 
several miles down tlic ( )0.-plioi us, and go quite in another 
direction from that which he usually took, and which 
would bave led him past ns; so that all we saw or heard 
of the whole proceedings was the noisy cannonading of 
the Turkish skips around us, to announce his departure. 
We neyerthelesB mansged to console omnelTes veiy well, 
inependinganbooror two most pleasantly with our coun- 
trymen. It is so strange, on board of a man-of-war, to £nd 
one's sel^ in whatever country one may be, so completely 
trani^rted into England again. Indq)endent of Hie 
language, and the appearance oi the men, the comfort, 
order, and neatness of every httle detail belong to no other 
nation. The French, as it is wdl known, are now endea* 
vouring to emulate- the English navy in many respeets ; 
but I had an opportimity of judging lately how far they 
&11 short in these minor points, on board one of their own 
most splendid three-deckers, where the contrast was quite 
palpable. 

Monsieur de B- ■ ■ brought in with him to dinner to> 
day a Frenchman, who has been naturalised in this coun- 
try for many years. He w^urs the Turkish dress, and 
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looks scarcely European, l)ut iiis conversation, which was 
clever and mterestiDg, astonished me mudiy &om the un* 
qualified praise which he bestowed on the Turkish nation. 
ETery day and hour which I pass in this place, and every 
little insignificant event which tells the impression ulti* 
matcly produced, has but served to bring their national cha- 
racter before me in a more repulsive p< int of view; but if 
we would judge i mpartially — andsurely the man who judges 
otherwise degrades himself— we must listen all the more 
eagerly to any extenuating circumstances, when the opiniun 
we have akeady formed is im^Eivouiable. It is but tkir to 
give some weight to the words of apevBon so long station- 
ary here, but I did not think he brought forward any sound 
arguments in supportof his assertions. We spoke of the pal- 
pable evils which any one might discern in the moral con- 
dition of Turkey — the corrupt government, the vile and 
hateful creed, the systematic selfishness and heartless cruelty 
of the people themselves; but to this he merely answered 
by breaking out into an enthusiastic account of the inu 
provement in their institutions uii l the progress of civil- 
isation, and finished ofi^' by telling triumphantly how wilhng 
they were to send their children to the schools of the 
Lazarlsts, whicli pcrliaps accounted, naturally and reason- 
ably, for some of his good-will towards them*

My last day at Constantinople will, I think, leave a 
deeper impression on my mind than any of those which 
preceded it, although , as it was Sunday, it was not destined 
to any very stirring amusement. When the service was 
over we went down to the quay, and hired a caique to 
take us over to the burial-groundsof Scutari, where I had 
not yet been. There was a strong breeze, which sent our

are new comers every day to swell the <^uiet population of 
this empiie of the dead: aroed kadsthnraidi the midstof 
it, (tarn whenee, ef?ery here and Aerei a little gate ^"vee 
admittance into the enormous cemetery. 

The sun was just setting aa we paiKd thioughoneof these; 
and the dying smile of that gorgeous eastem day flaahed 
v/:;]i such exceeding brilliancy on the clear sea and lu^id 
aky, that we almost gasped at the sudden change, when, ad- 
Taadbig some little wagr, we found that we had phing^ 
into the very deepest and coolest of shades, and had passed 
irom a gay and living world to the very heart of that 
most awful of all desolation — the abode of silent, ever 
working corruption. We looked up, and saw, losing itself 
in an immensity which no eye could limit, the vast do- 
main of those sleepeis ia die dust; around on ereayside, 
stretohing on and on in unbrokeii gloom, rose thousands 
on thousands of gigantic cypress-trees, each one dark. 
Stately, and solitary; and yet thej were so incalculably 
aumemu % that their sombie btaoches, mingling t g ther, 
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fismed m in^tenefcitble dome, throagli which not a wan- 
dering sunbeam ioimd ite way; and beneath, yet more sad 
md aileitt,yefc wmon ilKm i toh te and BinMtmbeged»wig the fi>> 
seat of tomhiy itaewaon the licfa green gneiaaihiflk at Ae 

white blossoms of the fruit-tree by the early wind, each cold 
ccay stone slcangely distinct in the surroundiiig daikneMi 

And ihiough tbb wildemeai c£ mortality you mi^ 
waudcr on and on, till your eye is bewildered and your 
limbs are weary; and still it is ever the same — the 
MDie dba twiligbi gloom pemdiag it unchangeably, for 
not a ray from all that burning heaven's wealth of light 
can penetrate these shades. The sua may rise and sei., but 
its xiang and eetthig are only known in the deejpcning of 
the flhadowf to utter night, aad the Mending of the night 
again with a more tempered darkness ^ and the stars awake 
in die evening 9kjf and expire in the moimngi %ht un- 
aeen; and ibe moon, rolling through the deep bhie air, 
has no power to luiikc one single tomb laurc ghastly in 
her i^Uid rays; and there is ever the same solemn silence^ 
ior all signs of hmnaa life seem as ihingi that axe not 
The storms rage without imheard; and when the subtle 
wind sweeps over the dwelhngs of those who are at rest, it 
fosses noisekasly^fiar it csanot stir the imbending branches 
of the sullen trees who watch them. Nor is the air, heavy 
and cold^ ever sweetened by a single breath of summer ; the 
seasons, pasmng over the earthy bnng no change to the 
cypress, whose verdnre they cannot freshen, or to the tomb- 
stone, which nothing can make less chill and impcneirable. 

Mature would seem to have abandoned tbis territory 
nnto Death* It is his kingdom; and thei^ in the cold 
dim shades, he broods eternally over liis hidden aib- 
jeots, and lets no bright sunshine or aweet influence 
firom ihe spring without invade his gloomy solitude. I 
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was tized, and iat down by the foot of a tree whilst the 
rest of the party wandered on a considerable way. As the 
Bound of their footetepa died away altog^ier, it was a 
Tery strange feeling to find myself Ihe only living being 
amongst myriads and myriads of dead. One of the most 
blessed operations of natoie is the salutary leflection which, 
it suggests to the mind duough the medium of its varied 
aspects ; and th^ lessons which such a scene as this could 
teach must necessarily be new and stinnge. 

Over one grave — over one single grave — ^we all know 
well wliut thoughts arise; fur if it be of one we liavc loved, 
we go not, for a time at least, beyond the bitter certainty 
that the eyes which made our life's sundbine shall smile on 
us no more : and even if it be the tomb of a stranger, our 
human sympathies are all so warmly moved, that we look 
no deeper within it than to the tears of the living which 
have steeped its mould. If it be a child ihat is laid to 
rest, we say, Alas for the mother 1 and if a mother, Alas 
for the child I But here, with the countless sleepers round 
me, who centuries before had put off thw humanity, 
these feeUngs had no place. They suggested the strange 
thought, How methodical is the routine of decay in all the 
various phases of creation! Even as, season BBaet season, 
tlio iiutumu wind arises to chase away the suininer's store 
of lading leaves, that bloomed their little hour, and now 
must rot on the chill earth, so, age after age, the blast of 
death comes up from the dark infinity to sweep off the 
passing generation, ripe for corruption: and even as cen^ 
tury on century send in their harvest to eternity, so with 
every thousand years an empire crumbles down, to be a 
yet more gorgeous tribute to destruction. And who shall 
say if the periodical perishing of worlds themselves are 
not the minute-bells of eternity I 
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But there was a yet more glorious lesson to be efatKered 
in this soleinii buiial place, from these unaumbered tombe, 
these oiawlmg ircsanSf and shapeieis asbes; and thia was 
the strong sentiment of man's immortality which seemed 
to arise irorn amongst them, confuting with horror the 
impoua thonghti that He who in the eailiest hoar of the 
wakening intellect dawns on the mind as Fint Ganse and 
Creator, could ever be known as the Destroyer of His 
own works. The blessed xevelation which tells how the 
breath that onoe made man a living sonl shall breathe yet 

acrain , and bone shall come to his bono, and flesh to his 
flesh, here goes hand in hand, as ever, with the natuie 
that testifies of the things not seen by those which aie. 

In this peopled desert — so stdl, so elo(|nent, so utterly 
desolate — the mind m oppressed* as I have never ieit it else- 
where, hj the mere force of external circtmistances* The 
things of life seem to recede from it altogether, and the 
space allotted to man's existence flhrinks to a very shadow, 
becanse the hopes and fears, whereby we colour and fgimfy 
that existence, and give it an nndue weight, seem so utterly 
Vain in presence of these tens of thousands of speechless 
monitors, all one common mass of senseless decay I And 
how strange it was, as we emerged fiem that dark city of 
sepulchres, passing from the country of the dead to the 
country of the living, to find oursdves suddenly in face 
of that olher city, flaunting in the gay sonset, with its 
busy population running to and iro, stirring the quiet air 
with the hum of their many voices I It would almost seem 
as though either the life or the death were a dream; fi>r of 
the two, thus side by side, the living, with their power of 
thought, and iheir foreknowledge oi things to come from 
their experience of things already past, were not less

Turkish boy, uud been neai'ly murdered, in eonsc(|ucnce, 
bj some Turks who cazne up. They dragged him to 
fdioii, had him biitiBadoad» and it waa with tha gwakat 
diiSculty that his ambassador eoold obtain his rdease. So 
xauck ioc the consistency qIl the Mahomedaos^ who beat 
aaid itt-oaa a faUow-creakaxa ovec iha retj gmeHrtoMa 
whaea tbay ha^a hawn a liuie ^emA that tha biida may 
ooma and drink the rain water, and so enable the deceased 
to pnaliai tha virtue of charity, aa they inkrps^ it^ while 
Ub bciMf aia already moiildaciiig away. 
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We were amused at dinner-time by an anecdote of the 
sultan, which was given las as an instance that, despite of 
ihe gigantic powers who axe even now cieepiiig inVimbly 
around his tottering throne, he still at times exercises his 
power of arbitrary authority. An unfortunate Greek 
cobbler having oflfended him in some way, his highness 
ordered that the shops of all the Greek shoemakers in the 
city should be closed ; which summary proceeding created 
the greatest possible excitement, as the Turks could by no 
means consult to go without papouches^ and the manu* 
fecturers of that necessary article were principally of that 
oflfending nation. Hm diskorbaaM was indeed so great 
that the despotic order was finally revoked. 

The sultan's sister is about to be married, and her trous- 
jMWy as well as the presenta which her JUmei sends ker, 
liave been parading the streets for some Jays betbce we 
arrived; these gentlemen describe it as a truly Oriental 
sight, consisting of long processions of slaves walking in 
pnrs, with baskets on tkeiz beads eontaining rkh drMes, 
swcctiiicaLSj and perfumes.

ing scene of bustle, as we all got ready to start on our 
long voyage. We were leaving Constautinople, the long 
bdoved of so many nations who held her one after ano- 
ther in their dominion, and then gave up the prize to the 
next succeeding conqueror; but with all tlie poetical and 
moral reflections we ought to haTe made on our departure 
fiom such a place^ no soonds were to be heard but sach 
ignoble exclamations as will bring Ibrcibiy to the recol- 
leotion of most traveUers their departure fiom most plaoea 
«-^ded| in this instance, to the screams of a Greek at 
receiving only twice as much as he ought to have got 
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horn the French gentleman, to whom he had acted as 
servant — and the Tooifeiationa of an Annenian tiying to 
persuade ihe French gentleman's nephew to bny another 

little rusty dagger, when he had already bought four — and 
a duet between myself and an old Turk, who was teadi> 
ing me t» sing the call to prayers of ihe Muezzins. Ken- 
tucky alone, serene as usual in the midst of it all, with his 
waterproof cloak on (the same in whicli he embarked from 
New York,) and his carpet-bag beside him, gave ihe 
breakfast liis serious attention, for which lie alone seemed 
to feel any appetite; as that of the other gentlemen was 
lost in the amdety excited by the non-arrival of the pass» 
ports, a delay resulting solely from the captiousness of the 
civil autiionties, although it might have caused us serious 
inconTeni^Ge. At last they arriYed in due form; ihe 
screaming Greek .was all but kicked down stairs by 

Monsieur de B , the Armenian became silent because 

Monsieur de B— -'s nephew did buy die dagger^ the last 
bar of my wonderful duet was abruptly hurried over; and 
with all these iinpcdimcnts we succeeded m being on 
board several hours too soon. 
It wasa little Austrian steamer, ihat we were to go in as 

iar as Gulatz; and one half of' its not very ample deck had 
been railed oil ibr the use of the Moslem passengers, whose 
numbers greatly exceeded ours. They were all installed 
already, and quite comfortable, for each man had his own 
carpet and his own pipe, and seemed quite unconscious of the 
presence of his neighbour, though they were so dosely 
wedged together that to us nothing was yimble but a com- 
pact mass of turbans. The passengers soon collected on 
board: Madame T and her brother azrived^ and the

Hoaaieur de B— and Monsieur Ernest were tlie only 
two of the French partj who took the loate by the 
Danube; and Eentuekj akme was left of die Anermni 
to do the honours oi" that nation.

The horizon was bounded by the low range of hills dimly 

seam in tlie dense mist, and behind which hung as it were 

a cnrtsin of <Uok daikness, where the sheet Ughtning 

flashed at intervals, like the smile oi the btoim in triumph 

of its coming victoiy. 

Theesptnnof oorsteiineri who didnoliatheleast conoeal 
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£K>m UB that we were likely to have a tremieiMious nightf told 
us tiiat the Black Sea was well qualified in diifl expnmm 

torm, by which it is known in all languages, as he had 
sailed on it for many years, and never yet seen its inhos< 
pitable waters in repose. In the winter it is a most perilous 
undertaking to attempt crashing it, forty or fifty veoseL on 
an average being lost every year; and in summer there is 
always at the very least so turbulent and unpleasant a swell, 
that he himself, who had crossed the Atlantic without any 
inconvenience, never failed to feel unwelL 

We were destined, howeyer, to a yet more un&yourable 
reception. As we got fairly out of right of land, everything 
grew ominous of coming warfare. Just at niglitfall a vivid 
flash of lightning suddenly tore asunder the huge black 
curtain which seemed to hang motionless against the sky; 
and i'rom the vast rent the liberated tempest came tliim- 
dering forth, all fire and fury, and rushed howling over 
the agitated sea, maddening the convulsed waters till 

spray, and foam, and rain, became one wild confusion, and 
our little vessel shook and shivered as the billows wreathed 
themselves around it, and dashed down raging on ita 
deck. A scene more fiercely desolate could not well be con- 
ceived : the mournful howling of the wind, and the roaring 
of the ocean, whose breast it was tearing up, made a sacvage 
music altogether, which was as awful as it was sublime ; 
and the violent pitching of the ship rendered it scarce pos- 
^ble to distinguish the black flying rack above from the 
yet blacker mass of surge below. When matters came to this 
cnsis, oi course all went below, excepting the motionless 
Turks; and certainly, if the storm were sublime above, ift 
wasmost ludicrous in its eftcts downnstaixs. There was a 
continued and involuntary polka- dancing on the part of the 
most sedate passengers; chairs and tables ^ArPArjng Iran- 
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ticaUy to and fro; with a confused din consisting of lamen- 
^tions in Turkish, anathemas in Greek, angry mutterings 
of nusexy in f lench, abrupt and oomprehensiye gxoani in 
Grerman^ and over all die piteous Toiee of Kentucky, giving 
a pretty good guess that he had never been so wretched be- 
fore. From the ladies' cabin (which I entered head fore* 
most, after haying been thrown down-etairs by one lurch of 
the vessel^ violently flung under the table in tlie saloon by 
another, and jerked out again before any one had time to 
help me) every article of furniture had been removed; and 
mingled invocations to St. Nicholas and the Prophet, rose 
£com various agitated heaps in the several corners. After 
knocking my head on die four sides of the room, I was 
precipitated into a berth, where I was destined to pass the 
night chnging to the wall, lest I should fail out and be 
compelled to continue this violent exercise. 

The storm never abated during the interminable hours, 
till daylight; and although I do not suppose any one 
slept in the whole vessel, the sufferers at last became quite 
passive, and nothing was to be heard but an occasional 
groan. Directly below me, an unfortunate lady was ex- 
tended on a mattress on tlie £oor, which was inlaid with 
polished wood: every time the vessel rolled, the mattress 
and its burden slid down tlie room to the opposite wall, 
yrhere the lady received a violent blow on the Iiead ; and 
then, as the riiip righted again, returned slowly to their 
place. There was a species of fascination in this slow tor- 
ture, which occupied me the whole night; and such was 
the state to which we were aU reduced, that although the 
lady who tfius helplessly acted the part of a living pen- 
dulum was my own mother, I lay composedly watching 
her sail away to the oAer nde, and waited till she should 
come back and knock her head, Avithout even making an

The scene was not the less dieaxy that the light of day 

doBially among l}ie eaiky wUob they had vainly pot up 

to try and steady the ship. Throughout the whole of that 
long day it continued thus. None of the other passen- 
gen oame firom below; and as I lay half asleep, half 
awake, on the deck, every now and then the scenes wo 
had been in the midst of only yesterday, rose up before 
me^thegoMen city spaAhngin smulrine^ the hiid-peopled 
gardens, the soft rippling waters ; till a great cold wave, 
plunging into the vessel and drenching me with iosan^ xo- 
ealled me to the eontiasted xeahty, and showed me the 
Uack, boiling sea, and wild tempestuous sky. 

In the afternoon we lay-to for half an hour, opposite 
to the town of Varna, so celebratad in the fialksn mr 
as having stood a aege of six monAs against an enoanons 
liussian force. It is so stormy a roadstead, that I could 
only obtain a glimpse of it by dinging to the side of dm 
diip for a few minutes as we reeled to and fro; but 
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this cursory gknce was suiiicieiit to show me so poor and

May 12th. 

When 1 OBfie mace tottftired on deck this morning, X 
fcnnd we wete not above twentf milei from the X)annbe. 

Of the ^ven mouths of this important river, that by which 
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we were about to enter beloncrs to Russia, who, in the late 
treaty entered into with Austria, modestly gave up tho 
oAer nz, and zesenred to beisdf die oidy one of these 
channels which is practicable ibr large vessels. 

At nine o'clock we reached the small desolate town of 
Fanal, whose lighthoiue, both bynight and by day.iB airexy 
beacon of hope to all the unfortunate vietinia of the Black 
Sea, as it stands at the entrance oi the Danube; and sail- 
ing in amongst a number of veaseb o£ all nations, which 
were anchored there, we at last, to our infinite satis&ction, 
glided from amidst these turbulent waters on to the broad 
bosom of this stupendous liYer. Attheopeiungit is of im- 
inense breadth, and for some time we could scarce disfein- 
gnish the muddy banks from the muddy waters, all was so 
completely of the same uniform hue; but gradually, as 
we passed rapidly on, and £urly entered die delta of the 

paiiubc, wc luuiid ourselves m a inagmficcnt stream, which 
was rolling calmly down between Moldavia and Bessarabia. 
It mattered little, however, what name we gave to the 
shores on either side, for the land scarcely rose above the 
level of the water, and consisted of a never-ending range 
of^flat swamps, filled with xeeds of a dark brown colour^ 
.and half*<yverAowed. 

The same unvarying miserable prospect followed us the 
whole day, enfivened only bya most palpableand chacaetoT' 
istic proof of the Russian dominion, which met us every half 
league. Placed on the edge of the river, sometimes on the 
swamp, and more often altogether in the water, at each of 
these statedinter?als,8toodaUttlewzetehedhut, which, when 

we first i>aw it, we could not believe was actually destined to 
be the habitation of a human being in the midst of this pes- 
tilential manh; but on approaching nearer, wb found that 
a s^try-box was placed in front of it, in which stood a 
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miserable-looking Cossack, up to the knees in water, with 
his spear exect, whioh he dolj elevated as we passed him. 
There would haye been scmietfaiiig eztranely Indierons in 

the appearance of these poor creatures, keeping guard on 
a bed oi mud^ with all proper ibrmallty, and with the 
full miUtaiy aocoutieinentBy were not their fiite, in aclnal 

fact, so very pitiable. 

They iorm a line^ posted at regular distances^ a oonsider- 
aUe way up the ziyer, and aie zdieyed eyeiy mx months; 
but six months of existence, half drowned in an unwhole- 
some bogy which actually exhales pestilence, generally 
proyes £Eital to the strongestf and yezy few sorviye the 
attottedtenn. One after anodier is taken ill and dies in this 
dreary solitude, without a living being near them — tlieir 
miseiable fate unknown until their suoceBsor axriyes, when 
Ae dead body is thrown out of the wretched hut, and the 
living victim installed in its stead. Certainly, wherever in 
our wanderings we have met with the slightest trace of the 
Russian dominion^ we haye &und it stamped with the same 
perfect indifference to all human suffering, and careless 
waste of human hfe: and these melancholy wretches were 
the only living things we saw. 

The whole of our first day on this much vaunted river was 
through as desolate a wasteas could be imagined : nothing to 
be seen but a wide extent of marshy ground, withoutatiee 
or shrub to enliyen the dismal prospect. On the Moldavian 
side a few fishing huts were occasionally to be descried, seem- 
ingly deserted by thdr inmateSf and towards evening a 
slight rise was perceptible in the country; but niglit 
closed in before any distinct change had taken place in 
the landscape: nevertheless, although to anyone descend- 
ing the river this portion of it must appear most dismal, 
to tliose wlio, like ourselves, had just escaped, uii bruised 
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and weary, from the horrors of the Black Sea, it would 
onteinly appear, ai it did to. us, the most channing of 
wenm. The Incuxy ot wilbg quietly omAe wnocAni^ 

ing waters was, indeed, so great, that vre looked forward 
to tl;ie seventeen dajs we were to pass in a similar manner 
niililwcxoMlKMl Wxntkf vjtk tbcgniliildcligfatf ihougihy 
before we contrasted it with our late miseries, we had 
&ased it might pK>ve rather tedioosy as we w^ ta be on 
qnnrtiiw a giuitu pnt o£ the w«f • ISbpfStf^ Aa » 
itoolMMt do0B not €wtewd to th0 ^Ifniarii sLw^, mid we 
ticipate much amusement in landing constantly, when we

Even die Tmla^ wiiey I porithrely arar, 
dimni:^ our three days' storm remained every one of them 
sitting upright, crossriegged, and pediK^tij motionlesi^ 
iienwiil Qfoito Urtdkf ^ aai heg$sa to conA oal tlieir hmarik 
iu the most sprightly manner. However, wlieu I went 
politely to inquire after their health, in the usual panto-

society has thMSSttsinsiL Thsmsaiacf thecppwrrliisBS 
of its iwlwiliii— tin, wkcisnoxtraneiy wssltky^ istoiadtiiiB 
VdTh and the rarisians in every thing, whicli they attempt 
by exaggerating «v«a the vicea of that corrupt city axid 
its gay inhshitsiitit; thsr^ nsosttosmryspodflsof hamiy 
and dissipation, and ure constantly making a display of 
their riches in the wosat possible taste; disdaining to drive 
with hm than Sam hnmm to dMir gsady csaociagsS) along 
the streets soaked with mud, and laid with beams of wood 
and rough stones. Gambiing, and similar propensities, 
sbnrb all the young mm as completely^ that em the 
most improvi^st fsasate could not ventoxe to ooasign. a 
daughter to their hands; and they are therefore obliged to 
aaak hosbsnds fa theas elas'wiwif i wfakh aoooiuUsfa ths 
jescl J cao^ ifaat anms at Adiens* 

There is a regular system of negotiation lor the aiimige* 
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ment of these marriages, which is carried on and terminated 
by some intermediate penan, mthoot the parlies erar mee^ 
ingatalL P^euniaiyooiittderatiotisaieof ooiixse thel^^ 

to the whole ailliir; some shrewd and obliging old lady in 
Greece proposes the young girl» or ratiier her portion, to 
TBiiooB eligible penKni8» and oonaigna her to the highest 

bidder. Tlic settlements are made, the trousseau ordered, 
tlie iiianiage announced, and then the bride arrives ixom 
WaUaehia, and aeea hstjianci far the first time. Strange 
to say, this hateful mode of bargaining generally produces 
very happy matches. It is extremely rare tliat the persons 
most interested make any objeotion to eioh other when thej 
meet: the only instance which oame to my Imowledge, was 
the case of a couple who are now a perfect picture oi 
conjugal felicity. 

A marriage had beennegotiated,inth6manner desmbed, 
between a Greek high in office and a Wullachian lady of 
considerable wealth; the whole affair had been concluded, 
and they were to meet for the first time at Syra, wberethe 
bride had to perform her quarantine. Now it so clKinced 
that the gentleman was, without exception, the plainest man 
in Athens, and the yonng lady noted in all Bucharest for ber 
deficiency in good looks. The first meeting took place in 
the Lazaretto ; and they approached the rails which divided 
them, with the anxious look of soratiny with which they 
could not fiul to examine the future husband and wife; but 
they had no sooner caught a glimpse of each other, than 
both started back with a cry of horxoTi and fled, exclaiming 
"Jamais! jamais This first demonstration of natural 
feeling did not, liowevcr, in the slightest degree, interfere 
with the ultimate arrangements; tlie lady's father was not 
at all dispoaedto give the gentleman back his word ; the gen- 
tleman himselt leiliicted tliat the lady's portion was uli the 
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higher for Iicr pcrsoua.1 dcriciencies, and the biidc was con- 
soled bj the promise of a wedding-dress irom Paris: so 
the matdi was condttdedi and tbej are now the happiest 
couple I know. 

The society of Yassy, the capital of Moldavia is, I believe, 
much in the same style as thatof Bucharest, but the climate 
18 more agreeaUe, tfie town is cleaner, and the country 

round it pre-eminently beautiful. Madame T told 

me, that it is on all sides surrounded by magnificent forests 
and large tiacts of wooded land. She left us to-day, along 
with her brother and the Greek professor, in order to pro- 
ceed tiiither overland from Gralatz, having first to per- 
form her quarantine in the Lazaretto hexe, whichis a dismal 
looking building in the middle of the river. We had our 
choice oi landing there with hei , to wait the arrival of the 
steamer in its downward course, which goes no further 
than GhdalSB, and will immediately return with us; or of 
remaining on board of our present vessel, and going on 
with it to Ibraily whete it has to land some cargo. 

We preferred the latter course, and were soon under 
weigh again, with our reduced complement of passengers, 
consisting now only of those who are going on all the way 
—the two Frenchmen, twoor thxeeG^mans, andourselves. 

Ibrail, formerly a Turkish fortress, is now tiie principal 
ibxt of Wallachia; and! had an opportunity of acquiring 
a great deal of information respecting it from a pretty 
little Perote, whose home it was, and who had come with 
us irom Constantiaople to rejoin her husband there. It 
seems a populous and flourishing little town, and. I was 
greatly amused with her pompous acconnt of the extreme 
civilisation of its society, which consists chiefly of mer- 
chants^ who export &om it the com with which this 
countiy is so abundantly supplied. They have great pre- 

Q 
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tensions, apparently, to refinement, and consider them- 
selves quite Europeamscd. But there seems to me some; 
duBg extecmdy afaenxd in tba attempto of the good inlHt- 
bitaats of ihia lemote Ktde WaUachian town, unkiicywii to 
most people beyond the swamp where it is embedded, to 
keep themselves on • level with, other countries^ bb&x 9k 
least at thnr fblfiea end vanitiei are eonoenied; trying to 
follow up their fashionable amusements, and expensive 
ahsurditieain dieaB^ &c, and, of oouiae, by the most ridi- 
ooloiiB ezaggentioii. Their i n tapao nne with Bnchamt 

facilitates this uniortunate am bit ion. 

Certainly, were it not for the nitimatfi diffiisiop of good 
iriiieh ia likely to enae from the meana oS oammumcBAm 
bring opened between a aemi-barbarous country and other 
nations, 1 should be disposed to consider tliem but so many 
ehannela ibr conveying poiaon from knd to land, fer I have 
always ra na r fc ed, ihat die first infloeneaa reedvedaje sopTO> 
tially bad. The necessity of an increased facility oi' inter- 
course for the propagation of the Gospel is, of couis^ an 
alknfficient moA^e to indnoe na to hasten thia nniversal 
work by every means in our power ; but I have never failed 
to perceive, that the &ststqp of civilisation is to be ti iced 
in the reception by poor hnman nature, so rich a aoil £br a 
pernicious seed, of the gay and fascinating vices, the crimes 
that walk forth in the noon-day in our proudest cities, decked 
in a gilding and tinsel thai renders theirfiiRnmcie hideous* 

The French language, sadly mangled it is true, is now 
laiiversal in Wallachia and Moldavia; butatlbrail, my 
little friend told me, it was still xather more rare, Wat- 
lachian and Lyric being yet mcse generally spoken. 
When we reached the town itsclii ^\'o found, that if it were 
vnMTth seeing, we were not to have that gratification, aa 
it lies behind a range of sandy heights^ leaving nothi 
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▼kibie fiom Ae xirer but a few oom wardioiues of wood, 

where a number of brif-chd Bulgarians were occupied in 
tiansierring the grain to the numerous vessels — Turkish, 
Bttssim, and otban^ wbidx hsy awaitiiig it The Danube 
IB in high flood at this moment^ and it earned t» back to 
Galatz with a rapidity very different from the tedious pro- 
gress upwards against dieoonent; indeed^ the krte xttiind»- 
tions have been soTU^IentytfaalitisiiotimposBiUewBTiiay 
be delayed; and they have caused the waters of this stu- 
pendous stream to be so widely dispersed, Uiat aii the . 
gnnideiir is losi whieh mA avolume rndnng down would 

naturally have produced. 

A chilly gloomy evening set in, as we took up our station 
once moie near the Laaaietio of Qalate. Mudissomudk 
the distinguishing characteristic of Wallachia, that it seems 
to pervade everything. The very sky looks muddy, and, 
ever anoe we enteied the Danube, has been of a dnll brown 
coloar, though there are seiner clouds nor ram. I was 
leaning over the side of the steamer, watching the sluggish 
waves of a similar hue, asihey rip|ded up against the side, 
when niy attention was attraeled by an indistsnct object 

jfloating slowly toAVMids us with the current. From the mo- 
ment 1 perceived it^ my eyes became £xed on it with a sort 
of instmotEve honoT*, as it came nearer and nearer, and at 
last got entangled in the paddle-\\ licel directly below ine ; 
thenit turned slowly with the undulating movement of the 
dark waters, and I saw distinctly, in die dim twilight, the 
white ghastly face of a corpse. My exclamation drew the 
attention of the captain, who, seeing what it was, gave 
ciders that it should be disengaged &am ihe wheel and 
drawn out of the water. Two or ihreeof the snlcts went 
down into the boat for that purpose, and had already 
lifted up the lifeless mass, when tl^ wet hair filling 

Q2 
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back revealed a frightful gash on ibe temple^ whidi 
ahowedy beyond doobty that the body was that of a mui^ 

dered man. No sooner did he ascertain this, than the 
captain ordered them instantly to throw it back into the 
water untouched, which was aocoidingly done. I aaked 
tlic reason of what seemed to me a most unfeeHncr pro- 
ceeding; and he then told me, that it was to avoid the 
alighteat apparent impUcatioii for himself « in an affidr which 
might po^bly come before the tribunals of the country. 
He seemed not alone in his dread of this risk; for when 
I found him detennined to take no meaaurea for ensuring 
a quiet grave to one who had died so cruel a death, I 
returned to watch the helpless corpse, as it Heated on to- 
wards the numerous vessels which lay further down; its 
progress was in like manner arrested by the chains or ropes 
of eiich una, and Iron 1 rill it met with a siinilar reception. 
Like an unwelcome guest^ silently imploring hospitality, 
it seemed to pass &om the one to theother; and when all 
had rejected it, I saw it drift on and on, a poor passive wan- 
dereif to seek its rest elsewhere; nor could I wonder that, 
in countries where the living are treated aa though they 
had no feeUng, the dead should still less be objects of 
consideration. 

We are obliged almys to go below before the sun 
sets^ at present, to avoid the deadly vapours which rise, 

towards evening, from the damp ground on all sides 
of us, absolutely laden with agues and fevers. Two 
very fiunily shining candles are all that are given in our 
common sitting-room to light us in our various occu- 
pations; and these Kentucky draws on each side of him, 
while he studiesa angularly incoizeot and truly American 
road-book, bo that the rest of the party are obHged to have 
recourse to chess and conversation. We were greatly 
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amuBed to-night hy the appeaiance of a little Hangarian 
count, who had come with us firom Smyrna, but whom we 

had not seen since we left Constantinople. I positively 
did not recognise him: he used to have a very sufficient 
supply of curly hair, and now he appeared with a silk 
handkerchief" sentimentally twisted round what was evi- 
dently the baldest of lieads. His solution of the mystery 
was very absurd. At Constantinople he had gone to a 
Turkish barber, for the purpose of having his motistaches 
and whiskers arranged; but having been unable to explain 
altogether what he wanted, the Turk had chosen to judge 
for himself what was necessary, and had deliberately laid 
hold of him, along with two of his assistants, and had 
shaved his head completely^ in spite of all his resistance.

The restrictions of the quarantine render it very diffi- 
cult to obtain much personal information oi any place 
visited under its ban, yet even then there always are 
little indications which give an insight into the spirit of 
the country. This morning, I sat some time on the 
deck, watching a party of Bulgarian workmen, who were 
cleariiK: out a part of the harbour, and I could not help 
being struck by the Russian-like despotism "svitli v.Lieli 
the overseer drove them to and fro by means of a heavy 
Stick. Though we hold no communication widi the 
shore, we are quite near enough to distinguish by their 
distinctive peculiarities the different nations to wliich 
the persons belong who are passing to and fio. The 
Moldavians, actual inhaUtants of the town, have a heavy ^ 
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kmtirfi appeanmoe, which oomtpoiidfl wilh whmt I htm 

heard of the state of xa^tellectual degmdation of ^ 
lover elaBBes in Ihese piDvinceB. They wee plunged in 
$aa ignoranee as aad aa it is hapeless; fer what can we 

look for, where it is the policy of those wliu might en- 
lighten theaiy to keep them in darkness? The natives 
of the opposite shoee, Bulgaiians and Siliatriana^ have 
soniuthing alaiu;sL i>uvagc in their appearance and man- 
ners; there seems more of natuial inteihgeuce in their 
oountenaaoes, though their moad condition is not the less 
one of helpless abandonment to all the rude propensities 
oi their nature. 

Indeed, from what I have been told, if we ezclnde those 
larger towns whose commerdal or political annexion with 
other countries lias rendered a certain (le^^ree of enlitrhten- 
ment unavoidable, Turkey is a land of moral darkneaq, 
which it is stiange as well as painful to think, should fonn 
one ill the scale ofEuropcan countries. The influence of 
such a Gieed as M^hniywiiuii^ on the lower orders is, and 
nrast necesmily be, most pernicious; their mind, totally 
uncultivated, cannot comprehend or apply the doctrines 
on which it is founded^ whose primary basis, at least, is 
the same as that from which all religions, however oor- 
mpted, take tbmr lise; whilst they avail themselves of all 
that licence to crim^ which renders it so apt as a moral 
thraldom to human nature, and so powerAil an agent in 
the spread of evil Again, the form in which Christianity 
appears .in this country is but too much calculated to 
|ffodiioe all these £Ettal e^^ts which make the truth inis- 
Mpresented, often more hurtful than the &lsehood openly 
detcstiiblc. 

Our day was spent in gleaning what amusement or in- 
finmation we could fixun the prooeedings of the peo|^ on 
shore, and in the ships around us; for altho i ^gh our ateamsr 
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has arrived, they have to remove ail the cargo, which will 
prevent her aailuig before ni^t. 

We wmt on board in the evening, somewhat anzionfl 
to examine our future abode for »o many days, as we do 
not change again till we reach Qisova; but we have every 
reason to be satisfied with oar accommodation, and above 
all with our captain, a good old man, Piedmontese by 
birth, whose countenance is the most prepossessing that 
can be imagined, and who shows abeady an anxiety for 
our comfort in every ^vav, which is quite unexampled. 
The steamer is small^ and of the peculiar construction best 
suited to stem the strong current, and follow all the wind- 
ings and tumiiiijs of the river; which is the reason of the 
change being made here with our former vessel, more 
suited to the very different navigation of the Black Sea. 
The interior is entirdy devoted to the accommodation of 
the passengers; ray mother and I, being the only ladies, 
have one large room, whilst the gentlemen are expected 
to arrange themselves amicably in a similar apartment, 
which, in the day-time, becomes our common sitting- 
room. As our comfort for so long a period is of some 
importance, strong measures have been taken against die 

invasion of the nmsc^uitocs, wlio are bcgmnmg to appear 
in very ominous clouds; and it has been distinctly stipu- 
lated that Kentucky is not to deep on the table during 
dinner. 

We went to take a last look of Galatz before we retired, 
as we shall weigh anchor before daylight. If it looked 
already an uncomfortable habitati(m in the day-time, it 
certainly is not so less in the cold raw twilight, with the 
vapour rising round ^ wet houses, and the darkness of 
ihe streets rendered viable here and there by the light of 
the lanterns, by whose aid the inhabitants were trying to 
steer their course through the mud« 
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Mav 15tlL 

We iiad sailed during the night; and onee more stop- 
piiiii at Ibrail to take in goods, we ihen faiily oommenoed 

our progress up this vast and magnificent stream. The 
scene with which we found ourselves surrounded this 
moniing, after a quiet and comfortable night, was cer- 
tainly as new as it was striking. We were gliding slowly 
through the midst of a huge track of waters, which it was 
scarce possible to imagine was formed only by a river, 
for the dreadful inundations of this winter have swollen 
it to such an extent, that the opposite boundary is only at 
times discernible; indeed^ we might have imagined our- 
selves out at sea, but for the calm lifelessness and dull 
monotony of colouring which pervaded the whole of this 
vast extenty and was an utter contrast to the freshness of 
hue and ceaseless restlessness of the moon-haunted ocean. 
The sluggishness of the current rendered the actual move- 
ment of this leaden mass scarce perceptible ; and it was 
only to be distinguished by the undulating rise and Ml 
of the iiiteiniinablc forests of tall reeds, whicli c lotlicd m 
unvarying sameness the low prairie lauds of the Bulgarian 
shore, along which we were coasting. 

Up to the present time a desert had been inseparably 
connected in my mind with a boundless plain of burning 
sand, a scorching sun reveUing in a sky intensely pure, 
whose doudlesBnesB is painfully monotonous ; but never, 
I think, did we receive an impression of a solitude so utter 
and so desolate as during the long day when we travelled 
on and on tiirough this wilderness of lifeless waters, ever 
the ijauie: not a sign of human habitation, not a trace of 
Vegetation beyond the floating isknds of reeds we passed 
at times, where numberless pdicans were stalking to and 
Iro in search of the small fish on which they live. The 
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sky Avuuld irooiii to sympathise with tlil- (lr( aiy region, 
which hftSy as it aa atmosphexe peculiar to itaeli'; for 
althoogk thm is not • single actual doud, the aim is 

altogether obscured, and a dull, leaden vapour hangs luw, 
like a thick veil over the heavens. The stillnesB and the 
ifainfUfifpf o£ this j^^fy^ , ih Tfypgh which our ntrimnr inorc^ 
the only living thing, was unvaried throughout the whole 
day. We were as oompletcly isolated irom all inajikind 
on the broad bosom of the Danube, as on the trackkos 
ocean, or on ihe boundless desert 

Ilappxiy it is not so much from the outward landscape, 
especiaUjif it be unconnected with historicaliactSy that we 
axe to dnw the advantages to be deriTed irom travelling, ae 
irom the new view of human life which the constant inter- 
GOUTBe witli the difierent nations affords, and the continual 
matter for thought and reflection which is almost houxl j 
presented, in opportunities of judging by individuals of the 
Viarious effects of different religions and modes of education 
an the one human natoxe. GQiaBthememberaof our little 
community on board, small as it is, furnish us not only 
with amusementy but also with £ood for serious reilection. 

From the character and histoxy of our excdlent dd 
captain abne^ a deep lesson is to be drawn; the extwme 
benevolence and goodness of his countenance, as well as 
his really paternal anxiety for the comfiNrt of his pasoengiM% 
had already struck us idl very much. In ihe coone of 
tlie aiternoon he asked nic if I would come to his little 
cabin, and look tlirough his books for any thing that 
conid amuse me. I found he bad a well-stocked libary 
of standard works in various languages, but the Bible, in 
his xiative Italian, was conspicuous on the tabic* He 
began to talk sbout these bookii and to tell what good 
eQmp8ni0ii0 ihey had been to him in his solitude; then he 
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graduallj was led on to tell me all his fitorj ; and the pnrity of 
piiiiciple, joined to a eimj^ici^ of eKpraBOon, whioh faimad 
in Itim ao care n eomlniialioii, mi soon aocoonted (6i\ 

He had hud a happy fate, this good old man, alter a 
yDaih filled up far too mack nilh all the changes mid 
viciflBitiideB to whioli a Fiedmonteae wilof was hMef 
to have Lad much time for reflection. He had, some fifteen 
years ago, been placed on this station as captain of a Httle 
tEsding Tesnl, before the navigation of the Danube by 
steamers had been c^^tablished. A lik- more utterly solitary 
could not be imagined, than this had been from that 
peiiod till within the last &w yean, when his promotion 
to the command of a steamer brought him in contact 
sometimes with passengers like oiu'seive& His only re- 
•owoe was books; and when he began to lead* he begon 
also to think. He zead the Bible; and, fiur removed 6om 
all sects and clashing names and controversies, witli none 
to ask him whether he were of Paul or of ApoUoa, he drew 
fiom itm puiey primitive, unfettered Christianity, wUch, 
though so palpably the true spirit of the Gospel, is often 
xaxest where most a fair show is made. During the long 
yearn he has passed isolated fiom hia fellow-creatuina, 
breathed on by no baneful iiilluence from a world which 
woukl instil its corruption even into things divine, hearing 
nothing of ^n\!enflmg diiuchea or human foima, he hm 
become rooted and settled in a holy, humble, fruitful 
iaith^ which is the very essence of peace, the only source 
of an indestmctible joy on earth. 

Hia reUgion has not been untried. Widtont fetnily or 
friends, or home beyond this httle room^ ten feet square, in 
whichlwaaaeated— <cutofffiom allhomansympathyf hehaa 
never for one hour eeased to be peifecdy contented and 
happy. His is the Ciiristianity which cuioui s every word and 
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action in life, and he has daily by his side atleast one witness 
to hi? faithiuluess: his crew oonsists ofa few sailois, and one 
only officer as histaborduiate. This lieutenant is a poor 
unfortunate creature, who had become fiightfully crippled by 
some accident, and whose service would always have been 
xqocted hj every one; and indeed was so, until oar good 
captain clioee him as his companion on board of his own 
ship, where he has kept him ibr years, refusing to dismiss 
him when his incapacity is represented by others, and con» 
tinning to pay his salary while he quietly performs aU his 
duty himself. A smart English midshipman might per- 
haps feel amused at seeing a iirst lieutenant go about on 
cmtches, but it was in reality a sight calculated to inspire 
a reverential admiration; for the delicate kindness with 
which the captain gave the j^oat cripple little easy duties 
to perform, that he might not perceive how perfectly use* 
less he was, was really beautiful. ' 
The day passed very quickly, listening to this noble old 

man's history. Monaeor de B also did not £ul to 

Tary its monotony, by flinging himself two or three times 
headlong down the cabin stairs — a mode of descent to 
which he is particularly addicted^ by an inconcevaUe 
guignon," as he himself good*hiimonredly says. Towards ^ 
evening, avc were seated below, when Monsieur Ernest, 
whose enthusiasm is so genuine that it is quite admissible, ! 
came flying down, exclaiming, ''Gome up cm deck, come i 
up quickly!" We asked what was to be seen. Des 
arbresi du soleill de la verdure!" he shouted; and as 
ihese were all bright things, which the darkness and 
tempest of the Black Sea, and the mud and mist of 
Wallachia, had well-nigh blotted from our memory, wo 
gladly obeyed this sommons, and hurried on deck. Theie 
we did indeed find that nature will not I<mg be dei^ed 
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her own most glorious privilege of beauty; which proves 
hex so eloquently the creation of love, since, irom the first 
moment of existence to the last, it isan exhansdess aouioe 

of pure, unailoycd enjoymeut, even to tlic pooieijt, most 
ignorant, and wretched of the childi^ oi men. 

Nature neyer fidls us: be our sorrows what they may, 
the sunshine will still have a smile for ns, though all the 
world looks cold; and if earth have not a tie to which our 
human affections may cling, the fidr aspect of the umvetse 
is stall our rich possession. Nor is this fiee treasure of 
every living creature a joy less pure than it is inde- 
structible; for while the teeming glories of earth, and air^ 
and sea, and sky, produce on us a sense of pleasure, we 
seek not to analyse it does in fact proceed from the close 
connexion between the visible creation and the invisible 
Creator* His goodness shines forth in that beauty, even 
as in the soul restored to Him by faith; His l)eauty 
appears in goodness, the beauty of holiness; and these 
things pro^e that liie good and the beautifiil are in some 
degree synonymous, since the first is, in things inanimate, 
the originator, or more simply the creator, of the second; 
in things intellectual or spiritual, the second is the outer 
garb or expression of the first 

This beautiful nature had called up a little Eden out of 
the dark waste of waters, to gladden our eyes, so weary of 
fogs and mist. A lovely little island was lying on their 
wavelcss bosom, thickly wooded with fresh green trees; no 
longer the sombre children of the £iast — the dark ohve, or 
the cypress, and the palm — ^but the poplar, and the dwarf 
oak, and the graceful willows, ciping the waters with 
their long green branches; and there was grass, rich and 
luxuriant, and wild flowm, of whose abundance we could 
j udge by the mingled odours they sent forth to us. Within 
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tliia imexpeoted grove, eyerjwsndenng Uid had fimnl 
a home ; and, richer, fuller, more melodious than I ever 
befofe hend them^ immmenibk mg^tongalcB wese makii^ 
aflweetoanoerttothedaBat witei. The sob, just aeldiigy 

not fierce and terrible, as lie had risen and set for us during 
80 many past yeara^ but teu^] )cred to a mild radiance, had 
bmst the heavy miaks thai hid him fiDom our sight befoie, 
and sent them floating away in wreaths of vapour: whilst 
through this liUie garden of the desert he sent his long 
gi Meii winlii'aiiaj, afeeaUngdowii to light up the wild giaoe 
€i Its imeoltQied fiooest, and -mt ibe hooiit bloaoxiMi m 
their hidden cells. 

Itwasoneof thoaeunezpeotedsoeiiea of beauty, whoee 
tinloolrodrfbr appearanee fonttidie pcbeipal duuem ct tm- 
velling. There were men of various opinions, even amongst 
the few who stood to gaxe on it with ub; and the sight sug- 
gested to the mind, how atnmge m»t be the feelings of the 
materialist, of him who denies the existence of the Unseen, 
when he middeuiy come^ as in journeying over the earth 
he must do repeatedly, upon some wild and miknowii spot 
like this, where the illimitable perfections of creation are 
all displayed, combining, in their marvellous adaptation at 
once to beauty and their use and purpose in the univenei 
to form a lo^^ scene, whicsli none Asll ever behold or 
profit by, which never has been visited by human step, or 
seen by human eye-^tiees blassonniiiff and bearing fruit, 

wmds have sown— golden sunsets, and starry nights, hold- 
ing their pageants in a lifeless soUtude I 
And are idl these things in vain? Is the perfume of the 

myriad flowers wasted, because it brincfs no grateful fra- 
grance to the human senses? and the music of the singing 
birds and whispering winds, making mdody together, but 
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this, wliere the Yery spirit of life, and oi life organised, is 
breathing fortli ^om the desert, we have to curb the 
TTMiaginatiooy tluit mmld leek to deteei die zudimg of 
angels' wings in the passing of the breeze, and the 
miugling of spint-voices with the munour of the watexs; 
but ttt leaat we totiemble» that erer mchaa impiom 
thought waa giwea, to &e world, as diat one cmted thing, 
one £ower, am leaf, one fleeting lay or perfumed breath, 
has ever ben in Yaiii* 

May 16th. 

Tlds morning we were still steering our way through 
a wide exptamd of dolly atUl water; but the Bulgarian 
ooaak^ along whieh our (rtemier creeps, aaridnoosly obeying 
the quarantine regulations even in the heart of this wil- 
derness, is zapidlj ftapiniing a most pleasing appearaaee* 
It is no longer a mere low awamp; bntitziaea in long un- 
dulating Hues of grassy mounds, where there is much luxu- 
zianoc of vegetation^ though totally uncultivated. Of the 
opponte ihosa we aee nodung. My aatictpatioiia of the 
magnificence of the Danube, from its great breadth and 
body of .water, have as yet been disappointed, from the 
Teiy exaggeration of theae peenliaritiea ; for inatead of 
seeming an enormona rrrer, whose great Tohmie is etm^ 
fined within a certain limit, it is more like an insigniiicant 
lake, overflowing its boundaries. Ihe oaptam, however, 
promises great things for it as we proceed* He tdls us 
that tlie extraordinary flood of tliis year has done mudi 
damage; and of this we soon had ample proof, for as we 
advaneed, we eame every now and tiien to some poor litde 
village drowned outrj alit, with only the roofs of the houses 
visible; huge trees torn up by the roots drift past us; and 
occasionaUy those yAax^ have made a more sturdy resist- 
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anee to ihe cnxtent m to be seen growing out of the 

water. 

Various ^igsB of life gradually begin to invade our 
soUtode of watere. We pesB nmneroiis small trading 

vessels, makins^ ineffectual efforts to stem the force of the 
stream, on tiicir way to the upper part of the JDanube: 
the captain teUs us they ave sometimes two monUis 
engaged in toiliog on, so great is the strength of the 
current. Our own progress is, indeed, ejctremelj slow, 
even with the aid of steam; and we axe always obliged 
to anchor early in the evening, and remain stationary 
till morning, on account of the dense night-fogs. Early 
in the day a sudden bend in the river brought us, unex- 
pectedly, before the first human habitation we had seen — 
ilic little picturesque town of Tlirsova, perched on a 
rocky height, and embowered in trees and wild biiish- 
wood. Thongfa prettily situated, it is now but a paltry 
village; the town and port having both been destroyed by 
the Russians in the late Balkan campaign, of which^ it 
would seem, we aredeslaned to trace the disastrous effects 
in oar course all along the river. We passed on so rapidly, 
that we could do no more than admire the position of 
this, the first inhabited pkce we have seen in Bulgaria; 
a country so new to us, and so Httle known, that I shall 
be mosi impatient to land whenever it is possible, in order 
to gain some little insight into its present condition. 

After passing this village, the scene loses almost entirely 
its drearint^s of aspect. We kept close to the shore, 
which was nsmg rapidly in height, and now began to 
cast a deep shadow in the water; and the banks were 
clothed in a long waving grass, whose refreshing verdure 
alone was most delightful to the eye, even without the 
pleasing evidence it gives of the richnessof &e soil, which 
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mnifc lender ibis ooantEy moat prodnodTe. Eyery now 

and then we came suddenly on a little villaire half hid 
among the trees, whose neat cottages, covered with creep* 
ing plontB, lenunded ua often of Switzerland; though even 
in the least of them there was always an indication but 
too certain that we were stiU in Turkey, in the litUe 
mosque — retainingi however amaU and ahabby^ ita cha- 
xacteriatic ahape and architeetare. 

We are more likely, I think, to come to a just estimate 
of ^e general atote of Eurcqpean Turkey^ in thia our progreas 
through the interior, than we could ever have attained to in 
the larger towns, where so many influences from Tv itliout 
render it as diiEcult to ascci tain the true moral condition 
of the country, aa it ia to diatinguiah the colour of the water 
when the shadows of the drifting clouds are flitting overit. 
Here, in all our intercourse with the natives, we only meet 
with thoee to whom no dviUaation has taught the firat great 
leaaon the world loyea to inculcate, that speech ia given to 
man to enable him to concealhis thoughts; and it is wonder- 
ful how much maybe gathered of the every-day workings of 
iheir ayatema, both of civil and idigions government, from 
the conversation and habits of these people, as well as from 
the mere outward appearance of their villages and lands. 

I entered Turkey diapoaed to look on it moat lavour- 
iibly in every point of view; but I fear I aiu iikely to 
carry away with me a very dii&rent opinion of it, one 
which it ia painfiil to entertain, but which no* the leaa * 
every little circumstance tends to eoniirm. If we rub off 
the flimsy gilding, with which in the more frequented 
quartern many atrodoua ayalema are concealed^ I think 
we may amply and shortly analyae the spectacle we are 
destined to see in this country, so richly gifted by nature, 
aa that of a de^iotic and corrupt govemmenti hand in 
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luoid with a Tile opwd, wmkiag on m people wham vte- 

ral propensities render tliein siogularlj apt for tke xacej^ 
Uon ot' evil. 

We were obliged to drop sMelior early dni umiii^ m 

account of a strong bi cczc, combined with the power of 
ike cunent, against whidi we have pei^tually to struggle; 
■ad we managed to tahe ly cwr etafem fa Ae 
very wilderness once mOTe, aWiough during liie wliele 
day we had been, at intervals, pa&amg beneath many towns 
and Tillages. Of tfaete, Itaajgra ia the only cue of anjr 
importaiice; bat we stopped at none, so it was a nMie 
passing glance. Our wilderness was, however, no longer 
devoid of beauty; we lay under a wooded iMuk with nnnoy 
Itttie fidbry iaknds asoand ns, all eoeend wilk green 
bushes, whose very wildne.^s and want of cultivation were 
their principal charm; the Danube, too, begixis to give 
itself some xiTer4ike graees, now no knger appealing al- 
most stagnant, but winding round those lijolated gai'dens 
wiili a gentle movement and a slight murmur. 

The diffientey wUdht the tMveOarwill ahmjs ftal in 
divesting himself, wherever he may happen to wander, of 
his acquired habits and tastes — his own peouliar shade of 
the artifioial being with whiok aociaty nmsti m all — 
oAen prodneei contiasts lliat aie extreoMly Indicfoas, l>e- 
tween the savage nature and the civilised man; the more so 
that the natnie is always saUitte, the man too often de- 
* gnidedby soraeftmiloaBaniiiBarnflnt,ortriffingku^ 
come a want. We iclt this in our own case this evening, as 
we sat on deck <^ ringing tea and plajring ohess, in the midst 
of the pelicans and storks stalking abovt on the lonely is- 
lands, iitterinir at times a wild cry, which more tlian uny tiling 
Iknow brings most lorcibly to the mind the images of soli* 
tnde and desolatkin; whilst from liie dunnitBelf thcfeeams 
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fiff diBtantAfibepfKolonged aoand, wkioii tin eaptam toU 

us was the roaring of the wild buiialoes as they galloped 
over the &r Silistaaa plnini 

I wmt lo taim «.wrrey' of iIm TqiIeb, -when lim cap- 
tain has succcc^dt'd in establidiing at the other end of the 
veBseli 221 ord^ that we may have a liUle spaoe to move 
m our namw {n«Qn« wUoh their werj ndbntiiy hmfaite 
would have rendered impossible had they reinaint J on the 
quarter-deck. I ibuad the whole party seated roimd alarge 
bowl of jpilai^ aiUo wliiob ihej wm d^ggmg jof ooilj and 
iBvagely; nodding thrir turbans arm it with solemn 
q^uktions of Mahoruedan piety, and cramming it down 
l^eir thuQsti wMia^Mlanty wfaichnwwiwi toliavenootfagr 
object ihan a pliilotophioal donie to wMwi'taia ifaow much 
they could swallow in a given time, without any reference 
to the nourishment to be derived therefrom. I wished 
them a good appetite, in Greek, which is a set phrase I 
knew they would understand; and they were all so 
dehghted with this proof of intelligence on my part, that 
I nanowly escaped bebg dhoked by the great bullets of 
rice which they speedily rolled up in the palms of their 
hands, and would have jerked down my throat with 
angnlar dexterity, had I not earnestly deprecated so 
Oriental a proof of good-will. One corpulent old gentle- 
man, who seemed to have had a superior education, sat 
looking at me with profound diaguBt, and afiectedly 
stroked his yellow slippers whenever they even came in 
contact with my dress. I specially addressed him with a 
polite invocation for the increase of his appetite, already so 
Yoracioas, that had my wish been fulfilled I doubt if any 
amount oi A\ oiild have satisfied lilm; but though he 
gravely responded, I saw it had no eiiect in subduing the 
saw^geness of his feelings towards me; I was still a ghiaour 

b2 
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and a diing without a aoml, and isbeteiore to be despised. 

Seeing this, I went to my father and begged a little 
tobacco from him^ with which I returned^ and silently 
presented it to him. ** Mashallah t" he earolaimed ; this was 

quite another story; the soulless thing had a wonderful 
instinct for comprehending his precise tastes, and he in- 
stantly became the most affiible and talkattye of old 

gentlemen. 

The descent of night in this desolate r^ion has a 
singular eflbct, &om the total absence of any salient object 
to mark its progress: ihe dtadows seem to gatiier in iSttd 
dull sky, there to weave a huge black veil, which is gia- 
dually lowered earthward, and becomes perceptible to us in 
the rapid darkening of ihe sea-Hke river.

May 17th. 

We anchored for a short time this moming oS the town 
of Silistria, at so yery etily an hour, that one only of 
the paflBengers was on deck in time to eee it. From his 

account it would seem that we did not lose much by our 
want of activity, although it is one of the principal for^ 
tresses in Tuzkey, and ostensibly the capital of Bulgaria. 

Silistiia suircrecl so bicvercly during thu late campaign, that 

the town is still entirely in ruins; for it sustained a siege 
of eight months, against a yeiy superior force, before it 
was finally taken by the Russians. It is difficult to 
account for the tenacity with which these little Turkish 
towns maintained their defence against such overwhelm^ 
ing numbers so stoutly, when ihea feeble fertificatioiss 
were very often raised only upon walls of mud. 
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We had takenin a oonmderable caigo here, which was sfiU 

piled on the deck wheu we cuuie up-stairs, and very soon 
greatly excited our attentioii; for it consisted of an im- 
mense number of canvaBS bags, singularly round and well 
filled, and whicli seemed altogether not so inanimate as * 
canvass bags in a natural state ougixt to be. The sailors were 
occupied in catefiilly sprinkling some cold water oyer each, 
and then tumbled them into the hold. Our curiosity was 
at last fairly roused to ask what they contained, when we 
were told that thejr were foli of kedses, with which this 
marshy country supplies all Hungary, and which conse- 
quently form a staple commodity in Bulgariaiai traffic. 

like shoxeB of the Danube now ptsaaat a aerar-endiiig 
snceesBSkon of pasture kncbji so ndh, so ferdinfe, so Inxn* 
riant, that one might almost fancy they were the reahty of 
the Indiaa's dream oTPaiadise, where the giai^ hunting- 
fields are to have no end. Eaxfy in. the d l y we reached 

the town of liutzschuk, -wliicli is very considerable, and 
has a eifect from the water. It is strongly fortified, and 
as it possesses a citadel of no mean importance, its position 
is striking. We remained only half an hour before it, but 
the nearer view we thus obtaijK d was not so favouxable*. 

The greatest pwailimty of these Bttlgariwi towne is 
liw appe«K» of the streets, whieh, ihon^ in nodity 
lined with hou^s, present no other aspect than a succes- 
sion of dead waUi^ m these ia not a sngla window, 
flttd scaxeely enat a dooor; all Aese dangeroos oodeli 
being arranged to open only on the private courts. 
Uiis gi¥ea a strange lifelessness to the whole; but 
olhefwiae these isy I ttiiwk, no fvcy strong ehMnntetistw 
to stamp those large villages as belonging more to one 
country than to anothec so the Bulgarian inhabi- 

tnlBy howefer 9 whom wo hsve now, fine fiom' dse coniMi 
of any other people, in all their native rudeness. It is 
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not, indeed, too liarsk a term to apply^ that of aemi-bar- 
barians, to the rude, disordeily erowd, who came mahmg, 

DQoment the steamer stopped. 

Those stcamexsimve not bcca loz^ exiougk established to 
giye tune foe the iuxpdfle aadcinioeity they easette among 
the natives to wear off — hideed, I believe those descending 
the livex do not stop hiereat ally which renders the sight of 
fiaropesai ndwr a nve ooessre&ee — bat theare was poop 
tirdijr a iegtm of mtmgefmm in ihe taia and gestures of 
those people, though all were well clad in the iull i urkiah 
cwitnuti Kol eoBtcnted witk dia view t^fODald obtain 
of i» fiom the ihocv^ acNiie aofcoallj waded into the water; 
others got a great raft of a singular construction launched, 
and then, gatheiing on it in numbers which threatened to 
mak the whole oonen, pudiad off towaids the 8leamer» 

where they seized hold oi' the ropes, looking in at the port- 
liolesy grimacing and shouting, and anatliematuung us. 
We were quite glad to escape from them and pxoeeed on* 
wards, after having taken on board a few more passengm. 

We passed Uiurgevoy the port of Bucharest, whidi ia on 
die oppoeileMdey at toogieata diatanoe to dialiaguA 
Aan a fmmnd boveb. Tbk la, howwer, I believe, nly 
the station, the town itself being situated several miles in the 
inleiior^biilif weave toaeenomeie Wallachian citiefl^ we 
ihaU aot oeftainiy eany away aay'mybrilHaiit impiean 
of them. The passengers we have taken on buard arc a Bul- 
gaiian family, so perfeoify unsophisticated, so totally igno- 
mtof aiighleaiFethemanBenand cuatenieof Entaaohuk, 
that they are likely to give us an admirable insight into 
the domestic life ot this country. The party consists of 
tlie knd and marter, a 6%|h«folt)r nglf Tork, gongeovi^ 
dressed, with one of the most intelligent countenances I 
ever saw, but stamped at the same time with an expression 
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estentiallj bad. He ia angalarly talkative and inqqigiti.ve, 

and though well versed in all the Oriental tongues, can 
speak none whatever which may be said to appertain to 
Europe; yet in the course of a very short time he had 
made us all understand perfectly that he is a great astro- 
nomer, who devotes his whole life to the solution of 
the most chemise proUems. Of these learned tastes he 
soon gave further proof, by the unwearied interest with 
which he examined the q^uadrant, only equalled by the 
still more eager and profound contempIatioQ which he 
bestowed on the unveiled ESuropeaas. 

It is extraordinary liow well a Turk will always play 
his part in never seeming surprised at anything, however 
new to him. I am quite soie ibis man had nev^ been on 

board of a steamer before, and yet he marched aljout as 
if he were intimately acquainted with the whole matter. 
This was not the case with his pipe-bearer, who is as com<> 
plete a savage as it is possible to conceive. His counte- 
nance is quite similar to the drawings I have seen of the 
North American Indians, the amount of whose intellect is 
said to be almost on a level with the imrtanct of beasts; he 
could not keep his footing on deck at all, but went tumjjling 
about, uttering a wild howl whenever any new object met 
his eye; at last, as he wandered to and &o, he oame sud- 
denly upon the great engine in full movement, ^v\\cn he 
seemed to think he had hit upon the gate of Gehenna 
itself, for he uttered the most fidghtful yell, and rolled 
back heel8*over-head. In presence of hk master he is 
mute and motionless as a statue, and his whole capacity 
seems centered in the care of the pipe. 

The rest of the family is composed of some six or 
eight females, a large proportion of babies, and one hope- 
ful young gentleman of six or seven years of age, named 
Osman, who is the delight of Us &tfa«r*8 eyes, as he em- 
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phaticallj explained to us, and threatens to be the veriest 
torment to all the rest of the party. 

I im atdng alone in the cftbm, when it was suddenly 
invaded by the whole tribe of women, who had found their 
way down-stairs, in a state of the wildest excitement at the 
novdty of everything round them. They shrieked with 
delight, and gesticulated in a most unooudi manner, when 
they ibund this new field for their curiosity ; and at once pro- 
ceeded to a most violent examination of ail the objectSi 
animate and inammatu which the room contained; they 
scattered everything about, tried on every article of dress 
which they could find, and then, snatching the pencil out 
of my hand witli which 1 was drawings absolutely shouted 
with glee when they found they could themselves produce 
masks upon the paper. As may be supposed, the babies 
weie &r &om sikoit during this onset; and Osman, in his 
xeseaxohes into European manners and customs, became so 
unruly as to inspire me with considerable fears for the 
utter destruction of everything we poeaessed. 

At last I ventured some timid expostulation^ and 
mutely made them understand that " I humbly gave them 
leave to depart;" but at once flinging down whatever they 
held in their hands, they rushed towards me, testified 

their friendship iii the most warm manner, and then, 
seating themselves dose to me, with a firm grasp of my 
hands, demonstrated express ively that they would be 
happy always to live with me; while Osman, trying to 
drink out of the ink-glass, and finding the contents not 
pleaang to his taste> flung the whole out of the window* 
In this emergency, the good captain came to my asristance. 
As soon as he saw the women had invaded our territory, 
he had expected what would foUoWi uid had prepared a 
cabin for them on deck, whither he now conduoted them, 
in spite of their sulky looks and angry anatliemas.

Whikl wo uo Ibno Mfiiiingv " 
it were, on our very refinements, here is, hard by, a natiom 
of barbarians, of whom, taking them in the most iavonrablo 
fiow, tfao tibole cf the fenolo putt o£ tho popolaiawi Ievo 
and die wiliboiit one thomght beyond Ae mere chdly sup* 
plj of their animal wants; live — albeit each one has a 
amil immortid m one own— in total ig n on o w e tho* ihrne m 
nah a thing asioK^Qa, exeopi in iho praoticd bearing of 
the Illo^jlem system, so called, on themselves, inasmuch as 
thoj ace i^yo% and die, going down to the dusi liko the 
TTory bcnrtn that pariah I 

That there must be vast inequalities in the moral aspect of 
tbia worlds ia the law of ita Czeatoj:^ which the mind recog- 
niiaa alnoit ai soon as Ao ova oan ^fn^wn tbo nsa and Ut, 
of mountttins and valleys on its risible sorface; but fm3tf 
we should deeui it somewhat chui'hsii oi the luxuriant and 
wooded hills to gather togedier in their own bosom all the 
fresh stieams that spring amongat Aem, nor even let them 
iiow downwards to fertiUse the barren and sterile plains 
beneath I Yet are there e«:tain iiras of Htii^ waiefl% 
wlndt gnsh in ndh abundanseofet tfoat favoued emialueai 
wliose course has never yet been turned towards this 
parched and thirsty land! 

Every hoar that we now edfanoa op the rim elothes 
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lis banks in a richer verdure and more varied ve^retation; 
or rather, I should say, its bank, im the Wallachian shorn 
k iftiU iBim dnnuUe. la tt» moBR the aftmoiMi 
we Teacbed a pretty little village, whose gardens and 
houses lay clustered at the foot of a low greea hilL 

The optWB, who, fer wmww rf lmawn »| i p w 9eiit ly,hid 
mol BOW prohibsted wkj aCtampt to Itnd^ now cdbrad 
passengers leave to goon shore ibr half an hour ; recommend- 
iii^ th6ll^ al tiie BUBe Ime, to avoid tbe towl^ aiid to 
iot ike Twmi^ MB olAcmABymbbBaai^ iim 
hiU, and from wluch we were likely to have a line view. 

The proposition waa hailed with all the delight whidh a 
fertoi^t^s impnwmiaBt on bond wis cBknkted to piD» 
duce, bomevv liat damped, however, by the wild appearance 
of the crowds who were rapidly collecting on tho spot where 
W9 m«l land; indeed, dieir fEaatic demoDitatioiui of cse^ 
citement, when we got into the boat to posh on shore, 
deterred some of our party from attempting the excursion. 
It WM wttk coDflideiable diffionltj dutt we inade oar wqr 
iitioii^h Ae aesemMed villagers, wliose gestiim and ciiei 
were most expressive of the hatred and contempt with 
wluch thegr legaided m. Happily the steamer and its 
oontente engaged tiiem so nnioh, tliat wo enooeeded ui 
getting clear of the village altogether, by a circnitous 
loady which was partifiularly like a road anywhere els% 
and ascended to the sumimt of the hili. The rmns weva 
merely those of an old Turkish castle, no way remark a]}le; 
but as soon as we dis^igaged ourselves from them, and 
got out on the open brow of the hiQ, the view which then 
burst upon our sight wee most admtniMe. 

Here was indeed the Danube at last, which till then seen 
indetail, and mostnnfimRixabljrinifts BwoUen a^ 
fMe, we had never oompreliended as ike great, the stnpeii* 
dous, the noble river ly^ch it is. Springing in the very heart 
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of that Europe of wfaioh it is the gieat aiterjr» and sweeping 

aloni;- with its silver rolling waters, too vast and majestic to 
be turbulent, undiminished in volume^ unvar3nng in course 
fiom land to land, till now, where we eould difltinguiA it 
fiur off in the vast plains that lay around us — ^it came, 
turning its mighty stream through the green meadows 
which it fertilised; and rushing deep and wide, as thon^ 
it had gathered all the liTeisof earth to its bosom, beneath 
our feet, rolled on away to that wild and stormy sea, wliose 
tremendous billows cannot, even for twenty miles, resist 
ifa9 current. The country, of which we obtained a pano- 
ramic ^dew IVoin this spot, was but one succession of fer- 
tile plains; but the river was still in iiood, and the distance 
rendered the details of the opposite shore quite indistinct 

The charms of this scene were enhanced by all the 
sublimity which a tremendous thunder-storm, that had 
gathered in the Ajf and was just about to burst, could 
llurow around it. Just oitet the river there hung an 
immense cloudy as black as night, which cast within its 
broad bosom a shadow intensely dark; whilst &x beyond 
the influence of the storm, in the wide extent that was 
revealed to our gaze, wc could see it winding in the sun- 
shine, like a line of liquid light; and every now and then, 
within the range of the tempest, a gush of forked light- 
ning would dart from the thick gloom, and lebound in 
vivid flashes on the black waters. 

We were so engaged in contemplation of this soene, that 
it was some time before we observed the flag hoisted on 
board as a recall signal ; and at the same moment I could 
perceive some of my own friends on the deck* making very 
earnest signs to me to return quickly. Seeing this, and with* 
out waiting for my companions, who still lingered, I began 
to run down as iast as I could, taking the most direct road, 
which led me through a street that was, howevto, perfectly 
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empty. The descent was steep,andIwas£roingataTeryrapid 
pace, when suddenly a litUe door i n the wall which eodofled 
ibe kne was openedt and an <dd Turk made lus appearanoe. 

Now it is to be supposed that this good native liad 
never seen a European in his life beibre; and independent 
of the di&renoe in diesB and appearance, as it is a phyd- 
cal impossiblUty for a TurHsh woman to run, or move out 
of her wonted shulHing gait, the speed at which I was 
advMicbg towards him rnoit have seemed most mimou* 
loos: certain it is, that at the apparition of this flying 
figure he started back with a look of terror I have 
never seen equalled, and tearing his turban down over 
his eyes in a most fiantio manner, almost drove in 

the door again, in his aiixiety to get out of reach of my 
baneful glance before I passed him. I very greatly en- 
joyed the idea of having frightened a Turk; and when I 
told the adv^ture to my friends on board, the captain 
said he had most certainly imagined me to be a super- 
natural being, probably a ghonl, or other fiend in a mar« 
vellons human shape* 

The thunder-storm broke over our heads j ust as Kentucky 
had guessed that he would goon shore and take a walk, since 
we had all letnmed in safety; but so &r from there being 
any possibility of landing, the violence of the gusts raised a 
goodly host of such very waves on our great river, that we 
were foroed to lie under the shelter of a bank till it should 
have passed. The torrents of rain which fell were quite tre- 
mendous, and had a strange effect in bringing an untimely 
night over the earth, for the darkness, while it Listed, was 
intense; and when thebourasque passed almost as suddenly 
as it came, the sun, though just about to set, burst forth in 
renewed splendour; and whilst the whole earth brightened 
and revived, that fiesh sweet seent eshaledi which a rapid 
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immm tlwajt oaik up; whole iMe of nnging-lndi 

seemed to pour out their raclodv in lionour of a new day, 
tim«k «W nauu»ed to tlum twilight 

Mar IMh. 

Bfcry day, almost every hour, now adds to the charm 
of our ooone alpng the xsvee. Iliae k donbtlfw a good 
deal of mm&Mm in dia woemm; but to vBj long naed lo 

look on burning plains, the very greenness and luxuiiaiice 
of time grass-grown, floweiy hanka, wae a aomoe of ua* 
n e w e i ed delight. Fmm what we on see in thui ekxrtbig 
along the shore, this country in usi be singuhuly rich and 
ftctile. We do not pecoeive muoh evidanoe of culti- 
'vaiioB, bntthe geneioiis wail mtms mamely to leqime it; 
and we now constantly pass great herds of cattle, luxnriat- 
iiig in the inexhaustible paatuxee. The pretty little TiUagaSy 
OMM <x leBB diltant, lunpie altogether veplaeed our peiioan* 
peopled idAnds; and the taoes of those di s as t ro w inmi* 
dationa, though atili viBibla, are rapidly diminishing. The 
Bulgaiian astronomer contumes to fioailiaxise hhnnlf in 
his own manner with each indrridual of ihe puty: his 
desire of gaining iniormatiun is only equalltnl ])y his wish 

to diipU, that which iie po«e»e»; «^ his chan- 

tar is xeally an iuiii s itm g study to dioae wbo knre to 

watch how the same propensities of tlic cummon Iminau 
nature develop themselves under dilierent forms, accordiiig 
to the monl inflnenees whioh have been brought to bear 
npon Aem in llie edooaftion and national habtls* 

I found him and Monsieur £mest to-day seated upon 
two camp^rtook^ and bnsiiy employed in solTing a ma* 
Aematioal problem: both weee very earnest and ex« 
cited; and the only difference between them was, "^at the

sought the ground. The Turk has altogether prohibitod

SBtee of the whole party. My little niece and he have 
had much private skirmishing ; but lately he seeow lo ha¥e 
irtteohed faimielf principally to tl» Hungariw eounty wlwee 
shaved Lead lias sccnuiigly iov him a ]ieculiar attraction. 

Tovards evening we came m sight of a village, or 
ZBther town, oonidflnU j lazger than those -m hsve been 
passing of late. It had several mosques, firom whose 
minarets the call to pmyeEs, ibi us now like the voice of 
m- old £00069 even then Madbg; and it looked 
abogetW R> fttMy Mid ittviting, that when we drnni we 
were to remain here an hour to take in provisions, we 
Y&iy eametlly dflmandfri peraoiMioiii not aslj to go on 
ahrae^ but to penetate into ilie town, and ezplove iti 
strange recesses. The captain said we micrht certainly 
land^ to make the experiment; but he mufit warn us that 
we sbould be probably afanost the first Bnxopean these 
people had ever seen, as it is not a steam-boat station, and 
he had stopped here by mere accident; and he needed not 
to tell OB, that a haftsed o£ infidfib is cue cf the ksBom 
whadh Mahonmedunnn moal fimly im pra w ca upon Ae 
lowest of its followers, till it becomes almost a principle of 
their natnoroy nnfeee tempeied and softened by a eontmual 
eoDteot with ihem, ae at Ooiwtaulinople or Smyrna: stilly 
he thouglit we might very safely take a quiet walk; and 
aoooxdin^ly a &w oi the passengers landed, and began to 
penetrate into the town* 

"We were reccivcdwith a tremendous slioiit ])y tho crowd 

on the share^ which ^lonsieur de B and his nephew 

a onteh o w m i ertwP Bl a d into nu'e^praseion of good-'wiU; and 
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taking off Aar hals to the gromid, they bowed in retain 

in the most polite and Parisian manner. Certain Turkish 
vozdsi however, met my ear, much calculated to give me 
a difieient idea of their fedings towards hb; but fNuang 

from amongst them as best we might, we went on into 
the town. 

It was really very pretty and pecmliar, with its high 

walls, over which the vines were hanging down to the 
very street, and the houses with their long terraces, 
whexe the most eztraordinaxy gnnips were ooUecting to 
gaze at ns. AD the women, thickly veiled as ihey were, 
fled at our approach with loud screams; but the whole 
population of men, on the oontiaxy, followed and crowded 
round us, gathering in numbers as we went along: they 
were for the most part handsomely dressed in the Oriental 
costume, and all except the mere rabble were armed. 
Even the most obtuse amonint us soon became aware that 
our presence had singularly roused these ^Maliomedaus 
from the indolent composure which is so muck their 
national character; and, accustomed as we were to the 
alent eontempt and disgust with whioh they invariably 
look on a Christian, we could not but perceive that there 
m. aomethmg much bey<Mid that jmm^ didike in the 
threatening looks with whidi ihey scowled on us. There 
was positive hatred and fury. 

Tliis was coniinned to me at last by the insulting epithets 
which they now loudly lavished on us, and which Iunder> 

stood but too well — **GhKiours," Dou"s of Christians," and 
the most violent anathemasagainst our unfortunate ancestors 
for I know not how many generatioDs back, Thealarmwith 
which these proofe of their growing fury inspired me soon 
communicated itself to my companions, for the em^aged 
glances of these zesIousMussulmen were not to be wiistafcffli. 
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By taoit oonsent we would haTe tamed to retrace our steps, 

but this ino\ oinent produced at once an announcement of 
tlie utter abhorrence in which they held us, in a language 
we might all undenrtand, which was by a volley of stones. 
This was decidedly becoming serious, and we had no 
resource but in a speedy ilight. Our enemies thronged in 
the street by which we had come? we therefore turned 
into a bje-path which led down to the river, and made 
the best of our way toward the bank, at a pace which 
happily soon distanced them, embarrassed with their loose 
slippeiSy and perhaps their own unwieldy persons; still it 
Avould seem that their detestation of us made them un- 
usually active, for when we reached the shore they were 
close upon us. Counez, mon onde,*' shouted Monsieur 
Ernest, who was dreadfully frightened, as Alousicur de 

B gave some symptoms of lagging behind. **Je 

couis/' responded he» panting; and just then, by an in- 
ooncevable guignon," he hit his head against a tree, and 
fell rolling harmlessly to some distance down the grassy 
bank. '^Nous faisons toujours du cheminT exclaimed 
Monsieur Ernest, as he picked him up; and the couple 
tore on with an energy which, terrified as I was, struck 
xne as most ludicrous. The captain, who had been on the 
watch, suspected that something of this kind had occurred, 
and sent a boat to our rescue; Avhich, making the best of 
our way through the thicl^ brushwood and tangled grass 
(no eaqr matter), we reached at last in safety, although, 
jui>t us 1 leaped into it, a well-aimed stone hit me on 
the shoulder, which, had it struck my head, would have 
left me a lasting proof of ike pious zeal of these sons of 
the Prophet. 

This adventure, dangerous as it might have been, ter- 
minated in being the source of great merriment amongst 
usall; but not the less, it could not &il to raise many painfiil

There, wbete the dnmae and the oppit)brinm 
were rather on the head of him wlio sliould iaii not uiily 
to bear the name, but to act and Hve aa a troe servant of 
Ae Oracified, how do diey^ m their very ezeees of liglKt» 
unwittingly yet virtually deny Him ^y\\o fcaid — by this 
they should be known as His disciples, if they loved one 
another 1 And stainbKngatairod, aahadowtaaantangiMe 
distinction, instead of turning their eyes, which He has 
opened, to the benighted lands, how do they rise up to 
bieak in acmder the bonds of love among llmiedveB, till 
Chriatian wan with Gfarialian, prieat with pdeat, and ran- 
somed soul with ransomed soul ! 

We could not but think how die vain ahadowa, in which 
ao many people in oar own country disquiet titemselvea 
in vain, would speedily take their due importance in their 
eyes, could they go ferth, as we had done, and walk in I 
Ae lands wbere they would be hatedfer Wb name*a aabe. 
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May 19th. 

I swoke llui mofiiing tt fire o'olook, and was told that 
w« wm IB ihe haiboor of Widden, one of die prindpal 

and most populous towns in Bulgaria, tliu .'fuat of govern- 
ment of a large padialik; and almoat iixmiediately after, 
I Tooeived a meaMge from die eaptain to beg I would 

come on deck as quickly as I could to act as iiitcrpiuLcr. 

I was not long in obeying the summons, and found the 
psBKngerB and offioen of the ateamer minoimding a man 
wham I at once distinguished to he a Greek, though he 
wore the Turkidi costume; and who was vainly endea- 
TOQziiig to make himedtf imdentood, with a few wozda of 
wretched ItaKan, by a party who, except omselvea, con- 
sisted solely of French and Hungaiians. He was greatly 
lelieyed when I addreased him in Romaic, and he at 
once explained the purport of hk vmt. His highnen 
Kircdeen Pasha, whose doctor he was, had sent luin to 
request that we would go and visit him, as he had very 
seldom an opportunity of seeing Fianks, and particularly 
lad it 3. He had desired the doctor to use his utmost elo- 
quence in securing our consent, and had sent several sol- 
diers of his own guard to conduct us in safety to the 
pakce. Our captain, who seemed greatly to dread of- 
fending the pasha, declared that he could not refuse, and 
that the visit would be highly interesting; assuring me at 
the same time, that the presence of the fbrmidable>looking 
guard would amply secure us from any annoyance. It 
w«8) therefore, decided that we were to go; but when I 
prepared to follow the doctor on shore, I found that our 

adventures of the preceding evening liad su iar cooled 
the ardour of most of the travellers, that no one seemed 
disposed to aocbmpany me, except Monsieur de B 
and ^Monsieur Ernest. 
It was a large and really picturesque town, the streets 

82 
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broad and handsome, lined with the open stalls where the 
Torka habitually transact businesB; and many of them 
covered in, so as to render it agreeable to walk through 
them even in the heat of the day. 

Aa we paflsed along, pteoeded and surroonded by the 
soldiers, we were struck with the tenor which ihey seemed 
to inspire among the people, who, so far from showing any 
diqx»itio& to injure vts, scarcely even dazed to raise their 
eyeB, The doctor, who had been absent many years from 
Greece, was dehghted to have un opportunity of talking 
his own language, and gave me much inibimation as we 
proceeded : he told me that the pasha was exceedingly rich 
and powerful, and h'ld many thousand subjects. The 
late Sultan Mahmoud had given him his own adopted 
daughter in marriage, and my new acquaintance promised 
to endeavour to obtain permisrion for me to visit the 
harem; but this, he said, was a favour rarely granted to 
any one, and would depend entirely on the pasha beiDg 
&vourably disposed towards us. 

He then asked me why the other passengers had not ac- 
cepted the invitation; and when I mentioned the cause of 
their feais, he instantly begged I woulddescnbetheprindpal 
aetuib ill the us^riult, undgive the name of the village ;*'For," 
he said, the pasha will have them all punished instantly ; 
he is anxious to encourage strangers to come here." Now, I 
knew that in Turkey, punishment invariably means deca- 
pitation; and I could not help thinking tliat such summary 
vengeance, taken on a whole population, would by no 
means tend to produce an encouraging e£^ on the minds 
of the travellers he wished to conciliate. I communicated 

his proposition to Monsieur deB and Monsieur £me8tt 

who, furious as they had been at the treatment they had 
received, were by no means disposed to haA e the insult 
washed out in blood. We therefore extorted a promise 
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from the doctor that he would say nothing on the sub* 
ject, and very soon found ounelyes at the g^te of the paiaoe. 
It was a dwelling by no means unworthy of a prinoe9 and 

eovcring a large space of ground. We passed through a 
handsome gateway, guarded by sentineis, and entered an 
immense court, almost entirely filled with soldiers. The 

building itseU was low, and very irregular, consisting prin- 
cipally of a succession of long galleries and terraces; but 
there was also an endless number of rooms» each destined 
to a separate purpose, which tlic doctor named to us as 
we passed through them — the waiting-room, the audience- 
ohamber, the room where the courts of justice were held, 
and so on; and in all of these motley groups were to be 
seen of just such persons as in more civilised parts of the 
world inyariably crowd round the dwellings of the great. 
The pasha's own dependents seemed yery numerous, and 
several of them now officiously led the way to the room 
where we were to await liis highness. 

The Aimitnre consisted solely of a long low divan, amply 
supplied with cushions, and several baskets filled with tlie 
rarest tiowers. Lhe doctor, and several others who ibllowed 
us in, took off their slippers on entering the apartment, and 
then ranged themselves round it, their hands crossed on their 
bosom. During the interval of delay which followed, we re- 
mained in great admiration of the view from the windows, 
which was most striking; the strange oriental town, com* 
posed of the most fantastic buildings, and half hid by fine 
old trees, lying smiling in the sunshine, on the banks of 
the noble river. Suddenly a great movement was manifest 
in the outer room, and the doctor, with somewhat of trepi- 
dation, announced the pasha. Two or three soldiera en- 
tered, and took their station at the door; and his highness 
almost instantly appeared, leaning on two l urkb. lie was 
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a tall, good-looking man, with piercmg dark eyes, ami a 
grave, stern expression of countenance; be wore the tight- 
fittingt bended suxtoit^ and tbeiei otp, or fei, drawn down 
over his strongly-marked eyebrows; and his peaked bbick 
beard fell ulmost to his waist, where a magnificent sword 
was seeoied by a leathern belt He p o aa eoD ed a dignity of 
manner ifldidi was really qmteiinpodng. Gonmig fcurwaid 
without speaking, he took ray hand, and requested me to 
sit on the divan beside him; and then turning to the 
dcH^r^ directed him to introduce my two companions, and 
ordered stools to be brought, that they might sit opposite 
to him. We were amused to see that the poor doctor, ikw^ 
merly gay and talkative, had suddenly subsided into the 
most humble and submissive of beings. He acted as in- 
terpreter — for his highness spoke nothing but Turkidi; 
and some minutes were ipent in going through the usual 
eorapliments with all due fbrmsHtj. 

Pipes w^re then brought in by two negro slaves, and 
QUtf splendidly inlaid with jewdsy was offered to me. Iwas 
tolerably well acquainted with the oeremomoos usages 
which are de rigueur* in an Eastern visi t, and I therefore, to 
ihe utter astonishment of my French friends, composedly 
took it, and saluted the pasha with all the solemnity I 
could muster. It is only strict politeness to repeat this 
salutation, which is per(brnicd by placing the hand on the 
heart, the lips, and the forehead, every time that anything 
is oflercd; and the pasha and I were therefore to be seen 
constantly bowing with great gravity, while coflfee and 
sweetmeats were being handed round* The intense so- 
lemnity of our proceeding, however, met with a most 
ludicrous interruption. 

Kentuoligr had been left placidly asleep on the table in 
the saloon when we left the steamer; and ^y grea^ 
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therefore, was our aniazcnicnt when, unasked and un- 
annottzkced, he made \m appearance at the door, puahing 
Ina way through the gvaid^ and maiching up to ihe 

pallia, his hat on liis licad and Ins cane in his hand, just 
as he would have walked along the streets of Boston. 
The intruder staved at his highaww for a few minutes 
with imperturbable coolness, and then turning to me (for 
he could speak nothing but English), he ejaculated, I 
ealcnkte he never saw an American afore/' The horror 
c£ mj two companions (whose French poGteness was most 
thoroughly shocked), the consternation of the doctor, and 
tile indignation of the pasha at this want of respect, were 
most amnmng; the latter fixing his flashing eyes on the 
unfortunate Kentucky with a look which evidently made 
lum uneasy, aad I h«tened to e««8e his sudden .ppe«. 
anoe the best way I coold. 

The doctor now told nic tiiat ihc pallia had consented 
to my yifiiting the harem, and he proposed conducting 
me thither at once if I feit so diqmed. I was delighted 
with the prospect of inspecting an establishment which 
must be so very characteristic, so perfectly Eastern; foe 
tlie doctor told me that no other stranger had ever been 
admitted, to the apartments of the sultana, who was, of 
course, a very great personage in their estimation: whereas, 
at Constantinople, so many travellers habitually vint the 
Itaiems that they are half Eoxopeanised. My two com* 
panions did not, however, look much pleased at the idea 
of being left in solemn con£srence with the pasha, which, 
in the absence of the doctor and myself, most be reduced 
to the mute language of the eyes; uor did iliey seem to 
derive much consolation from my assurance, that the 
lorther proceedings of Kentucky would probably affiuEd 
them gome exoilcment. 
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But it was impoflBtble they should accompany us, and we 

therefore left them seated beaidc the American, with whom 
ihej could hold no communication — and directly opposite 
to the pasha, who stared fixedly at them with the most im* 
pertnrbable dignity. I followed my companion through 
several long corridors, putting to flight various negroes 
and other slaves, who seemed to think it was as much as 
their head was worth to look at me. The doctor told me 
that on account of her high rank the sultana reigned 
singly in the harem as the pasha's only wife, but that 
there were a number of odaHsques, one of whom could 
speak Greek, and would interpret for me. We crossed 
an open court, with a fountain playing in the centre of it, 
and entered what seemed to be a separate building. Here 
the doctor stopped, not even passing the threshold, and 
told me he could go no further, and that two negroes who 
now presented themselves were to be my guides* 

I did not half like being left alone in this btraiige-louking | 
place, and would have remonstrated against his leaving me; 
but he looked perfectly terrified when I proposed it, and 
disappeared the moment the door was opened. The two 
slaves walked before me in ::ilence, their ej^es bent on the 
ground, through several passages, till we reached the foot 
of a stair, where they in their turn consigned me to two 
women who were waiting for me. One of these was the 
interpreter, a remarkably pretty woman, though immensely 
fi,t; and the other was, without exception, the most 
hideous old woman I ever beheld, whom I rightly guessed 
to be the duenna of the harem« They received me with 
the highest delight, and as though I were conferring a 
great honour upon tliem, fervently kissing my liands and 
the hem of my dress; in return for which i could only 
wish that they might live a thousand years, and never 1 
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see a" bad liour." Seizlno^ inc by the hands, they dragged 
me in triumph up the stairs, and through several rooms to 
the audience chamber of her highneas the sultana. like 
that of the pasha, it was furnished with a long diyan, over 
which were spread two of the most splendid cashmere 
shawls I ever saw; several cushions wefe ranged on the 
floor, and the windows were all hermetically dosed by the 
fatal screens of wiuch we Imd heard so much. They are 
a sort of wooden lattice, but the open spaces are so very 
snaall that one can scarcely discern anything without. 

The women made luc sit down; and when i placed 
myself in the usual European manner, they begged me in 
a deprecating tone not to remain in that constrained posi- 
tion, hut to put myself quite at my ease as if I were in my 
own house. How far I was at my easci installed a la 
Turfue on an immense pile of cushions, I leave to be 
imagined by any one who ever tried to remain five minutes 
in that posture. The interpreter now left nie alone with 
the old woman, who crouched down on a cushion at my 
feet; and with the help of a few words of Turkish, wilii 
\vliic]i 1 A\ MS acquainted, she managed to give iiic quite as 
much intormation as I wished for, on the domestic lite of 
£iredeen pasha's large &mily« 

We were interrupted by the arrival of some fifteen or 
sixteen young slaves, who came runumg into the room^ 
laughing and talking like a party of school girls, each one 
pausing at the door to make me the usual salutation, and 
then clustering together in groups to gaze at me with the 
most eager interest. They aU wore the same dress, and 
certainly it looked on them most angularly graceful, as 
they stood in a sort of languishing, indolent attitude, with 
their arms f<dded, and their long almond-shaped eyes half 
doeed. It consisted of a loose silk jacket, reaching to the 
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below the knee; and finally, a pair of euonnously •wide 
trousers, either wholly red or a mixture of gay colourSi 
which ahnost covered thor Utde ydlow ali^ien. A silk 
handkerchief and various other ornaments were twisted m 
their hair with quite as much genuine coquetry as is to be 
Ibund in mofe civihacd countiieB. Of all the number aaij 
Aree strode me as having any great ohim to beauty ; bat 
certainly creatures more lovely than thejr were could no- 
where have been seen. Two of ihem were CSirca8aiaB% 
with long fair hair and soft brown eyes; the other was, I 
think, a Georgian — very dark, with beautiful features, 
and the most haughty expression of coontenanoe. It waa 
evident that she was held in grsai le^MCt ae the mother of 
a line little boy, whom she had in her arms. Ail of them 
had their nails dyed with that odious heanai with which 
they disBgnie their hands and &et 

Presently diere was a strange shuffling noise heard 
without, a prodigious rustling of silk and satin; and the 
interpreter hurrying in^ annoonced die sultana. The 
daves fell back, and ranged themselves in order. I rose 
up, and her highness entered, preceded by two negro 
boys, and f ollowed by half a dooen women. She was a 
tall, dignified*looking person, of somefive-and-ihirty, and 
far from handsome. Nothing could be more splcudul than 
her dress, or more perfecdy ungraceful. She wore a pair 
of' light blue silk trousers, so esoesnvely large and wide 

that it was witli ilic ^Ln-'^ntest diliicuity slic cuuld walk; 
over these a narrow robe of red cashmexe covered with 
gold embroideiy, with a border of flowen^ abo wodced 
in gold, at least six inches wide. This garment wss 
about five yards long, and open at the two sides as iar 
as the kneei so that zt swept on the ground in all diieo- 
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tions. Her waist was bound by a cashmere scarf of great 
Tmltie; and from her shoulders hung an ample pelisse of 
teawn satin, lined with the most beaulifid nbeUine fur. 
Her head»dre9B was a rflk handkerchief embroidered with 
gold; and, to ooinpiete her costume, she was literally 
ooreied with diamonda. 

She xeceiTed me in the meet amiable manner, thongh 
with great stateliness and dignity; and when I begged the 
inteipieter to tell her highness how greatly I felt the 
honour she had done me in inviting me to visit her, her 
features relaxed into a smile, and dragging herself and 
her load of finery to the divan, she placed herself upon it^ 
and desired me to ait beside her. I obeyed, and had then 
to recommence all the compliments and sulut;.tions 1 liud 
gone through at the pasha's, with still greater energy; 
£ox I could see plainly that both herself and her staves, 
who stood in a ^micircle round us, were very tenacious of 
her dignity, and that they watched most critically every 
movement I made. 

I was determined, therefore, to omitnothing that should 
give them a high idea of my savoir vivre, according to 
their own notions, and began by once more gravely accept- 
ing a pipe. At the pasha's, I had managed merely to hold 
it in my hand, occasionally touching it with my lips, witli- 
out really using it; but I soon saw that, with some twenty 
pairs €j£ eyes fixed jealously upon me, I must smoke 
here — positively and actually smoke — or be considered a 
violator of all the laws of' good breeding. The tobacco 
was so mild and fragrant, that the penance was not so 
great as might have been expected ; but I could scarcselyhelp 
laughing at the ludicrous position I was placed in, seated in 
State on a large square cushion, smoking a long pipe, the 
other end of ^Aich was supported by a kneding slave, and 
bowing solemnly to the sultana between almost every whiffi 
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Coffee, sweetmeats, and sherbet (the most delightfol of 
all pleasant diaughts), were brought to me in constant 
tnzocesdon by the two little negroes and a pretty young 
girl» whose duty it was to present me the richly embrei- 
dered napkin, the oorner of which 1 was expected to make 
use of^ as it lay on her shoiilder as she knelt before me. 
These refreshments were ofiered to me in beantifiil crystal 
vases, little gold cups, and silver trays, of whicii, Ibr my 
misfortune, they seemed to possess a large supply, as I was 
obliged to go through a never-ending coane of dainties* in 
order that they might have an opportunity of displaying 
them all. 

One arduous duty I felt it was quite necessary I should 

perform, and this was to bestow as much admiration on 
the sultana's dress as I knew she would expect me to feel. 
I therefore exhausted all my eloquence in praise of it; to 
which she listened with a pleased smile, and then, to my 
surprise, rose up and left the room. I was afraid I had 
offended her; but a few minutes after she returned in a 
new costume, equal K splendid and unbecoming, and I 
once more had to express my enthusiasm and delight, 
which seemed greatly to gratify her. She then returned 
the compliment, by minutely inspecting my own dress; 
and the slaves, forgetting all ceiemony in their cunobitj, 
crowded eagerly round me. 

My bonnet sadly puzzled them; and when, to please them, 
I took it off, they were most dreadfully scandalised to see 
me with my hair uncovered, and could scarcely believe that 
I was not ashamed to ait all day without a veil or handker^ 
chief. They could not conceive, either, why I should wear 
gloves, unless it were to hide the want of henna, with which 
they offered to supply me. They then proceeded to ask 
me the most extraordinary questions — ^mafty of which I 
really found it liard to answer. My whole existence was 
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as ineompTelieiimble to ibis poor princess, vegetating from 
day to day within her four walls, as that of a bird in the 
air must be to a mole buirowing in the earAu Her life 
conaflted, as she told me, of sleeping, eating, dieenng, 
and bathing. She never walked further than from one 
room to another; and I can answer for her not having an 
idea beyond the narrow limits of her prison. It is a 
strange imd most unnatural state to T^vliiili these poor 
women are brought; noi do I wonder that the Turks, 
whose own detestable egotism alone causes it, should de» 
clare that they have no souls. 

Her highness now sent for her children to show them 
to me, which proved that I was rapidly advancing in her 
good graces: and, as I luckily knew well that I must 
not look at them without pronouncing the wish that they 
might live for ever, in case I should have an evil eye, she 
was well disposed to receive all my praises of them, and to 
allow me to caress them. She had lour line little children; 
and the eldest of them, a boy of six years old, was so per- 
fect a miniature of his &ther, that it was quite ludicrous. 
He Yv ub dressed exactly in the same waj, wearing even a 
little sword ; and he came in bowing with so precisely the 
same dignified manner, that I really should as soon have 
thought of ofiering bans'bons to the pasha himself, as to 
the imposing httle personage. 

My attention to the children quite won the heart of the 
sultana, and she desired the interpreter to teQ me that we 
were henceforth to be "sisters ;" and I was obliged to receive 
this addition to my family connexions with becoming de- 
light: she also wished me to be informed thatshe had once 
seen a Christian at CJonstantinople, and that she was not at 
all like me* I thought this very likely; but I was grow- 
ing very anxious to tenninate my visit, which had lasted, 
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with iii infterniuiAUe ^memicmmj nmxlj two hoan. Tbe 

Bultana was very unwilling to let me go; but when I in- 
flated, for I tluHiglit tbe patMooe of my companions muA 
be quite eiduouited, die o&oe more rose and left the xoom: 
in a few minutes tlie interpreter returned, and kneeling 
down, kissed my hand, and then passed a most beautiful 
diamond zing on my finger, which she said the soltana 
begged me to keep, though it was quite unworthy of her 

sister." I was much shocked at the idea of taking it, 
for it was a xing of very great yafaie; and ihoogh I oof^ 
to have known that in Turkey it was an insoli to zefiiae a 
present, I could not help remonstrating. 

The soltaiia came in herself to bid me fiizewdl, and I eii> 
deaTomedtoretom ittoher, but she firowned in a way whioh 
really frightened me, and commanded the slave to tell me 
that doubtless it waa not good enough for me, and that 
anoe I wished for aomething better, amareTaluable present 
should be found. This settled the question, of course, and I 
put ou the ring, and went to take leaye. She had seated 
herself, and reoeiTed my partiag oompliment in great state : 
licr last speech was to beg that I would tell the people of 
England always to recollect that if they came to Widden, it 
would suffice that they were my countrymen to ensure their 
haying a fiiend in Eiiedeen Pasha« I then touched her 
hand, and passed out of the room without turning my back 
to her, whilst the sfatves kissed my hands again and again. 

To me one of ihe most painful feelings which assailed 
me during my visit, was in witnessing the fawning ser- 
vility with whidi these poor creatures treated their mis* 
tress: it is an atrocioas system altogether. The same 
negroes waited to conduct nic to the spot where I had 
left the doctor, and where I ibuud him waiting for me, 
holding in hk hand a string of amber beads, wliich 
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he insisted on my accepting; and I no longer daied to le- 

fiise any present. Just as I thought, my two friends had 
been for some time very uneaqr at my long afaaenoe; and, 
lieartily tiied of staling silently at tlie iramoYed pasha, 

the American had started up about five minutes alter I 
left the room, and cooUy walked off, without even bowing 
to the pasha, who aent after him a look which led my 

friends for n moment to expect to .see the head alone roll 
back through the door wheie the entiie man had dis* 
appeared. 

"We immediately took our leave, as it was nearly time 
for the ateam^ to sail; and on arriving on board I had 
only time to send back a few brooches and jewels by our 
fincoid the doctor, in order that the remembzanoe of her 
adopted Enghsh sister may live a litUe longer in the re- 
collection of the Sultana of Widden, For my part, I 
shaD not soon forget the singular insight I thus gained 
into the private life of so many responsible and reasonable 
beings, who live irom year to year as degraded prisoners, 
and neither ask nor wish for freedom, hononr, or justice. 

After we liad got under weigh, the captain came for 
me in great haste, to say that we were just going to pass 
under die windows of the palace, and that the pa^ had 
come out to salute us once more; he seemed to consider 
this as a great honour done to us by his highness, and a 
Strong proof of the great favour in which we were held 
by hinu As soion as we came in right, he appeared on a 
terrace which overhimg the river, surrounded by his whole 
mite, and waTcd his &reweU to ns in the most gracious 
manner. The captain insisted on my standing up bedde 
hi in on the paddle-box, that my respectful return to his 
salutation might be quite conspicuous; and from thence 
. I could well distinguish the prison windows of my royal 
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sister's apartment, though all seemed very mute and lifeless 
^within. 

The exterior of the town of Widden is lemarkably 

pleasing; it is one of" tlie few fortresses wliicli escaped 
failing into the hands of Russia, and lies seemingly 
thriving and populous in the midst of rich and culti* 
vatcd plains, whilst far off we can distinguish the range 
of the Balkan mountains, with their mantle of snow. We 
found it difficult to reconcile the extreme fertility and 
luxuriant produce of the beautiful country through which 
we passed during all this day, with the miserable appear- 
ance of the human habitations and their inhabitants. The 
immense herds of valuable cattle alone would seem to in<- 
dicate a natural source of wealth, which ought to have 
told upon the whole population; but the Hungarian count 
so fSur explained the matter by telling us that in these 
countries the proprietor claims, as lie expressed it, a 

wolf's'^ share of all the produce, so that the poor serf and 
his family may often struggle with the most abject penuxy 
in the very midst of the fatness of tiie land. 

We passed this evening the mouth of the little stream 
Timok, which divides Bulgaria from Servia; and the 
opposite shore is now at last beginning to rise out of the 
water, with a somewhat more imposing aspect. Notwith- 
standing some slight difficulty in the navigation of this 
portion of the river, on account of the sandbanks and 
numerous little islands, not the less pretty that they are 
so dangerous, the captain intends to push on ail night, as 
it is full moon, and he is anxious to secure our reaching 
Orsova to-uQono\Y. 
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MaySOtfa. 

Thb captain fulfilled his intention of proceeding as 
rapidly as he could through the night, and this morning 
a yeiy different soene met our eyes fiom what we had 
been uaed to of late. We had reached the limit beyond 
which no steamer can pass, in consequence of the tre- 
mendous and dangerous rapids of the Danube, which have 
rendered the navigation of this river a matter of such ex- 
treme difficulty. They have now succeeded in rendering 
the whole course from Vienna to the Black Sea practicable 
for steamers, excepting a distance of about ten miles, 
which we were to pass to-day. There had been, and I 
beheve still is, some idea of cutting a canal along the 
Servian bonk of the river; and various oiher projects are 
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in agitation for overcoimng the very serious obstacles 
presented by the eactreme yiolence of the cunent, and the 
terrific rocks that rise menacing out of the bed of the 

river in many places. 

The captain told us that these rapids or cataractSi as 
he named them, are more or less practicable according to 

the extent of the river's inundations. When it is in high 
flood, its waters are raised so much above the level of these 
finghtfiil hills of stone, which choke up the channel, that 
eveii small steamers have at such times been borne over 
them by the strong eddies in sa&^. The present state 
of the river, though not altogether so &YOurable as thisy 
would, he hoped, render the passage cOTipaxatively easy to 
us. Tedious it must necessarily be; but the landscape 

magnifiocnty tfiai we weie delighted to hacvethe prospect 

of examining at our leisure bR the beauties, which, the 
captain assured uSi were to iocmse on us as wc advaneed. 
But already, where we lay, the Danube assuredly 

claimed our tribute oi' unbounded admiration, as the most 
noble and majestic liver that ever roiled its sweeping 
waters through a lovely mnOrf. Ito banks m now 
sufficiently close to bring the whole body of water under 
the eye at once, whilst they are yet so distant as to make 
its breadth and voliune seein ^(iiite stupendonii Mid tkese 
banks themselves, no loiter desuf vm^ siidi a nafte, are 
very hills, imposing in height as they are gracefiil in form^ 
gud so richly clad in variegated wood^ tfaa;t il is scareely 
possible to beEeve no cidtlvafticii has h^ped to raider then 
80 green and beautiful. 

A huge flat-bottomed boat was in waiting to convey 
us on; one end of which was covered in, and amnged 
"with seats for the passengers, while the rest was lilkd up 
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with lii^p^ao^e. A long rope was attached to it, which 
eevcrai msa, ia two loialkc boats, guLded to the shore; 
wad thmsf amewliat to oar mknMmmtf as we bad not 

Lceii aware thul lliib avlis tiic custoioarx' mode of pro- 
ceediogy it was taken up by soizie tweiitjr or thirty Jiul- 
gniin peawati^ bj wham eanrdoiia akne we were to be 
dragged on to Orsova. At six in the morning we took 
leave of our steamer^ to establish ouzielvea in this new 
eomveyanee, Momienr de B — bunfling us aU. in, aad 
^ken tomUing ii> ltead»foiemoafeliiiB8iil£ Tke captain took 
his seat at the bow, witli a sUght degree of anxiety visible 
aa Im placid comleiwmce — foe it is not very long since the 
pasBttge of tbeae same nipids was conaideied most perikoa. 

Our progress Avas, of course, as slow as can well he 
imagined, £af the boat was vezy heavy; and the men wha 
drew us, now daaabaniig over the lodn and stonea on. 
the wild rough edge of the river, now wading up to 
ike knees in water, could only proceed at a very moderate 
pMfc . We had not bcea kng enongh in lihe oomtaj o£ 
ikves to ftd al all xeooneSed to "Meing our own Mbw- 
creatures harnessed, as it were, in a sort of team, that they 
vif^ dxag m tiangf who were saated these in comfort; 
llie noie so^ flat tharensK^bDa woe Hnmarimem painfblljr 
great when we cauie amongst those foumiiig eddies, 
where the cuzrent, curHiig round some hidd^i> rock, 
finned a acaft of a Etde wfablpooL Still, zefolting aa it 
was to sec liumau labour substituted for that oi aniinals, 
we could not but admit that the captain was right when 
lie said thai these was no other alteoialiTe, and pointed 
ont to us bow impossible it would have been to have 
guided horses or cattk^ with safety , over the rugged shore. 

A heavy zam drove us under com for an honr or 
moae^ when, aawe were soma doam individiials in a 

T 2 
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space six feet square, the door whicli had been closed 
to keep out the min^ and keeping out the light also, it was 
not to be denied that Kentucky's proposal that we should 
all go to sleep was quite reasonable. At length, after a 
considerable time, the sun broke out with renewed vigour; 
and the captain^ opoung the door, told us we might all 
come out and go on shore, if we liked to perform part of 
our journey on foot, bj waiking alongside of the boat. 
The invitation was hailed with such delighty that he had 
scarce done speaking be&re we had all left our nanow 
prison, and were standing by the water- side. 

Then, as we looked rounds we stood motionless with de- 
light, for we were surrounded by a settle d enchantment 
such as I have nowhere, in all my wanderings, seen equalled. 
How did the Biiine, the Rhoue^ the little sparkling Neckar, 
sink in comparison of this glorious Danube ! There it 
rushed, no longer dull and Klbless and sea-like, but a very 
nver^ only the most stupendous and majestic that can be 
imagined, foaming, leaping, bounding along, writhing its 
^liLtcring waves round the terrible rocks that losc Iromits 
bosom, and swelling up on the marvellous hills that girt it 
on either side; marvellous they were, for the exuberance 
of their unequalled though uncultured vegetation cannot 
be described. Of the opposite side we could only see tiiat 
it was green, and lovely, and most richly clad; but on the 
Servian shore, where we stood, and feasted our eyes wiih 
the details, we might well be enraptured with the scene. 

We stood on a green lawn, where the short soft 
grass looked as though it had been out daily by some 
careful hand ; and so thickly was it strewn with the 
sweetest wild flowers, that no English garden ever 
freighted the winds with a heavier load of perfume. 
So profuse and inexhaustible were indeed all the pro- 
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ductions of nature in this bcLUitiful solitude, that she 
seemed to have lavished all her powers in embelhshing it, 
and levelliBg in the wild beau^ she pioduced, till eveiy 
inch of ground was bursting with life and vegetation. 
Prom the summit of the high hills that rose behind us, 
down to the yeiy edge of the water, the forests of young 
wood contended with the luxuriant shrubberies; and close 
over the river the laburnums and wild yellow roses hung 
in graceful festoons, till their very blossoms were shed into 
the wave. 

Then, as we proceeded to walk on over the rocks, and 
through the thick brushwood, the innumerable birds that 
burst from every bush, and scarce seemed startled at our 
approacli, showed iiow rarely a liuman foot invaded their 
green haunts. At times we would catch a glimpse of a 
deer bounding through the thicket; and they tell ns that 
these woods are lull of wild boars and bears, as well as 
game of every description. The sun continued to shine 
brightly, and we walked for an hour or more amongst this 
beaut liul scenery — the buzzing of a thousand insects in 
the warm air, the singing of the birds, the innumerable 
odours from the hiU, all seeming to indicate that this was 
the very domain of a Uving summer. 

At last the captain begged we would return to the boat, 
as we were about to pass the formidable Iron Oate," so 
much talked of. This name has been given by the Turks to 
an enormous ridge of rocks, filling up almost entirely the bed 
of the river for about two thousand yards, over which *the 
Danube rushes like a cataract, its waters torn into a thou- 
sand whirlpools and frothing eddies, by the sharp points 
of the rugged and countless masses of stone which impede 
its progress. A very narrow and shallow passage is the 
only channel, and when the water is low, it is not only 
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frightftilly dimgmtu, Iwi ini{i!iBti»Ue. None bat ilm 

VDO&t experienced boatmen attempt to pass it, and tlic ship- 
imoks ue but too mmeroiis. Uappiljr &r us, howcvei^ 
Oe floods wm so faigh as almost tm^sAj io hide dui 

tremendous mass from our sight; and we passed over it in 
perfbct safety, liioiigh at the expose of the most violent 
ezerdons, aDdwxika alif;bt&dingof dieaddwtwefi^^ 
be sucked in by the swiit whirlpool that foamed pa^^t us. 
Afber we had passed this jfarmidabk spot, the captain was 
quite at ease, and told us we should certainly be at Onovm 
in a very few hours. Meaiiwliile, he gave us leave to land 
once more, in order that we might walk across a sort of 
little penxDBok, whabt he onied the boat SDmid it» aU die 
easier thai it was lii^htencd of its load. 

No objection was made to another ramble through this 
£ury haoAf and we est ofif mider the difeotion of oar qm* 
rantine guardiano, who lias become superabundanfly eara* 
fill of us all as we xipproach the place where he is to deliver 
vp hk charge. Oar Danube twisti and winds itself so 
mucb among the HIb here, lliai we often lose sight of it 
altogether; and at last, in the course of our walk, we 
enne up to a amall river, flowisig rapidly down fraaa Am 
hills to jom the parent stnaaaiu It was of ocnsidaraUe 
breadth, though not very deep; and wc paused^ wondering 
if we were intended to oross it, as the boats were oat of 
sight, when the guardiano oame basthng up, aooompanied 
by some ten or twelve stout Bulgarian pcLisants, who stood 
ready ; and instantly, to my great amusement, 1 saw Mon» 
BKur de B and my £i;dier slowly iraversmg the BfawoBt 
m the most majestic manner, lioisted on the bhouldeia of 
two stalwart peasants clad in sheep-skins. • 

£ thought the pair to whom tibe impQiativegnaMliaDOOGO* 
signed myself looked very fierce and savage, but, strange to 
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mj^ they lifted me ia Aim mm m gemAy u poanble, and 

caixLed me aaross with the g^reatest care, endeavounDg to 
prevent a abgle drop of U ^ ^T^L. 
Tke» It no doubt ihu die nataught politeneii of a aarage 

is far more perfect and genuine, thau tkat which is the 
Iteiilt of habit, and usage du monde^ 

Anodier ludf-honr'j valk brought m to die poiat wbere 
the captain and ins boat Avci e waiting us. He t*»l(l us that 
we might now establish ourseives comfortabJLj, as we should 

till we reached OsBova. Jiut as we 
were all ready to start, and the guardiano was scttliiiL;- lus 
yellow baad withafieli'-fiati&iied air at having brought back 
in floflk in safety, a sudden ^damatioii from the captaiii 
startled us all — *' Dove T Americano?" We looked round, 
aad became instantly aware that Kentucky was indeed 
Bowbera to be secflu The whole partjr rose in great ok- 

We looked in the boat and out of the boat^ on the 
sbore and on the hill, but nota trace of our lost American 
was TisiUe. Wheie bad he kat been seen ? was now the' 

question. He had last been seen on the edge of the 
wafeec, caknlaling that the Danube was nothing in com- 
puison of the Ohio; but this gave us no due to tiie 

mystery of his disappearance. Tlie boatman shouted and 
hailed him «gain and again without success. The guar- 
diano became like anum out of his senses at last* for a list 
of tlie passengers had already been sent on to Orsova, and 
it was necessary tJaat he should be able to present each in- 
dividual of the party at the Lazaietto m proprid permmA^ 
Provided his full number were forthcomingj I do not tliink 
he much cared whether the persons were dead or alive, 
and be would haine been qpiite contented if be oould have 
found the complete corpse of Kentucky anywhere; but 
even this was denied him, for although he and the boat- 
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men jumped on ahoie, and nn ahoalang in all difeetkNOfli 
nothing but echoes, without the slightest Ameiican accCTti 

responded to their appeal. 

The captain, who was well aware that a delay which 
would bring night upon us among these lapids wouU 

endanger the safety of the Avholc party, at last called the 
boatmen to their posts, and imperatiyely requested the 
guaxdianoy who was looking under the bushes and up to 
the tops" of the trees, to re-embark and resinrjc his seat: 
he unwillingly obeyed, and the captain then tvn iiing 
round to the passengers, announced with a sort of quiet 
sigh of resigiiatiuti, " Abbiam perduto T Americano ! 
It was an incontrovertible fact, against which there was 
no remedy; and though we were really all much dis- 
tressed at poor Kentucky's unaccountable disappearance, 
we had no alternative but to tiy and divert our attention 
by contemplating the scenery around us. It still continued 
to be most surpassingly beautifiil. 

The hills now appeared to rise in height, and great moun- 
tains were to be seen behind them ; while the fantastic wind- 
ing of the river brought new points of view before us at 
every turn, each one seeming more cbui ming than the last. 
The captain pointed out to us the spot where the little 
river, the Bagna, disgorging itself into the Danube, sepa- 
rates Walldcliia Iruin Austria, but we could scarce think 
we had entered on so civihsed a part of the world; when, 
very soon after we came in sight of the little Turkish for- 
tress ol Xew" Orsova, which, in the very pccuhantics that 
render it so picturesque, is thoroughly Oriental, for it 
rises with all the light elegance of that peculiar archi- 
tecture from amongst cypresses and poplar trees; and as 
we passed beneath it, we could distinguish many a 
turbaned head looking down at US| probably a pOTtion of 
the suite of the pasha, who resides there. The fortress is 
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in a very neglected and ruined state, to be the abode of so 
liigh a dignitary; but the view which he commands firom 
his dwelling may well compenflate for all other defiden- 
cies, if he be a man of anv taste. 

We had passed this pretty little fort, and were toiling on 
to Orsova, though it was not yet in sights when a low howl 
was heard iii the lull above ns. We all began to conjecture 
what it was, and had finally determined that it was the 
cry of a buffalo, when the captain starting up, exclaimed, 
** Sara 1' Americano !" Tlic guardiano clasped his hands 
th^trically, the boat was stopped, and a few minutes after, 
tearing down through the bushes — ^his head bare, his 
dress torn, and his hands and face frightfully scratched — 
poor Jientucky was seen to approach ; and, bounding in 
amongst us, he threw himself into the captain's arms, 
half sobbing wiA delight. The history of his adventure 
was simply that, his calculations respecting the right path 
having been altogether erroneous, he had completely lost 
his way; and having, as it would appear, in his attempts 
to rectify his mistake, set off in the direct road for 
Widden, he had been met by one of the peasants who 
had carried us over the river, and who had turned him 
buck, and now restored him to us in safety. 

Amile or two more of heavy labour at the drag«rope, and 
OUT poor Bulgarians, perhaps not more exhausted bodily 
than we were mentally tired of our tuilsomc progress, ac- 
complished their task, and drew us fairly to the quay at Or- 
Bova. There is a certain little town, named Varemia, lying 
on the brink of the Lake of Como, and looking down 
coquettishly on its own fair image reflected in that pure 
miiror, which used to be my beau ideal of a quiet retreat 
for one wearied of the world and its folHes; but as soon as 
I had seen this little romantic, smiling Orsovai I aban-

The town is not in itself at all ffwnarlrsH^yegpept pednpa 
fcr its cleanliness and neatness, so new to us now; but its 
position as higiiiy picturesque. 1 1 lies just in a wide curve o£ 
Ae riTOCy ao tiiat fiooi tlie slallaM of the water it would 
rather seem to be situated on the borders of a lake: audit 
is cradled in by great hills, still as wooded, still as iertik^ 
which riaeraiunditiaaMmkii^ whilethefieUsinitsaaoie 
immediate neighbourhood are so green and fill! of flowm, 
that it appeasB almost to be placed in a kxge garden. Tiie 
Hungarian oonnt told me that the fiunroundiaig ooontry ii 
not «ngdariy bMHifiO. eifeMfy a>» A» «f 
Mehadia. 

Aooordiiiff to afiooont. olaoB-— tho sMdMnat 
qualitieB of whoae niiieiral wateiB are neatly fiunona— has 

become quite a fashionable watering-place; and, deep 
buried in the h^urt <£ the wild gceen mountains as it i% 
has not escaped the oontaaiinalaon of <3itie8. It la now 
continually the resort of persons of that class whose 
amusements are viceSy and wliose life is dissipationi Foi . 
this reason, though moseruml And eolifeazy, Qisova would 

be a very prclurnljle residence: but it is rarely visited. 
No sooner had our boat's keel glided on the shore, than a 
gnardof Au^xian soldMXs inaoohed up. and etoaed aroori 
ns like so mstny prisoners. They were in w^aiting t9 
carry us to the lazaretto; and our worthy old captain, who 
eoold go with us no fiixtber, took leave of us Imeo, wiik 
many expressions of friendship and regard. 

The laearetto was a mile out of town at least, but caJ^ 
rift gM w e te in waiiatg to cairyiii thither, Thef weiedzawm 
by great wild-lookiiig fiungariaii honeBy wlto bore na off 
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with a speed wliicli coiih>idcrably annoyed the pertina- 
cious soidiecay who, aiyK>ugh it was quite impossible we 
flisKniid MOKpe then, jmmltHA in loeepuig up with as the 
whole way. Tiiu load. was admirable; and our course lay 
through a fimes of fields^ shaded by lofty trees, whidii 
gmre it fKimewlMii the appenaoe of ma finglish paiic 

We soon reached the iaz:u( ttu; q^uite sufficiently dull and 
diearj to make us very tliankful that our quaraatiae had 
expined, 00 lint we aaed mot watkifaAe a tediom Mgoum 
widun its nsrrow limits. 

We were not so free as we thought, however, and they 
floon proiTed to ih we wm in, pgnfiiiHom Anstdia onoe 
more; for we wm told that we miMt wait there till both 
the Custom-house and Health oificejs arrived from towa« 
wldeh niglit be lonie time, as th^ were at dinner. It 
was just possible diat we inigbt hate liked very well to 
have been at dinner also, as we had breakfasted at sunrise; 
but our suUsy-lookiiig goaxd oectainly eared liule for the 
etite of our appetite; and as there were no dkaixs to at 
down upon, they advised us to walk to and fro in a narrow 
passage, whilst they leant agsmst the wall, smoking. 
After an hour or soi, this specm of ererase, in a daik 
corridor, became quite intolerable ; and the French gentle- 
men particularly complained so much, that the head oitim 
party at last leid. the ladies i wi fg^^ be libecatod and go on 
to the hotel, but that the gentlemen must positively re- 
main till all the higgage was examined, whenever that 
might be. 

The ladies were so thankfiil to exchange the damp elose 
air and treadmill promenade of the lazaretto, for the warm 
SBBflhiae «nd impid. motion of the earnage along the 
anooth road, Aat I Aar they did sMit nrfSeiently oom« 
passionate the unfortunate companions whom they left 
behind. Thie little town hafi^ periaapib ^ok m ma^ 
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buildixig that ia leallj handsome; and yet the streets ate 

so wide and clean, and tlie houses, each with its little 
garden, so very neat, that it has quite a pretty eiiect. 
The inhabitants seem principally WaUachian, and are 
consequently not at all attractive in appeaiance; their 
natural ugliness being heightened by the frightful fur cap 
dLey wear, and the huge bear^skins dragged so ungrace- 
fully round them. There was a sprinkling of Turks and 
Hungarians, which somewhat enUvened the scene; and 
Tarious languages seemed equally prevalent among them. 

I imagine that all bunness is transacted with the aid of 
the German tongue, as this only was used in all our 
quarantine ceremonies; but in the streets both Turkidi 
and Lyric are resounding on all ddes. We established 
ourselves in a very good hotel, far more clean and com- 
fortable than we could have expected, where the whole 
establishment were Austrians; and having ordered dinner 
to be quite ready when the gentlemen slioiild arrive, we 
went out on the balcony to amuse ourselves with all the 
strange sights of this half-civilised place. 

The very first object which presented itself to our eyes, 
was hailed with a delight which those only could under- 
stand who had -been so long deprived of such a sight. 
Directly before us stood a great church, a Christian church, 
with its cross, and its arched window, and its pictured 
saint, and the little churchyard round it, all full of the 
graves of Christians. There must be, I should think, a 
great diversity of religions iu such a place as Orsova; bu^ 
ait all events, due reverence is paid to the Christian 
minister, for, as we sat there, a good old priest, with his 
shovel hat and gold-headed stick — a sight we had not seen 
£;>r years — came slowly down the street; and every one as 
lie passed, except a few Turks, rose up and uncovered 
their heads^ witli a lespect it was pleasing to witness. 



» 
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Hour after hour passed awaj^ and we sfeili remained 
there alone, with no better occupatioii than to watch the 

heavy carts drawn by cattle toiling up the street, and 
guided by the wild cries of their Hungarian drivers. Still 
the gentlemen did not appear; until at last, after we had 
supposed all sorts of extraordinary accidents, and tormented 
ourselves as much as we could, about ten o'clock a great 
vehiole, something like a baggage-cart, came lumbering 
down the street, containing all our unhappy companiona, 
pale and haggard with rage and hunger. 

They had been detained the whole of this time on every 
posnble pretence. Their luggage had been opened^ their 
property seized, and their tempers tried, in shon, in every 
imaginable manner. Much abuse was bestowed by them 
on AuBtrians in general, and Ott8tom*hon8e officers in par* 
ticular. Monsieur Ernest espcciMily was in a great rage; 
they had seized half his possessions, for l^e was carrying 
home a number of Turkiah curiosities for his young wife 
in Paris; but what principally rendered hini fiuious was 
the seizure of his books, as being of a suspicious nature. 
He declared that they 'consiBted of a road-book, a map, 
and a book of pra} crs; and that if they were restored to 
him at Vienna, as was promised, he would put a label on 
them, stating them to be dangerous books for the safety 
of the Austrian empire ! 

It became dark very suddenly, and we were once more 
regaled with a thunderstorm of great violence; though, 
shut into our little parlour, we could only hear it resound* 
ing loudly among the numerous hilb, whose echoes pro- 
longed and gave back again and again the deep rolling 
notes of that solemn muac. 

May 2l8t. 

We were all astir at an earfy hoar this morning, to go 
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on board of our new steamer; and very eheerfidind smmy 
did Orsova look in the monung iigktyand very temptiiig in- 
deed seemed tlioae loftjMtmtains tud deep TtUrfe sboTe 
md aroniid; wkooe reoeim we weold tun htm explored, 

but the boat which takes vs as far as Semlm lay there already^ 
tad by aereao'ekek wm xqpedlj naoving «w»y.

with all sorts of passengers, in addition to the quiet party 
who had MXKMnpanied us so long. The two Germans oiiiy 
had left us to go by kind to Peifch, which if » I believe;^ a 
most agreeable aiui interesting journey; but, at tlie same 
time, I would not advise any one to be tempted, by what- 
ever indueeiMal) to abandoo the liver at thiB pointy £9r 

tlic whole length of the Danube oilers riotliing to be com- 
pared to the magnificence of the scenes tlirough which we 
paved to^y; and I do aoi indeed bdiefve tha^ anywlMKe 
a more splendid spectacle of river scenery is to be found 
thaa in this most majestic pass. Certainly, the Rhine 
noBt Bilk into utter iBMgaificaaee be&m it; and I aa 
much astonnlied ibat its mimcrooa TisitoKs and adsdim 
have not long since abandoned it ibr thk formidable xival, 
80 midhi nioie if orlihy of dseir n^ituxea* I an snre^ wfae& 
ito high daisB to attention are noie genexally known^ ii 
will be thronged with travellexa. 

For some litde time after leaving QraoTByiUagrBai river 
ocmtinaed to display a eonsidcsraUe expanae of skill, qoiet 
water ; but the huge moimtaina seemed rapidly to close in all 
around^ and vexy soon dicry me np directly befcoe us, so 
hitjf so inaoeesnble, that we eoidd not understand how we 
were about to penetrate into the very heart of them. It 
seemed to us as though we were advancing straight on'the 
menaeingrocksof an insormountableprecipioe ;but a sudden 
tuiii brought us through a uarrow entrance, wliich, as we 
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swept round, again seemed to eloee^ behind us, and left us 
within a vabt deiile of msh s mpasai ng grandeur, that I am 
Mfiaiu aodmi^ttDjwlMtv on cqpMdi 

Itlm the sppmenioe MAougk tkiBtrenMiidoai streani 
had at some period burst the control of its iormer banks, 
imi hewn « iwwr AtamA for itasiS m the lodqr bmst o£ 
fte moaBtam, bj tbe yerj weight end power of its waten; 
ton: here, on either side, rose the most stupendous cUfli, 
dmoet peipendicukr. and towering m^estk^Urop. tiU 
they seemed elmoefe to meek finr aboTe orer our heads; 
whilst the river — so lately two or even three miles broad, 
now confined to a apace of about two humdred feet, but 
with a ooiiiei|iieBt depth of water of sotue famdred aad 

seventy, it is said — came rolliiip: tliimdcrmcr and foaming' 
down between them with the most terriiic tbrce, the 
wdioieof its nuHTofauiieia ayery eoimiUoiiy as it twined 
its glittering length, scrpcntlike, round these mighty rocks, 
and Hdced their rugged sides with its clouds of £coth. 

There was something really awful in this scene. The 
deep roaring of the waters, as grand as it was terrible — 
the lofty height of the inaccessible precipices — and the 
lapiditjf with wkioli^ iwistiag and tanmig^ every instntt 
piGSisnlecl soroe new feature in tiie snliBroe landneape 
certainly render it a most singularly imposing sight. Close 
to the entranee of the pan, on the bare &ce of the rock^ 
there is a huge Latin inseriplion, sarrovmded hf aDulptnred 
figures, which is known by the name of " Trajan's table.*' 
ItieflddtobeinkoDOorof him, sand of tiie ooartructi<m 
by the Romans of the wonderfiil road which passed be- 
neath it. i think the new road on the opposite side, Avldch 
liaa been bat ktefy eoatpkted, is eqfMtHy deserving ol such 
aoommenonition, feritieaioneeaniosttisefol wodkand 
a very arduous undertaking. 

It WHS with no anall difficulty that oui steamer could

promptitude and care were necessary in the management 
of the TOMely M it was rait reeling from side to side, to 
aToid the immmerable ScyHas and Gharybdis of this de- 
file: in the very narrowest part of it there is a huge rock, 
namedy 1 think, <^ JBIasin,'* which lises abruptly out of the 
midst ofthese boiling waves, and foxms a whirlpool of no 
inconsiderable violence. 

We could disoem several caverns on the face of the cliii' 
as we passed, but they were half hid by the long droop- 
ing branches of young wood which hung down over these 
rugged preoipioesi and added not a little to the wild chann 
of their savage beauty. This narrow defile is not very long, 
but even alter we left far behind us what is more properly 
termed the jaws of the pass, the same scenes of stupendous 
grandeur oontinued to present themselves, exhibiting a 
succe^ ion oi the most varied and wildly beautiful pictures 
of river scenery. 

'fhroughout the whole of that day did we toil on 
through the white frothing waves of this tumultuous 
river, with those two lofty mountains on either side — so 
bold, so steep — banging over ihe vrater in hug^ masses of 
rook, or bending back firom it in a shelving precipice; and 
still, however rugged, however wild, these tremendous 
cli& were ever doUiedin that luzuiiant verdure, to which 
our eyes might well now be accustomed, so lavish has 
nature been to this magnificent Danube. Sometimes, as 
though the capricious stream would seek to appear 
before us in every poanble point of view, we rounded 
a promontory, or took a sharp turn, and 1'ouikI ourselves 
gliding into a little seeming lake, most still and quiet, 
with some smiling village half hid among the trees, 
or a romantic old luiu perched on a rock, reflected un- 
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marred by wave or ripple wltliin it. But this never lasted 
long^ and soon the wild current would break up the miirox 
into a thonfland whirling eddies, and the dea&ning roar, a 
moment lulled, would lift up its voice again louder than ever. 

Most unfortunatdy for our entire enjoyment of these 
grand sceneS) towards the afternoon we were assailed by 
a storm of rain so extremely violent, that at last even the 
most pertinacious was driven below; for not only were 
the decks flooded altogether, but the drifting torrents, 
which the wind swept in gusts across the &ce of the clifl^ 
altogether hid the landscape £:om us, and at times only 
the donds opened to show ns some fix)wning rock, or the 
sweeping outline of a hill. 

It was very tantalising to catch only an indistinct glimpse 
of the picturesque old castle of Grolumboz, which tradition 
has rendered so interesting by assigning it as the prison of 
the good Empress Helena ; but I own I was still more dis- 
appointed not to have seen the cavern bearing the same 
name, for therein it is reported that St. George did actuaUy 
kill the Dra^i^on— and what is still better, tliuL tlic isvviiiius 
of musquitoes which infest the river have been produced 
by his corrupting carcass. I had never heard this story 
before, and I was really delighted to find, in addition to 
its other charms, that the Danube was able thus to bring 
me into absolute contact with that fiunous dragon, beloved 
of childhood; and I felt tiiat I should bear the stings of 
these horrible insects with a much better grace, when 
considering them as the posthumous attempts of that un» 
amiable monster sdll to persecute the human race. 

This weather continued all day, and indeed brought on 
the darkness prematurely. As it was impossible to stay on 
the deck, we had no other resource than to collect together 
in the saloon, which, though large and comiortabie, was 

u 
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scarce adequate for our numljerB. We liad no ladies as 
yet at all, but a great mmj Aufitoui omcers going down

now smoh used in Hungary— at least in a piue, nmdidte^ 
ated toBcmj ferdlthe dialeoteof the eraczDiuiding coniitnM, 
Servian, Lyric, and Wallachian, are more or less strongly 
imbued with it; Hungarian and German are chiefly em- 
ployed. ItwiisquiteiefiKshing to hear them iipeak of their 
native land, so enthusiastic is the love they bear to it. 
It is only in such countries as Hungary, Greece, Spain, 
idme the natinnfti pride or the nrtinfwl poveitjr 
has so fer kept them aloof from all, and enabled tliem. 
as yet, to escape somewhat the soxi of magnetic iniiu- 
enoe whioh is drawing the Eniopeaa natkms together 
now, that this firerimeiB of ardent patriotism is to be 
finind, this almost childlike behef in the uniTeisal su- 
pedbrily of their own land, fihewheie, we now find 
Fieneh the umTenid kaguage ; and wdtheed penoni, of 
whatever country, so much the same in dress, manners, and 
a^peaxancey that but £og the phyrieal dbaaotaiitiee, we 
mi^ heeitabe to clamiftir ihem; and although Ae imate 
ctmor patrm is rardly altogether extinct, they generally 
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ndier prefer ftdopptiBgiheeottoiBisaiidka^ 

We were much amused at the dignified manner in whlcli 
the father of Osman, who it sei ms is going on a mission 
to Belgfide, lad iufeiUod hiniBelf oa a 0O& at the top of 
the lOGm, allowing no one to appfoaeh him but the pipe* 
beaxei. This poor wild Bulgarian is becoming more and 
mcBBb hevildend with all he eees and hesn. I made him 
to-daj q«te happy by giving him a little box of gilt 
WJ&iB, to which he had tiiken a prodigious fancy; but he 
hasmdendy not the most diMeat idea what they axe in* 
tended for, and seems to intend adorning hiniself with 
them in some ingenious manner. 

In the evening, when oandies wece broughtia, Monsieur 
Boiert pcoposed to aie to play at ehess; amd we wm jiHt 
sitting down, when the haughty Turk, who seemed rather 
tired of his solitary grandeur on tlio state conopy, Irom 
whioh hehadddven aUothenbjhiasaiiykKkke^eiiddenfy 
ihuffled down, and coming towards us, very coolly set Mon- 
sieur Ernest aade, mi intimated that he iumseli' would do 
me the honour to play widi me. There was eomething 
rudier comical in the idea of playing chess with a Turk; 
and although the technical terms of that game in the 
Turkiflb language had oertainlj fixmed no part -of my 
education, I diought, witii the hdp of a few of tl»e 
wonted exclamationsi it jnight be managed, so we eat down 
with aU dite aolemmty. Hb head with the torbm and 
long beard eettiinl^ did look tncommonly fiero over t^e 
chess-board, but we found no difficulty as to the eoience of 
the game; £>r ihe word chedk/' or ^^ehec," seemed to 
have been eon-rarted into Tbtidhaa^diok,'' and the king 
he called pasha; and as he was a first-rate player, he beat 
me in about tea moreSi x^ealnig ^^chok pasha'' pertina- 
ciously tffl. he checifanatod flie oatng^ 
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2d2 THE SHOASS OF HUl^GAEX AND fiE&YJA. 

We had abandoned the ladies' cabm to hiB &inil7, for 
there it a greater defidency, evenma reasonable degree of 

refinement, in the Bulgarian women, than I have witnessed 
among the natives of any other country, and it was really 
impossible to remain widi them. We had seouzeda little 
private cabin on deck, wliich was clean and comfortable; 
but the torrents oi unceasing rain fell with such vehe- 
menoe ihronghout the night that we were threatened with 

a recrular inundation, and tins, combinGd w'ith the wild 
roaring ot the waters^ rendered sleep nearly impossible. 

May 22nd. 

The deluge, for such it really may be called, has not 
abated in the least; and they had actually to lay planks 
three or fotir feet deep on the deck, before we could rcacli 
the stair in order to go down to the saloon. We are very 
fortunate in hayin ir passed that part of the Danube which 
is so singularly bi autii u], and well worthy of a journey for 
itself alone, beibre this hurricane overtook us. By what 
we could distingniflh &om the little windows of our prison, 
the scenery is still very fine. 

We are passing between Hungary and Servia, with the 
Caipathian mounta]n8infullTiew;andtheriTer9ampIy wide 
enough indeed, but not so much so as to detract from its 
grand and imposing effect as formerly, has now settled into 
a more steady and majestic flow, like the sweUing tide of a 
man's strong passions subnding irom the conTuLnons and 
wild energy oi his youth to that deeper, stiller current which 
bears him on in manhood, more concentrated, but stronger 
withaL WeoccasionaUycatc^glimpsesof ruins andl\urkidi 
forts on the rocky hills, still richly wooded, which rise on 
either side of us ; but nothing of any interest presents itself 
till we reach Belgrade. Itis there we are to lose dhr Bulga- 
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rian family; and Osman made his appearance this morning 
ixesaed out in the most splendid mmmery actually coveied 
iridi jewels, and anned wiib a long swotd, which the little 

monster wields as if he had positively an incipient taste for 
cutting oS heads. 

We were much startled in the coarse of the morning 
by the most Icirific ?crcam?, wliich were suddenly heard 
to issue from the cabin, and made us all fly to the 
rescue^ under the belief ihat the Bulgarian ladies had 
somehow sustained some frightful mjury; but we found 
that the whole disturbance had been produced by the 
entrance of a waiter amongst them when they were all 
unveiled; and when he was questioned as to the cause 
of his intrusion, the origin of this tremendous uproar 
preyed to have been rather amusing. 

They had turned the cock which let off the water, and 
had seemingly been much amused at seeing it flow in 
cansequence — so much so, that they let it run till it had 
positively flooded the whole cabin, and the streams of 
water passing under the door had shown the waiter in the 
passage what was going on. He called, shouted, and re- 
monstrated in vain from the outside, and finally in dequdr 
had burst in upon them to rectify their imprudunce. 

I paid these poor women a visit this morning, and I was 
much struck, amidst all the untutored savageness of their 
nature, witli tlic refinement oi" ten JcniCcS wliich they dis- 
played towards their children; but this is indeed the only 
ehmmel in which all the deepest and purest feelings of hu« 

mannaturc can flow tor tliem. They arc prisoners and slaves, 
debarred from society, from knowledge, almost iiom the 
light and air; they know nothing of the world without^ and 
this is the only one of earth's kindly ties from which they ♦ 
are not altogether cut o£ From their parents they are gene- 
rally s^oiated young; their brothers they never know; their 
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gistcrs arc sent to another Imrem. Occupatioiis tliey have 
none; bejood the dyeing of theic xuok and the paioUng of 
iheii cyelmiro; and the eansiteiiiart I 
culty of making the fierce black lines meet precisely at the 
proper place is, I presume, their greatest amusement. 

It 18, ihmfore^ mdie ezerdse oCthw 
alone that they can lavish all that has been giwm in aD 
lands to a woman's heart, of devotedness and energetic love. 
The can and ajmpiithy for othen^ whieh focm her chief 
enjoyment of life, and thoae poweta of cndaiance wliidi 
make her, weak by nature, yet so strong when called upon 
to miSac fbt another, would be all Tain and useless £orthe 
haran skve, were it not fi» the poor little h^leflB hekagf 
who, clinging unconscious to her breast, prevents the 
blessed well of tenderness within from dosing altogetlieSp 

With thia Bulgarian fimiily, we taike oar final lesm 
of Turkey, for we cannot land ut Belgrade — still so tho- 
roughly an Oriental town, though certainly the last — as it 
wovld renew our qnayaittine. The rain had, moat 
tunately, toijicwhiit aliaicd bclore \vc readied this very 
interesting pkce, and wc were abie to come <hl deck to 
aeeit when, aboat two o'clock^ we paased beneath its walla 
on our way to SeraHn* 

The fine old fortress of Belgrade is altogether less im- 
poeing in appeanoice than we had anticipated, fimi theat^ 
ring hiatorio a0BO<»8(aciiii conneefceA with it, and the tbiI 
importance which its posititHi, on the very borders of 
Ghrirtaidom, gareit fora oie tlj in the ejes both of Infiddb I 
attd Chriatianew When we xeeoDecfed how oAea it had 
changed masters, and how often these old walls had stood 
an obalinate vege, it eeemed to na to bear leij ftw tams 
* of all the wild and bloody'acente of which it had been tiie 
theatre. Its situation is, however, peculiarly striking ; it 
atanaa jwton the jimotioii of then two noUenven-^fae 
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DittubeandilM SftTe; fi^Hii wiioie ningled witei^ fo^ 

iog ai'ound it a wide and sweeping circle, the gxej rock 
Oft wluck ii stands zisea up pzoudly, aU nigged and inaOK 
afifBible; wliilBt the farkeflB and towB Aamadra^. whidk 

are in every respect most tlioroughly Turkisli, present a 
strange contEMt, yniii their mosqiiet ajid mmarets and 
e^piesB tceesy to that of SernHn, jiMt oppoMte, wlneh is 
equally distinctly stamped with the usual characteristics 
o£ a mere Austrian towiu 

Indeed^ nothing can be moxe nngular than the doae 
approximation of these two cities, so completely the 
Turk and the Christian seem to look dehance to each 
other across the SarOy wfaiclk akxie sepacates theitt— a 
distance of about two miles. Belgrade has fon some 
time past been made over to Servia, of which it was 
fbnuerly oonsidexed thecapital, till the seat of goTeznment 
was dianged by the Fkince Moloecli, and Serm declared 
an independent state, although she pays her annual tribute 
to Tnrkej* But, in these diplomatia days^ the OQlom 
of the flag waving on the xuofMurto does not always indL* 
Gate what power is in actual fact established there. The 
nuNce we sea o£ theie oonntriesy the less doubtful seems to 
vm the ultimate fate of aU those pnmnoea — WaHachia, 
Moldavia, Servia, &c. St. George's devouring dragon 
has surely very metaptiorically come to li£s again in the 
du^ofthe Roflsiaik empiie. 

"We did not ^ec tlic town, as it lies bcliiiid tlic iortrcss, but 
some of the Hungarians told us it is duEand mean looking, 
and donhdesB very Ocientelyaa far as want of cofn£Qart and 
clean Uiicsi are concerned. We passed the tow«f whflce 
ijvritriiTtfl^U were strangled ibrmerly, and thrown into the 
Wfttat — whksh was also quite Tuzkiab— aaa oonTenieiit waj 
of getting rid of them ; and then we passed on to Semlia. 
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We landed almoBt immediately^ as we wm to change 

steamers here, and would have but little lime to walk. 
We might have iaucied ourselves in Wallachia again^ 
when we got on ahoxei for the mud was ankle deep, and 
the only houses we saw, for some little way, were poor* 
looking huts, constructed of the same material. 

This provedi however, to be what is termed the gipsy 
town, as it was originally built for, and altogether peopled 
by, that wandering race. Many of them still seem to in- 
habit it, for we met several, prindpaUy young girls, with 
all the peculiar features of the Zingara not to be mistaken* 
The Hungarian gipsies are a peculiarly interesting portion 
of this widely-disseminated family ; we had an opportu- 
nity, this evening, of ascertaining them to be highly 

poetical, nnd })ictiiresque in appearance; and I am told 
they retain, more than most of their brethren oi' other 
nations, the use of channs, and study of astrology, and ai^i 

those delightluUy picturesque practice?, which arc so at- 
tractive in them because they really seem to be the Ixuger- 
ing traces of the old Egyptian mysteries. 

Passing through this part of the town, which is called the 
Zigankaberg, we then entered into a number of very long, 
very straight, formal streets, with ranges of neat houses, 
and here and there a plain whitewashed churdi. They 
were dull and empty, and we saw few inhabitants beyond 
the innumerable Austrian officers, wbo were everywhere 
to be seen sauntering about smoking dgars in a very ci* 
vilised, uninteresting manner. The whole of these frontier 
districts of Hungary are^ I believe, under aspedes of mili- 
tary government of a peculiar nature, originally esta* 
bhshed to keep off the inroads of the Turks; and since 
continued, both as a check on behalf of Austria alone to 
&e smuggling trade, which might be so easily carried on 
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here, and as a kind of cordon samtaire to the whole 
of Europe, when the plague deelaies itself in the Bast. 
This aooounts for iihe numbers of military stations tto see 
everywhere, and the still greater amount of uniforms, 
which, since we left Orsoro^ have superseded almost en- 
tirdy all other costumes. 

We ascended to a ruined castle on the summit of a little 
green rocky hill, and sat for some time enjoying the exten- 
nve view which it commanded. The town, on which we 
looked doAvii, had ii pleasing appearance, with its various 
gardens and trees, f rom this point It lies on a promontory^ 
between the Danube and the Save. But decidedly the 
finest object in the Avliole landscape is its rival, Belgrade, 
which is highly picturesque when seen from this distance. 
Sendin has the reputation of being a remarkably unhealthy 
spot; and we were fully disposed to Lclicvc this when, as 
the twihght deepened, the densest vapours 1 ever beheld 
axose up fiom the river, and soon enveloped everything in 
a heavy damp mist. The prudent members of our party 
insisted on our all returning on board, to go below, when 
we saw tliis; but, indeed, there was so little to be seen at 
Semlin that we could raise no great objection. It is totally 
devoid of anything characteristic.

Wb itocted at diijrlmaK liiaakfiil to wsape from the 

dark, unwholesome atmosphere of this place, which must 
oeetaioly be Tecy peniioioii% for ire fa«re tfituaUj inhaled 
the pcuBonons vapoius which leem to bEcathe from the 

river ever since the sunset last night. We had until now 
iancied the Danube somewhat imjustly calumniated with 
respect to the musquitoes, whidi wete said to be so serious 

a drawback to this voyage. As yet we had seen very few; 
but now they are becoming seriously tormenting, though 
oertainly not sofficientiy so to forego on that account this 

▼ery beautiful journey, as I know many people liavedune 
in their dread of them. We have also taken on board an 
immense number of passengers going to the &ir of Festht 
which, rather unfortunately for us, is this week, as the 
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steamer afloids but Httle aocommodatioiiy wiU now 
be much crowded ail the wiy to YiouMk 
Tkb iafaeM of eomimaj,. liowmi^ pmu 

rnucli opportunity i'or study of character, both national and 
fftrticttiar ; and we stand in need of some amuiement o£ this 
BAtoBe witkin the Teasd, £ar wb tte told diat we hsre little 

to expect from the sc:enory withoiitj as iur as Pcitli at least. 
It certainly has altogether loat ita rharm. We have left 
tbe hiUa tut h ^ iAw i na^ hif?e anteBod on a fiaiy uoiifc" 
tere8ting stretch of lowlands, where the inimdationB are 
once more Ymblc^ and the riyer has become quite smooth. 
WepaMd 8e?e«il towaa^biit none were paarticnlariy worO^ 
of attenfttoii till we leeched Petterwardein, a large and im- 
portant fortress whidx has been termed the Gibraltar of the 
I)eiiiibe^ an appdiation which I think it ecftainly doea not 
da MM T TO y fof the loek on which it ia hmh^ though infliciently 
lofty and steep, and very extensive, is not by any means 
tiia ckmtioo which would justify saok a GompaEiaott* 

T!heie is a nnttv Httla modem townnaaaad Nensatz. dip 
rectly opposite, with which it is connected by a long bridge 
o£ boeta; and it ia stnnge that this ia the £rst bridge we 
kanre seem oe the Danube, tboogK we liaTe fbUowed its 
course aheady so many days. After passing Pettcrwardcin, 
we w^e snifBdsed to find onxselyes entering onee more on 
%y^xj solitary r^ion, ti^ally without mterest, as we fljoneed 
to be traversing a vast plain clothed with interminable 
iiocests, and it waa bttt rarely thai we saw a village or a 
boman hafaitatioii.. At timea we would meet a great zaft 

laden witli ihubcr, drirtinir down with the current; and the 
Hungamn peasants who guided them looked both wild 
end fiem, witk tkm dark &oes> long beaxde and mooft- 
taches, in sheepskin cloaks. The uncertain weather dfOfe 
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US belowvery often; but, happily, theFc Danube steamers 
are extremely comfortable ibr the day-time. It is only 
dieir defici^cieB in night aocommodatian which, it must 
be owned, are rather trying. 

The Hungarian ladies, with their liesh compieidoiis, £ur 
hair, and stiff, fonnal manner, form a Btnmge contrast to 
our last companions. We are certainly penetrating rapidly 
into the European world now ; but, as iar as the ladies are 
conoemed, lam not fluie that we have ascended so much in 
the scale of civilisation as might have been expected; for, 
whilst the last we had to deal with painted their eyebrows, 
and had no occupation of mj sort, these present paint 
iheir cheeks, and have no other employment than the 
gradual augmentation of a small straight piece of knitting, 
destined to no posnble use that I can conceiYe, and whidi 
is most marvellously always the same in shape and dimen- 
sions, though the various knitters never met before. 

Those with whom I have conversed are quite as patriotic 
as the gentlemen, but it is a very narrow-minded and savage 
kind of patriotism, having a firm basis in much obsthiate 
ignorance. They seem to me to look on England and France 
as mere distant provinces, of which Paris and London are 

the county towns; and one lady with whom I liad been 
laboriously conversing in German, which I speak so badly 
as to fedl very proud of having achieved a conversation at 
all, asked me if I could speak Hungarian ; and when I 
answered in the negative, eiLclaimed, contemptuously, 
" What a wretched education you must have had!" It 
would be very unfair, however, to judge of the women of 
Hungary by these around us now, for they are evidently 
merely farmers' and merchants' wives^ who never even go 
to Pesth, except for die annual fair. 
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One very potent, grave, and reverend personage we have 
amongst us, who belongs to a very difiercnt class, and is 
quite the height of lefinement ; I believe she lays claim to 
various titles, but she has only made herself known to ns 
by that irom which' it is evident she thinks to derive most 
hoiiQfiry and announced that she is the friend of the Hoff- 

Mcistcnn (Mistress oi' the Robes) of llic ArcliJuchess Pa- 
latine, at Pesth. Doubtlesa^ it must be a very responsible 
office to be fidend to so great a lady, and the knowledge 
of her high station impresses her with a constant solemnity. 
She speaks French perfectlyi and is well acquainted with 
Vienna and its courtly mannm. She is oertainly not less 
than fifty, or under m feet high, and broad in proportion; 
the height increased by the most ponderous of blonde caps, 
the breadth by the stiSest of siUcs and satins: we were, 
iberefore, much amused witli the character she gave of 
herself, so little in accordance with her appearance, when 
she declared she was too timid a demoiselle to go into the 
saloon to dinner, unless I would take her under my pro- 
tection. This, of course, I was deUghted to afibrd her, 
and she entered the room, leaning on my arm, and step- 
ping mincingly along, in a manner which drew fordi 
various malicious lemaiks from our friends on my timid 
protegee and my8el£ 

She then informed us she would keep meagre, which 

she did, witli the help of a larger quantity o( jjotagc than 
I could have conceived it possible for any one to consume; 
and she displayed a certain degree of narrow-mindedness 
and self-sufficiency in her religion, which I hope is pecu- 
liar to the iiiend of the Hoff-Meisterin alone, and not 

general amongst Hungarian ladies. Monsieur de B 

had always informed us that his nephew had gained a 
prize at College, destined to reward a perfect knowledge 
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of the Germfm lan^age: and it is piobable that be nan, 
indeed, jsaad it mli, Iwt Ui neoent ii imy peenliar; 
and as he hi^ mev^er atleniptediK> ipealc it befevey bo waitan

We had agreed to plnv at chess, and he Toliinteered to 
mik £oi the cheai-board, igfuaing all oiii^B of aaaetanoe. 
I^raeenlly fae cme baok, most tBiiBiplnn,tfy, to wy llni 
tlic; man liad perfectly understood him, and was to ])ru\p; 
it immediately. lie prepared the little table between ns 
vith great mulin i i, and called ibr tJk ovr co mfmni oMy 
who were in the habit of 'wat<5hing our play. Wc waited 
some time, but the chess-board did not ^pear; and at last 
the waiter happeiimg to psM tliioagk die sooi^ jfowHiepr 
Bmeeitflekedif ho weie not going to bring it? His answer 
was prompt, but mysterious; he said that it was not yet 
heated. We had heard of heated c hoi playc i a , but acrrer 
of a heated chew-boaid; and Monsienr Bmert; began to 
look very uneasy, when suddenly the door opened, and 
the man appeared with a ki^ge kg of homy moidng hot, 
wUxik he |daeed on the tdbie between ns, with plates and 

every thing requisite for a ccnid'ortable dejeuner a deuw, 
which he aupposed we meant to enjoy tog^er. These 
ia, in &et, a oonsidenibk ejarihrtiy between the woids 

which express lu Gcni^ian a liain and a chess-board; and 
amidst the xago of Monsieur Krff^r^ and the infinite 
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amusement of every cme else, the voice of Monsieur de 
E—wm fliafllieixd wmdeijiigi ^ fil pomtant^ EmeBl^ 
la «8 gagn^^** Ac. 

The ooanlzj is itill flit lad tae, thovgli Mmingly 
rich and weD collmrtied. We scarcely passed any object 
of interest till kte in tbe day, when we reached lUok; 
A TtmpiaUj pnttjr villaga, with a xnuMd casde abom 
We fed-ovradhm now m likough abnoet in a different * 
world from that we have inhabited ao long in the Kaat. 
Tiielaiidnapfl^ the slgr, 4be atmoij^wn, tfae imy air w 
Imatbe, aie all » toldly dMe w nt ^ ihm feem to be so 
much more of life vigour and freshness round us now* 
W« bave indoed 1^ fiff babnid the kni iribiere 
tempht iott mmm the feame moat befitting the impRwhe 
lessons its every scene can teach, and \\ lioso bright things 
arc all most beautiful in decay 1 JSow we m&j see tbe 
dune ^eauBBg on the hagf ▼ilhge or the apening field, 

and no more only on the sliiittcrcd column or the deserted 
theatre ; yet here, too, nature hasber objects whose deoaj 
ie beaatiM: the twibgbt boor is ipcnth all die twelro of 
sunny lisrht, and tJicro is nothing more loirely than the 
luuKmsduMis iaoe oi. a dying child, like that of the poor 
yoong ijmaium we ham wiA vm^ irbo ia gving to BeA 
for change of air, and will assuredly never 'Iea*fe it again. 

To-day, more than ever, we bad recourse to our own 
m o Mt e e i fiar niniiiiiwiiwti tat we flopped nowhrae, and 
the scene duonghool nnieh Ae eann. Amongst our 
companions in the ladies' cabin, there was one old lady 
who bas proved to be a veiy wngwlnr cfaaaacter. fiH^ 
has, for ihcse tiPe days, kept heraalf aloof Aom every one, 
with a ma]ji:ed distaste to society of any kind; and having 
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insUilled hendf in a corner, with a little table beade lier, 

she suiiounded herself with a number of books and writ- 
ing mateiials, and seemed to plunge at once into some 
Tery profound studies. She is fiur fiom good-looking, 
deadly pale, and with a bright, restless eye, that is full 
of thought. 1 happened to go into the room to-day when 
she was theie alone, and as I turned to leare it» she called 
to me in a strange, mouinl ul sort of voice, and asked me 
if I would giant her a favour. I turned immedjuitely, 
and she made room for me to sit beside her. Then 
taking one of her books, she sliowcd me tliat it was a 
copy of Childe Harold, ' and asked me to read a few 
stanzas aloud to her. This was soon done; and she then 
told me that it was the first time she had ever licard 
English read, though so passionate was her admiration 
for Lord Byron's works that she had learned to read it 
perfectly, solely in order that she might UanslaLe this 
poem for her own benefit. 

She showed me the translation^ which was in German 
verse, and seemed really very admirable — certainly a most 
laborious undertaking at her time of life. She said she had 
learned to read English^ French, and Italiaui without a 
master, because she hated all mankind, and would have no 
intercourse with any one; but she had wished to become 
aciiuainted with the works of the poets who had wiittenin 
those languages, as literature was her sole delight. She gra- 
dually grew more confidential, and told me that she lived 
perfectly aloncyand that, as she expressed it, her life was of 
no use to any one. She occupied heiself solely in literary 
pursuits, reading, and compobing, and existing in an ideal 
world of her own creating. 

After conversing with her for some time, I b^an to 
feel the very deepest compassion ibi this miserable old 
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woman, who, at the dose of a long life, was wasting her 
ledeemless days in occupations that were poison to her 
oim wixkij and utterly useless to all otbexs; and I pitied 
her not the less^ that she evidently possessed no mean 
intellect or talent. She was a cold and morbid misan- 
thropoi from the &tal caose which has made misanthropes 
of so many. She had taken a totally mistaken view of 
life : it was easy to gather her history from her. In her 
youth, she had looked round and seen a bright and beau- 
tiful world, and felt within herself a deep cLipacity for 
enjoyment ; and she had tlicrcfoic fallen into the common 
errox of supposing that she was created for no other pur- 
pose than to gather to herself as much happiness as she 
possibly could on this earth. Heedless of the revelation 
^ Incli would have taught her better things, when the hour 
of disenchantment came — ^as come it will to each one who 
enters on that darkest of struggles, and seeks to grapple 
widi his destiny — her soul was turned to bitterness; and 
henceforward the life she had arrogated to herself, and, 
seeking to use, had abused, flowed away in rtan dreams 
and vainer repinings. 

And she still looked on all things in a distorted point of 
view. She had no real religion; her eyes had not been 
anointed that she might look up and see, for then, when she 
had undeistood and felt how she herself had been redeemed 
fiom all iniqmty, she would haye also comprehended how, 
long before this puny earth existed, far back in the unfa- 
thomable depdis of eternity, there has been going on an 
awftil combat between Good and Evil; and that even, per* 
haps, this world may have been built as the field where the 
last war is to be carried on, and the Evil finally subdued. 
But, be ihis as it may, it was dreadful to hear that old 
woman say that her life and intellect were of no use to 
any on^ when the same Unutterable Love, which rescued ^

of us shall himself be aa agent, muerablj weak it is true,

This poor miasatlirope aeemed to leooil back upon her- 
self all the more, for her momentary display of feeling; 
the conEdenoe die had reposed in me seemed to have beea 
but the eflEeet of a auddea hmging for hvmaa sympathy ; 
kind 110 sooner had she thus told me the story oi' lier life, 
than she tumed from me, i ^y^n ^. xudeiy, and^ wfi iming 
her atudies^ le&aed to look up or n pf fi Vr 

Amongst the various features oi' the present state of tlic 
world with which we can only become acquainted in tear 
veiling, there i0<»iefifffiN)mimi]B|K)^^ whiflhth0mv«r 
extensive our wanderings, may escape our perception alto- 
gether. This is what may almost be termed the emm- 
{wetMcie of thebodyof Jeaoita. WeaUkiioir»aaftgeiieiEal 
fact, that this sodety is widdly dispersed, singularly power- 
M, and at work everywhere, oon^Afiily and skiii'uiiy ; but 
we are not pcepaxed to find that our aim moat intknate 
fiiend and oompamon, perhaps, ia cue of Hmt aecrat 
agents ! Or, associating in our minds the idea of a Jesuit 
aolely with a Bomaa pioal and, m anetare life, th«t aone 
seemingly gay and diaripated man of die wodd, haunting 
boudoirs and ball-rooms, is not the less an active servant to 
iiae aocietft aotii^ soklj under their coders; that his part 
has bean assigned to him, aa laymanpawi Ua a^faemia the 

iashionable world. 

We have great reaaoa to think that we have beea 
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fiwioiiie time [mat tmeUbg «^ 

members of this body. If it be so, however, it is 
vecy mwittingly that he has betrayed himseil j ibr it is 
ooljr withm the last lew «kyB that» e^ muiy md eaxoeit 
discussions oa tiie subject of religion, during which the 
soundness of his views, as well as his enlightenment, 
ubcoek jue wiih artcmishmnpt, ha ham gndnaUy uo&lded 
hinwrif at a moit asaalaoi pHrtkna <£ ilm great and 
mysterious society. I was very glad, however, to-day, to 
liitou to his ojgea da&noe q£ them; it it, of coiuie, 
80 xarely tliat we liear anyihiiig but a sweeping ooa- 
demnation, that it was well for once to hear an advocate 
on the othflc aide. 

But even with « -view to dkpose me ftvocnbly to- 
wards them, he gave me a most extraordinary idea of 
the tremendous extent q£ their seoret influence. If what 
lie let me peroeiye be traa^ in Fmaoe, England, Gevmany, 

every \Ylieic, in miliar L, it i6 aiouiid us at ail times^ prose- 
cuting its mysterious Jaibours, by ways and means we 
least dTfwn o£m H^ft uttedy oondemued, and X thi"V with 
reason, the works of Eugene Sue on this subject: though 
I firmly believe the actual truth respectijog the Jesuits to 
be iufiniteiy FTM y pp ^ fri j gMfr^ and moce aatonuihiiig tlian 
that author has represented them, yet there is no doubt 
that the half of what he states is inventioii* and a ohimsv 
iuveatioii toow 

We began to fed eomewhat out of humoiir with the 
rain, which stiU confined us to the cabin, though th^e is 
hafipilyiiothiiigto be jfifiA thedeok. Ooreremiig'B 
adTentoma tenuiiated in an aiiraiiiig letabntion whicsk 
befel the friend of the HoflP-Meisteiin to-night. Eveiy 
one who hae twelled know wtH^ tliat nowiMce does the 
very despicable ml imivenal w ^ mlfidmess appear in

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80 im&Toiinible light as on a jouxney. In a luzarioDa 

house, where every one is comfortable, the most egotistical 
pexson can aliord to be considerate and obliging; bat 
whaze the aooommodation is inadequate to the nmnbeiSj 
and there is no rule but justice or generosity for the 
varioua arrangements, it is a very diff erent matter. 

Idonot Imoirif itbelhediaracterofthe Gennan ladies 
in general, but certainly those with whom we have to do 
show a very su^cient care of themselves, and a want of 
gentleness and C(»i8ideiati<m for others which is very &r 
from pleasing. The fiiend of ihe HoffMeislefrin in par- 
ticulari evidently possesses a share of egotism quite in 
aooordance with the size of her person. Our aocommo* 
dalion for ihe night, just now, is wretched — so wretched, 
that I would recommend future travellers to perform as 
much as they can of this part of the journey by land. 
Thete is but one room, and no other couches but afew smaO^ 
narrow sofas; but it is our numbers principally which in- 
commode us seriously, as on a moderate computation there is 
a cushion for every two ladies, and a so& for every three. 

Last niglit the friend of" the IIoff-iMcistcrin passed a 
very bad night — but so we all did — and to-day she was 
determined to iaze better; 80 she sailed into thecaUnabout 
ci^ilit o'clock, to insure bciiK^ the first, and havinij sc- 
lected the best sofa, actually piled on it every cushion and 
pillow she could get hold o£ She succeeded in making 
a very comfortable erection, and after an elaborate toilette, 
according to the fashion of German ladies, proceeded 
to deposit herself thereoD, in ao easy and luxurious a posi- 
tion as to excite ihe indignation of the whole party when 
they assembled, and found that she had actually pos- 
sessed herself everything joovided for the accommoda- 
tion of all. But the avenger was at hand. It so chanced 
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that the foundation to the whole pile of cushions was a 
carpet-bag, whose owner was a yery Tulgary rude little 
woman. As soon as she perceived her property uncon- 
adouslj aiding and abetting in making the aggressor so 
much more comfortable than she had any right to b% 
without saying a word, she ran straight up to the finend 
of the Hoff-Meisterin, who was by tbis time placidly 
sleeping — dreaming, posdbly, of that lady — when^ seizing 
&e bag, she drew it abrupdy from under the great erec- 
tion, and instantly, just as she expected, the wbole pile 
was upset, the &bric gave way altogether, and cushions 
and pillows came rolling to the floor, bringing with them 
the IIoff-Meisterin's unfortunate friend, whose unwieldy 
£:ame caused something like an earthquake, as she came 
down with great violence in the midst of us all, and lay 
scolding in German in the most amusing manner. 

We rejoiced greatly in the bright sunny morning which 
gladdened our eyes to-day, as we should indeed have been 
unfortunate had we been destined to reach Festh in bad 
weather. There was a fresh breeze, and occasional 
showers still drifted across the plain, from whose monotony 
we have not yet escaped; but they did not obscure the sun^ 
and only danced among the trees they refreshed so well, wiih 
the rays glancing through them, till they sparkled like a 
ahower of diamonds. We passed various towns to-day, but 
none are of any interest. We stopped at several — Mohacs» 
Baja, and others. AU are much the same in appearance, 
seldom either picturesque or handsome, the buildings in* 
variably all quite modem, the streets wide and straggling. 

At last, however, towards evening, long lines of water* 
mills on the banks announced our approach to festh. 
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nd entering giaduaily into a narrow channel of ihid 
mer, we mam suddentf in ngkt of Ate HnngndMii 
capital. Great as were our expectations of the dity ci 
the Magyar, the Buda-Festh," as they now call thelwia 
towncs Aef woe eertainly not niaed too Ugli. It il 
indeed ft moit striking and intere sti ng place, «nd ae peei»* 
liar as it is picturesque. On the one side of the river lay 
Pei^ akisid8QiMmodeni4Qokingtown)t^^ 
it il in leftHtf cm of the oldeit in Hungaiy, witk Icmg 
laiiges of wide streets, lined with stately buildings, and a 
Bisgnifioest quay flkirting die edge of ihe water; whikt, 
linkedioitbyabandaomebridge, OBtbe opposote aide, Ae 
rocky, irregular, but beautifnl OfFen or Buda, from 
amongst fine okl trees and &ntastic rocks, with its rugged 
liaights^ itB andeBt paboe, and ita iiowning Blodnbei^. 

And ' rtwcen those contrasted towns, which form 
indeed one city, though so diiTerent in their varied styles 
of baanly, our noble Danube rolled proudly along the 
strength of the current in this spot, tinging its sea-green 
waters evexywl^ire with foam. Buda-Pesth is o^rtainly 
aa unique and xomantio a town aa I ever have aeea, 
though there are fewar teaces of the variations of its 
fortunes formerly than we had anticipated. We landed at 
Peath, and were eondneted through large atreets, past a 
liandaome Aeatie, and^ariooa odio' really splendid bii3^ 
ings, till we reached our hotel. We had loyally choaon 
Ae Kfloniginn von England^" wiii^ we found dean 
aadpiaaasnt ineray reipeet l^e period allotted ibr our 
stay was, however, far too short to admit of loitering: it 
waa already evening, and we started at <kybreak. We 
ibfliefixie korried ovt to inapeet the town, wUlat the light 
still remained to us. 

Pesth itself is quite in the style of most of the hoge 
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Oeman towns; bat ihe Hmgnian powantB in Ae 

sbEeetB, with their wide hats and long naaniies, and the 
waggoDBy wilh teams of seran] hones abreast, even tbe 
(^plen<TM <Ki]!iagea, with thenrfiem ehaanufs^ and hangfaty 

masters within, wrapped, on that warm summer evening, 
ia ndL fuxs, niamped it at onoa with a peculiar cfaaiacter. 
Hie flliofMi wem lai^ and good, aaemingly ; but we aaw 

very few churches of note, and none of them were open. 
Thia waft evid^Atly the iashionaUe part of the town, and 
aaitwaajiist the botnr of tbe evening promenade, die 

streets were iilled with a gay and animated crowd, — equi- 
pages of all sorts driving to aod fro, and young HungaxiaxL 
Hftjfflf^ liding their fiesy hooiea with ooattidaaMe ease aaid 
^lace. 

Thdix akill in horaem anship may have struck us the more 
firom tbe contrast it a£S»ded with the Tnrkiah mode of 
riding, to which we were most accustomed, and which the 
abort slixrups and high saddle renders go particularly ineL&- 
gant, thon^ tbeii aeat ia wosdexftdly finn. I have mm 
both Torke and Gieeka, whe& pbfing die gmme of llie 
iereed, almost fling themseLves oil' to pick up their spear 
fiain the groond, when paaaiiig at full gallop, and legaiii 
tlMir pooitioin with erivaoirdiiiaiy dexterity. 

The beauty of the higher elates in Testli also struck us 
ooiiaideral)l7--4he men wtt» almoat invaiiablj tall and 
diginfiBd-looking, the women lemarkable for the fieahneflB 
of their complexion and delicacy of their features. But 
not all the ohaima of the iair Hungarian peasants, with 
tSieir piquant coaftnmea, or the yet fairer damea, d nuned 

with so mucli less taste in an elaborate clis|)lay of the last 
Vioma faahif^P^ could retain us in this pretty little modem 
town, when, jint o^qpoaita, Boda looked ao inritin^y 

quaint and pictures(^ue, with its bold, commanding rock, 
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and line old buildings clustering on the luiL We there- 
foi6 800IL cioflBed the long brid^ which conneets the cily, 
and seemed to have gone bade ac^tory or two in the act, 
fio great a contrast was this curious old town, very quiet 
and desolatoi to the gay and fashionable Pesth. 

We met none but peasants, and few even of them, as 
we ascended the dark narrow streets towards the hill, 
where the only remarkable buildings are grouped near 
each other. It is strange that ibis town, though sufficiently 
ancient-looking, can show no traces now of the dominion 
of the Turks, once established here for so long a period, 
nor yet of the many sieges it sustained against them later. 
One fine old Gutliic church, the largest in the place, was 
for a considerable time used as a mosque, and perhaps the 
interior may retain some traces of this episode; but it waa 

locked, and \vc had no means of gaining admittance. 

OHen (so called irom its natural hot springs, which 
certainly do make it in erne sense like an enormous 
stove), though seemingly so much less frequented than its 
rival, Pesth, is nevertheless the seat of government. And 
the palace of the prince palatine is a large, extensive 
building, finely situated on the hill side. It is now inha- 
bited by the Archduke J oseph and his wile, a princess of 
Wirtemburg* We wandered on till we came within the 
court-yaid of this casde— ihat is, Monsiemr de B-— , 
Monsieur Ernest, and myself; for the rest of the party re- 
mained below to wait for us, finding the ascent too fiip 
tiguing* Both the genllemen were very anxious to visit 
the interior, especially Monsieur Ernest, who was extremely 
desiroiis of seeing the famous crown of St. Stolen, held 
80 sacred by the Hungarians, which he believed to be 
preserved within some apartment of this palace; but we 
had foolishly omitted to take a guide, and a aurly-looldiig 
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sentinel only responded with a determined shake of the 
head to Monsieur Ernest's requests, delivered in xnoet 

florid German^ and Moneaeor de B *b mute appealflt 

which were decidedly i lench, and consisted in taking off 
his hat imploxingiy. 

Just then a Tery splendid oamage, with a powdeied 
coachman and chasseur, drove out from under the gateway, 
and passed us rapidly. Suddenly, to our surprise, it swept 
jcoimd again, and letomed to where we stood. It stopped 
close to us, and we savr that it contained two ladies, one of 
whom, though, strange to say, she was going out to drive 
.withoat a bonnet, wati most magnificently dressed. She 
addiessd me in French, told me that she was sure I was 
English^ that it was a nation she extremely loved, and that 
.as we seemed emhairassed, she would be yexy glad to be of 
use to us in any way. We were much obliged^ and told 
her we wished to visit the castle, but could not obtain per- 
mission; whereupon she instantly turned to her ohasseur, 
and bade him go and tell the people within that it was the 
Hoff-Mcisterin's desire that these strangers be admitted 
everywhere. We were greatly amused to £nd we had 
aetualiy made aoquaintanoe with this much talked of 
lady; but before we had time to thank her she had driven 
oil, leaving us to the full benefit of her good offices, for 
the doors now flew open to us as though by ma^c. 

The palace is spLicious and liandbonic, and there is a ^ood 
deal of fine old furniture, especially of tapestry ; but it was 
well worth going through it all, were it only for the view 
from the windows, which is indeed beautiful, and totally 
di&rent^ I should imagine, irom what could be seen any- 
wheredse. The buildingsofQffen rising up below, group- 
ing in so well with old trees and rocky heights ; then the 
xiver, whose winding course can be traced to a great dis- 
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tancc, both above and below tlie citj; and the whole of the 
noble town oi Pestk spread out on the pkin before usy iti 
wUte hooBes glittering ia tho hit rays of the ietting mm, 

But most beautiful of aic the Palatme t^ardcns, which 
are on an island in the centre of the Danube, and ii^ 
wliofle thick gma dude* we looked ham the teniwei of 

the palace. 

We saw ads cbummg vi&Wf and emajthing else woxlh 
Bering in that kogainte of apjgtmflBiiiiyiia^ 
of a SwiiB more deplcmbly stupid than any I have y et 
with ; but the recommendauons of the Holi-Meisterin evi- 
dently made him tbij anziouB to sitiel^ m in everj wmff 
and hia attempts to oompidieod the cfuestions wiA whieh 
Monsieur Ernest assailed him with the greatest volubilit^i 
and in his own peonhar Qmaut^ woe most amvnigi 
Sometimes he put on an espmnon of Ihe most hopeiem 
despondency, and turned to me as though he thought I 
diould have been able to nnderstand him, saying, pile- 
oody, What doesthe Ktde gentlemen want?* At kil^ 
when he seemed about to usher us out Avitlioiit our liav- 
ing seen the iamons crown. Monsieur Ernest became 
highly excited, and his impatignee lendering him aiiH 
more incoherent, the poor man grew quite bewildered, 
and, not haviiig the smallest idea of what he was askiBg 
for, the cimTenalion whidi foUoMd bet w ee n tlMm w«i 
most Indioroiis. " 6ie haben ein Kpoai?" (you have got 
a crown?) said Monsieur Ernest to him, very decidedly. 
^I? ArmermensehP (IhavegotaocEOfinL) ^ Yes, yon 
have yon have got a crown and asoeptieu* ^ Holy Seint 
Nicholas ! 1 have neither crown nor sceptre — am a poor 
man with • laige fimify/* ^ A hiBg^a csdwd^'' ahooiad 
Monsieiir BneBt, ^ and a sceptre, and a mande/* ^ Mk 
bin kein kbnig," he said, doggedl/, and I have not 
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goi a scefitze; I k^ep die Iceji." At lMt» cfttduBg «l • 
wordy he made out his mtmaimg^ and told m die emm 

was at Vieim:i ; when Monsieur de B wound up tlie 

whole by xemarking, £t pourtant, Eraest* it ia Terf 
atiange thai jou ibottld have gaioed,^ 

Wc lingered so long in the castle, that it was very late 
when we fomid ourselTes once more in the quiet, alent 
stmt; Int we weie -rary aajdova to moanA to the OIimp* 
Tatory, which is situated on the summit of the Blocksberg, 
and &om whence we were mre the view must be splendid. 
The aaoeiit m somewhat hL^gfmg^ sbntrng ixp ike side <£ 
agreeo MH carp^ed with short grass; but wc were amply 
lepaid when we reached the Observatory ; for the wide 
panoania of the eonntiy wUeh io there displaywi to ynew, 
with aU ita details so ^rary trtrilni^, was a sight that would 
indeed have been a great loss to have missed. 

The Blocksbeig is so steep and pvecipitoDS, as ahnost to 
oreihang the Danube at ikiB point ; and the Ofaservatoty, 
which crowns its rocky summit picturesquely enough, 
Wongp,IbdieTe, totbe muveirily windi k MtaOitbhed 
in this city, and is, I think, the onty one in Hungaiy. 
We foxmd here a very obliging personage in charge of an 
enormous telescope, which he axxanged for us so that we 
eoold lead the insenptiflBa on tibe buildniga in Pesth 
quite easily. The view was so very beautiful, tliat we 
lingered long in the little garden surrounding the house; 
and at Issl we were still nKuce nwiUiiig to move, when 
Pesth began to be lit up with long rows of lamps like 
fiery serpents, and the whispering of waters came up to 
US firam an invisiUe mer, that aoaislimes was xeraded 
for a moment by the flashing lights in the boats or rafla 
In Olien all was dark and silent; great rocks and thick 
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excepting where the brilliant windows of the palace cast 
» BtroDg glow on the slroets below* 
I do not know how long we might have stayed iherei 

tracing even in the dim starlight the silver thread of 
the great stream^ miles and nules away over the dark 
plain^ had it not occurred to ns that the passage of the 

bridge might be closed after a certain hour — an idea 
under whose iniiuence wc made the descent in an incre- 
dibly short space of time. We passed through the 

sombre, (juiet town, iind found the bridge still open, 
and still covered with waggons with their jingling belk 
somiding dear in the night air. In Pestb itself the so^e 
was even gayer by the lamp-light than by day ; the people 
were all out walking, the theatre was just openings and 
the gaily*dressed company were orowding in. The casino, 
which is, I believe, admirably conducted, and a great ad- 
vantage to this place, looked especially brilliant, and 
seemed qnite folL We are told that thete are now so 
many institotioiis of this nature in Pesth — ^libraries, con- 
cert-rooms, and so on, that it has become a very favourite 
residence for the English. I should imagine it to be a very 
agreeable one; the society is good, they say, the climate 
agreeable, and the country is certainly beautiful 

We had greatly rejoiced in the prospect of a comfort* 
aUe night's rest, after so many spent in wan with the 
musquitoes, and endeavours to make carpet-bags, and even 
portmanteaux, supply the plaoe of pUows, which th^ 
did hardfy. But we were destined again to have our 
shimbcrs broken in upon, though in a much more agree- 
able manner. In the middle of the night we were awoke 
hy the sound of most beantifbl mnsic, directly under the 
windows. It was tho full clear burst of an instrumental 
band; the air they played was joyous and exulting. 
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and between the strains there was a prolonged shout of 
enthusiasUo vwata. We were all eflectually zoos^ and 
every one flew to ihdr lespeedTe windows; mi there, 
surrounding the hotel, was a splendid procession, with 
torches, and bannersi and iloweis, and ev^thiog that 
could render it gay and daaeading. There were priestei 
too, with tlic cross, and soldiers innumerable. The 
music continued some time, and then I heard a windoWf 
directly below mine, opened; then die ehonts became tre- 
mendous, and soon aftcr\yards the procession moved on. 
We were told the next morning, that it had been in 

honour of Count ^ who was xeaiding in tne hotel, 

having just returned to Pesth, after having performed 
some signal service to Hungary— of what nature we could 
not ascertain, although Buffidenlly important to have 
acquired for him the title of benefactor of his country; 
but what 1 thought really touching, as it was said to liave 
emanated solely from the people, was the delicate con- 
mderation which made them ehoose that this compli- 
ment should be paid to him in a midnight procession, 
because he is blind, and could not have seen it any better 
by day. I do not know if in this country what is called 
a popular movement be at all more in accordance with its 
name than elsewhere : I know that in Greece, when 
traced up to its source, such a demonstration is generally 
found to have resulted in the very private movement of 
some one peculiarly interested individual.

We walked down through the wide, empty streets, 
almost at daybreak, to embark once more en route £os 

Vienna. This distance is shorter by land, and many prefer 
leaving the steamboat conveyance here, <m account of the 
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tartP»p*ift diaeomfoiri to which the traveller is now subjected. 
Xbe •ooamnodatioiiy tlwBjs hmd^ is totally inadpiqiiatft to 

the numbers who duily cro^vd on board them to go to 
ViennA; and these oeEtainij is but the choioe of fiub- 
nuttiiig to a day or two of gieat inooawtiftiifift, or aban- 
d oiling altogether the inspection of a very plea&ing p(a» 
tion of this ijitecininable river. 

The n^al towns had «fauiged parti iluB mooung, fin it 
was now Pcsth which lay so quiet and deserted, and Buda 
that seemed all stir and animation. But we could easily 
aoooant for thia oontnuit; &r we had am last tbit 
the principal inhabitants of Pesth were of that class who 
prefer the artiGcial light of scenes of gaiety, and the arti- 
ficial smileB which theaa oall £oiA§ to tho gloiy of the 
risizig son, and tiie first amife with which nature gzeets 
him; whereas, when we passed through fiuda yeitorday 
araiuup* alreadv all *tm aimiile "inliaKttanfai wcbb aactift' 
sruiahmiF their lamns and cloansr their houaea. to aeek le- 
pose^ 80 that they yrexe all ready to-day to welcome their 
maimifioflnt as ha oaiudit the aarhr sunbeamfl and 

tuxned them into diamonda on his sparkling bxeaal» or 
tossed his wreaths of foam in the free morning air. 

We have o£bea wished^ since we began this journey, that 
thia hingly river had an historian moie properly hb own, 
who Avould give a detailed and accurate account of the wars 
oi the I^anube^ irom the days of old Solyman the Maguifi- 
oentup to the period of the late campaigns. We have been 

reading the record which he liiinself lias kept in lus old 
ruins and shattered fortresses, and often in the names of 
his seemingly modamvillaees>aodistiiMitlytg^^ 
ancient dominion oi' the Tui'ks; and all this tells oi" many 
a stru^gl^ of which the details^ too "jimiiA qi£ numerous 
ix a ueKe geneml tooaaMf WMt im my inteaaatiag* 
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Vwom PaBth onwaidii ike pages of tini nooid of kis be* 

came greatly marc roiniintic and fantastic; although they 
tell oi times so madi more xeceoty that ewxL the ibot*piittt 
of the giant oonqueior himiQlf iiuiy be teoed upon di» 

laand. 

fxisu^fsHj the castcHated ruiot and solitary 
towerSy which now crown its xocks, or peep £x>m behind 
its clustering trees, are connected with visionary stories of 
the ieudal time; all those old legends o£ true Irni^rii^ 
bmeold bagonai, which oome home to oig hearts so innoh 
more closely than the stirring memory of battles, because 
they tell of the tiials<^indiYidttal^ and of ^sorrows and 
mSSoqAoom ^v^ Wfi f ffi to US slL 

We shall always find that oar interest is roused at once 
by any account which the mind can unconsciously apply 
to itself; aaidthed^aibofaiiyittt whatever of that iii^ 
fianiliar Death, wiU nerat fidl to eicoite our sympadiiest 
lB0nly because we know that he hovers daily over the 
head of those most dear to us. So pxo&Mmdy indeed, is 
my bslief in tfao iaheacont selfidbness <£ l^ntwnji nBtme, 
that could a misfortune be named in wliicli it were inipos- 
sible we ever could have a shaiOi J. am certain we abould 
ftd no compassion for it. 

The scenery of the Danube now partakes muck of the 
nature oi theiihine, only infinitely aupeciorj ixom the far 
greate Tolnme and nM9esty of ili own ^ stream^ 

the more imposing and bokler ibrm of its rocky banks. 
The banks present to-day, besides the inyaziahle charm of 
heights ragged in ibcm and dad in gieeai woods, Tanons 
more conspicuous objects. The first of these is the strik- 
ingly picturesque GaatJfi of VisscigEadei once^ I believe, a 
Mideaoe of the idngs of Hungary . ItispfobaUyfiner 
in ruina than when it was entire — m very many of these 
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dd bmldinga axe, for &e actual aichitectme is generally 
heavy and irregu1a]>-4mt we SCG few traces of liie splendid 

pleasure-grounds and gardens widch they say once aur- 
xoimded it. Sliortly after passing it, the ziyeri taldng a 
rapid turn, sweeps grandly round the toot of a lofty pre- 
cipice, on tlie summit of whicli stands the town of Gian, 
the seat of eoclesiasticalpowerin Hungaiy, and not more 
remarkable for ihe extreme beauty of its pc^tion than 
for the magnificence of its buildings. The cathedral 
espeoialiy, which absolutely overhangs the liveri is most 
splendid; it is of recent constractionf and indeed is yet 
uniinishcd, but is in infinitely better taste than half the 
modem buildings, especially churches, which are to be 
seen now. A beautifiil statue of the blessed Virgin, 
standing in the portico, has, from the water, a most 
striking effect. She is represented pointing upwards; the 
whole of the dezterousty^wrought marble eloquent of the 
lliouglit conveyed in the inscription over hex head, Qua^ 
sursum sunt quaerite." 

Besides this fine buildings the Archbishop's Palace 
and various others add to the imposing aspect of the 
town. The steamer stops continually now, for five 
minutes at a time, to take in the passengers fiN>m all 
the Uttle towns we pass ; which creates a constant con- 
fusion that is far from agreeable. Amongst those who 
are with us to-day, there is a gentleman high in office in 
Vienna, with whose brother we had been Tery intimate 
elsewhere, and we therefore formed a speedy acquaintance 
with him. In the course of conversation, the death of the 
Duke of Reichstadt was spoken of, when, to my great 
astonishment, he mentioned quite casually — as if it were a 
fact well known — the circumstance of his death by poison I 
Surely it is generally believed 'tiiat his death resulted 
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ficom natnial oaoaeB? Whalemr mxaaiaeB ihero may be 

on tlic subject, I liavc never heard it positively affirmed 
before that ida esdstence terminated violentljr; hut this 
genikanan seemed to liaTe no doul^ of 
appeared surprised that any one should dispute it. 

It would seem that politics amongst the Hungaiiaos 
themselves ue the &Toi]xite tofuo of ooaveimtion: when 
several of them assembled together, they invariably en- 
tered on the subject; but to-day, at dinner, the discussion 
whioh arose beoftme so violent as to be rather alarming, 
and the eapitain was obliged to put a stop to it. Hie ani- 
mation and excitement of the speakers were extreme. 
They were diacuaaing, I believe, some of the debates at 
ihe last session of the diet, which is held at Presboig. 

In the evening we were regaled by a concert, which 
waa performed by five or six Hungarian peasants, unasked* 
They ranged themaelvea in a Gne, flung back their sheep- 
skiTis, ant], with tl^e accompaniment of a sort of guitar, 
sung a long ballad m the Magyar tongue, the words of 
which we would £un have understood, for it seemed 
greatly to interest all their countrymen. The air appeared 
to me very ancient, and was not unmusical, though some- 
what wild. We cannot yet venture to remain on deck 
after nightfall, in our prudent dread of fevers and ague; 
and it is no small privation, for the cabin is close and 
crowded, and the glance I could not resist stealing from 
Ae deck this evening, showed me that the scenes on the 
Danube by night are quite as attractive as by day. 

There was something very grand in this powerfiil stream 
rushing through the darkness, with the bold outline of its 
cliffs well defined against a cloudless sky, and myriads of 
stars — all strangers to me, for they were not the stars of 
Greece— quivering and tremUing, r^ected in its troubled

May 27th. 

We were called up early on deck to-day to see tbe town 
of FreBlmigt with whose compeative insigiiificanoe I 

was a little dibappointed — perhaps, because it is a spot so 
conneoted with the history and the times of Maria There6a» 
that the name is evetywheie weU-known, and leads one 

to look for a more important place ; bcautilul, from its 
posiUoQ and its luxuriant wood, it certainly ii^ and the 
town is probably mneh more eztenaye dian we coold 

judge of Iroin tlic deck of the steamer. Seen from the 
liver, the ruins (m the hill over the town have a fbie eiiect, 
pDndpally fiom tibe bold fiuma of the wooded elifl^ 
amongst which they rise,for they exhibit but the blackened 
remains of the palace, which was destroyed by £re. The 
mod^ bnildingB, ihongh none of them epppear to be » 
markabl^ form, as a whole, rather a graceful combination. 
The opposite shore, where the pleasure gardens are laid 
oot^-ecnnected with the town by the anvamUe bridge of 
iMMita, which always is so light and degaat— -lock very in- 
viting. Fresburg still holds to its ancient right of having 
the meetiiigB of the diet heldy and the Jdiigaaf Huiegaij 
crowned, within its walla. 

A very old and very enthusiastic Hungarian kdy told 
me she had witnessed the coronation of the pxeamt an^ 
pesor heve, aa king of hot &liherkad; and by her aooonnt, 
it must really liave been a splendid sight, when he rode 
ouj^ on a height which oveclooka the zim^ with the 
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I 8woid of St Stephen in his hand, and, in piesence 

of the whole assembled Huna'arian ]ioV)lcsse, rnado the 
sign of the cross with it in the air, over their country, 
whilst he took the holy tow to protect it in justice and 

I love. I was somewhat incHned to abk her ii' slic thought 
he had kept his vowj but it was too hazardous a question. 
Rudolph of Hapebuig seems to have been the gieat hero 
of this part of the country. Almost every ruin or town

The Castle of llieben is very heaudfiiUy situated; but 
excepting this, and a few pretty villages lying among

I low, ihongh it is xiehly collivBted, and embdEshed to a 
great distance with gardens and villas, which indicate the

' late in the afternoon ihat, after a heavy shower of rain, 
a gleam of returning sunshine showed us at last a wide 
weeping plaLn, green with the early harveate, where lay, 
spread out beforo ns in its aoUe hnildings and eactonsive 

gardens, stiotching away rnucli furtlier tliiiii the eye could 
ibUow, one ot iloiiope's stateiieat cities.

On us pilgrims from the East, one of whose wild poetic 
lauds had so loDg been our familiar home^ the week spent 
in this well-known and mack hetpeated city must kaire 
a Tcry diflferent impression fix)m that which it would 
produce on the mind of the visitor who comes but tojcom- 
paie the refinement of Vienna with the xefinement of the 
Paris or the London he has left. Here were no strange 
customs to record, or barbarian ignorance to deplore. It 
was but one of the oential seats of European civilisation; 
but to us, fiesh from the study of nature in its unyarnished 
evil or its imsullied good, the whole machinery and fraine- 
work, the whole artificial system of this civilisationi seemed 
new and strange* 

We had come from those vast solitudes where the mute 
eloquence of a wonderful creation and all its mingled 
harmonies had vied with each odier to tell us only of 
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the glory of tlic Creator, and from lands where the groat 
voice of the Fast is incessantly proclaiming the utter 
litileiiess of man, and how that his ezistonoe is the verieet 

: item, given for good indeed, but iii soberest truth a vapour 

I that vanishes in air. J^^ow here ail was of man and for 
man ; all the gorgeous, Inxoiious arrangements seemed 
designed to illustrate a practical materialism, whicli should 
make this life^ visible and palpable, to be the all^ with 
nothing beyond or mthin, no internal existence in hope 

I and love of immortal souls. 

Wegrowused to anyatmosphere, however noxious, when 
we have breathed it long, even while secretly it saps the 
springs of life; and equally, perhaps more readily, we grow 

I used to breathe the exhalations from the world of corrup- 
tion, Mdty, andfolly; but our eyes, dazzled with the glare 

i of the burning Eastern sun on the desert plains, where the 
destroying wing of Time himself has swept iu vain and left 
no traoe, looked wondeiingly now on the hollow splendour 
and unmeaning pomp with which men here most seek to 
surround each vain detail of their little miserable existence ; 
and to our ears, filled with the roaring of the waters 
through the river solitude, the very rolling of their gaudy 
equipages along the crowded streets sounded strange, be- 
cause their prancing horses were in actual fact designed to 
drag away tiieir leaden hours. 

) Then we had been dwelling with the heathen nations — 
with beings of the earth, earthy; and we had longed lor 
lands of enlightenment, and a people of purer hopes, with 
the longing of those for the morning dawn who are weary 
of darkness and night. And Christian churches there were 
enough indeed^ magnificent in architecture, gorgeous in 

f decoration. That splendid old cathedral of St. Stephen's is, 
in itself, perhaps^ one of man's least vile attempts to build a 
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fitting temple to his God; but still the influence of re- 
liguMi in these great cities of inteiiectual and material re- 
tan&amAf where mart ii»y week to embeOiflh and eniok 
its out ward ^igns and symbols, lias ever seemed to nio 
like Ihe puie sunsbiue pounng its radiance on a maas 
of eoli waifirs: it cmm tham to qioikle and to beam, ftr 
more than the dark earth it fructifies so well, but not a 
ray can penetrate within the chill and monater-haunted 
d^ytliflu 

There is another strange thing that strikes fi>rcibly on the 
minds of those who wander, as we have done^ firom place 
toplaoe^ fiomiotaltown to ooiirtlyGilj; kow, Gnentmi^ 
into each new country, atra^htwaj, in some one shape 
or other. Death comes stalking out to meet us, in order 
that he may aanrt to ns that whoaoerer be nominally 
reigning here^ this ie his territoiy ako, and diow how all 
the kings of the earth do hold their lands in vassakhip to 
Um. Now herBt k>rd oS this stately city, and of the vast 
empire whioh amromids it, an empemr mts crowned; and 
one of the first things they took us to see was the touibs 
of ^ emperoTsI — mi it is a sight worth seeing, to be- 
hold how these asmmMed monaichs^ so great npon die 
earth, have exchanged their gorgeous palaces and trains 
of courtly attendants for the pxisons of this dungeon vault, 
and one Capuohin monk ibm gaoler! There is move of 
truth and sincerity, too, displayed in the decorations of 
these tombs tiian is usually allowed to approach even the 
monMeiing adbee of kings ; £3f they hwve placed Ike crown, 
by which they think it necessary still to mark out the 
high station they held sm(mg men, on the head of a bare 
and giinniiig sknlL 

It is marvellous to see lio^v custoin will enable man to 
^ow a complacent inhumanity, a systematic want of &di* 
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ing, wliich is very revolting. Could anything be more hor- 
rible than the next sight they took us to see? — the Keart 
of Napokon'fl ioa beoome a InoEaim object of gain, and 
Aeiigfat cf diowingit in ito siWer case, and leomving pay- 
ment irom the cuiions yibiior, a post eagerly sought after ! 

SiiBdj, if civer any might claim a xight^ hoai the 
loveliness of life, to sleep weQ after that fitful fever, it is 
this poor guileless heix to the shadows of vast kingdoiiiSy 
and to the viaumB of em|nbm Inhezitoi of a cunse, in 
the name that was wzittsn in blood on the earth, the cap 
of life must have been full of bitterness to him; and, per- 
hapsy if it be true that be was not permitted to drain it to 
the dregs, be may have UesMd the hand that dadhed it 
Irom iiib youug lips, to replace it with a deadlier draught. 
One of our most intimate friends was tutor to the Duke 
of Bdbhstadt; and fiom all he aaya it may be hoped that 
" the retirement in which his brief eadstencc was pulsed was 
very favourable to him, in saving him from viewing the 
tUn^ that an^ both of time and eteniity, in the fiilse 
light oi die world's teaching. It is not amongst men 
bewildered in their hero-worsliip, that we may learn how 
much mooce gieat in the sight of Heaven is the mortal who 
denies himself, to benefit but one of his fellow-ereatuies, 
than the man who sacriUces thousands to his own seliish am- 
bition, however gieathia auccesB maybe. Thati», indeed, 
Ate pcHnt; finr in Aia world man judges ever by the eflfeet; 
it is the Searcher of hearts alone who looks tx) the cause. 

But more lhan any whern eise^ the gentla tpint of 
Napoleon's soa would aeem to haunt thebeautiiul gasdena 
of the Schonbrunny where he dwelt, mid loved so much 
to dwelL They weie hie maapm^ who at his bicth was 
hnled as King of Borne ! They axe very lovdy, tfaoae 
gaxdensi where the young prince wandered so o£ken; and 
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however sliort be the fltey of lihe alanager in Yienna, be 

must not omit to visit them. 

HozeoYer, if he cfaanoe to go early on a Sundayi or a 
Saint'8 day, and juai at ten o'dock, diould he hear a bell 
ling loudly from the palace, let him hurry back with aD 
Bjpeedf however pleaaant betheahade of these long avenues 
of stately tiees, and ask admittance to the chapeL Hemll 
not be refused, if he is in good time, and the service only 
just b^un; and pacing down a long passage, they will 
open a little door, and he will find himself in the Lnpeziid 
Chapel. It is not very large, nor reinarkable for its magni- 
ficence ; but pealing through it in solemn melodyi that will 
fill him with a holy awe, he will hear ihe most glorious 
music thai ever bore a penitent soul on it^ ^vings to heaven. 
The sacred music in tlie chapel at Schonbrunn is famed as 
being quite unequalled anjrwhere; and although I have 
visited most of the cathedrals in Eui ope, I have certainly 
never heard anything to be compared to it. 

But whilst the visitor is forgetting time and space, and all 
things connected with his individual existence, in listening 
to this majesty of souud^ if he should happen to observe 
in a gallery near him an old man with a dim, heavy eye, 
whose vacant gaze is fixed upon him, and a stately lady by 
his side, intently occupied iu makiug every linger of her white 
kid glove^fit precisely on her hand, he need not disturb his 
guide, who wUl probably be on his knees behind a piUar 
at his devotions, but trust to the veracity of this record, 
that he has seen the Emperor and Empress of Austria. 

There is another thing, which he must not leave 
Vienna without seeing, though he might be tempted to 
do so merely from the ieehng of weariness, which would 
induce him to lefhse to follow his guide into the last 
church into which he will propose to lead Inm, because 
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be bas seen flo mmy rescy ritnikr one to another abeady ; 

but it were better to go through no other, excepting only 
the noble cid catbedndi wboee exterior £com the street 
alone it were wortb tESvelHng miles to see, than to miss 
passing into the church of the Augustines, to look on 
the monument of the ArcbduohefiB Christina, daughter of 
Maria Theresa, by Oanova. . 

I have seen many a sculptured thought, and some which 
have outlived the thmker by thrice a thousand years; but 
I know of none which strikes home to our human hearts 
with so irresistible an appeal for sympathy as this most 
beautifully sad conception. I defy any one to gaze long 
on ihe graoefiil and exquisitely mournful traiuj who seem 
about to descend into the funereal vault, there to weep 
the buried youth and beauty which it has devoured, with- 
out feeling a strange sensation creeping over them, which 
constndns their imagination to place within that gloomy 
cavity as its inmate, all stiii, and cold, and dead, some 
living being, yet warm with h<^ and energy, whom they 
ihemsdves do love too wdL 

I trust that any one who attempts to hunt Strauss 
through a long summer eyemng, as we did the last day 
we passed at Vienna, may have better siiocess. From 
garden to garden we chased him, like a gigantic butterfly; 
and though in each and all an admirable band was per- 
forming in a style to satisfy the most &stidious taste, still 
the great master ^vas al ways declared to be presidintr in the 
next: and so, like true mortals, we could not be contented 
with the pleasure witiiin reach, as long as it was posrible 
to grasp at more, and passed the evening wandering from 
one scene ol amusement to another without enjoying any. 

We were fortunate, during our short stay at Vienna, 
in seeing the exposition of manufactures, which occurs 
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only once in five years. Splendid f urniture, models of all 
kinds, ciyilftl, poicekin, silk manuiactureSi in short evexy 
piodiiction of the ntiDiial indiislcy irkaA could be 
gined, were very tastefully displayed in the long galleries 
of an extend ve building. We weie struck with, the per- 
feetioato which tfaey had trttwned in oer^^ Thexe 
were seivml little statues, whidi ware really beautiful. 
One loom was entirely filled with carriages, and another 
witih specnueiie of the idoimocbI tBtomscs o£ the coosnHxy^ 
which seemed rexy 9iban&mt; bu^ en lihe ifhoik^ the 
exposition was in&iior to that of Paris. 

Having duly aea all the other Ag^biii whidi eraj one 
flaes, and vidted all the galleanea of paintings, as might be 
testified by our aching eyes, or the painful impression left 
on ooi memoiy of some faimdieda of potimfl^ aU 
together in one wild eonfinnen never to be doaxed iqs we 
prepared to leave this very splendid and pleasant city- 

Monsieur de B and his nephew, like a pair of wolves 

who haveamiflfad thefint aoentof the eamon they delight 
in, alar off, having breailicd once again tlic air of the 
civilised wodd in its gaiety and luxury, were now ravca- 
ondyansdaoB tobeatiheaeatof all xefinementy in F^ueie. 

Kentucky we abandoned on the stairs of the hotel, deli- 
berating whether, as he had ocHne all the way up the 
Danubey it woaU not be veaty good &ai to go down again 
(I give his own words); and we ourselves determined on 
proceeding still two days with tiie steamboat conveyance 
on tfiat jxf&f for we had been told that the spaee between 
Vienna and lina is finer tinn all we had AeaAy Bern of 
the Danube. And, certainly, we were ohhged to own 
thati always eaaoplbg the mightjr jtm near Qibov% an 
xmpaiaSelad in its gnnd and aavage biiwlj y audi ia indeed 
the case. 
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The character of the iceuexyia now very different from 
wlttt it was m oar en&r aoqtniiiteiioa wiih it Its soli* 

tude and its vastncss arc gone, the river is comparatively 
aaxrow, whilst from its beautiial banki new objects of in- 
temt atert out each mmie&t; now a nuaed castle en a 
nigged he^ht, hatmted with strange stories of the old 
robber kmghts who dwelt in it; now a monastery hid 
amcmgi^ the tim^ with ilB dull oeaaaless bell ringing oat 
<m Ae BumBMr eb; now a gay Httle village, widi its gar- 
den sloping down to the water's edge; and again a turn in 
tlie liver wiU suddenly diapby a beaotiM view of the db- 
tant oomrtiy*-^ off the soHywy hiHs^ and iken dark fozests 
and rich fields and vineyards, all luxuriant and smiling. 
They dbiowed ns the Casde of Dureiisteiny and .t(dd ns 
that theie our own BidhazdCheordelioiiwBBimprisonedy 
and there the voice of his faithful Blondcl was a twoibid 
music to his ear; but after we had looked long upon it, 
wiftk all die interest such a tradilkm must inspire, another 
passeng-er caioe liunying to show us a different castle 
&rther on, which he declared was the true scene of that 
ranantLc incideDt; and then Aere arose a very violent 
discussion among the company on board, as tu the claims 
of the rival sites, which it seems has long been in dispute. 
An Iridnnan would have recommended them to say that 

Blondcl mu'j: at tlio one, and Ivichard was impn^roncd at the 
Other 1 and indeed I do not know how else they will settle it. 

Late in the eremng we were called op on deck to see 
what we could of the magnificent monastery of Moelk^ by 
die iaint light of the crescent moon; but that mild ^ow 
was at least enough to showna avery pakoe for stateliness 
and splendour, standing proudly on a precipitous rock^ 
around wliose base the river sweeps in foam. They say 
diat Mo^ dales its original fonndatiaa ficom the tenth

century. At all events, a more princely structure, or one 
in a iiner or more commandiog position^ ooald not well 
be imagined. 

Very early in the morning we reached the Wiirbel, 
which is the name they give a terri£c whirlpool that sud- 
denly appears in the cenfcKe of the river, the waters raging * 
madiy, and writhing themselves within it as though they 
were in an agony; and scarce has the vessel escaped from 
it in safety — and none bnt a ddlfiil pilot conld steer it 
past the foaming vortex that fein would suck it in — when 
it enters on the yet more terrible rapid of Strudel, where, 
mdy a week before we passed it, a boat containing a 
number of persons who had been on a pilgrimage was 
dashed to pieces amongst the rocks, and sixty liv^ ^were 
lost. Bat here the riyer, as though it would compensate 
for its dangers by its beauty, grows sublime and wild 
again. It concentrates its waters into a narrow channel, 
that they may have greater power to chafe the precipices 
on either side; and its banks rise mountainlike once more, 
all clothed in sombre dark green forests. And so, making 
US wonder hourly more and more that it should not yet 
be weary of charming, the Danube led us on to the quiet, 
pretty little town of Linz. 

And here at last we hnaily parted company with this 
most noble river. It seemed to us almost as though we 

were called on to bid farewell to a famdiar friend, after so 
nmny weeks tiiat we had trusted ourselves to its guidance, 
and made it a part of our daily existence. 

We had followed its course since the first moment when, 
plunging and tossing in the midst of that dark, angry sea, 
our little vessel had suddenly met with a yet stronger re- 
eistance, and we were told to mark, in the discoloration 
of the water, how the proud Danube invaded even the 
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fltonny Eimne; then ire liad entered upon it in its inten- 
sity of solitude, where it seems like a great mourner, with 
its flky-Iike pall, and its shroud of mistSi and its deadly 
Tapouxs floating on ihe dnll air, as ibongk it called them 

up to deter all human beings from intruding on its dreary 
loneliness; and gradually we had se^ the sleeping nature 
awake on its lifeiesB banks, and thiow OTer th^ a veil of 

summer green and wrcatlis of ilowers; and then, like an 
enchanter, whilst its growing iovehness stole on us un- 
awares, it led ns on fiom scene to scene of qniet beauty, 
till among the blooming hills of Orsova we could have 
made our home for ever. 

But^ lest we should imagine it was always so lovely 
and gentle a river as it then appeared, suddenly it 
gathered up its tremendous waters, and showed us^ as 
it roared through that tenific pass, how it could cleave 
the very mountains, and take for its rampart the mighty 
precipice. Soon it changed again as it drew near the 
heart of Europe, ftod, like a courtly beauty, began to deck 
itself wiih jewds, and the crowning gem of all was Buda- 
Pesih; and so on, now sndlmg, now raging, but ever grand 
and majestic, syren-like it looked its loveliest just at the 
great Wirbel, as ihough to slluie flie fieuKnnated gazer 
into the fatal whirlpool; and then gently and safely it bore 
us to the gates of Lonz, that we might leave it there, and 
let it pass on its way at last unheeded. 

And we owed it much, this mighty river, during the long 
period it had carried us on its breast, for it had shown 
. us new aspects in natore, and new wonders in creation^ 

and it had called up on its banks old dreamy memories, to 
teach us many an emphatic bsson, giving a record ot the 
destiniee of men departed, whose life seemed ever to have 
been ]iiucli like our own course through the rapid — a brief 
Struggle^ and then a great calm. 
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The¥oiioe ofito many waters liad become to ub a wett- 
known vnuie, » night sft^rni^liiff^ killed ub to slaapcai • 

its vast heaving boson:, and day after day murmured to us 
witk that eloquence wliidi is ia every one ol nature's 
fcioefi. All apeak the MODe laiigiiaga — wbeAat it be 

uttered by the river it disperses its rich waters to fertilise 
the earth, or hj the autumzi wind as it bears away the 
seed to scntter it on liie nady sai]r-«>fo baxdoaof 
tlicir song is ever of goodness and of mercy. 

But the great voice of the Uiauube we should hear no 
more: it miglit tellitetakBair, pediapsytoinoiealile^^ 
ears, but for ns the opportunity was past,|the journey ended. 
And there is another thought that at the diose of a long 
journey must abn^ I tlnnk^nse pain&Uy on oar minch. 
IV IS tne quesuoQ wb mtsc invonMBHnijr asK onrsenFeSy 
of what trace our own steps ha¥e le& in the paths we 
h$m trodden in the lands ve lym vmJboi? Emwb we 
walked among tbe Inihoian mrtions idly to momEee owm 
their ignorance and error, or exult in our own superiar 
knowledge and thrice happy lot, without making ane 
effort to east the fionteat spstk of light among ihtm? 
Have we gathered all the amusement, all the pleasure, 
which the varied sceneB aiocded, and can none say l^t 
we came diem fiyr good? Or, yet mcae^haye we pnawd 

tlirougli the gay and peopled eities, where trie deadly 
spirits of scepticism^ and bold vice, and iiaiss moralilgry 
eourted and leoeived, am all abroad, arrogating to our- 
selves the blessed name of Christian, and allowed one ac- 
tion or one word of ours to cast ridimt^t upon 
Aat high and kofyeaUing? 

These are deep questions, but they import the traveller 
much ; for wheresoever he may wander to and iio upon the 
fimc^thiaeartib^itisthnstkatit will ever appear to kim;: 
as a great wilderness, ail stoniB and tempealB,wI»re the 
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tioxisdmUgzopeasinathickcUurkiieaB; with here and thteie 
a liglitning fiaah ibat dazzles iheir eyes, and, rarer far, a 
pure gush of sunshine, deluding not, though very bright; 
whore shall be voices talking of justioe and mercji min- 
gling with the groans of an oppressed people stretching 
out their fettered hands in vain ; where shall come the 
deep coiruption of modem society, aU graceful and refined, 
and the proud intellect that dares reject its God — bligliting 
the souls that escape irnm hands, stamped with His 
image; and cauaing their first pure aspiradonsy their 
heaven-drawn hopes, their guilelessness of youth, to be 
ingulphcd in the swelling waves of their il passions 
and their grati£ed sin, Hke the Eden of man's iirst 
innooence buried beneath the waters of the Deluge. 

But, in the midst of all this wild confusion, and gloom, 
and doubt, and erior> and over that peopled wilderness (a 
wilderness though peopled^ because no God is there), he 
will yet ever behold, now obscured, now revealed^ but ever 
present, two glorious angels, leading on the struggling 
fionily of man; serene and calm, with steady pace and soft 
voice, whispering of peace and love;— and it is his, if he 
be true to the cause of truth, to clear away the mists 
before them, and shake off the dust that gathers on their 
gnow-white garments, for these are they who bear on 
before us the beacon-lights of eternity, and their names 
are Faith and Hope.
